RULES  OF  THE  SENATE

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Senate  shall  have  adjourned  and,  a  quorum  being  present,  the 
Journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read,  to  the  end  that  any 
mistakes  therein  may  be  corrected.  After  the  reading  and  approv- 
ing of  the  Journal  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  The  presentation  of  petitions. 

2.  Introduction  of  bills. 

3.  Messages  from  the  Assembly. 

4.  Messages  from  the  Governor. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  select  committees. 

7.  Communications  and  reports  from  State  Officers. 

8.  Third  reading  of  bills. 
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9.  Motions  and  resolutions. 

10.  Special  orders. 

11.  General  orders. 

Messages  from  the  Governor  and  Assembly,  communications 
and  reports  from  State  officers,  reports  from  the  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections  involving  the  right  of  a  Senator  to  his 
seat,  and  reports  from  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  on 
Revision  and  on  Rules  shall  be  received  at  any  time. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  may  sit  at  any  time ;  the  reception  and 
consideration  of  its  report  shall- always  be  in  order,  debate  on  its 
adoption  shall  not  exceed  one  hour,  one-half  hour  for  and  one-half 
hour  against,  such  time  to  be  alloted  by  the  Temporary  President 
and  minority  leader,  and  no  other  motion,  except  a  motion  by 
the  Temporary  President  for  a  call  of  the  Senate,  to  adjourn  or  to 
recess,  shall  be  in  order  until  the  vote  of  the  Senate  is  had  thereon. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

2.  (1)  The  President  shall  preserve  ordei*  and  decorum;  in 
case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby  or  galleries, 
he  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared ;  he  shall  decide  all  questions 
of  order,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Senate.  On  every  appeal  he 
shall  have  the  right,  in  his  place,  to  assign  his  reasons  for  his 
decision.  When  the  Senate  .shall  be  ready  to  go  into  committee 
of  the  whole,  he  shall  name  a  chairmau  to  preside  therein. 

(2)  He  shall  assign  to  the  doorkeepers  their  respective  duties 
and  stations. 

(3)  Immediately  upon  the  final  passage  of  any  bill  by  the 
Senate,  he  shall  certify  that  the  same  has  been  duly  passed,  with 
the  date  thereof,  together  with  the  fact  whether  passed  as  a 
majority,  three-fifths  or  two-thirds  bill,  as  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  Laws  of  the  State,  and  deliver  said  bill  to  the  Clerk. 

OF  THE  TEMPORARY  PRESIDENT. 

3.  The  Temporary  President,  when  acti^  as  President,  shall 
be  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  AvAi^  conferred  by  these 
rules  upon  the  President. 
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He  shall  appoint  all  committees  except  when  the  Senate  Ab31 

otherwise  ordes^. 

OF  THE  CLBRK. 

4.  (1)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  have  the  Joamal  of 
each  day's  proceedings  printed  and  copies  thereof  placed  on  the 
files  of  the  President,  Senators  and  reporters  within  three  days 
after  approval  by  the  Senate. 

(3)  He  shall  also  furnish  each  Senator  daily  with  a  printed  list 
of  the  general  orders,  which  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  -Superin- 
tendent of  Documents,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  documents, 
and  he  shall  also  prepare  a  daily  calendar  of  all  bills,  engrossed  or 
printed,  for  a  final  reading,  and  place  and  keep  the  same,  together 
with  printed  copies  of  such  bills,  on  the  desk  of  each  Senator;  he 
shall  see  that  all  bills  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Senate  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  reported  and  stand  upon  the  calendar, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  two-thirds  of  the  Senate. 

(3)  He  shall  present  to  the  Governor,  and  enter  upon  the 
Journals,  such  bills  as  shall  have  originated  in  the  Senate  and 
been  passed  by  both  Houses.  He  shall,  subject  to  the  rules  of  the 
Senate,  transmit  to  the  Assembly  all  bills  or  concurrent  resolutions 
which  have  passed  the  Senate. 

(4)  He  shall  designate  the  persons  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
floor  as  reporters  for  the  public  press,  not  exceeding  thirty-five  in 
nomber,  and  may  revoke  any  such  designations,  but  no  person 
fiiiall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  floor  of  the  Senate  as  a 
l^slative  reporter  of  a  newspaper  who  is  interested  in  pending 
or  ccmtemjdated  legislation,  or  who  is  employed  or  receives  com- 
pensation for  influencing  legislation. 

OF  THE  SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 

5.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms,  except  when  absent  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties,  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the 
Senate,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  aid  in  enforcing 
order  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  in  the  lobbies,  and  in  the  rooms 
adjoining  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  also  see  that  no  person  r^nains 
on  the  floor  unless  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  same. 

OP  THE  RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OP  SENATORS. 

6.  (1)  Immediately  after  the  announcement  of  committees, 
seats  shall  be  assigned  to  Senators  as  follows :    The  majority  shall 
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occupy  the  seats  at  the  right  hand  of  the  President,  and  the 
minority  at  the  left  hand  of  the  President  beginning  at  the  center 
aisle.  The  Temporary  President  of  the  Senate  shall  occupy  the 
middle  seat  on  the  aisle,  and  the  minority  leader  the  middle  seat 
opposite.  Members  of  the  majority  who  cannot  be  seated  to  the 
right  of  the  center  aisle  shall  occupy  seats  on  the  last  row  to  the 
left  of  the  center  aisle  b^inning  with  the  seat  on  the  aisle,  and  if 
more  seats  are  required  for  the  majority,  then  on  the  next  to  the 
last  row  conmiencing  at  the  seat  on  the  east  aisle.  The  chairman 
of  Finance,  Judiciary  and  Cities  shall  be  assigned  seats  on  the 
center  aisle.  Senators  who  occupied  seats  at  the  preceding  session 
may  occupy  the  same  seats  if  they  desire,  or  exchange  their  seats 
to  any  seat  left  vacant  by  a  retiring  Senator.  Senators  not 
assigned  to  seats  as  above  provided  shall  choose  seats  by  lot  as 
drawn  by  the  Clerk  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate. 

(2)  A  Senator  presenting  a  paper  shall  indorse  the  same;  if 
a  petition,  memorial,  or  report  to  the  Legislature,  with  a  brief 
statement  of  the  subject  of  its  contents,  adding  his  name;  if  a 
notice  or  resolution,  with  his  name;  if  a  report  of  a  committee, 
a  statement  of  such  report,  with  the  name  of  the  committee  and 
Senator  making  the  same. 

(3)  Senators  shall  not  speak  to  each  other  or  otherwise  inter- 
rupt the  business  of  the  Senate,  or  read  any  newspaper  while  the 
Journals  or  public  papers  are  being  read ;  or  walk  out  of  or  across 
the  Chamber  when  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  or  when  a 
Senator  is  speaking  pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

(4)  A  Senator  rising  to  debate  or  to  present  a  petition  or  other 
paper,  to  give  a  notice,  make  a  motion  or  report,  shall  address  the 
President  and  shall  not  proceed  further  until  recognized  by  the 
chair ;  he  shall  speak  on  the  same  subject  but  twice  the  same  day 
without  leave  of  the  Senate;  and  where  two  or  more  Senators 
address  the  chair,  the  President  shall  name  the  Senator  who  is 
first  to  speak. 

(5)  Every  Senator  shall  be  present  within  the  Senate  Chamber 
during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  unless  duly  excused  or  neces- 
sarily prevented,  and  Shall  vote  on  each  question  stated  from  the 
chair  unless  excused  by  the  Senate,  or  unless  he  has  a  direct 
personal  or  pecuniary  interest  in  the  event  of  such  question.    If 
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any  Senator  refuses  to  vote,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate, 
or  unless  he  be  interested,  such  refusal  shall  be  deemed  a 
contempt. 

(6)  A  Senator  desiring  to  be  excused  from  voting  may,  when 
his  name  is  called,  maJke  a  brief  statement,  not  occupying  over 
five  minutes,  of  the  reasons  for  making  such  request,  and  the 
question  on  excusing  him  shall  then  be  taken  without  debate,  and 
any  Senator  desiring  to  explain  his  vote  upon  a  bill,  may,  when 
his  name  is  called,  be  allowed  a  like  opportunity. 

(7)  In  case  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  shall 
convene,  those  present  are  authorized  to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms, 
or  any  other  person,  for  the  absent  Senators. 

(8)  In  all  cases  of  absence  of  (Senators  during  the  sessions  of  the 
Senate  the  Senators  present  may  take  such  measures  as  they  deem 
necessary  to  secure  the  presence  of  the  absentees,  and  in  addition 
to  suspension  for  a  given  period,  may  inflict  such  censure  or 
penalty  as  they  may  deem  just  on  those  who  shall  not  render 
sufficient  excuse  for  their  absence. 

7.  There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees: 

To  consist  of  fourteen  members : 

Judiciary. 
To  consist  of  thirteen  members : 

Finance. 
To  consist  of  twelve  members  each : 

Affairs  of  cities. 

Public  Service. 

Internal  affairs  of  towns  and  counties  and  public  highways. 
To  consist  of  eleven  members  each : 

Codes. 

Taxation  and  retrenchment. 

Insurance. 
To  consist  of  nine  members  each : 

Agriculture. 

Conservation. 

Public  education. 

Commerce  and  navigation. 

Banks. 

Civil  Service. 
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To  consist  of  eight  members  each: 

Public  health. 

Canals. 
To  consist  of  seven  members  each : 

Military  affairs. 

Penal  institutions. 

Revision. 

Affairs  of  villages. 

Labor  and  industry. 

Privileges  and  elections. 
To  consist  of  five  members  each : 

Printed  and  engrossed  bills. 

Public  printing. 

Rules. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Service  shall  have  the  jurisdiction 
heretofore  exercised  by  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Miscellaneous  Corporations,  and  over  legislation  affect- 
ing the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law. 

The  Temporary  President  and  the  Minority  Leader  shall  be 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Committees  on  Finance,  Judiciary, 
Affairs  of  Cities,  Public  Service,  Internal  Affairs  and  Public 
Education. 

A  report  may  be  made  by  six  members  or  a  majority  of  any  of 
such  committees,  with  the  chairman  of  the  committee  voting 
therefor  and  less  than  six  members  opposed. 

8.  The  committee  on  printed  and  engrossed  bills  shall  examine 
all  bills,  amendments  and  resolutions  which  are  required  to  be 
printed  or  engrossed,  before  they  go  out  of  the  possession  of  the 
Senate,  and  make  report  when  they  find  them  correctly  printed  or 
engrossed  before  they  are  read  the  third  time;  they  shall  also  com- 
pare such  amendments  as  may  be  made  in  the  Assembly  to  Senate 
bills,  and  that  are  concurred  in  by  the  Senate  after  they  shall  have 
been  reprinted  or  re-engrossed  in  the  Senate  for  the  purpose  of  see- 
ing if  they  are  correctly  printed  or  engrossed. 

No  bill  shall  be  passed  unless  it  shall  have  been  printed  and 
upon  the  desk  of  each  Senator  in  its  final  form  at  least  three  calen- 
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dar  legislative  days  prior  to  its  final  passage,  unless  the  Governor 
or  acting  Qovemor  shall  have  certified  to  the  necessity  of  its 
immediate  passage,  nnder  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  State,  nor 
unless  tlie  committee  on  printed  and  engrossed  bills  shall  have 
reported  that  such  bill  is  correctly  printed  or  engrossed. 

All  bills  recalled  from  the  Governor  for  the  purpose  of  amend- 
ment, if  amended,  and  all  Senate  bills  amended  by  the  Assembly, 
and  returned  to  the  Senate  for  its  concurrence,  and  all  bills 
amended  by  the  report  of  a  conference  committee,  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  the  provisions  of  this  rule  and  the  second  clause  of 
Rule  4. 

9.  The  committee  on  revision  shall  examine  and  correct  bills 
referred  to  it,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  ensur- 
ing accuracy  in  the  text  and  references.  It  shall  also  report 
whether  the  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  can  be  secured  with- 
out a  special  act  under  existing  laws,  or  by  enactment  of  a  genernl 
law. 

10.  Every  report  of  a  committee  made  otherwise  than  by  a 
majority  of  the  committee  present  at  the  time  the  report  is  made, 
shall  give  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  committee  favoring 
such  report.  Every  report  of  a  committee  upon  a  bill  which  shall 
not  be  considered  at  the  time  of  making  the  same,  or  laid  on  the 
table  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate  shall  stand  upon  the  general  orders 
with  the  bill  and  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

OF  GENERAL  ORDERS  AND  SPECIAL  ORDERS. 

11.  The  matters  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  Senate 
shall  constitute  the  general  orders,  and  the  business  of  the  general 
orders  shall  be  taken  up  as  follows,  viz. :  When  the  chairman 
named  bv  the  President  has  taken  the  chair,  the  Clerk  shall 
announce  the  title  of  each  bill,  with  the  printed  number,  or  other 
matter,  as  it  shall  be  reached  in  its  order,  when  it  may  be  taken 
up  on  the  motion  of  any  Senator  without  the  putting  of  any 
question  therefor,  and  be  considered  immediately,  and  so  on  until 
the  calendar  is  exhausted,  or  a  motion  is  carried  that  the  com- 
mittee arise.  Any  bill  not  so  moved  shall  lose  its  preference  for 
tibeday. 
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12.  Whenever  any  bill  or  other  matter  is  made  a  special  order 
for  a  particular  day,  and  it  shall  not  be  completed  on  that  day,  it 
shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  retain  its  place  on  the  calendar, 
as  a  special  order  in  the  order  of  business  in  which  it  was  con- 
sidered ;  and  when  a  special  order  is  under  consideration,  it  shall 
take  precedence  of  any  special  order  for  a  subsequent  hour  of  the 
same  day;  but  such  subsequent  special  order  may  be  taken  up 
immediately  after  the  previous  special  order  has  been  disposed  of. 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

13.  The  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  the  committee 
of  the  whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  limiting  the 
number  of  times  of  speaking,  and  except  that  the  ayes  and  noes 
shall  not  be  taken.  Such  committee  may  strike  out  the  enacting 
clause  of  a  bill  and  report  that  fact  to  the  Senate ;  and  if  the  report 
be  agreed  to  by  the  Senate,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  rejection  of  the 
bill.  But  whenever  the  committee  is  engaged  in  the  investigation 
of  any  charges  against  any  of  its  members  the  rules  of  the  Senate 
shall  apply. 

14.  Bills  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  Senate  shall, 
in  committee  of  the  whole,  be  read  through  by  sections.  The 
report  shall  state  whether  or  not  said  bill  has  been  amended  in 
committee  of  the  whole.  After  the  report  the  bill  shall  be  subject 
to  debate  and  amendment  before  the  question  to  agree  with  the 
report  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  is  submitted  to  the  Senate; 
but  such  amendments  only  shall  be  in  order  as  were  offered  and 
decided  in  the  committee  of  the  whole  Senate,  except  by  unani- 
mous consent. 

15.  A  motion  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  progress  on 
any  bill  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

OF  BILLS. 
1 G.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  Senator  or  on  the  report 
of  i)  committee,  or  by  message  from  the  Assembly,  and  after  its 
first  and  second  reading^  ghall  be  refei^v,^  to  a  standing  or  select

committee  of  the  whole,  the  Assembly  bill  may  be  substituted  for 
the  Senate  bill  upon  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Senate.  A 
motion  for  such  substitution  shall  be  in  order  imder  the  order  of 
business  of  messages  from  the  Assembly,  motions  and  resolutions, 
or  the  order  of  business  in  which  the  Senate  bill  is. 

Xo  private  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  Senator,  or  on  a  report 
of  a  committee,  unless  accompanied  by  a  memorial  or  petition 
signed  and  verified  by  the  party  or  parties  praying  for  the  passage 
of  the  same,  except  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

Bills  introduced  by  Senators  shall  be  deposited  at  any  time  in 
a  box  to  be  known  as  the  bill  box,  which  shall  be  under  the  immedi- 
ate charge  of  the  Clerk,  and  which  shall  be  kept  securely  locked 
until  all  bills  so  deposited  are  removed  by  him,  or  by  the  deputy 
clerk  authorized  by  him.  Bills  so  deposited  shall  be  given  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate  at  his  convenience  before  or  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  session.  They  shall  have  their  first  and  second  reading 
in  the  order  of  business  immediately  after  the  presentation  of 
petitions  and  be  referred  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  to  the 
appropriate  committees  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  box 
shall  be  ofjened  at  any  time  during  the  session  and  the  bills  therein 
given  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  on  request  of  the  Temporary 
President,  when  they  shall  have  their  first  and  second  reading  at 
any  time  prior  to  adjounmient  and  be  so  referred.  Bills  may  by 
unanimous  consent  be  introduced  from  the  floor  of  the  Senate. 

Everv'  bill  introduced  by  a  Senator  shall  be  in  duplicate  and 
shall  have  indorsed  thereon  a  statement  of  its  title,  with  his  name. 
The  titles  of  all  bills  proposing  amendments  to  the  Greater  New 
York  Charter,  or  the  Penal  Code,  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure, 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  the  Revised  Statutes,  the  Consoli- 
dated Laws,  or  to  any  existing  laws  having  a  short  title  when 
introduced,  must  quote  the  descriptive  name  of  the  Code  or  the 
short  title  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,  or  Revised  Statutes,  or  law 
to  be  amended,  with  some  brief  reference  to  the  subject-matter 
of  the  proposed  amendment,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  is  hereby 
directed  to  return  any  bill  to  the  Senator  introducing  the  same, 
when  this  rule  has  not  been  complied  with. 

At  the  request  of  the  Temporary  President,  or  in  his  absence,  of 
the  Chairman  of  Finance,  a  bill  creating  or  increasing  a  charge 
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upon  the  'State  Treasury  reported  by  any  committee  other  than  the 
Finance  Committee,  shall,  at  any  time  before  final  reading,  be 
referred  to  the  'Committee  on  Finance  which  may  consider  and 
report  upon  any  features  in  the  bill  creating  or  increasing  such 
a  charge.  If  it  be  so  referred,  such  report  must,  unless  the  time 
is  extended  by  the  Senate,  be  made  within  one  week  from  the  time 
it  is  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee.  If  not  reported  by  the 
Finance  Committee  within  one  week,  or  such  time  extended  by 
the  Senate,  it  shall  be  surrendered  by  the  Committee  on  Finance 
and  restored  to  the  place  upon  the  calendar  it  had  before  such 
reference. 

17.  When  a  bill  shall  be  reported  by  the  committee  of  the  whole, 
and  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  the  question  shall  be,  "  Shall  the 
report  be  agreed  to?" 

Upon  such  question  the  merits  of  the  bill  may  be  debated,  and  a 
motion  to  commit,  or  recommit,  or  to  amend,  as  provided  in  the 
fourteenth  rule,  or  lay  on  the  table,  or  to  postpone  to  a  future  day, 
shall  be  in  order.  And  when  the  report  of  such  committee,  if 
favorable,  shall  be  agreed  to  and  the  bill  not  otherwise  disposed 
of,  the  bill  shall  be  ordered  printed  and  engrossed  for  a  third 
reading. 

Should  the  report  be  not  agreed  to,  the  bill  shall  then  He  upon 
the  table  and  be  subject  to  any  further  action  of  the  Senate  and 
may  be  called  up  at  any  time  in  the  order  of  Reports  of  Com- 
mittees or  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

18.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  its  being 
passed,  and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each,  whether  it  be 
the  first,  second  or  third.  And  shall  only  be  read  through  by 
sections  in  the  committee  of  the  whole,  except  when  the  bill  shall 
not  have  been  printed  and  upon  the  desks  of  members  for  three 
days,  when  it  may  be  so  read.  'No  bill  shall  be  amended  or  com- 
mitted until  it  shall  have  been  read  twice,  and  no  bill  shall  be  read 
a  third  time  out  of  its  regular  order,  unless  on  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  Senators  present  voting. 

All  resolutions  which  propose  any  amendment  of  the  Con- 
stitution, or  ratify  any  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  treated  ix^  the  form  of  proceedings 
on  them,  in  a  simf]flr7naTm^j,^ith  bill^ 
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No  bills  shall  be  ordered  to  a  third  reading  without  having  been 
acted  upon  in,  and  reported  from  the  committee  of  the  whale^  and 
the  committee  of  the  whole  shall  not  be  discharged  except  after 
suspension  of  this  rule. 

The  Calendar  of  bills  on  the  order  of  third  reading  shall  con- 
sist of  all  biUs  which  have  been  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  vote 
of  the  Senate,  and,  as  well,  all  Assembly  bills  which,  having  passed 
the  Senate,  have  been  subsequently  reconsidered  upon  recall  from 
the  Governor  and  thereupon  amended  by  the  Assembly. 

19.  After  a  bill  or  resolution  to  amend  the  Constitution  shall 
be  ordered  to  a  third  reading,  no  motion  to  amend  the  same  shall 
be  in  order  without  unanimous  consent;  but  any  such  bill  or 
resolution  may  be  committed  prior  to  the  final  reading  thereof. 

20.  When  any  biU  requiring  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Senators  is  under  consideration,  such  concurrence  shall  not  be 
requisite  except  on  the  question  of  its  final  passage. 

21.  The  question  on  the  final  passage  of  every  bill  shall  be  taken 
by  ayes  and  noes,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal,  and 
unless  the  bill  receives  the  number  of  votes  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution to  pass  it,  it  shall  be  declared  lost,  except  in  cases  pro- 
vided for  by  the  twenty-fourth  rule,  and  such  question  shall  be 
taken  immediately  after  the  third  reading  and  without  debate. 

22.  Every  bill  immediately  upon  its  introduction  shall  be 
printed  and  placed  on  the  files  of  the  Senators.  It  shall  retain 
its  original  printed  number  when  reprinted,  together  with  its 
new  nimiber  thereafter  during  all  stages  of  its  progress.  All  bills 
reported  favorably  or  for  consideration,  if  reported  with  amend- 
ments, shall  be  immediately  reprinted. 

Every  bill  when  introduced,  and  every  amendment  thereafter 
made  to  such  bill  amending  existing  law,  must  have  all  new  matter 
underscored,  and  all  matter  eliminated  by  amendment  from  exist- 
ing law  must  appear  in  its  proper  place  inclosed  in  brackets.  In 
the  printed  bill  such  new  matter  shall  be  italicized  and  all  matter 
eliminated  from  existing  law  shall  be  inclosed  in  a  black-faced 
brackets.  Where  a  printed  bill  is  amended  by  eliminating  new 
matter  from  such  biU,  the  same  shall  be  omitted  in  the  reprint  of 
the  original. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  direct  the  Clerk  to 
cause  any  bill  appearing  on  the  calendar  and  not  complying  with 
this  rule  to  be  immediately  amended  and  reprinted  so  as  to  comply 
with  the  same. 

There  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  as  authorized 
by  section  seven  of  the  State  Printing  Law,  three  hundred 
additional  copies  of  such  general  Senate  bills  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

23.  The  vote  on  the  final  passage  of  any  bill  appropriating 
moneys  or  property,  or  creating,  continuing,  altering  or  removing 
any  body  politic  or  corporate,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  whenever 
any  such  bill  shall  be  lost,  unless  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
Senators  elected,  but  all  other  bills,  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  lost,  may  be  reconsidered  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
Senators  present  and  voting. 

24.  If,  on  taking  the  final  question  on  a  bill,  it  shall  appear 
that  a  constitutional  quorum  is  not  present,  or  if  the  bill  requires 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Senators  elected  to  pass  it,  and  it 
appears  that  such  number  is  not  present,  the  bill  shall  retain  its 
place  on  the  calendar  and  be  again  taken  up  in  its  regular  order. 

ON  MOTIONS  AND  THEIR  PRECEDENCE. 

25.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate,  only  the  following 
motions  shall  be  received,  and  such  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  here  stated,  viz. : 

1.  For  an  adjournment. 

2.  For  a  call  of  the  Senate. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  certain  day. 

5.  To  commit  to  a  standing  comimittee. 

6.  To  commit  to  a  select  committee. 

7.  To  commit  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

8.  To  amend. 

9.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

The  motion  to  ad/oui^  ^j.  for  a  cal\  oi  the  'Senate,  or  to  lay  on 
the  table,  shall  be  deci^^l without  dOv^te,  ^^  ^^^^^  always  be  * 
order  except  as  provid^^  ,    jjules  1^  .     ^tid  47. 
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The  motion  to  discharge  a  standiiig  committee  from  consider- 
ation of  a  bill  or  resolution  or  question  shall  only  be  made  in  the 
order  of  business  of  Beports  of  Standing  Committees  or  select 
committees  (if  the  bill  or  resolution  or  question  has  been  so 
referred),  and  Motions  and  Eesolutions. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  shall  only  be  made  in  the  order 
of  business  of  Motions  and  Eesolutions. 

26.  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the 
President  or  any  Senator,  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  and  read  before 
the  same  shall  be  debated ;  any  motion  may  be  withdrawn  at  any 
time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

27.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  a  Senator 
may  have  the  same  divided,  provided  the  division  called  for 
embodies  a  distinct  principle  or  statement  of  fact. 

28.  A  motion  to  postpone  to  a  future  day,  commit  or  refer, 
until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  debate  of  the  main  question. 

29.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  or  time 
shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  first  taken  on  the  highest 
sum  and  the  longest  tima 

30.  When  a  question  has  once  been  put  and  decided,  it  shall 
be  in  order  for  any  Senator  to  move  for  the  reconsideration 
thereof;  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall 
be  in  order  after  the  bill,  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment, 
nomination  or  motion,  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken,  shall  have 
gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate;  nor  shall  any  motion 
for  reconsideration  be  in  order  unless  made  on  the  same  day  on 
which  the  vote  was  taken,  or  within  the  next  three  days  of  the 
actual  session  of  the  Senate  thereafter.  Nor  shall  any  question 
be  reconsidered  more  than  once.  But  when  a  bill  or  resolution 
shall  have  been  recalled  from  the  Governor  or  from  the  Assembly, 
a  motion  for  reconsideration  may  be  made  at  any  time  thereafter 
while  the  same  is  in  the  possession  of  the  -Senate,  and  all  resolu- 
tions recalling  a  bill  or  resolution  from  the  Governor  or  Assemibly 
shall  be  regarded  as  privileged.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered 
upon  either  of  the  following  motions: 

To  adjourn. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 
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31.  All  ooncurrent  resolutions  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least 
one  day,  ezcqdt  as  otherwise  directed  by  Bules  18  and  30,  and 
except  ooncurrent  resolutions  referring  to  adjournment. 

ON  CLOSING  DEBATE. 

32.  When  any  bill,  resolution  or  motion  shall  have  been  under 
consideration  for  six  hours  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  Senator 
to  move  to  close  debate,  and  the  President  shall  recognize  the 
Senator  who  wishes  to  make  such  motion.  Such  motion  shall  not 
be  amendable  or  debatable  and  shall  be  immediately  put,  and  if  it 
shall  receive  the  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  Senators 
present,  the  pending  mieasure  shall  take  precedence  over  all  other 
business.  The  vote  shall  thereupon  be  taken  upon  such  bill, 
motion  or  resolution,  with  such  amendments  as  may  be  pending 
at  the  time  of  such  motion  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Senate, 
but  without  further  debate,  except  that  any  Senator  who  may 
desire  so  to  do  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  thereon  not  more  than 
once  and  not  exceeding  one-half  hour.  After  such  motion  to  close 
debate  has  been  made  by  any  Senator  no  other  motion  shall  be  in 
order  until  such  motion  has  been  voted  upon  by  the  Senate.  After 
the  Senate  shall  have  adopted  the  motion  to  close  debate,  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  but  one  motion  to 
adjourn,  or  for  a  call  of  the  Senate  by  the  Temporary  President, 
and  a  motion  to  commit.  Should  said  motion  to  adjourn  be 
carried,  the  measure  under  consideration  shall  be  the  pending 
question  when  the  Senate  shall  again  convene,  and  shall  be  taken 
up  at  the  point  where  it  was  at  the  time  of  such  adjournment, 
The  motion  to  close  debate  may  be  ordered  upon  a  single  motion, 
a  series  of  motions  allowable  under  the  rules,  or  an  amendment 
or  amendments,  or  may  be  made  to  embrace  all  authorized  motions 
or  am^idments  and  include  the  bill,  resolution  or  motion  to  its 
passage  or  rejection.  All  incidental  questions  of  order,  or  motions 
pending  at  the  time  such  motion  is  made  to  close  debate,  whedier 
the  same  be  on  appeal  or  otherwise  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

33.  If  at  any  time  during  the  session,  of  the  Senate  a  question 
shall  be  raised  by  any  Senator  as  to  tb®  P^*®®®^^  ^^  ^  quorum, 
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the  presiding  officer  shall  forthwith  direct  the  Clerk  to  call  the 

roll,  and  shall  announee  the  result,  and  such  proceedings  shall  be 

without  debate ;  but  no  Senator  while  speaking  shall  b»  interrupted 

hy  any  other  Senator  raising  the  question  of  a  lack  of  a  quoram, 

and  the  question  as  to  the  presence  of  a  quorum  shall  not  be 

raised  of  tener  than  once  in  every  hour  unless  the  lack  of  a  quorum 

diall  be  disclosed  upon  a  roll  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes.   -Whenever 

upon  a  roll  call  any  Senator  who  is  up<Hi  the  floor  of  the  Senate 

chamber  refuses  to  make  response  when  his  name  is  called,  it 

shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer,  either  upon  his  own 

motion  or  upon  the  suggestion  of  any  Senator,  to  request  the 

Senator  so  remaining  silent  to  respond  to  his  name,  and  if  such 

Senator  fails  to  do  so,  the  fact  of  such  request  and  refusal  shall 

be  entered  in  the  Journal,  and  such  S^iator  shall  be  counted  as 

present  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  a  quorum. 

OF  QUESTIONS  OF  ORDER. 

34.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

35.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  except  petitions, 
and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator,  it  shall  be  determined 
by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  without  debate. 

36.  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  take  his 
seat  until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether  he  is  in 
order  or  not ;  and  if  decided  to  be  out  of  order,  he  shall  not  pro- 
ceed without  the  permission  of  the  Senate ;  and  every  question  of 
order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Senate  by  any  Senator.  Ko  second  appeal  shall  be  determined 
until  the  original  appeal  shaU  be  decided ;  and  if  a  Senator  shall 
be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  words  excepted  to  shall 
be  immediately  taken  down  in  writing. 

37.  Upon  a  division  in  the  Senate,  the  names  of  those  who 
voted  for  or  against  a  question  shall  be  entered  alphabetically  on 
the  Journal,  if  any  Senator  requires  it,  except  on  motion  ta  excuse 
a  Senator  from  voting,  which  shall  be  decided  by  count;  and  each 
Senator  ealled  upon,  unless  for  special  reasons  he  be  excused  by 
the  Senate^  shall  declare  opeiily  and  without  debate  his  assent 
or  dissent  to  the  question. 
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OF  EXECUTIVE  SESSION. 

38.  The  Senate  shall  go  into  consideration  of  executive  busi- 
ness at  such  times  as  may  be  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of 
the  Senators  present. 

On  motion  to  close  the  doors  of  the  Senate,  on  the  discussion 
of  business  which  in  the  opinion  of  any  Senator  may  require 
secrecy,  and  during  the  consideration  of  all  business  in  executive 
session,  the  President  shall  direct  all  persons,  except  the  Senators 
and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  his  messenger,  the  Journal  Clerk  and 
Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Senate  to  withdraw ;  and  during  the  dis- 
cussion of  said  motion  the  doors  shall  remain  shut;  and  every 
Senator  and  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  keep  secret  all  such  matters, 
proceedings  and  things  which  shall  transpire  while  the  doors 
remain  closed. 

39.  The  proceedings  of  the  Senate  upon  executive  business  shall 
be  kept  in  a  Journal  separate  from  its  proceedings  upon  legislative 
business. 

40.  All  nominations  sent  by  the  Governor  for  the  appointment 
of  any  officer  (except  notaries  public)  shall  be  referred,  unless 
the  Senate  otherwise  orders,  to  the  finance  committee  of  the 
Senate.  A  nomination  shall  not  be  confirmed  without  reference 
on  the  day  on  which  it  is  received  except  by  unanimous  consent. 
Nominations  of  persons  for  the  office  of  notary  public  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Senator  from  the  district  in  which  the  nominee 
resides,  except  that  when  the  nominee  resides  in  the  city  and 
county  of  Ifew  York,  the  reference  shall  be  to  the  Senators  from 
that  city  and  county ;  and  when  the  nominee  resides  in  the  county 
of  Kings,  the  reference  shall  be  to  the  Senators  from  that  county. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS. 

41.  None  but  the  President,  Senators  and  Clerks  shall  be 
allowed  to  take  books  belonging  to  the  Senate  library;  and  on 
taking  books,  each  of  the  persons  above  inentioned  shall  furnish  to 
the  Librarian  a  list  of  those  taken  and  ^^^  ^ame,  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  them;  and  it  shall  be  tV  d^^  ^^  ^^  Librarian  to 
have  a  book  in  which  to  ^^fpj^  the  d^V  f^  ^^  ^^  books  so  taken 
and  their  return,  and  it  j.i  n  j,e  his  *^         t^  see  that  the  books  in 
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the  library  are  kept  in  order  and  in  their  place  at  the  opening  of 
each  morning  seBsion. 

42.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents 
and  his  assistants  to  haye  the  documents  and  bills  promptly 
placed  on  the  files  of  the  President  and  Senators  in  the  order  of 
their  numbers,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  postmaster  to  see 
that  the  mails  are  punctually  delivered. 

43.  The  Senate  post-office  and  document  rooms  shall  be  opened 
every  morning  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  at  8.30 
o'clock  and  remain  open  until  5.30  p.  m.,  and  shall  also  be  open 
during  all  the  hours  the  Senate  is  in  session,  except  that  on 
Sundays  the  post-office  shall  be  open  from  12  noon  to  1  o'clock 
p.  m. 

44.  A  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  not  be  altered,  suspended  or 
rescinded  or  a  standing  committee  discharged  without  a  vote  of 
a  majority  of  all  the  Senators  elected ;  and  a  motion  to  suspend, 
alter  or  rescind  any  such  rule,  or  any  joint  rule  of  the  two  Houses, 
shall  not  be  in  order,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate, 
unless  one  day's  previous  notice  thereof  in  writing  shall  be  given, 
specifying  the  purpose  of  the  proposed  suspension,  alteration  or 
rescission,  such  notice  to  be  given  in  the  order  of  business  of 
Reports  of  Standing  Oommittees;  provided  that  nothing  in  this 
rule  shall  limit  the  provisions  of  the  first  and  thirty-second  rules. 

45.  Whenever  a  claim  is  referred  to  a  committee,  and  the  com- 
mittee reports  that  the  claim  ought  not  to  be  allowed,  and  the 
report  is  adopted  by  the  Senate,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  move 
to  take  the  papers  from  the  files  for  the  purpose  of  referring  them 
to  a  subsequent  session,  unless  the  claimants  shall  present  a 
memorial  for  that  purpose,  stating  in  what  manner  the  com- 
mittee have  erred  in  their  report,  or  that  new  evidence  had  been 
discovered  since  the  report,  and  setting  forth  the  same  in  the 
memoriaL 

46.  All  resolutions  calling  for  the  expenditure  of  monqrs  must 
be  decided  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the 
Senate,  upon  a  call  of  the  roll. 

47.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  attendance  of  Senators,  a 
call  of  the  Senate  may  be  ordered  at  any  time,  but  such  call  shall 
not  be  in  order  after  the  voting  on  any  question  has  begun,  nor 
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after  the  third  reading  of  a  bill  has  been  completed,  nor  after  the 
motion  to  close  debate  has  been  ordered  pursuant  lo  Rule  32, 
unless  it  shall  appear  upon  an  actual  count  by  the  President  that 
a  quoi*um  is  not  present. 

48.  Persons  not  members  of  the  Senate,  or  officers  or  employees 
thereof,  shall  be  admitted  to  tlie  floor  of  the  Senate  only  as 
follows : 

1.  The  Governor,  his  secretaiy  and  messenger. 

2.  The  members  and  Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  and  clerks  and 
messengers  of  the  Assembly  in  the  exercise  of  an  official  duty 
dii'ectly  connected  with  the  business  of  the  Senate. 

3.  The  elected  State  officers,  heads  of  departments  and  their 
deputies. 

4.  Reporters  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  Assembly  designated 
under  the  rules,  unless  a  designation  theretofore  given  them  has 
been  revoked. 

5.  Ladies,  and  members  of  a  Senator's  family,  or  of  the  family 
of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  on  the  card  of  a  Senator,  or  of 
the  President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  Former  members  of  the  Senate. 

7.  Any  person  not  hereinbefore  named  may  be  admitted  to  the 
parlor  of  the  Senate. 

8.  During  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  no  person  other  than  a 
Senator  shall  occupy  the  chair  of  a  Senator. 

49.  An  officer  or  employee  of  the  Senate  shall  not  solicit  sub- 
scriptions, for  any  purpose,  from  any  other  officer  or  employee 
thereof,  nor  from  any  Senator.  Nor  shall  any  person  be  permitted 
to  solicit  or  receive  subscriptions  or  contributions  for  any  pur- 
pose on  the  floor,  or  in  the  lobby  of  the  Senate. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  JAMAICA  BAY-PECONIO  BAY  CANAL 

BOARD 


I.         Authorization  of  Boabd  to  Makb  Examination 

Chapter  317,  Laws  of  1917,  entitled,  "An  Act  in  Relation  to 
proposed  Canal  to  be  constructed  by  the  Federal  Qovemment  on 
Long  Island,  and  making  an  appropriation  for  expenses  con- 
nected therewith,"  became  a  law  on  May  2nd,  1917.  Under  the 
Act  a  Board  consisting  of  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works  and  one  other  member,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  was  created.  The  Governor  under 
authority  of  the  Act  appointed  Joseph  E.  Bailey  as  a  member 
of  the  Board.  The  Board  was  to  confer  with  the  proper  engineers 
and  authorities  of  the  TT.  S.  Government  with  referentje  to  the 
construction  of  the  Canal  on  the  south  side  of  Long  Island  from 
Jamaica  Bay  to  Peconic  Bay,  and  to  determine  the  cost  of  the 
necessary  bridges  and  right-of-way  required  in  the  construction 
of  the  Canal.  The  actual  cost  of  excavating  the  canal  prism 
would  be  an  obligation  to  be  assumed  by  the  U.  S.  Government. 

The  Act  further  provides  that  the  total  expenditure  by  the 
State  in  constructing  the  necessary  bridges  and  acquiring  right- 
of-way  was  not  to  be  in  excess  of  $1,000,000. 

The  Board  created  by  this  chapter  was  directed  to  report  to 
the  Legislature  of  1918.  Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  122, 
Laws  of  1918,  the  time  within  which  the  Board  was  to  report  to 
the  L^slature  was  extended  until  1919. 

IL     History  of  Pboject 

The  River  and  Harbor  Act  of  Congress  of  1907  authorized 
the  first  examination  in  connection  with  the  proposed  canal.  The 
report  made  by  the  District  Engineer  under  this  Act  con- 
templated the  construction  of  a  canal  with  a  width  of  100  ft.  and 
a  depth  of  6  ft.  The  Board  of  Army  Engineers  concurred  in 
this  report,  but  on  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  Rivers  and 
Harbors  of  the  House  of  Representatives  a  reexamination  of 
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the  report  was  miade  by  the  Board  of  Engineers.  As  the  result 
of  this  re-examination  the  conclusion  was  reached  that  a  more 
detailed  investigation  as  to  the  cost  of  constructing  this  canal 
was  warranted.  In  1909  an  appropriation  was  made  by  Congress 
for  survey  and  estimate.  In  1914  the  District  Engineer  sub- 
mitted his  report  baaed  on  investigations  made  under  the  1909 
authorization.  This  report  was  apparently  unfavorable  to  pro- 
posed construction  and  the  Board  of  Engineers,  after  giving  care- 
ful consideration  to  various  details,  again  referred  the  proposi- 
tion to  the  District  Engineer  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
and  determining  as  to  what  extent  the  State  of  New  York  and 
the  mimicipalities  along  the  line  of  the  proposed  canal  would 
co-operate  in  its  construction. 

In  1915  a  hearing  was  held  before  the  District  Engineer  to 
ascertain  the  extent  of  this  co-operation.  It  was  brought  out 
at  the  hearing  that  any  and  all  lands  required  in  the  construction 
of  the  Canal  east  of  Poet  Lead  would  be  deeded  to  the  U.  S. 
Govenmnent  without  cost,  and  the  District  Engineer  was  advised 
that  a  bill  would  be  introduced  in  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
New  York  providing  for  an  appropriation  of  $995,000'  to  cover 
a  portion  of  the  expense  of  constructing  the  Canal.  The  District 
Engineer  as  the  result  of  this  hearing  made  a  favorable  report 
to  the  Chief  of  Engineers  of  the  U.  S.  Army  on  the  proposed 
construction,  recommending,  however,  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment should  consider  only  the  construction  of  the  main  channel 
of  the  canal,  thus  leaving  the  construction  of  lateral  canals,  the 
question  of  right-of-way  and  the  building  of  the  necessary  bridges 
to  be  provided  for  by  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  municipali- 
ties. This  report  of  the  District  Engineer  is  now  with  the  Board 
of  Engineers  awaiting  determination  by  the  State  of  New  York 
as  to  the  extent  to  which  it  will  cooperate  in  constructing  the 
canal. 

From  the  report  submitted  by  the  District  Engineer  in  1914 
it  is  apparent  that  the  total  length  of  the  canal  is  approximately 
76  miles  and  it  is  divided  into  the  following  sections: 

Section  1.  Jamaica  Bay  to  Po^t  I^®^^>  **5  miles. 

Section  2.  Post  Lead  to  Babyl^^,  ^^^^  miles. 

Section  3.  Babjlo^  to  Howel))     V^^^  ^^-'^  miles. 

Section  4.  B<>¥rel]>„  -pt   to  P^  ^    :/^^^yj  ^^  miles. 
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Section  1  involves  the  orosBing  of  what  is  known  aa  Kockaway 
Ridge  and  presents  serious  diflS-culty  in  securing  a  proper  line 
as  the  entire  .property  daonage  will  be  sustained  within  the  limits 
of  this  section.  Several  routes  were  considered  by  the  District 
Engineer  and  the  routes  examined  in  detailed  under  authority 
of  this  Board  were  modifications  of  the  routes  covered  in  his 
report  of  1914.  Details  with  respect  to  these  modifications  will 
be  discussed  at  greater  length  under  the  heading  of  the  routes 
actually  exaimned  by  this  Board. 

Sections  2,  3  and  4  involve  the  construction  of  the  canal  within 
what  might  be  termed  navigable  waters,  and  there  are  no  difficult 
problems  which  present  themselves  either  as  to  alignment,, 
acquisition,  of  property  or  construction  of  bridges. 

Chapter  317  of  the  Laws  of  1917  —  the  Act  creating  this 
Board  —  provides  for  the  construction  of  a  canal  having  a  depth 
of  at  least  12  ft.  The  Board  in  conducting  its  investigations  has 
eonsidered  the  dimensions  of  the  proposed  canal  to  be  those  con- 
trolling on  the  New  York  State  Barge  Canal  with  the  exception 
that  provision  has  been  made  for  the  construction  of  movable 
bridges  with  a  span  of  100  feet. 

III.       SOUTES   CONSIDEBBO  BY  THIS  BoARD  WiTHIN  THE  LiMITS 

OP  Section  1 

(a)  Woodmere  Route,  It  was  impossible  to  consider  the  loca- 
tion of  a  line  following  the  exact  alignment  shown  in  the  report 
of  the  District  Engineer  in  1914,  as  it  is  evident  that  the  line 
was  laid  down  on  maps  without  giving  consideration  to  the  angle 
at  which  it  would  cross  existing  streets  and  railroads.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  the  location  of  Section  1,  which  mlost  nearly 
approximates  the  location  favored  by  the  District  Engineer  in 
the  report  of  1914,  is  what  this  Board  has  termed  the  "  Woodmere 
Eouta'' 

This  route  follows  Mott  Creek  from  Jamaica  Bay  to  a  point 
m  the  vicinity  of  what  is  known  as  the  Oedarhurst  cut-off  of 
the  Long  Island  Eailioad  Comipany.  At  this  point  the  route 
swings  to  the  southeact,  passing  through  property  of  the  F.  B; 
Lord  Estate,  and  crosses  Weet  Broadway,  the  tracks  of  the  Long 
Island  Railroad  Company,   Central  Avenue  and  Broadway  in 
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the  Village  o£  Woodmere  in  the  vicinity  of  'what  is  known  as 
Linden  Street.  The  line  continueB  through  pTQperty  of  the 
Woodmere  Country  Club  and  enters  Mills  Creek.  The  line  then 
continues  through  Post  Lead,  Broad  Channel,  Wreck  Lead  to 
Garrett  Lead. 

In  considering  the  construction  of  the  canal  following  this 
route  the  following  bridges  were  deemed  necessary: 

Long  Island  Railroad  bridge  at  the  Cedarhurst  cut-off. 

West  Broadway  highway  bridge. 

Long  Island  Railroad  bridge   (Woodmere). 

Central  Avenue  highway  bridge. 

Broadway  highway  bridge. 

The  cost  of  right-of-way  was  determined  as  the  result  of  a 
very  careful  appraisal  made  by  the  Special  Examiner  and 
Appraiser  of  Canal  lands  of  the  State  of  New  York.  To  the 
total  estimated  cost  of  bridges  and  right-of-way  15  per  cent  was 
added  to  cover  engineering  and  contingencies.  Based  on  prices 
controlling  in  January  1918,  the  cost  of  bridges  and  right-of- 
way  on  this  route  is  estimated  at  $1,400,000.  With  January  1919 
prices,  $1,540,000,  and  with  pre-war  prices  $1,100,000.  During 
the  summer  of  1918  the  rails  along  the  Cedarhurst  cut-off  were 
partly  removed  and  it  is  very  possible  that  the  construction  of  the 
canal  would  not  necessitate  the  building  of  a  bridge  at  this  point. 
If  such  proves  to  be  the  case  the  elimination  of  the  Long  Island 
Railroad  Bridge  at  the  Cedarhurst  cut-off  would  reduce  the  cost 
of  building  the  proposed  Woodmere  route  to  the  following:

(b)  Hewlett  Route.  This  route  leaves  Jamaica  Bay  through 
Mott  Creek  and  continues  in  an  easterly  direction,  crossing  the 
Cedarhurst  cut-off  ot  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  and 
passes  through  lands  of  the  Queens  Ootmty  Water  Company.  It 
crosses  Swamp  Road  and  the  tracks  of  ^^  ^^  Island  Railroad 
Company  near  wb&t  i^  ]m(ywn  as  ^j^le*t.    The  line  then  swings 
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to  the  eonth  and  emters  Macj  CluumeL  Ftohi  Mjblcj  Channel  to 
Garrett  Lead  two  routes  were  oonsidered.  The  'first  passea  through 
Ifums  Greek  and  Broad  Ohannel,  joining  the  Woodmiere  Boute 
at  Wreck  Lead.  The  other  passes  through  NumB  Creek,  then 
across  the  salt  marshes  to  what  is  known  as  the  Hog  Island 
Channel. 

The  Hewlett  Boute  was  considered  at  the  timie  surveys  were 
made  and  on  which  the  19-14  report  of  the  District  Engineer  was 
based,  although  the  report  of  the  District  Engineer  did  not  treat 
of  this  route.  This  Board,  however,  obtained  from  the  District 
Engineer  in  1917  sufficient  authorization  to  warrant  investiga- 
tions being  made. 

The  following  bridges  were  deemed  necessary: 

Long  Island  Bailroad  bridge  at  Cedarhurst  cut-off. 

Swamp  Boad  highway  bridge. 

Long  Island  Bailroad  bridge  (Hewlett). 

Broadway  highway  bridge. 

Ea«t  Bockaway  Boad  highway  bridge. 

The  cost  of  these  bridges  together  with  the  cost  of  connecting 
Harris  Avenue  vrith  Broadway,  the  cost  of  right-of-way  and  the 
addition  of  15  per  cent  to  cover  engineering  and  contingencies 
shows  the  following:

If  the  railroad  bridge  at  Cedarhurst  cut-off  is  deemed  unneces- 
sary the  cost  would  show  as  follows:

Pre-war  prices 740,  000  00 

If  the  East  Bockaway  Boad  bridge  is  not  built  but  a  high- 
way connecting  Bast  Bockaway  Boad  with  Broadway  is  con- 
structed the  1918  cost  would  Imve  been  $1,090,000;  1919  cost, 
$1,190,000  and  pre-war  cost  $846,000.    If  it  is  deemed  unneces- 
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sary  to  constract  both  the  Long  Island  Bailroad  bridge  at  the 
Oedarhurst  cut-off  and  the  East  Bockaway  Road  bridge,  consider- 
ing however  the  connection  of  East  Bockaway  Road  with  Broad- 
way, the  January  1918  coat  would  have  been  $830,000 ;  January 
1919,  $905,000  and  prewar  cost  $660,000. 

The  construction  of  the  canal  along  the  Hewlett  Route  involves 
the  appropriation  of  a  portion  of  the  lands  of  the  Queens  County 
Water  Company.  This  company  owns  a  large  tract  of  land  on 
which  are  located  fresh  water  wells  yielding  the  supply  of  water 
distributed  by  it  to  the  neighboring  oomznunities.  In  the  esti- 
mates for  this  route  the  probable  cost  of  right-of-way  does  not 
include  damages  which  might  be  suffered  to  these  fresh  water 
wells  on  account  of  the  infiltration  of  salt  water.  This  Board 
has  been  unable  to  definitely  determine  as  to  what  the  effect 
of  the  introduction  of  salt  water  through  this  area  would  have 
on  the  wells.  There  are  excellent  points  of  argument  raised  by 
those  who  contend  that  the  introduction  of  salt  water  would  have 
no  material  effect  on  the  fresh  water  wells,  while  on  the  other 
hand  it  has  been  contended  that  the  building  of  this  canal  would 
practically  ruin  the  wells.  This  Board  has  not  been  able  to  con- 
duct the  exhaustive  investigation  necessary  to  definitely  determine 
the  extent  of  the  damage,  if  any,  to  these  wells  should  this  canal 
be  constructed,  and  in  fact  it  is  rather  doubtful  if  this  question 
can  be  determined  previous  to  the  actual  construction  of  the 
canal.  There  is  a  possibility,  therefore,  that  the  amiount  esti- 
mated as  being  the  cost  of  right-of-way  on  the  Hewlett  Boute 
would  not  fully  cover  the  awards  to  property  owners  should  it 
result  that  there  was  damiage  to  the  wells  of  the  Queens  County 
Water  Company. 

(c)  Fwr  Rochaway  Route.  This  route  leaves  Jamaica  Bay 
at  Mott  Basin  and  passes  through  the  northeasterly  part  of  Far 
Bockaway,  crossing  Broadway  at  McNeil  Avenue;  thence  in  a 
southeasterly  direction  to  the  Bay  of  Far  Bockaway  and  thence 
to  Wreck  Lead  where  it  joins  the  Woo(Jj^eTe  Boute. 

As  the  result  oi  an  inspection  maide  V.^  tJ^®  District  Engineer 
Officer  in  1918  this  Board  obtained  the  ^otvisXioxlj  which  was 
necessaiy,  to  permit  of  an  exam»^tioTx  v'^yti?  ^^^^  ^*  ^^®  Boute.

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Sheridan  Boiilefvard  highway  bridge,  including  provision  for 
carrying  trolley  line  now  croeeing  the  route  of  the  propoeed  canal 
at  Eemsen  Avenua 

Long  Island  Railroad  bridge. 

Central  Avenue  highway  bridge. 

Broadway  highway  bridge. 

The  cost  of  these  bridges  together  with  the  cost  of  right-of-way 
and  the  cost  of  relocating  a  trolley  line  now  in  Remsen  Avenue 
and  certain  changes  in  McNeil  Avenue,  with  15  per  cent  to  cover 
engineering  and  contingencies  shows  the  following:

(d)  LyribrooJe  Route.  Early  in  December  1918  this  Board 
was  requested  to  consider  the  cost  of  building  the  canal  on  what 
is  known  as  the  Lynbrook  Route.  This  route  follows  substantially 
the  Hewlett  Route  to  a  point  in  the  vicinity  of  Swamp  Road  at 
Hewlett.  Instead  of  swinging  to  the  south  and  entering  Macy 
Channel  the  Lynbrook  Route  extends  easterly  and  southerly  to 
Garrett  Lead.  It  has  been  contended  that  this  line  is  highly 
desirable  from  a  comntercial  standpoint  and  it  would  make  it 
unnecessary  to  acquire  what  has  been  represented  to  be  valuable 
property  at  Hewlett.  It  is  evident,  however,  to  the  Board  that 
to  construct  this  route  will  necessitate  the  removal  of  excavation 
greatly  in  excess  of  that  encoimtered  on  other  routes,  and  for  this 
reason,  together  with  the  fact  that  the  District  Engineer  has  not 
indicated  that  in  his  opinion  the  examination  should  be  made  of 
this  route,  the  Board  has  not  proceeded  with  a  similar  examina- 
tion to  that  conducted  with  respect  to  other  lines.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  however,  that  there  is  no  substantial  change 
in  the  cost  of  constructing  this  route  from  that  shown  in  the 
detailed  report  of  cost  on  the  Hewlett  line  so  far  as  right-of-way 
and  bridges  are  concerned 

Conclusion 

This  Board  is  in  favor  of  extending  the  Inland  Waterways 
System  of  the  State.    It  believes  that  if  the  United  States  (lovem- 
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ment  will  construct  this  canal  with  a  depth  of  12  ft.  and  with 
dimensions  corresponding  sutstantially  to  those  controlling  on 
the  Barge  Canal  system,  of  the  State,  this  waterway  can  then  be 
considered  as  an  adjunct  to  the  canal  system  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  and  the  expenditure  by  the  State  of  an  amiount  sufficient 
to  build  bridges  and  acquire  the  right-of-way,  providing  the 
total  amount  of  such  expenditure  is  not  in  excess  of  $1,000,000, 
is  justified.  The  cost  to  the  State  of  New  York,  to  a  great  extent, 
will  depend  on  the  attitude  taken  by  the  residents  of  the  com- 
munities to  be  served  and  benefited  by  this  waterway.  If  the 
land  can  be  acquired  at  a  fair  and  reasonable  figure  and  extensive 
demands  as  to  the  number  of  bridges  to  be  constructed  to  span 
this  canal  are  not  pressed  to  an  unreasonable  degree,  undoubtedly 
the  State's  portion  of  the  total  cost  can  be  kept  within  $1,000,000. 

In  preparing  estimates  of  cost  for  right-of-way  and  the  cost  of 
bridges,  this  Board  has  adoipted  what  it  believes  to  be  a  fair  and 
just  policy  in  dealing  with  these  matters.  The  right-of-way  has 
not  been  valued  at  prices  which  have  controlled  in  many  instances 
where  Long  Island  real-estate  has  been  sold  to  parties  who  were 
not  familiar  with  local  values.  The  appraisal  of  the  Board  has, 
however,  been  made  on  what  it  deems  to  be  a  fair  market  price 
for  the  lands  to  be  taken. 

With  respect  to  the  nuimber  of  bridges  considered  on  the  vari- 
ous routes,  the  Board  has  made  a  careful  inspection  of  the  traffic 
conditions,  and  while  it  has  considered  the  elimination  of  certain 
crossings,  thus  involving  a  diversion  of  traffic,  it  believes  that 
no  serious  hardship  will  result  from  the  elimination  of  these  cross- 
ings and  the  diversion  contemplated.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

As  required  by  the  act  organizing  Letchworth  Village,  the 
undersigned  managers  submit  their  tenth  annual  report: 

Changes  in  the  Boakd 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  Herbert  B.  Royce  resigned  from  the 
board  to  join  the  United  States  Army,  receiving  a  commission 
as  first  lieutenant.  His  colleagues  desire  to  record  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  sacrifice  which  he  is  making  on  behalf  of  his  country. 
Mrs.  Walter  H.  Filer,  of  West  Haverstraw,  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy. 

Shortage  of  Employees 

Through  the  operation  of  the  draft,  and  in  view  of  the  rate  of 
wages  prevailing  in  all  industries,  it  has  been  a  most  difficult 
task  to  keep  employees  enough  to  operate  the  institution.  At 
times  the  dormitories  which  house  seventy  inmates  and  require 
the  services  of  at  least  four  attendants,  were  reduced  to  one 
attendant,  and  the  power  plant  was  being  operated  by  one  fireman 
and  a  boy.  The  board  deeply  appreciates  the  splendid  spirit  and 
loyalty  of  the  superintendent  and  the  corps  of  assistants  who, 
regardless  of  their  personal  interests,  gave  their  best  eflForts  to  the 
institution  during  this  trying  period. 

Developments  During  the  Year 
The  Service  Building  and  Attendants'  Home  of  the  Boys' 
Group  were  completed.  The  outside  walls  of  the  storehouse, 
Cottages  E,  F,  G  and  H  are  finished,  and  the  sewerage,  drainage 
and  water  lines  with  underground  electric  lines  for  this  group  are 
installed.  The  work  of  the  new  bridge  is  progessing  rapidly. 
The  extension  of  the  power-house  is  ready  for  the  brick  work,  and 
the  following  buildings  are  in  the  course  of  construction : 

Female    Group. —  Assembly   Hall    and    Industrial    Building, 
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Cottages  I,  J,  K,  L,  M,  X,  O,  P,  Service  Building,  and  Attend- 
ants' Home. 

The  institution  forces  have  completed  the  tunnel  to  Cottage  F 
of  the  Boys'  Group  and  are  erecting  a  tunnel  at  the  Female  Group. 
Steam  mains  between  the  power-house  and  Attendants'  Home  have 
been  installed. 

Per  Capita  Cost 

The  board  has  annually  called  attention  to  the  necessarily  high 
per  capita  cost  at  I^tchworth  Village,  compared  with  that  at  com- 
pleted State  institutions.  The  figures,  however,  compare  favor- 
ably with  those  of  other  institutions  during  the  formative  period. 
When  Letchworth  Village  is  finally  completed  the  per  capita  cost 
of  maintenance  will  also  compare  favorably  with  other  institutions 
doing  similar  work.  This  year's  per  capita  cost,  with  its  necessi- 
tated increased  expenses,  compares  most  favorably  with  the  years 
preceding.

In  compliance  with  the  inquiry  of  the  Board  of  Managers  as  to 

the  possible  utilization  of  the  institution  as  a  hospital  for  wounded 

soldiers,  Dr.  Little  on  April  12,  1918,  wrote  the  following  letter 

to  the  secretary: 

LETCHWORTH  VILLAGE 

Thiells,  New  York 

Apnl  12,  1918. 
Hon.  F.  B.  Kirkbride,  7  Wall  Street,  New  York  City: 

My  Dear  Mr.  Kirkbride. —  In  compliance  with  your  request  for  a  layout 
Bhowing  approximately  the  number  of  patients  from  the  Army  that  we  could 
care  for  here,  I  am  sending  you,  under  separate  cover,  a  blue  print  of  Letch- 
worth Village  on  which  J  have  indicated  in  red  pencil  where  in  my  judgment 
additional  wards  could  he  ereo^^j  ^vithout  disturbing  the  general  plan  of  our 
institution.     You  will  note  tj|^x  .-,   the  Boys*  Group  I  have  added  20  wards 
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with  corridors  leading  to  them  from  the  central  kitchen.  I  assume,  of  course, 
that  a  considerable  percentage  of  the  patients  who  could  be  sent  to  an  insti- 
tiitiim  like  this  could  go  to  the  central  dining  room  for  their  meals,  and  that 
those  who  could  not  would  have  their  food  taken  to  them  through  covered 
corridors.  If  the  additional  wards  should  be  planned  about  as  our  present 
wards  are,  I  figure  that  in  the  neighboorhood  of  75  patients  could  be  taken 
care  of  in  each  bulling,  that  is,  25  to  a  ward  in  a  three-ward  building.  This 
would  provide  for  some  over  2,000  around  the  Boys'  Group. 

In  addition  to  the  wards,  I  have  indicated  a  spot  where  additional  nurses' 
quarters  could  be  erected  to  provide  for  whatever  number  of  nurses  would 
be  required.  Beside  these  there  would  have  to  be  quarters  for  doctors,  order- 
lies, etc.    The  details  of  that  could  be  arranged  later. 

In  the  Women's  Group,  which  is  now  tmder  contract,  I  have  also  indi- 
cated where  16  additional  wards  could  be  erected  and,  that  with  those  at 
present  imder  contract,  would  again  take  care  of  in  the  vicinity  of  2,000 
patients  who  could  be  fed  from  the  central  kitchen  which  is  at  present  under 
contract. 

Wlien  we  go  beyond  the  neighborhood  of  four  of  five  thousand  patients 
it  would  undoubtedly  mean  erecting  more  kitchens,  but  it  seems  to  me  per- 
fectly feasible  to  take  care  of  this  number  of  patients  around  the  institution 
which  is  already  completed  or  under  contract.  There  are  certain  essentials 
that  a  new  institution  would  have  to  be  provided  with  that  we  have,  such 
as  an  abundant  water  supply;  a  sewerage  disposal  plant  which  could  be 
easily  enlargetl  to  take  care  of  any  number  of  patients;  a  heating  plant  under 
contract  that  would  undoubtedly  provide  heat  for  the  unit;  a  railroad  truck 
to  bring  in  supplies  and  patients;  a  storehouse  and  refrigerating  plant  which 
would  go  a  long  way  toward  properly  handling  the  supplies  which  would  be 
needed;  a  laundry  that  could  undoubtedly  be  made  to  handle  the  washing 
of  a  group  such  as  I  have  indicated;  and  a  skeleton  organization  which,  if 
it  could  be  transferred  to  the  Federal  Government,  would  be  able  to  proceed 
rapidly  with  the  organization  of  the  hospital. 

I  would  be  very  glad  to  have  you  go  over  th«  plan  that  I  have  laid  out  and 
make  any  changes  in  it  that  you  see  fit.

Bear  Sir. —  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  possibility 
of  the  utilization  by  the  'Federal  Crovernment  of  this  institution  as  a  hospital 
during  the  period  of  the  war  was  considered  and  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

Whereas,  There  will  undoubtedly  be  steadily  increasing  pressure  for 

aeconunodations  for  wounded,  incapacitated  and  ccmvalescing  troops,  and 

Whereas,  Letchworth  Village  has  facilities  which  would  make  it  pos- 
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Bible  at  low  ooet  to  convert  the  institution  into  a  war  hospital  and  to 
provide  for  at  least  10,000  patients  at  a  minimum  expenditure  of  time 
and  money, 

Resolved,  That  the  President,  Secretary  and  Superintendent  be  author- 
ized on  behalf  of  this  Board  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to 
call  to  the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities  the  possibility  of  using 
the  organization  and  facilities  of  the  Village  as  aforesaid. 

I  enclose  herewith  for  your  information  an  extract  from  the  last  report  of 
the  Village  which  was  recently  presented  to  the  Legislature  in  r^ard  to  the 
same  subject.  I  also  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Dr.  Charles  S.  Little, 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  April  12,  101 S,  in  regard  to  the  facilities  of  the 
Village  and  the  possibility  of  its  use  as  a  Base  Hospital. 

The  Board  of  Managers  is  anxious  to  have  the  institution  and  its  organiza- 
tion used  to  the  utmost  in  helping  to  win  the  war,  but  are  not  yet  sure  just 
how  this  can  best  be  accomplished.  Would  it  be  possible  for  you  to  send  a 
representative  of  your  department  to  inspect  the  Village  and  confer  with 
Dr.  Little  as  to  possible  ways  of  utilizing  its  excellent  facilities?

Dear  Sir. —  The  Surgeon-General  directs  me  to  reply  to  your  letter  of 
April  27,  directed  to  Col.  Frank  Billings  of  this  Department,  in  which  you 
quote  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Letcliworth  Village 
offering  the  use  of  the  facilities  of  that  institution  as  a  military  hospital. 

I  personally  called  at  your  office  to  discuss  the  matter  with  you  and  at 
my  instance  Dr.  Little  came  into  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  a  conference 
with  me,  on  behalf  of  the  Surgeon-General,  about  the  use  of  the  Village. 

It  was  ascertained  during  this  conference  that  there  are  200  defective 
children  there  now  and  that  the  present  accommodations  are  exhausted  in 
oaring  for  that  number.  It  was  learned  that  tliere  are  ample  facilities  for 
the  construction  of  any  sized  war  hospital  and  that  the  water,  sewerage  and 
roads  are  in. 

Unfortunately,  the  War  Industries  Board  has  directed  that  all  depart- 
ments requiring  housing  accommodations  shall  find  these,  wherever  possible, 
in  the  form  of  buildings  already  constructed,  in  order  to  conserve  the  trans- 
portation facilities  and  the  labor  that  would  be  drawn  upon  in  new  con- 
struction. For  these  reasons,  the  Surgeon-General  is  obliged  to  decline  your 
most  generous  and  patriotic  offer,  at  the  present  moment,  but  at  some  future 
time  it  might  be  necessary,  under  changed  conditions,  to  ask  to  be  allowed 
to  reopen  your  offer  for  consideration  again. 
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The  Surgeon-General  directs  me  to  express  his  appreciation  of  the  generotit 
impulse  of  your  board  and  the  patriotism  involved  in  this  offer.

While  the  Board  of  Managers  regrets  its  inability  to  serve  the 
goYemment  during  this  critical  period,  it  appreciates  the  motives 
which  prompted  the  declining  of  its  offer. 

Prompt  Completion  of  Letchwoeth  Village 

Governor  Whitman,  in  his  address  at  the  opening  of  the  Legis- 
lature, in  considering  the  construction  program,  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  policy  of  the  State  should  be  to  expend  as* 
little  money  as.  possible  for  construction  during  the  coming  year. 
Yet  it  could  not  be  lost  sight  of  that  the  insane  and  feeble-minded 
must  be  cared  for  and  that  war  conditions  had  increased  the 
demand  for  facilities. 

The  Board  of  Managers  is  in  entire  accord  with  the  Gk)vernor'8 
program  as  outlined  above,  and  once  again  goes  on  record  as  to 
its  desire  to  proceed  as  rapidly  with  the  completion  of  the  Village 
as  the  Governor  and  the  Legislature  make  it  possible. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1918:

We  have  had  during  the  past  year  an  average  population  of 
351.2(15  with  42  admissions  and  45  discharges. 

There  have  been  forty  boys  and  two  girls  admitted  during  the 
year  from  the  following  counties:  one  from  Chautauqua,  two 
from  Chemung,  one  from  Chenango,  three  from  Columbia,  eleven 
from  New  York,  eleven  from  Orange,  six  from  Rockland,  two 
from  Ulster,  four  from  Westchester,  and  one  from  Yates.  Forty- 
five  children,  forty  boys  and  five  girls,  have  been  discharged  since 
our  last  rei)ort;  nine  boys  died  —  two  from  epilepsy,  two  from 
chronic  interstitutial  nephritis,  one  from  exhaustion  of  idiocy, 
one  from  diabetes  mellitus,  one  from  meningitis,  one  from 
pneumonia  and  one  from  tuberculosis;  one  boy  was  discharged  by 
the  court,  fifteen  boys  ran  away  and  were  not  returned,  eight  boys 
and  three  girls  were  returned  to  parents,  four  boys  and  one  girl 
were  allowed  to  go  home  on  vacations  and  were  not  returned,  one 
boy  was  transferred  to  a  school  for  deaf  and  dumb  children,  and 
two  Iwys  and  one  girl  were  transferred  to  Belleviie  Hospital. 

The  general  health  of  the  children  has  been  good,  excepting  for 
two  or  three  months  during  the  winter  season  when  we  had  an  epi- 
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deniic  of  measles  and  chickenpox,  followed  in  iseveral  instances  by 
pneumonia  and  eye  and  ear  complications.  An  epidemic  of  this 
kind  brings  quickly  home  the  necessity  of  the  institution's  having  a 
real  hospital. 

The  school  work  on  which  we  made  a  small  beginning  last  year 
has  developed  most  satisfactorily.  We  are  at  present  using,  and 
shall  have  to  continue  to  use  for  at  least  another  year,  the  Secor 
doncitory  for  school  purposes.  We  have  three  teachers  who  were 
here  a  part  or  the  whole  of  last  year;  each  teacher  having  two 
groups  of  pupils  a  day.  Beginning  with  the  next  school  year  we 
ai-e  adding  a  gymnastic  instinictor,  a  graduate  of  a  well  known 
training  school,  who  will  take  charge  of  this  portion  of  the  work ; 
it  is  not  our  intention  to  do  gynmastic  work  along  the  lines  of 
schools  or  colleges  but  rather  to  develop  a  large  amount  of  play 
in  which  gymnastic  featui-es  are  presented. 

We  are  still  having  a  larger  number  of  runaway  boys  than  we 
ought  to  have.  In  order  to  solve  to  some  extent  the  question  of 
runaways  and  also  to  create  the  hope  among  our  children  of  even- 
tual discharge  from  the  institution,  we  should  at  the  earliest 
pos.?ible  date  do  two  distinct  things. 

We  should  establish  a  parole  system  for  both  boys  and  girls 
along  lines  about  as  follows:  Any  child  who  has  been  in  the 
institution  three  years  or  more  and  who  has  a  good  record  —  this 
record  should  show  whether  they  have  had  the  ability  to  do  good 
work  in  the  yarious  departrnteoats  in  which  they  have  been, 
whether  thev  are  truthful  and  honest,  whether  thev  have  the  tern- 
perament  to  get  on  well  with  others,  and  whether  they  themselves 
are  anxious  to  be  given  a  chance  to  make  good  out  in  the  world  — 
may  be  considered  for  parole.  The  parole  officer  should  carefully 
look  up  employment  places,  fitting  the  children  as  far  as  possible 
into  surroundings  that  they  were  accustomed  to  before  coming 
here,  that  is,  placing  the  city  child  in  a  city  and  the  country  child 
in  the  country  as  far  as  this  is  feasible,  and  placing  them  with  or 
under  som^  person  who  will  understand  their  condition  and  keep 
a  general  supervision  over  them.  These  cases  should  be  visited 
from  time  to  time  by  the  parole  officer  and  if  at  any  time  their 
social  conduct  or  inability  to  keep  employment  should  be  found 
to  be  a  menace  to  themselves  or  to  the  community,  they  should  be 
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immediately  returned  to  the  institutioa.  A  system  like  this 
would  undoubtedly  produce  many  failures;  on  the  other  hand  it 
would  produce  some  successes  and  it  would  entirely  change  the 
spirit  of  our  institution  if  the  children  of  mliddle  and  high  grade 
could  look  forward  to  the  possibility  of  becoming  useful  to  them- 
selves out  of  an  institution. 

The  second  thing  which  should  be  done  to  prevent  runaways 
and  to  strengthen  the  discipline  of  the  institution  would  be  to 
construct  a  building  or  buildings  practically  of  the  reformatory 
type,  so  when  a  boy  or  girl  was  sent  here  who  we  felt  quite  certain 
would  run  away  at  the  first  opportunity,  they  could  be  kept  in 
these  buildings.  Other  boys  who  run  away  without  any  apparent 
cause  —  many  of  whom  are  heard  from  and  could  be  returned  — 
should  be  brought  back  to  the  institution  in  every  case  as  far  as 
possible,  even  if  many  months  have  elapsed,  and  placed  in  this 
building  for  a  definite  period,  with  the  understanding  that  they 
would  again  have  a  trial  with  all  the  freedom  of  our  main  institu- 
tion if  their  record  was  good  for  a  certain  definite  period.  These 
boys  should  of  course  be  kept  in  the  building  only  at  night,  but 
when  they  go  out  to  work  should  go  under  such  careful  supervision 
that  the  chances  of  their  running  away  would  be  reduced  to  the 
minimimi. 

These  are  two  problems  w^hich  I  believe  are  ready  for  solution 
as  soon  as  we  have  the  machinery  to  set  them  in  motion. 

The  field  worker  has  during  the  year  personally  visited  all  of 
the  children  who  have  been  discharged  from  the  institution  up . 
until  a  year  ago  who  could  be  found.  This  study  is  of  enough 
interest  to  publish  complete.  A  large  number  of  these  cases  were 
runaway  boys,  and  the  percentage  of  those  who  are  really  making 
good  is  rather  low  and  cannot  in  any  way  be  compared  with  the 
percentages  obtained  from  selected  cases  going  out  under  careful 
supervision. 

In  spite  of  the  conditions  developed  by  the  war,  the  past  ye^r 
has  seen  the  staiiiing  of  more  new  work  than  has  been  completed 
before,  since  the  beginning  of  the  institution.  "We  have  at  the 
present  time,  in  various  stages  of  /»oiiip^®tion,  eighteen  buildings, 
iogethei'  with  a  bridge  and  a  larg^  ^lOunt  of  heating,  electric  and 
water  works.    In   otl^^j,  words    ^v  ^»  ^e  present  contracts  axe 
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finished  we  shall  have  a  capacity  for  about  twelve  hundred  chil- 
dren. Some  of  these  buildings  will  be  finished  during  this  fiscal 
year,  while  others,  due  mainly  to  the  labor  situation,  will  not  be 
ready  for  occupancy  until  sometime  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 
The  legislature  of  1918  while  authorizing  some  additional 
exix»nditure  in  underground  and  heating  work,  only  authorized  a 
small  addition  to  the  boiler  house  as  far  as  new  construction  is 
concerned. 

While  we  have  two  groups  well  under  way,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  there  are  still  four  more  groups  to  build  before  the 
institution  will  have  carried  out  its  plans.  It  is  my  earnest  hope 
that  as  soon  as  conditions  become  a  little  more  favorable  one 
contract  may  be  let  for  the  completion  of  the  institution. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  at  the  institution  during 
the  past  year,  such  as  finishing  the  grading  and  seeding  down  of 
the  lawns  about  the  present  dormitories  and  attendants'  home; 
setting  out  of  twenty-five  thousand  pine  trees  on  the  slope  just  to 
the  west  of  the  present  dormitories;  the  removal  of  a  large 
number  of  stone  walls  and  the  making  of  much  larger  fields  for 
farming  purposes ;  the  building  of  sheds  and  storehouses  for  tools ; 
small  additions  to  houses  on  the  grounds  and  the  repairs  of  the 
institution  kept  up  all  the  time. 

Another  problem,  which  has  been  spoken  of  in  previous  reports 
and  which  will  continue  to  be  spoken  of  in  future  reports  until  it 
is  settled  right  is  the  problem  of  employees,  or  of  assistants,  as 
I  prefer  to  call  them.  The  success  of  the  entire  institution 
depends  iii)ou  the  character  and  spirit  of  the  assistants  and  we 
cannot  retain  enough  assistants  of  the  right  kind  unless  we  meet 
the  conditions  which  they  demand  and  which  in  many  instances 
they  can  obtain  elsewhera  Some  of  these  conditions  which  must 
be  met  are :  First  of  all,  the  establishment  of  a  universal  eight 
hour  system  in  the  institution.  An  eight  hour  law  is  granted  to 
the  majority  of  people  doing  work  not  nearly  as  exacting  as 
institutional  work,  and  we  cannot  compete  with  this  condition 
unless  we  can  meet  it  here.  The  pay  should  be  adjusted  frequently 
to  meet  outside  labor  conditions.  This,  as  it  is  well  known,  has 
not  been  done  in  the  past,  with  the  result  that  we  have  lost  many 
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employees  to  higher  paid  positions  and  are  unable  to  seeure  others 
to  take  their  places.  An  amusement  hall  such  as  has  been 
described  in  previous  reports  is,  in  my  judgment,  as  essential  as 
a  boiler  house  and  we  must  have  it ;  busses  should  be  provided  to 
make  regular  trips  to  and  from  the  town  and  station  so  that  any 
who  are  oif  duty  could  have  the  opportunity  to  leave  the  institu- 
tion; special  entertainments  with  talent  from  the  outside  would 
bring  to  them  the  atmosphere  of  a  town  which  many  crave;  tennis 
courts,  baseball  grounds,  skates,  skis,  sleds,  and  anything  that  can 
be  used  to  provide  enjoyment  for  them  during  the  different 
seasons  of  the  year  should  be  provided.  Spirit  is  what  is  wanted 
in  an  institution  and  anything  that  can  be  done  to  promote  the 
spirit  of  a  home  and  the  happiness  of  those  here,  whether  assistant 
or  pupil,  should  be  done. 

The  war  has  made  a  heavy  drain  upon  our  assistants ;  up  until 
July  1,  1918,  there  have  gone  into  active  service  men  and  women 
to  the  number  of  eighteen  either  by  enlistment  or  draft. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  enter  the  service  the  following 
officers:  Dr.  Dorothy  OUswang  has  come  to  fill  a  new  position  of 
junior  assistant  physician;  A.  K.  Vradenburgh  has  taken  the 
position  of  chief  engineer;  I^wrence  Kenney  has  been  appointed 
to  the  position  of  storekeeper. 

Miss  Daphne  W.  Perkins,  who  has  been  the  general  matron  of 
the  institution  from  its  beginning,  left  the  service  in  December 
to  become  a  Eed  Cross  nurse  at  Camp  Meade,  Maryland. 

The  new  commission  on  the  feeble-minded  can  be  of  great  assist- 
ance to  the  institution  by  bringing  about  legislation  which  shall 
place  the  fiscal  control  of  the  institution  in  sympathetic  hands.

Offspi'ing: 

The  i^eriod  covered  by  this  study  is  too  short  to  furnish  con- 
clusions in  this  matter,  as  the  majority  of  cases  discharged  were 
under  20  years  of  age.  The  next  five  years  will  be  significant  in 
this  respect,  which  is  of  great  importance  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  future  welfare  of  the  State. 

Delinquency: 

Approximately  16  per  cent,  have  proved  to  be  delinquent.  Of 
the  majority  of  those  committed  to  correctional  institutions  it  is 
safe  to  assume  (judging  from  their  past  behavior)  that  at  the 
expiration  of  their  terms,  they  will  continue  to  be  a  burden  to 
society  thi-ough  further  arrests  and  commitments. 

Wage  Earners: 

Alwut  5  per  cent  are  supporting  themselves  without  assistance  or 
supervision. 

Of  those  living  under  supervision  slightly  over  half  are  earning 
money,  the  spending  of  which  is  supervised  in  every  case.  Whether 
these  individuals  will  again  become  dependent  members  of  society 
when  such  supervision  is  removed  remains  to  be  seen. 

Relation  of  School  Age  to  Behavior: 

Of  the  42  cases  now  giving  no  definite  trouble,  28  had  been  com- 
niitt/^d  to  the  institution  because  of  anti-social  reactions  while  still 
of  school  age  and  while  school  attendance  was  required  of  them. 
These  individuals,  discharged  when  past  the  age  of  compulsory 
school  attendance  and  with  the  possibility  of  entering  some  occupa- 
tion where  they  can  earn  money,  now  display  few  of  the  trouble- 
some tendencies  which  appeared  previous  to  their  commitment.  For 
example,  the  boy  who  is  now  earning  $25  a  week  was  considered 
while  in  wihool  a  "  dangerous  character  "  —  was  incorrigible  and 
thought  to  be  malicious.  His  discharge  was  refused  several  times ; 
he  finally  ran  away  from  the  institution,  is  now  working  steadily, 
saving  money,  and  is  scarcely  to  be  recognized  in  his  conduct. 

Of  the  four  now  attending  school  (ungraded  classes)  three  are 
exceedingly  troublescnne  —  the  teachers  would  gladly  have  them 
reHxanmitted.

Capacity  Census,  and  Ci^ssification 
The  new  cottages  known  as  A,  B,  C  and  D,  are  well-planned, 
each  of  them  has  two  dormitory  wings,  permitting  of  separation  of 
older  inmates  from  younger  of  the  same  mental  grada 

The  normal  bed  capacity  of  these  four  cottages  together  with 
Disbrow  cottage  is  290.    The  enforced  bed  capacity  is  330.    This 
is  fully  availed  of  at  this  time  with  the  surplus  18  cared  for  in 
the  infirmary  cottage  and  Secor,  under  supervision  of  employees.

The  younger  children  are  kept  at  the  infirmary,  where  a  trained 
nurse  is  in  charge. 

The  air  space  per  bed  is  about  600  cubic  feet  except  in  the 
infirmary  cottage  where  some  rooms  have  no  more  than  250  cubic 
feet  per  bed-  The  building  is  a  temporary  one  to  meet  emergent 
needs  of  acute  cases  of  illness.  The  building  plans  call  for  a 
modern  hospital  to  be  erected  later.  There  are  at  present  six 
male  inmates  of  the  delinquent  type  in  the  population.  There 
are  fourteen  epileptics,  also  fifteen  trachoma  cases.  These  latter 
are  past  the  acute  infectious  stage.  Care  is  exercised  to  segregate 
their  lavatory  equipment,  and  to  keep  them  under  the  eye  of  resi- 
dent physicians.  The  present  building  operations  promise  in  a 
year's  time  the  completion  of  four  additional  cottage  buildings. 
This  will  permit  of  further  sub-division  and  generally  improve  the 
matter  of  classification.

A. —  Eor  hen  houses,  etc.  The  remaining  chicken  and  brooder 
houses  planned  for  have  been  erected.  This  closes  the  work  under 
the  appropriation. 

Accourit  year  1916 

B. —  For  sewer  lines  to  the  west  side  of  creek  conneftiiig 
laundry.     This  work  was  completed  in  October,  1917. 

1). —  For  construction  of  storehouse,  bakery,  refrigeration  plant 
and  cold  storage  building.  This  work  is  progressing,  it  shows 
about  50  per  cent  completion.  The  contractor  reports  no  diffi- 
culty in  his  labor  organization  nor  in  the  matter  of  material. 
This  is  fortunate  as  it  promises  early  completion. 

E. —  For  construction  of  cottages  E,  F,  G  and  IL  This  work 
has  advanced  since  September,  1917,  25  per  cent  toward  com- 
pletion. The  roofs  are  now  being  laid  and  the  whole  work  of 
construction  is  about  50  per  cent  completed.  Here,  too,  the 
contractor  tells  inspector  that  he  has  a  full  quota  of  mechanics 
and  that  he  is  expecting  to  go  forward  with  the  work  unhampered 
by  unusual  war  conditions. 

F. —  For  tunnel,  conduit  work,  steam  and  return  piping  and 
hot  water  distributing  and  circulating  piping  for  buildings  of 
boys'  improvable  group.  The  tunnel  is  almost  completed  at  this 
time.  The  piping  work  is  going  on  satisfactorily.  The  excava- 
tion of  the  tunnel  for  the  girls'  group  has  been  started.  Inmate 
labor  is  being  utilized. 

Account  year  1917 

This  work  calls  for  twelve  items,  continuing  the  erection  of 
additional  units  of  housing  and  related  construction. 

The  contracts  were  awarded  in  early  Octol>er,  and  ground 
broken  this  spring.  For  one  of  the  buildings  the  foundation  is 
laid ;  for  a  second  building  the  foundation  footing  has  been  laid ; 
and  for  the  remaining  the  excavation  work  is  well  under  way. 
The  contractor  reports  an  encouraging  labor  situation. 

SurERvisiox 
The  governing  board  has  a  membership  of  7,  known  as  the 
board  of  managers.     It  being  a  State  institution  managers  are 
appointed  by  the  governor  with  confirmation  by  the  State  senate. 
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Managers'  meetings  are  held  monthly  at  the  institution.  The 
board  has  an  executive  committee  of  three  members,  with  whom 
the  superintendent  keeps  in  touch  between  meetings. 

Administbation 

This  State  institution  is  for  the  custodial  care  of  feeble 
minded  and  epileptic  persons.  It  was  established  by  the  laws  of 
1907  and  1909.  It  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  inmates  July 
11,  1911.  The  administrative  staff  consists  of  a  medical  superin- 
tendent, two  resident  physicians  (male  and  female),  a  steward 
and  a  storekeeper  (men),  four  women  office  employees,  seven 
women  in  the  kitchen  department,  two  women  and  one  man  in  the 
laundry  department,  an  engineer  and  three  firemen  in  the  power 
plant,  and  two  men  and  two  women  as  night  watch. 

For  several  years  past  a  woman  eugenics  field  worker  has  been 
employed  with  salary  paid  by  one  of  the  board  of  managers. 
After  the  1st  of  July,  this  position  will  be  continued  on  the  civil 
service  of  the  State. 

The  full  quota  of  employees  as  allowed  by  the  supervising 
authorities  of  the  State,  is  106,  but  it  has  been  diflBlcult  to  fill  the 
positions.  The  total  personnel  at  this  time  is  87  persons.  Ten 
of  these  are  without  maintenance.  War  conditions  have  made 
it  very  difficult,  not  only  to  secure  men,  but  in  all  of  the  attendant 
domestic  and  field  force,  it  is  difficult  to  get  efficient  help.  At 
this  writing  they  are  short  a  general  supervising  matron,*  four 
women  attendants,  three  men  attendants  and  four  teamsters. 

Xew  positions  created  and  filled  since  September  last  are  a 
woman  resident  physician  and  four  women  teachers.  The  service 
feels  very  much  the  recent  loss  of  eight  of  its  male  employees 
by  draft  into  the  military  service. 

The  inspection  at  this  time  also  finds  a  shorter  tenure  of  stay 
in  the  cottage  administrative  service.  The  usual  full  inspection 
of  all  buildings  and  rooms  was  made.  The  premises  throughout 
were  found  orderly  and  the  housekeeping  quite  well  adjusted. 
The  physical  care  oi  patients  in  spite  of  the  shortage  of  employees 
is  good.  The  fact  that  certaiix  (rroupJ^  of  inmates  are  without 
attendiint  care  on  the  grounds  ij,  ^ti^^^^  ^^^^  ^^  inability  to  get 
sufficient  help. 
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The  resident  physicians  make  daily  rounds  of  inspection  of  the 
entire  plant. 

Plant 

The  extent  of  the  holdings  of  land  by  the  State  is  2,200  acres. 
It  comprises  a  number  of  individual  farmsteads  purchased  from 
the  owners  who  formerly  lived  on  the  land  and  farmed  it.  A 
number  of  farm  houses  and  frame  outbuildings  were  acquired 
with  the  property.  These  have  been,  wherever  possible, 
remodelled  to  provide  for  office  and  business  purposes  and  for  the 
housing  of  employees. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  building  operations  have  pro- 
gressed so  that  there  are  now  provided  four  modem  fireproof  one- 
story  dormitory  buildings,  built  of  stone,  a  modem  attendants' 
home,  fireproof,  two  stories,  of  stone  construction ;  also  approach- 
ing completion,  a  fireproof  laundry  building  and  a  fireproof 
storehouse.  Other  units  for  housing  inmates  are  under  way,  as 
shown  under  the  paragraph  of  Special  Fund  Activities. 

The  equipment  in  all  buildings  is  of  modem  and  standard 
type.  A  small  cottage  has  been  temporarily  equipped  for 
emergent  infirmary  uses.  It  is  not  suitable  for  permanent  use, 
as  its  interior  arrangement  and  air  space  is  too  restricted.  It  will 
soon  be  superseded  by  a  modem  building.  The  service  building 
is  a  modem  fireproof  one-story  structure.  Here,  in  convenient 
arrangement  are  provided  a  separate  dining  hall  for  male  ami 
female  inmates,  also  a  large  kitchen  equipped  with  a  modem 
range  and  cooking  utensils. 

Conveniently  near,  and  a  part  of  the  same  building,  is  provided 
a  well  planned  refrigerating  room  with  separate  division  for 
meats  and  perishable  foods,  and  for  general  kitchen  cooler  pur- 
poses. 

The  near  approach  to  completion  of  the  modem  laundry  and 
storehouse  will  soon  enable  the  institution  to  care  for  these  depart- 
ments according  to  best  modem  methods.  At  present  the  laundry 
building  is  a  temporary  wooden  structure.  It  is  equipped  with 
modem  steam  laundry  machinery  and  with  the  help  of  female 
inmates,  under  supervision,  does  the  work  very  well,  as  is  reflected 
by  the  cleanliness  and  thoroughness  of  the  linen,  bedding  and 
clothes  of  the  inmates.    The  accommodations  for  the  superintend- 
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ent  and  family  is  a  modem  residential  building  situated  on  an 
elevation  somewhat  removed  from  the  institutional  group.  The 
accommodations  for  employees  are  the  remodelled  local  cottages 
and  a  very  excellently  planned  attendants'  home  which  provides^ 
for  42  rooms.  It  is  provided  with  high  grade  lavatory  equipment 
and  comfortable  room  furnishings.  A  pleasant  and  comfortably 
furnished  rest  room  is  provided.  This  has  library  advantages^ 
also  a  music  room. 

The  heating  system  is  a  central  plant,  hot  water  circulation. 
Special  heating  experts  were  employed  to  install  it.  The  man- 
agement report  that  the  system  has  operated  successfully  all 
through  the  past  severe  winter  which  was  a  good  test  of  ita 
efficiency. 

The  lighting  system  up  to  the  present  has  been  a  purchased 
service  from  a  nearby  municipal  plant.  It  answers  well  for  the 
present. 

The  sewage  system  is  a  modem  Imhof  plant.  Recent  renewals 
have  been  made  of  the  filtration  beds*  It  is  operating  suceesisfully. 
All  the  plumbing  throughout  is  of  modem  kind.  The  sinks,  toilets, 
and  bathing  fixtures  are  kept  in  sanitary  condition  and  good  repair. 

FiKE  Protectiox 

The  buildings  representing  the  plant,  as  hereinbefore  referred  to,. 
are  of  two  classes :  the  modem  fireproof  type,  and  the  remodelled 
frame  cottage  type.  The  dormitoiy  buildings  for  inmates  in  all 
cases  are  but  one  story  high.  All  buildings  housing  inmates  have 
the  standard  equipment  of  risers,  hose  and  nozzles.  The  buildings 
are  connected  ])y  telephone  with  the  office  where  a  gong  signal  is 
set  after  night  fall  for  emergent  alarm. 

Main  exit  doors  all  open  outsvardly.  The  small  frame  infirmary 
building  temporarily  used  as  such  haa  a  wooden  ladder  escape 
from  the  second  floor.  This  is  the  only  departure  from  modem 
ex]uipment. 

The  outside  fire  protection  consists  of  seven  hydrants  con- 
veniently  located.  The  natural  water  pressure  is  about  130  pounds. 
Three  wheel  hose  carriages  are  provided  with  some  1,200  feet  of 
hose  available.  Tho  character  of  fh©  hose  is  rubter  lined  linen. 
Its  present  condition  is  good.     J^  Js  reportetl  that  the  engineer 
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Other  interior  apparatus  supplied  are  chemical  solution  tanks^ 
and  fire  pails.  The  chemical  extinguishers  are  recharged  yearly 
on  notice  from  the  fiscal  supervisor. 

Fire  drills  by  employees  are  not  practiced. 

A  night  patrol  service  is  maintained  from  8  p.  m.  to  6  a.  m.  A 
Newman  convertible  clock  is  used  for  registry.  Each  dormitory 
building  has  it^  own  clock  and  night  watch.  The  records  show 
faithful  service. 

Sanitation  axd  Hygiene 

Th-^  i"il(»  conimijJi'ion  which  wns  intrusted  with  the  purchase  of 
the  property  had  an  expert  topographical  survey  made  before  any 
of  the  buildings  were  planned  for,  with  the  result  that  the  location 
of  buildings  subsequently  was  made  to  the  best  advantage  as  to 
elevation  and  surroundings.  The  present  upkeep  of  the  projierty 
is  good.  There  are  no  drainage  defects  or  surface  nuisances.  The 
usual  visitation  to  all  parts  of  the  buildings  and  premises 
was  made.  They  were  found  clean,  especially  the  w\ater , 
sections  and  toilets.  The  beds  of  the  inmates  are  of 
the  iron  frame,  single  type  supplied  with  the  latest  cable 
wire  bottoms  adjusted  to  tension  springs  at  the  head  and  foot. 
The  beds  were  found  clean  and  the  bedding  seasonable.  The 
supply  of  blankets  on  hand  and  in  use  are  of  a  good  grade.  There 
are  sufficient  on  hand  to  provide  6  for  each  bed.  Personal  clothing 
is  all  individual,  suitably  marked  and  binned,  and  the  method  of 
distribution  well  systematized.  Soiled  clothing  is  promptly  col- 
lected and  sent  to  the  laundry. 

Garbage,  if  usable,  is  fed  to  the  pigs,  and  the  residue  burned. 
The  method  of  cleaning  the  floors  is  by  waxing  once  a  week.  They 
were  found  in  excellent  condition. 

The  means  of  ventilation  is  by  windows  and  doors,  supple- 
mented by  an  electric  fan  device,  operated  in  connection  with  the 
indirect  heating  system. 

A  special  night  inspection  was  made  of  all  dormitories  w^here 
males  are  housed  between  the  hours  of  9  and  10  p.  m.  The  air 
in  the  rooms  was  found  good.  The  day  clothes  at  night  are  hung 
on  coat  hangers  hung  up  on  long  iron  rods,  placed  in  the  linen  room 
adjoining  the  dormitory,  and  the  windows  kept  open  so  the  clothes 
may  be  aired  thoroughly  before  morning.

The  air  space  in  the  dormitories  averages  about  500  feet  per 
occupant,  and  the  average  lateral  space  between  beds  is  1^  feet. 
The  toilet  rooms  adjoining  dormitories  are  well  ventilated. 

Contagious  and  infectious  diseases  if  acute  are  isolated  in  the 
temporary  infirmary  cottage. 

In  epidemics,  during  the  emergency,  dormitory  units  are  used  as 
quarantine. 

The  source  of  the  water  supply  is  mountain  streams  which  are 
led  to  a  large  reservoir  and  dam,  specially  constructed  on  plans 
drawn  by  the  State  engineer  and  architect. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  considered  excellent  for  drinking 
purposes.  The  last  analysis  made  by  the  State  Department  of 
Health  was  one  year  ago. 

Organisms  of  intestinal  origin  are  occasionally  found  on 
analysis,  but  as  there  are  no  persons  living  on  the  watei»hed 
this  condition  is  thought  to  result  from  the  stray  visits  of  cattle. 

Dietary,  Etc. 

The  dietary  schedule  for  the  present  has  been  reduced  in  meat 
allowance  and  in  wheat  consumption  to  meet  the  needs  of  war 
conservation. 

In  the  central  service  buildings  where  all  of  the  inmates  eat, 
except  the  50  older  and  brighter  male's  provided  for  at  Disbrow 
Cottage,  the  meat  allowance  is  30  pounds  per  day,  or  1-61/100 
ounces  per  capita.  The  form  of  preparation  is  largely  as  a  result 
stew,  but  this,  too,  of  necessity  is  a  war  measure.  The  farm  and 
garden  have  provided  many  home  grown  vegetables.  These,  it 
is  stated,  have  been  liberally  served  all  winter.  The  institution 
cannery  has  been  successfully  operated  so  that  many  of  the  vege- 
tables have  been  canned  for  future  use. 

The  diet  schedule  for  Monday  and  Tuesday,  May  6th  and  7th, 
1918,  was  reported  as  follows:

Breakfast. —  Oatmeal  and  milk,  bread  and  butter,  cocoa  or  milk. 

Dinner. —  Pork  stew,  potatoes,  bread,  string  beans,  rice  choco- 
late pudding. 

Supper. —  Macaroni,  bread  and  butter,  cake,  milk  or  tea. 

The  meals  at  which  the  inspector  was  present  were  supper  on 
May  6th  and  breakfast  on  May  7th.  The  food  was  found  suitable 
and  well  served.  For  the  low  grade  inmates,  a  special  soft  diet  is 
provided  to  meet  their  peculiar  needs. 

The  hours  of  duty  for  employees  in  one  group  is  from  7  a.  m. 
to  7  p.  M.,  with  two  half  hours  off,  and  another,  group  from  7  a.  m. 
to  8  p.  M  with  one  hour  off  duty.  Were  it  not  for  the  shortage 
in  the  attendant  service  the  t^perintendent  would  be  able  to  plan 
a  better  schedule,  but  service  conditions  are  such  at  this  time  that 
the  above  schedule  cannot  be  altered.  This  present  schedule  does 
not  satisfy  the  employees,  some  have  left  as  a  result.  The  attend- 
ants^ home  provides  for  a  comfortable  rest  room. 

Personal  Care  of  Patients 

The  clothing  supply  for  the  inmates  continues  to  be  of  a  service- 
able  kind,  except  that  of  the  shoes  which  are  poorly  made  and  of 
inferior  fit.  All  purchases  of  clothing  are  made  from  the  prisons 
department  in  compliance  with  law. 

Each  inmate  has  three  pairs  of  shoes,  two  suits  of  under- 
clothing, and  three  outer  suits  including  that  for  Sunday  wear. 
Individual  tooth  brushes  are  supplied,  also  individual  towels. 

The  attendant  service  for  day  observation  is  not  as  complete  as 
heretofore,  owing  to  war  conditions.  The  night  service  is  com- 
plete, but  to  do  so  a  woman  takes  the  place  of  a  man  in  the  small 
boys'  building. 

Records.  For  all  the  acutely  sick  a  hospital  clinical  record  is 
kept  with  the  usual  data  of  daily  condition,  diagnoses,  and  thera- 
peutic instructions. 

The  general  admission  and  history  records  of  the  inmates  are 
kept  in  an  orderly  manner. 

Modem  cabinets  are  kept  for  the  filing  of  all  records  and  docu- 
ments. The  financial  records  of  the  institution  are  kept  accord- 
ing to  a  system  authorized  by  the  State  Comptroller  and  the  Fiscal 
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Supervisor  of  State  Charitiea.  These  are  also  periodically  audited 
by  an  auditor  from  the  fiscal  departm^it  The  whole  system  of 
records  ia  modemly  planned  and  shows  everv'  evidence  of  being 
carefully  kept. 

The  School  Ijstdustbial  aj^d  Physical  Tkaining 

In  the  latter  part  of  September,  1917,  the  former  dormitort^ 
unit  at  Secor  Colony  was  remodelled  to  provide  for  three  school 
rooms,  two  sewing  rooms  for  girls,  and  a  gymnasium  room.  Tho 
average  attendance  at  school  is  70  boys,  and  in  the  girls'  sewing 
room  some  25  come  for  one-half  day's  instruction.  The  school  is 
just  being  organized,  having  been  deferred  till  very  recently  owing 
to  the  difficulty  in  assembling  a  suitable  corps  of  teachers. 
School  work  is  organized  on  simple  primary  lines  with  an  average 
of  15  pupils  under  one  teacher.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  superin- 
tendent to  introduce  Seguin  Methods  as  soon  as  a  full  equipment 
of  this  special  material  can  be  secured.  Rug  weaving  and  knitting 
has  been  undertaken,  and  the  result  has  been  very  satisfactory', 
as  is  shown  by  the  quantity  of  excellently  made  rugs  and  various 
knitted  clothing  supplies  made  for  home  use. 

A  group  of  the  girls  have  also  made  sweaters  and  caps  for  the 
Red  Cross  Society. 

The  occupational  activities  for  the  older  inmates  for  the 
present,  until  the  institution  is  further  advanced  in  its  building 
plans,  will  be  such  as  contribute  to  local  works  of  improvement, 
i.  e.,  for  the  males  —  grading,  farm  work  and  domestic  employ- 
ment ;  and  for  the  girls  —  garden  activities,  laundry  work,  sewing 
and  general  household  duties. 

The  gynmasium  is  not  used  as  yet  because  of  the  difficulty  in 
securing  a  physical  training  teacher. 

Health,  Cake  of  the  Sick 

The  health  experience  for  the  last  half  year  shows  a  record  of 
40  cases  of  measles,  15  cases  of  chick^^  pox,  and  1  of  ])neumonia. 

The  epidemic  of  measles  w^s  tid  ^^^  ^^^  through  a  period  of 
several  months.

The  hospital  under  the  new  building  plans  will  provide  for 
modern  equipment    Its  erection  should  be  hastened. 

Attention  to  the  dentistry  is  good.  Yearly  re-examination 
and  treatment  is  giA-en  by  a  New  York  specialist. 

Acute  conditions  are  immediately  attended  to  by  calling  in  a 
local  dentist. 

An  examinatiom  by  inspector  was  made  of  some  150  mouths 
and  the  conditions  found  w^ere  good. 

The  infirmary  cottage  at  this  time  contained  patients  as  follows:

BtJBiAL  or  THK  Dead 

A  cemetery  plot  has  been  set  aside  on  the  home  grounds.  It 
is  located  back  of  the  dam.  All  indigent  and  friendless  cases  are 
provided  with  burial  at  State  expense.  Each  grave  has  an  iron 
cross  marker  bearing  a  number. 

Farm,  Garden  and  Dairy 

The  State's  property  consists  of  2,200  acres,  700  acres  of  this 
will  in  time  be  available  for  farming,  the  rest  of  it  is  wild  moun- 
tain land  and  pasture.  At  the  present  time  about  400  acres  are 
under  cultivation.  The  harvest  was  good  last  year.  The  dairy 
consists  of  125  head  of  cattle  of  all  kinds.  There  are  40  cows  now 
being  milked  with  an  average  daily  return  of  1,000  lbs.  Ihiring 
the  entire  winter  the  beef  used  was  home  raised  and  killed. 
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Eugenics^  Study  awd  Field  Wobk 
This  department  is  in  charge  of  a  well-trained  woman.  Her 
salary  heretofore  has  been  paid  by  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  Extensive  records  have  been  accumulated  of 
special  cases.  These  are  filed  ait  the  institution.  A  special  study 
with  charts  is  now  under  way  of  all  delinquent  and  absconding 
cases.  The  State  will  after  July  1,  1918  assume  the  support  of 
this  department. 

Recreations 

The  usual  program  has  been  continued  of  weekly  dances  and 
indoor  games.  Each  building  has  a  victrola  and  a  good  selection 
of  records. 

In  the  building  for  brighter  males  a  pool  and  billiard  table 
is  provided. 

Recently  an  inmate  band  and  orchestra  have  been  organized 
with  a  membership  of  27.  The  band  master  is  hopeful  of  giving 
concerts  this  summer. 

Discipline 

The  local  discipline  according  to  the  record  has  been  without 
unusual  incident.  There  are  occasional  runaways.  The  few 
delinquents  in  the  population,  the  superintendent  reports,  are 
gradually  being  absorbed  into  the  colony  life  and  routine. 

The  rules  prohibit  corporal  punishment.  It  is  stated  that 
deprivation  of  privilegeef,  or  sending  to  bed,  is  a  sufficient  medium 
of  correction. 

Summary  of  Principal  Needs  and  Defects 

Building  operations  seem  to  be  progressing  favorably,  but  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  epidemics  of  disease  have  been  experienced, 
and  probably  will  be  experienced  again  it  is  urged  that  the  present 
temporary  hospital  be  discontinued  as  soon  as  possible,  as  it  very 
inadequately  provides  for  the  sick.  It  has  small  attic  rooms  in 
which  3  beds  each  are  placed,  reducing  the  air  space  per  bed  to 
about  250  cu.  ft. 

The  fire  escape  from  the  second  floor  is  also  unsuitable  for  the 
use  of  patients  in  that  it  is  but  a  common  wooden  ladder  nailed  to 
the  side  ot  the  iouse.  It  is  MTg^A  that  the  new  hospital  be  started 
at  the  earliest  poaaiHe  momenf 
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A  second  need  carried  from  a  previous  report  is 

a.  Organization  of  an  employees'  fire  brigade  with  practice 
monthly. 

b.  Nothwithstanding  the  fact  that  dormitory  buildings  are  one 
story  and  fireproof,  it  is  desirable  that  a  rapid  dismissal  exercise 
of  inmates  be  practiced  to  promote  prompt  and  orderly  discharge 
from  the  buildings  in  case  of  needs.

Determining  the  price  at  which  eggs  cure  to  be  credited  at  State 

Institutions 

December  23,  1918 

One  of  the  lines  of  work  for  making  the  poultry  enterprise  at 
the  State  infltitutions  profitable  lies  in  arriving  at  a  juBi  price 
with  which  eggs  and  poultry  should  be  credited. 

The  price  allowed  this  year  is  thirty-five  cents  per  dozen  for 
eggs.  This  is  low  and  is  less  than  cold  storage  ^gs  are  costing 
in  most  cases.  The  price  should  be  consistent  with  the  cost  of 
production  in  so  far  as  is  reasonable  and  certainly  should  be  con- 
sistent with  the  prices  paid  and  received  by  commercial-poultry- 
men  in  the  State. 

As  has  been  stated,  it  is  not  reasonable  for  poultry  to  be  com- 
pelled to  pay  the  present  high  cost  of  production  and  be  credited 
for  their  fresh  product  at  less  than  cold  storage  prices.  If  the 
State  believes  the  fresh  product  is  superior  for  its  purposes  at  the 
institutions,  and  believes  so  to  the  extent  of  maintaining  poultry 
departments  at  the  various  institutions,  then  it  should  be  willing 
to  credit  the  product  at  its  true  worth.  Commercial  enterprises 
or  any  other  enterprise  would  be  likely  to  fail  if  conducted 
otherwise. 

Eggs  are  worth  what  they  would  bring  if  sold  on  the  market 
and  if  cold  storage  eggs  are  as  desirable,  the  State  will  make 
money  by  producing  eggs  to  sell  and  using  this  money  for  pur- 
chasing cold  storage  eggs.  This  policy  of  course  cannot  be 
followed. 

Officials  at  the  institutions  are  agreed  that  fresh  eggs  are  valu- 
able for  their  class  of  inmates,  j^j^d  state  that  if  a  sufficient  quantity 
were  avaiJabie  they  would  renl  /»e  ^®^^  ^^  *  considerable  extent. 
It  is  essential  that  a  diff^j,  -plan  for  determining  the  price 
be  followed  if  tb^  j^^  resuU  ^*    to  ^  ^^P^  ^o^.     To  illustrate 
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this  and  to  present  a  method  of  determination,  I  have  worked  up 
the  following  table  and  explanations  from  the  egg  records  at  oaie 
of  the  State  institutions.  The  prices  are  taken  daily  from  the 
^*  Producers  Trice  Current/'  published  in  New  York  City.  This 
source  is  reliable  and  would  furnish  a  basis  for  determining  a 
standard  figure  to  be  used  at  each  institution.  The  price  may  be 
determined  at  some  specified  point,  as  Cornell  or  Albany,  and 
sent  regularly  to  each  institution.  The  "P.  P.  C."  is  received 
daily  at  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Albany  and  at  the  Poul- 
try Department  at  Cornell.  The  price  used  here  is  for  "  State, 
Penn  and  'Xearby  iWe«tern  Ilenneiy  Whites,  Fine  to  Fancy."  I 
believe  this  quotation  should  be  used  as  the  standard  on  which  to 
base  the  price  for  crediting  eggs  produced  at  State  institutions. 
Considering  everything,  as  express,  commission,  small  eggs,  on 
the  one  hand,  and  the  fact  that  the  institution  eggs  are  received 
at  the  storeroom  in  a  fresher  condition  than  this  grade  is  received 
at  New  York  City,  and  also  that  many  dealers,  grocers,  etc., 
in  the  city  pay  producers  several  cents  above  the  highest  quota- 
tions; it  appears  that  about  five  cents  (.05)  under  this  quotation 
would  furnish  a  considerate  price.  The  above  is  respectfully 
submitted  as  a  suggestion.  The  straight  quotation  was  used  in 
the  table  below  to  illustrate  the  method  of  applying  the  price. 

By  referring  to  the  table  the  adv'antages  or  disadvantages  of 
the  following  three  methods  of  determining  prices  of  eggs  may  be 
seen. 

A.  Etytiiiiale  average  price  ahead. 

1.  Not  desirable.  Cannot  foretell  fluctuations  in  prices  and 
to  be  safe  must  place  price  too  low.  e.g;  1,238^^  doz,  at  .35= 
$433.43,  which  is  nearly  $150  too  low. 

B.  Find  the  yearly  average  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  credit 
eggs  at  that  price. 

1.  Difference  in  egg  yield  (through  the  year)  is  considerable 
and  the  greater  quantity  of  cheaper  eggs  (at  certain  seasons) 
credited  at  the  given  price  (which  is  too  high)  is  too  much  and 
is  not  offset  by  the  less  quantity  of  high  priced  eggs  credited  at 
the  given  price  (which  is  too  low).  Consequently,  a  greater 
credit  is  allowed  than  should  be.  (The  number  of  eggs  at  each 
institution  varies  also,  which  would  make  this  method  unfair  to 
some  institutions.) 
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eg:  1,:^38%  doz.  at  .516  (average  price  for  6  months)= 
$638.98,  which  is  nearly  $60  too  high. 

C.  Credit  eggs  semi-monthly  at  the  average  price  at  that  time. 

Both  A.  and  B.  hold  true  for  any  length  of  time  and  the  nearer 
we  can  come  to  crediting  ^gs  daily  at  the  price  on  that  day -the 
more  accurate  the  accounts  will  be.  To  minimize  the  office  work 
and  to  credit  the  poultry  with  practically  what  it  should  have,  a 
bi-monthly  average  may  be  taken  from  a  reliable  source,  as  the 
"Producers'  Price  Current,"  and  all  eggs  produced  by  each 
flock  during  the  time  covered  by  that  average  credited  at  that 
price. 

e.g:  1,238%  doz.  eggs  at  average  first  15  days  and  average 
remainder  of  month  for  6  months  =  correct  value  of  eggs, 
$579.02.

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PREFACE 

THIS  is  an  official  report  of  the  Prison  Association 
of  New  York  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
New  York,*  which  has  been  made  annually  since 
1845,  and  constitutes  the  seventy-fourth  of  the  series. 

Paragraph  6  of  article  XI  of  the  Act  incorporating 
the  Prison  Association  of  New  York  provides  that  **  the 
i?aid  executive  committee  "  (of  the  Prison  Association), 
"  by  such  committees  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time 
appoint,  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  visit, 
inspect  and  examine,  all  the  prisons  of  the  State,  and 
annuallj'  report  to  the  I^egislature  their  state  and  condition 
and  all  such  other  things  in  regard  to  them  as  may  enable 
the  Legislature  to  perfect  their  government  and  discipline/' 

The  same  paragraph  further  provides  for  the  printing 
of  500  copies  of  this  annual  report  at  the  expense  of  the 
State.  Additional  copies  are  purchased  from  the  State 
printers,  at  the  expense  of  the  Association,  for  distribution 
to  its  contributors  and  many  others,  not  only  in  New  York 
State  but  elsewhere.

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INTRODUCTION 


THE  PRISON  ASSOCIATION  OF  NEW  YORK 


THE  annual  report  this  year  has  been  materially 
shortened,  principally  as  a  patriotic  measure  for  tho 
conservation  of  State  and  Association  funds.  In 
accordance  with  this,  the  reports  made  subsequent  to  the 
inspections  of  institutions  have  been  omitted  and  instead, 
in  a  chapter  devoted  to  the  work  of  research  and  inspection, 
a  general  summary  of  the  conditions  and  developments  in 
the  jails,  penitentiaries,  reformatories  and  State  prisons 
is  presented. 

During  the  year  the  Association,  because  of  the  war,  con- 
tinued its  policy  of  not  undertaking  any  expansion  of  its 
activities  requiring  additional  expenditures,  and  avoided 
on  the  other  hand  so  far  as  possible  any  reduction  in  the 
volmne  of  its  work.  In  short,  the  Prison  Association  has 
held  that  all  of  its  existing  activities  were  necessary  and 
should  be  continued. 

The  Association  has  concerned  itself  continuously  for 
more  than  seventy  years  with  the  treatment  of  delinquents. 
Its  charter,  obtained  in  184^,  provided  that  the  Society 
was  to  concern  itself  with  (a)  those  awaiting  trial,  or  being 
tried;  and  (b)  w^ith  those  in  prison,  and  with  prison  con- 
ditions; and  (c)  with  those  w^ho  had  been  released  from 
prison.  In  the  earlier  years  the  main  attention  of  the 
Society  was  centered  upon  the  relief  of  those  incarcerated 
and  with  the  rectification  of  the  most  flagrant  abuses.  In 
the  course  of  time  other  important  functions  were  devel- 
oped and  the  scope  of  the  Association's  work  extended. 
In  the  absence  of  accurate  and  comprehensive  knowledge

as  to  prison  conditions  and  prison  reform  elsewhere  than 
in  New  York,  the  Prison  Association  has  frequently  been 
the  assembler  and  distributor  of  important  and  highly 
valuable  facts  and  statistics.  The  Association  has  always 
been  a  recognized  authority  in  this  State  in  matters  of 
prison  reform.  Since  the  time  of  Dr.  Enoch  C.  Wines  in 
the  sixties  of  the  nineteenth  century  the  Association  has 
also  played  an  important  part  in  the  national  field  and  was 
the  chief  factor  in  the  foundation  of  the  American  Prison 
Association  in  1870,  and  later  of  the  International  Prison 
Conunission,  which  has  members  in  nearly  every  civilized 
country  in  the  world.  Conspicuous  among  the  many  results 
in  which  the  Association  has  shared  was  the  campaign  for 
the  establishment  of  the  Elmira  Reformatory;  the  study 
of  the  Jukes  Family  by  R.  L.  Dugdale,  one  of  the  board 
managers  of  the  Association;  the  development  of  proba- 
tion in  New  York  'State;  the  development  through  many 
years  of  the  parole  system  in  New  York  city  for  the  State 
reformatories  and  State  prisons;  the  election  of  Dr.  Bar- 
rows, corresponding  secretary  of  the  Association  from  1900 
to  1909,  as  president  of  the  Eighth  International  Prison 
Congress;  the  successful  campaign  against  the  fee  system 
in  the  case  of  county  sherifTs;  the  increase  of  the  endow- 
ment fund  of  tlie  Association  since  1910,  from  $9,000  to 
nearly  $100,000,  and  the  increase  in  recent  years  not  only 
in  the  membership  but  of  the  income  of  the  Association 
and  the  accompanying  development  of  the  fields  of  activity 
of  the  Association.  In  recent  years  the  Association  has 
made  a  considerable  part  of  its  activity  the  co-operation 
in  the  development  of.  new  institutions,  such  as  a  Farm 
Industrial  Prison  to  take  the  place  of  iSing  Sing,  the  State 
Industrial  Farm  Colony,  the  State  Reformatory  for  Mis- 
demeanants, the  Farm  Colony  of  the  Board  of  Inebriety 
of  New  York  city  and  the  prop^^^^  State  Custodial  Asylum 
for  Feeble-minded  Male  DJiiuiuents.

The  most  conspicuous  and  perhai)S  the  most  important 
militant  activity  of  the  Association  has  been,  recently,  the 
campaign  under  the  slogan:  ^'  Sing  Sing  Must  Go." 

Throughout  the  country  the  Association  is  recognized  as 
an  important  one  in  its  field  and  it  daily  serves  as  a  bureau 
for  citizens  of  this  and  other  States  and  countries,  for 
information  concerning  the  betterment  of  prison  condi- 
tions, legislation  and  other  social  problems  allied  with 
delinquency. 

For  nearly  six  years,  through  the  activities  of  its  Bureau 
of  Inspection  and  Research,  the  Association  has  persistently 
campaigned  for  the  abolition  of  the  deplorable  idleness 
existing  among  sentenced  prisoners  in  our  county  jails 
and  also  for  the  improvement  of  the  living  conditions  and 
management  of  these  institutions. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  a  number  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Association  have  given 
their  services  to  the  government  during  the  war.  They 
have  served  in  various  lines  as  follows : 

Local  draft  l)oards,  Labor  boards.  Federal  employment 
bureaus.  Naval  prison,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Brotherhood  of  St. 
Andrew  and  special  foreign  service. 

Likewise,  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Association  have 
been  of  service  to  the  government.  Dr.  Lewis  has  been 
Divisional  Manager  of  the  Northern  Division  of  the  War 
Camp  Community  Ser\dce;  Mr.  Klein  was  assigned  to 
Camp  Upton;  Mr.  Blatchly  was  appointed  to  the  Army 
Ordnance  Department  in  New  York  city,  and  Mr.  Cass  did 
voluntary  w^ork  with  a  local  draft  board  and  with  the  Lib- 
erty Loan  drives. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Kirchwey  and  Dr.  Lewis  have  been 
associated  with  the  New  York  School  of  Philanthropy  as 
members  of  the  staff,  conducting  courses  in  general  crimin- 
ology, crime  and  punishment,  descriptive  penolog>%  and  a 
special  Institute  on  Correctional  Problems. 
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Dr.  Lewis  has  also  continued  his  preparation  of  the  study 
of  the  History  of  American  Prison  Administration  and 
Prison  Beform,  and  the  same  is  now  ready  in  manuscript 
form,  for  the  period  between  1776  and  1844. 

New  York  city  was  chosen  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  American  Prison  Association  as  the  meeting  place 
for  1918.  Unfortunately  the  influenza  epidemic  made  it 
inadvisable  to  hold  the  meeting,  and  the  same  has  been 
postponed  until  the  fall  of  1919.

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NEXT  STEPS  TO  BE  TAKEN 


IN  the  1917  Report  a  number  of  chapters  were  devoted 
to  a  discussion  of  necessary  steps  to  be  taken  in  the 
treatment  of  the  offender.  These  needs  still  obtain 
and  it  therefore  seems  important  that  the  program  should 
again  be  presented  in  brief.  The  reader's  attention  is 
called  to  a  separate  publication  issued  by  the  Prison  Asso- 
ciation last  year,  in  which  the  program  of  needs  is  pre- 
sented in  detail  and  at  length.  We  still  have  on  hand  copies 
of  this  special  issue  and  shall  be  glad  to  furnish  them  ui>on 
request.    The  next  steps  referred  to  are  as  follows :         ,  . 

1.  Misdemeanants  between  sixteen  and  thirty  should 
be  admitted  to  New  York  State  Reformatory  at  Elmira 
on  an  indeterminate  sentence  with  a  maximum  of  three 
years.  Legislation  has  been  presented  which  would 
make  the  commitment  of  misdemeanants  to  Elmira  per- 
missive but  not  mandatory.  For  a  trivial  offence  the 
court  can  suspend  sentence,  or  place  the  offender  on 
probation,  but  for  cases  where  it  is  felt  that  institu- 
tional treatment  is  necessary  there  should  be  given  the 
authority  to  send  them  to  an  institution  of  a  reforma- 
tory character.  This  need  has  been  long  recognized  in 
New  York  city  where,  since  1905  a  City  Reformatory 
for  Male  Misdemeanants  has  been  in  operation.  Under 
existing  conditions  it  is  possible  for  felons  to  receive 
reformatory  treatment,  but  misdemeanants  are  denied 
that  advantage.  The  State  of  New  York  is  committed 
by  law  to  the  reformatory  treatment  of  misdemeanants. 
In  1912  a  bill  was  passed  by  the  State  Legislature 
establishing  a  State  Reformatory  for  Misdemeanants. 
This  institution  exists  only  on  paper,  and  it  seems 
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very  likely  that  for  some  time  to  come  there  will  be  no 
funds  available  for  its  construction.  In  the  meantime 
are  we  to  permit  reformative  material  to  be  sent  to 
the  county  jails  and  penitentiaries,  the  demoralizing 
influences  of  which  are  generally  and  regretfully 
known? 

2.  The  need  for  a  custodial  institution  for  male 
defective  delinquents  and  of  a  similar  institution  for 
female  defective  delinquents  is  still  a  pressing  one. 
The  power  of  transferring  defective  delinquents  from 
other  correctional  institutions  is  lacking,  and  legisla- 
tion to  this  end  should  be  passed.  Unless  authority 
is  given  permitting  the  detention  of  feeble-minded 
delinquents  for  an  indefinite  period,  there  wnll  be  no 
satisfactory  approach  to  the  solution  of  the  problem. 

3.  It  is  stated  with  much  regret  that  the  Psychiatric 
Clinic,  established  at  Sing  Sing  prison  and  maintained 
by  private  funds,  was  discontinued  during  the  year. 
Under  the  able  leadership  of  Dr.  Glueck  important 
findings  were  made,  and  until  the  work  was  discon- 
tinued, it  was  thought  that  at  last  a  long-hoped-for 
addition  had  come  to  stay.  It  is  therefore  urged  that 
this  work  be  taken  over  by  the  State  and  made  a  per- 
manent part  of  the  system  of  dealing  with  an  offender. 

4.  The  parole  work  for  the  State  prisons  still  con- 
tinues under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Board  of 
Parole  with  no  changes  except  in  personnel.  The  per- 
functory method  of  deciding  the  paroling  of  an  inmate 
and  the  absence  of  an  adequate  corps  of  parole  officers 
continue  as  the  two  outstanding  weaknesses  of  the 
system.  It  therefore  seems  necessary  that  the  Board 
be  reorganized  and  that  the  members  be  required  to 
give  their  full  time  to  t]^p  vv'ork.    Likewise,  the  number 
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of  parole  officers  should  be  increased  and  be  distributed 
to  different  part  of  the  State. 

5.  A  Commission  should  be  authorized  by  the  Legis- 
lature to  study  the  correctional  needs  of  the  State  and 
its  political  divisions,  and  to  present  a  plan  for  the 
centralization  of  the  management  of  correctional  insti- 
tutions in  a  State  Department  of  Correction. 

6.  The  need  for  criminological  clinics  to  act  as  the 
advisory  and  scientific  arms  of  the  court  cannot  be 
overestimated.  Psychiatric  work  at  an  institution  is 
necessary  but  should  be  preceded  by  a  study  of  many 
of  the  offenders  before  their  cases  are  disposed  of  by 
the  courts.  Judges  should  have  scientific  information 
concerning  many  of  those  whom  they  sentence. 

7.  In  addition  to  the  needs  outlined  in  the  1917 
Report,  there  should  be  considered  the  undesirable  con- 
dition brought  about  by  our  present  system  of  pro- 
viding and  compensating  justices  of  the  peace.  A  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  is  a  constitutional  officer,  and  as  such 
is  the  only  judicial  officer  permitted  to  receive  fees. 
The  Legislature  has  power  to  designate  but  one  method 
of  selecting  such  officers,  either  by  election  or  by 
appointment.  It  cannot  direct  the  use  of  both  methods 
in  one  town  or  city.  The  office  is  an  important  one, 
since  the  incumbent  has  the  power  to  sentence  to  prison 
for  one  year  and  impose  a  fine  of  $500.  Legal  training 
is  not  required  and  in  most  cases  is  lacking.  Changes 
along  the  following  lines  are   necessary : 

(a)  The  abolition  of  the  fees  in  connection  with 
the  criminal  work  of  such  officer. 

(b)  Educational    qualifications    together   with 
legal  training. 

(c)  Reduction  in  the  number  of  justices  in  com- 
munities. 
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THE  Prison  Association,  through  its  representative 
Mr.  D.  E.  Kimball,  continues  to  do  its  share  of  the 
probation  work  of  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  in 
New  York.  Practically  no  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
system  described  in  previous  reports  nor  in  the  number  of 
officers.  The  probation  officeis  in  the  Court  of  General 
Sessions  are  salaried  not  by  the  city  but  by  private  societies. 

Probation  is  generally  called  a  substitute  for  imprison- 
ment. This  however,  is  erroneous.  Probation  is  suspen- 
sion of  sentence  during  good  behavior.  It  has  more  recently 
been  defined  in  the  **  Probation  Officers'  Manual''  as  a 
method  by  which  the  community  through  its  courts  seeks 
to  aid,  supervise,  discipline,  and,  if  need  be,  reform  offend- 
ers without  imprisonment.  It  is  especially  helpful  for 
young  first  offenders  and  not  intended  to  be  used  for  those 
experienced  in  crime. 

The  probation  officer  is  not  only  an  investigator,  but  the 
real  probation  officer  nmst  be  wise  and  patient,  courageous, 
fetern,  sympathetic  and  tactful.  Under  our  present  court 
systems  the  judge  upon  the  bench  must  depend  in  many 
instances  to  a  considerable  extent  upon  the  probation  officer 
for  his  information  prior  to  the  sentencing  of  a  prisoner. 
The  experience,  thoroughness  and  attitude  of  the  probation 
officer  often  determines  the  future  treatment  of  the  offender. 

Probation  is  regarded  by  the  Prison  Association  as  a 
more  important  and  valuable  period  in  the  reformation  of 
offenders  than  the  period  of  imprisonment.  Probation 
today  is  more  generally  used  than  heretofore  and  is  increas- 
ing rapidly.  Judges  and  th^  general  public  are  becom- 
ing more  sympathetic  to\vo|*d  it.    It  has  permitted  many 
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of  those  who  were  formerly  sent  to  our  State  prisons 
to  re-establish  themselves  without  a  term  of  imprisonment. 
It  has  also  helped  to  reduce  the  population  at  the  New  York 
State  Reformatory  and  is  responsible  to  some  degree  for 
the  change  in  type  of  prisoners  found  at  that  institution, 
the  population  now  presenting  as  a  whole  a  more  difficult 
and  less  promising  type. 

The  number  of  cases  coming  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  Kimball  for  the  past  year  was  about  the  same  as  that 
of  the  previous  year.  There  w^ere  on  probation  to  the 
Association  on  September  30,  1917,  208,  and  during  the 
past  fiscal  year  there  were  added  141  new  cases,  making 
a  total  for  the  year  of  349.  During  the  year  201  cases  were 
discharged  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bureau,  leaving  a 
balance  of  148  on  probation  September  30,  1918. 

^Sixty  of  our  probationers  are  serving  in  the  Army  or 
Xavy.  More  than  half  that  number  enlisted  and  the  balance 
was  drafted.  Sentence  was  suspended  in  between  30  and 
40  cases  of  young  soldiers  who  had  come  into  conflict  with 
the  law  while  on  furlough.  All  were  returned  to  their  com- 
manding officers. 

The  number  of  cases  investigated  during  the  year  was 
602.  Of  those  on  probation  there  were  re-arrested  and 
committed  during  the  year  11  men  and  6  women,  making 
a  total  of  17. 

Aside  from  giving  the  prisoner  another  chance  mthout 
inflicting  the  prison  stigma,  there  are  other  meritorious  fea- 
tures involved  in  the  probation  work.  Tw^o  of  the  most 
important  are  as  follows: 

The  restitution  of  sums  of  money  unlawfully  obtained, 
and  the  collection  of  money  for  the  support  of  the  wives 
and  children  of  the  offender.  The  advantages  of  these 
methods  are  sufficiently  obvious  and  require  no  further 
explanation. 
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The  Probation  Bureau  reports  that  of  a  total  of  141  new 
cases  received  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  22  were  ordered 
to  make  restitution  and  five  were  ordered  to  make  payment 
for  the  support  of  their  families.  The  following  indicates 
the  amounts  involved:

In  addition  to  his  regular  probation  work  Mr.  Kimball 
has  interested  himself  in  a  number  of  special  cases  coming 
to  his  notice  w^hile  visiting  the  city  prison.  Most  of  these 
cases  were  referred  to  the  Vohmtary  Defenders  Committee, 
where  advice  and  assistance  were  cheerfully  given.  In  a 
niunber  of  instances,  through  the  representatives  of  the 
Committee,  persons  charged  with  crime  were  acquitted. 

The  following  citations  from  the  records  of  the  Proba- 
tion Bureau  illustrate  to  some  degree  the  character  of  work 
and  its  many  possibilities : 

An  Austrian  thirty-two  years  of  age,  five  years  in  the  United  States,  was 
earning  $3,000  per  year  in  a  commercial  liouse  at  the  time  of  his  arrest,  and 
pleaded  guilty  to  grand  larceny.  Explaining  the  crime,  he  stated  that  he 
had  trouble  at  liome,  expenses  were  very  heavy,  and  as  money  was  due  him 
he  appropriated  to  liis  own  use  other  money,  thinking  that  he  could  replace 
it  shortly.  Before  he  was  able  to  do  so,  however,  the  money  was  missed, 
and  his  arrest  followed.  I'nder  ordinary  circumstances  the  complainant 
would  insist  on  punishment,  but  in  this  case  the  Judge  ordered  restitution 
of  about  $350.  The  defendant  was  admitted  to  bail  and  in  a  short  time, 
because  of  his  expert  knowledge  of  the  business,  he  was  in  a  position  pay- 
ing him  $7,500  per  year.  Investigation  showed  that  his  previous  record 
was  clean.  He  is  now  on  probation.  Under  the  old  system  he  would  have 
been  sent  to  prison. 

A  girl  from  the  west,  twenty  years  of  age,  came  to  this  city  to  hid  good- 
bye to  her  brother,  who  was  in  service,  stationed  at  Camp  Mills.  Thinking 
that  her  funds  would  permit  her  remaining  until  his  departure  for  France, 
which  was  expected  in  a  few  days,  she  did  not  return  home  at  once.  Her 
funds  gave  out  and  she  obtained  work  as  a  cashier.  Not  being  able  to  earn 
quickly    sufficient    money    to    n^y    ^^^^    ^^^^    home,    she    appropriated   funds 
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belonging  to  her  employer  and  started  for  home,  but  Ijefore  she  was  able 
to  get  a  train  her  employer  overtook  her  and  recovered  all  the  money  taken. 
She  was  arrested  and  lodged  in  the  Tombs  for  some  weeks  and  an  inquiry 
as  to  her  former  reputation  was  instituted/  Her  former  employer  in  a 
western  city  stated  that  she  had  been  a  faithful  employee  for  over  two 
years,  that  he  had  every  confidence  in  her,  and  offered  to  send  a  ticket  for 
her  return.  As  she  had  confessed  her  guilt  and  no  actual  loss  was  sus- 
tained by  the  employer,  she  was  released  on  probation  and  went  home  to 
her  mother. 
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SINCE  the  inception  of  the  Prison  Association  in  1844, 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  carry  out  one  of  the 
important  purposes  of  the  Association,  viz.,  assist- 
ing prisoners  upon  their  release  from  prison.  Parole,  which 
is  a  period  of  conditional  freedom  following  a  term  of 
imprisonment,  is  now  a  well-recognized  feature  in  the 
modern  treatment  of  the  offender.  Inmates  of  our  State 
prisons,  serving  an  indeterminate  sentence  and  who  bj''  good 
conduct,  work  and  other  qualifications,  satisfy  the  require-  • 
ments  of  the  Parole  Board,  are  eligible  for  parole  at  the 
expiration  of  their  minimum  sentence.  The  prisoner  so 
released  is  placed  in  the  custody  of  a  parole  officer  repre- 
senting some  organization  engaged  in  prison  work.  The 
State  does  not  make  adequate  provisions  for  the  after-care 
and  supervision  of  men  so  released,  nor  does  the  State  con- 
tribute to  organizations  doing  this  work  which  is  really  a 
function  of  the  Prison  Department  or  Parole  Board. 

The  parole  period  is  one  of  great  importance,  insomuch  ^ 
as  it  is  the  time  when  the  inmate  is  called  upon  to  prove 
his  ability  to  conduct  himself  properly  outside  of  prison 
walls.  It  is  essential  that  the  parole  officer  should  be  sym- 
pathetic, interested,  sagacious  and  whole-hearted  in  dealing 
with  the  men  in  his  charge.  Our  parole  work,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Bohn,  for  the  State  prisons  has  proved 
extremely  valuable  in  the  restoration  of  men  to  normal 
living.  Mr.  Bohn  gives  all  of  his  time  to  helping  released 
and  discharged  prisoners.  His  work  caimot  be  valued  and 
judged  solely  on  a  dollar  and  cents  basis.  Tlie  loyalty  and 
support  of  a  ^*  friend  iix  need  "  is  immeasurable. 

The  work  includes   thp  general  supervision  of  paroled 
men,  which  mesins  visif*   ^  them  at  their  homes  and  their 
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places  of  work  Avlien  feasible.  Whenever  needed,  friendly 
advice  is  given,  and  in  a  number  of  instances  the  Parole 
Bureau  has  been  successful  in  effecting  friendly  relations 
between  released  men  and  their  families.  In  conjunction 
with  our  parole  work  the  co-operation  of  our  Employment 
Bureau  is  utilized  in  obtaining  employment  for  men. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Bohn  has  been  especially  helpful 
to  local  draft  boards  in  arranging  the  classification  of  dis- 
charged prisoners.  In  many  instances  these  men  lacked 
proper  instructions  and  were  not  given  an  opportunity  to 
fill  out  and  file  the  regular  forms.  This  naturally  resulted 
in  much  confusion  and  misunderstanding.  In  some  cases 
it  worked  temporary  hardship  and  injustice. 

The  volume  of  work  is  considerable.  Our  parole  agent 
has  usually  a  monthly  average  of  about  200  men  under  his 
supervision. 

On  October  1,  1917,  there  were  on  parole  to  the  Associa- 
tion 211  men.  During  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 
1918,  200  new  men  were  received,  making  a  total  for  the 
fiscal  year  of  411.  Of  these  187  were  discharged  from 
parole  after  having  satisfactorily  finished  their  period  of 
conditional  liberty.  During  the  same  period  there  were 
declared  delinquent  33. 

Mr.  Bohn  made  1,118  visits  and  investigations  during  the 
year  besides  attending  Parole  Board  meetings  at  several 
of  the  State  prisons  each  month,  and  in  several  instances 
the  meetings  at  all  the  prisons  in  a  single  month.  In  this 
way  he  is  able  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  both  the  Parole 
Board  and  vdih  the  men  about  to  be  paroled.  Also  at  the 
time  he  visits  the  different  prisons  there  are  numerous 
cases,  referred  to  him  during  the  month,  which  necessi- 
tate interviews  with  prisoners  and  prison  authorities.  On 
such  occasions  prisoners  protest  their  innocence,  make 
requests  for  transfers,  ask  to  be  put  in  touch  with  some  of 
their  friends  or  relatives,  appeal  for  the  care  of  their 
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families,  make  complaints  about  their  treatment  in  the 
prison  and  sometimes  ask  for  help  in  securing  artificial  legs, 
eyes,  etc.  Following  such  visits  it  is  always  necessary  for 
our  parole  agent  to  hold  conferences  with  judges,  district 
attorneys,  lawyers  and  individuals  interested  in  the  w^elfare 
of  certain  prisoners.  In  connection  with  this  w^ork  he  has 
obtained  the  helpful  assistance  and  co-operation  of  the 
Voluntary  Defenders'  Conmiittee  in  New  York  city. 

The  Governor  holds  monthly  meetings  at  the  Capitol,  at 
w^hich  time  the  cases  of  prisoners  asking  pardon  or  com- 
mutation of  sentence  are  considered.  Through  our  agent, 
with  the  aid  of  the  Voluntary  Defenders'  Committee  or 
Miss  C.  P.  White  of  New  York  city,  numerous  cases  have 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Governor  at  these  meet- 
ings, and  in  some  a  pardon  or  reduction  in  sentence  w^as 
obtained. 

Among  the  very  numerous  instances  of  assistance  given 
by  our  parole  officer,  we  choose  the  following  as  typical : 

E.  B.,  21  years  old,  was  paroled  in  our  care  from  Sing  Sing  prison,  where 
he  served  a  term  of  two  years.  He  was  again  arrested  nine  months  later  for 
petty  larceny.  Through  the  intercession  of  our  probation  officer  sentence  was 
suspended  on  the  new  charge  and  he  was  returned  for  violation  of  parole. 
His  wife  called  at  the  office  and  stated  that  she  was  in  need  of  medical  atten- 
tion, and  was  without  funds.  Our  relief  agent  arranged  for  her  admittance 
to  a  hospital,  and  on  her  discharge  secured  a  position  for  her  in  a  nursery, 
so  that  she  might  have  her  child  with  her.  Owing  to  the  needs  of  his  family 
we  succeeded  in  having  him  reparoled  to  us  after  seven  months.  A  position, 
in  one  of  the  city  departments  was  secured  for  him  and  the  family  was  helped 
to  start  housekeeping.  He  was  able  to  hold  this  position  for  live  months  when 
the  disappearance  of  a  coat  caused  his  discharge,  although  his  employer  had 
no  proof  that  he  took  it,  and  he  did  feel  that  his  services  were  satisfactory. 
The  family  was  again  in  need  of  help  and  he  tried  to  sell  his  Liberty  Bond,  on 
which  he  had  paid  $22.50,  but  was  unable  to  do  so.  Tlie  Prison  Association 
bought  it,  helped  the  man  to  secure  work  again,  and  when  he  received  his 
absolute  discharge  six  months  later  he  was  working  steadily  and  getting  along 
well. 

Dear  Sir. —  Your  letter  of  t)jp  3d  inst.  at  hand  and  I  was  intensely  elated 
to  hear  that  you  heartily  appr^j..^^!  of  niy  recent  departure.

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Square  and  honorable  men  are  very  difficult  to  meet  in  this  world,  and  I 
surely  am  proud  to  have  the  pleasure  of  possessing  your  loyal  friendship. 

I  am  deteniiine<i  to  succeed  in  my  present  business  venture  and  if  I  ever 
am  lucky  enough  to  reach  the  top  of  the  ladder,  I  honestly  assure  you,  Mr. 
Bohn,  that  I  will  never  forget  to  pay  you  the  valuable  debt  of  gratitude  that  I 
owe  you. 

Having  nothing  more  of  interest  to  relate  I  will  close,  trusting  these  lines 
find  you  enjoying  the  best  of  health,  I  remain

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WE  doubt  if  any  part  of  our  daily  work  is  more  ap- 
pealing to  us  or  to  the  members  of  our  Association, 
who  make  this  work  possible,  than  the  care  of  the 
families  of  men  who  are  in  prison.  When  people  are  desti- 
tute, they  require  help  promptly,  sensibly  and  as  liberal  as 
funds  will  permit.  Help  does  not  mean  that  all  applicants 
need  money  or  that  they  all  ought  to  have  money.  Sound 
advice  and  the  wdllingness  to  ''  stand  by  ''  a  family  or  an 
individual  is  often  the  best  possible  help.  Our  task  is  simi^le, 
yet  frequently  difficult,  demanding  endurance,  sympathy 
and  sound  judgment.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  having 
as  our  relief  agent  Mrs.  H.  B.  Bodgers,  who  is  essentially 
sympathetic  and  equally  just. 

The  number  of  prisoners'  families  in  distress  usually 
far  exceeds  our  ability  to  aid  them.  Therefore,  it  has  been 
necessary  first  to  hold  ourselves  within  the  limit  of  our 
resources  and  to  deal  as  adequately  as  possible  with  the 
families  in  the  borough  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx.  It 
is  further  necessary  to  confine  our  assistance  to  cases 
requiring  not  more  than  three  years  of  regular  assistance. 
If  circumstances  necessitate  the  care  of  a  family  for  more 
than  three  years,  the  co-operation  of  other  organizations 
is  sought  to  take  over  the  family.  Such  arrangements  are 
usually  executed  with  reluctance,  but  are  nevertheless  neces- 
sary in  order  to  enable  us  to  keep  within  the  limits  of  our 
resources. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  1,  1918,  329  cases 
were  investigated  by  Mrs.  Rodgers. 

Two  hundred  and  tAventy-three  of  these  families  received 
relief  covering  a  period  ^^  from  one  month  to  one  year. 
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Steady  employment  was  secured  for  thirty  prisoners' 
wives  or  children,  enabling  them  to  become  self-supporting. 
Fourteen  prisoners'  wives  were  cared  for  during  con- 
finement and  were  given  the  privilege,  through  the  kind- 
ness and  co-operation  of  the  Association  for  Improving  the 
Condition  of  the  Poor,  to  convalesce  at  the  Caroline  Rest 
in  the  country. 

Seventeen  families  received  occasional  assistance  and  the 
wise  counsel  of  our  relief  agent. 

Fourteen  hundred  and  eighty-four  visits  were  made  to 
prisoners'  families. 

Fifty-five  cases  were  referred  to  other  societies,  because 
of  long  sentences. 

In  nineteen  cases  arrangements  were  made  whereby 
families  received  assistance  from  their  relatives. 

During  the  year  $4,447.48  was  expended  in  relief  for 
prisoners'  families. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  forty-eight  prisoners'  fami- 
lies were  receiving  regular  assistance  either  in  rent  or 
vreekly  allowance  for  food  and  clothing. 

We  present  herewith  case  histories  revealing  the  pitiful 
circumstances  in  which  many  families  found  themselves 
after  a  prison  sentence  was  imposed.  It  is  obvious  that 
they  were  in  need  of  a  friend  and  a  helper,  and  the  assist- 
ance given  to  them  unquestionably  demonstrates  the  value 
of  this  work: 

When  W.  J.  was  sent  to  Sing  Sing  prison  for  two  years  on  a  charge  of 
ftsaault,  his  wife  was  in  the  hospital  undergoing  an  operation  for  internal 
trouble.  His  three  children,  aged  6,  10  and  13,  were  left  to  the  care  of 
neighbors.  \\'hen  Mrs.  J.  was  able  to  leave  the  hospital  she  was  sent  with  her 
little  family  to  Spring  Valley  for  a  complete  rest.  During  her  absence  her  rent 
was  paid  by  the  Prison  Association  that  she  might  have  her  little  home  on  her 
return.  She  is  well  and  strong  now  and  able  to  earn  about  $o  a  week  at  em- 
broidery. Sh«  does  this  work  at  home  so  that  she  can  care  for  her  children. 
The  Prison  Association  is  continuing  to  pay  her  rent  of  $10  per  month  and 
allowing  an  additional  $3  per  week  toward  food  and  clothing.  This  assistance 
ynW  be  continued  until  the  release  of  tJie  man  from  prison. 
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The  family  of  V.  A.  was  left  without  any  means  of  support  when  he  was 
sent  to  prison  on  a  charge  of  counterfeiting.  His  wife  and  six  children  the 
youngest  six  months  and  the  oldest  sixteen  years,  were  destitute.  Work  was 
immediately  secured  for  the  oldest  girl.  The  younger  children  were  ill  and 
undernourished.  A  doctor  in  the  neighborhood  agreed  to  attend  the  family 
free  of  charge.  The  mother  is  a  good  seamstress,  and  work  was  secured  for  her 
at  home,  so  that  her  little  family  would  not  be  broken  up.  The  oldest  girl  is 
earning  $10  per  week  and  the  mother  $7  per  week.  This  money  is  used  for 
food  and  clothing.    The  Prison  Association  is  paying  rent  of  $11  per  month. 

When  G.  A.  was  sent  to  Elmira  Reformatory  for  carrying  a  revolver,  his 
young  wife,  aged  22,  and  three  children  were  left  without  means  of  support. 
He  had  worked  steadily  as  an  operator  on  ladies'  suits  and  earned  from  $20 
to  $24  per  week.  They  had  managed  to  live  nicely  on  this  amount.  In 
desperation  Mrs  A.  appealed  to  the  Department  of  Charities  to  take  her  babies 
so  that  she  could  break  up  her  home  and  go  to  work.  The  visitor  of  the 
Department  communicated  at  once  with  the  Prison  Association.  After  investi- 
gation it  was  decided  that  as  Mrs.  A.  was  a  good  mother  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  keep  her  little  home  together  until  the  release  of  her  husband. 
Mrs.  A.  was  ill  from  worry  and  imdernourishment.  She  was  sent  to  a  doctor 
and  given  food  and  rest  for  a  short  time.  A  society  provided  milk  and  eggs. 
A  church  agreed  to  send  groceries,  and  the  Prison  Association  paid  the  rent 
of  $9  a  month.  Mrs.  A.  is  now  growing  stronger  and  is  very  grateful  for 
all  the  assistance  that  has  been  given  her. 

The  family  of  L.  H.  was  left  practically  destitute  when  the  man  was  sent 
to  the  penitentiary  for  disorderly  conduct.  This  was  his  first  arrest.  In 
despair  he  wrote  to  the  Prison  Association  and  asked  for  our  interest  in 
behalf  of  his  wife  and  child.  The  woman  was  not  well  but  tried  to  work. 
The  rent  was  unpaid.  She  was  sent  to  a  doctor  who  gave  her  special  treat- 
ment for  about  six  weeks.  She  then  secured  work  which  enabled  her  to  earn 
enough  for  her  living  expenses.  Her  rent  of  $13  a  month  was  paid  by  the 
Prison  Association  during  the  man's  imprisonment.  On  account  of  his  good 
record  he  was  released  from  the  penitentiary  in  five  months. 

When  M.  N.  was  sent  to  the  Federal  prison  for  18  months  his  wife  and 
four  children  had  no  means  of  support.  For  the  past  few  years  Mrs  N.  had 
been  receiving  treatment  for  tuberculosis  at  one  of  the  hospitals.  On  account 
of  her  ill  health  the  family  had  to  live  in  light,  airy  rooms  at  a  rental  of  $17 
per  month.  Tlirough  the  hospital  she  received  milk  and  fresh  eggs.  The 
church  sent  in  a  weekly  allowance  for  food.  The  Prison  Association  paid  the 
rent  each  month.  The  husband  was  released  after  serving  fourteen  months. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  Prison  Association  he  secured  work  as  manager  of 
a  small  restaurant  at  a  salary  of  $25  per  week. 

The  family  of  S.  J.  was  without  support  when  he  was  sent  to  the  peniten- 
tiary. Mrs.  J.  could  not  work  as  she  was  soon  to  be  confined  and  there  were 
two  children  to  be  cared  for.  The  Prison  Association  paid  her  rent  of  $15 
per  month,  and  another  charitable  society  allowed  her  money  each  week  for 
living  expenses.  Mrs.  J.  wag  aput  ^^  ^^^  hospital  for  confinement  where  she 
received  the  best  medical  care     previous  to  this  man's  arrest  he  had  worked 
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four  years  with  one  concern  as  a  salesman,  receiving  $23  per  week.  He  was 
released  after  serving  six  months.  The  case  was  closed  when  the  man  secured 
work  at  one  of  the  ammunition  factories  at  a  weekly  salary  of  $36. 

The  following  letters,  expressing  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion are  significant  of  the  feelings  of  many  of  the  prisoners 
in  knowing  that  their  wives  and  children  are  to  some  extent 
spared  the  unavoidable  humiliation  and  hardship. 

*'  I  take  the  liberty  of  writing  you  to  thank  you  for  the  way  you  have 
treated  my  family  while  I  have  been  away.  As  you  probably  know  it  meant  a 
whole  lot  to  me  to  have  my  home  and  family  together  when  I  came  home,  and 
I  am  sure  I  don't  know  what  would  have  become  of  them  had  it  not 
been  for  you.  I  have  secured  a  position  now  and  am  doing  as  well  as  could 
be  expected,  and  believe  me,  Mrs.  Rodgers,  if  I  can  possibly  help  it,  my  family 
will  never  be  placed  in  such  a  position  again.  So  thanking  you  for  everything 
you  have  done  both  for  my  family  and  myself."  .  I  remain  yours,

"  Permit  me  to  write  these  few  lines  of  thanks  in  behalf  of  my  wife. 

"  My  wife  was  over  to  see  me  last  Thursday  and  she  was  telling  me  and  has 
told  me  all  along  how  good  and  kind  you  have  been  to  her  since  I  am  away. 
I,  myself,  appreciate  your  kindness  very  much  as  I  can  truthfully  say  you 
are  the  one  who  has  kept  my  home  together  for  me.

"  The  only  way  I  can  show  my  gratitude  at  present  is  a  remembrance  in  my 
poor  prayers.  Hoping  that  our  Blessed  Lady  will  have  God's  choisest  bless- 
ings showered  upon  you."

"  The  help  you  have  thus  afforded  my  poor  little  family  will  forever  keep 
me  indebted  to  you,  and  I  beg  to  add  that  I  shall,  upon  my  return,  endeavor  to 
refund  to  the  Association  any  expense  it  may  have  incurred  on  my  account. 

"  Until  then  I  can  do  nothing  but  express  to  you  my  sincere  gratitude.

As  usual  and  with  the  same  pleasure  as  in  former  years 
we  liave  been  able,  tlirough  the  generosity  of  a  number  of 
our  friends,  to  provide  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  din- 
ners. Again  we  desire  to  thank  the  Ritz-Carlton  hotel  for 
supplying  meat  and  groceries  for  each  basket  at  Christmas. 

At  Thanksgiving  fiftj^-four  families  received  a  Thanks- 
giving basket,  each  basket  containing :

2  lbs.  sugar.  6  apples. 

%  lb.  coffee.  1  box  cocoa,  and 

1^  lb.  tea.  $1.00  in  cash. 

Assisting  the  relief  bureau  is  an  auxiliary  committee 
meeting  once  a  month.  Generous  assistance  has  been 
rendered  by  this  committee,  the  chairman  of  which  is  Mr. 
A.  M.  Hadden. 
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IN  our  previous  annual  report,  Chapter  Eight  was  devoted 
to  a  thorough  analysis  of  the  activities  of  this  Bureau. 
The  work  of  the  Bureau  was  under  the  supervision, 
until  August,  of  Mr.  Blatehly,  who  then  received  an  appoint- 
ment in  the  Army  Ordnance  Department  in  New  York  city. 
Miss  Gibbons,  who  acted  as  assistant  to  Mr.  Blatehly,  has 
continued  the  work. 

The  conditions  and  problems  presented  at  that  time  have 
changed  during  the  year.  Principally  there  have  been 
fewer  applicants.  The  majority  of  the  type,  who  in  previ- 
ous years  applied  for  work,  were  apparently  able  to  obtain 
it  through  their  ovni  efforts.  On  the  whole  the  character 
of  the  applicants  has  been  inferior  to  that  of  other  years, 
necessitating,  despite  favorable  conditions,  more  than  the 
usual  effort  to  finally  place  them.  The  able-bodied  man 
could  be  placed  in  some  local  government  work,  or  out  of 
to\^Ti.  The  physical  weaklings  and  cripples  were  numerous, 
but  even  they  could  be  eventually  placed.  One-armed  men 
were  hired  as  porters;  one-legged  men  were  placed  as 
watchmen;  one-eyed  men,  or  those  otherwise  handicapped 
were  placed  as  janitors'  helpers. 

The  changes  referred  to  were  brought  about  by  the 
unusual  demand  made  upon  the  labor  market  for  war  needs. 
The  usual  prejudice  shown  by  emj^loyers  regarding  ex- 
prisoners  was  almost  entirely  removed,  either  by  change 
of  attitude  or  as  a  matter  of  necessit)^  Employers  were 
willing  to  pay  higher  wages  and  were  less  exacting  in 
educational  and  experience  requirements. 

.'Several  applicants  who  had  had  advanced  schooling, 
despite  their  superior  educational  qualifications  were  not 
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as  easy  to  handle  as  would  be  expected.  They  were  not 
physically  fit  or  willing  to  engage  in  heavy  manual  labor,  for 
which  there  w^as  much  demand.  Their  lack  of  specific  busi- 
ness training  and  their  unwillingness  to  take  ordinary 
clerical  positions,  such  asi  checkers  or  record  keepers,  served 
further  to  intensify  the  problem. 

The  co-operation  of  the  United  States  Employment 
Office  was  most  helpful  in  obtaining  out-of-town  employ- 
ment for  applicants.  Soine  of  our  applicants  for  local 
work  were  placed  through  the  aid  of  the  Clearing  House 
for  Employment  Offices.  Valuable  assistance  was  also 
rendered  by  the  Red  Cross  Institute  for  Handicapped  Men 
and  the  National  League  on  Urban  Conditions  among 
Negroes. 

In  connection  with  the  employment  work  the  supplying 
of  iimnediate  and  material  assistance  is  a  necessary  and 
important  part.  Many  applicants  were  in  need  of  lodging, 
meals,  and  frequently  clothing.  Lodgings  and  meals  were 
provided  sometimes  only  for  one  night  and  then  again  for 
perhaps  a  week  or  even  longer  until  the  applicant  was 
able  to  provide  for  himself.  During  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30,  1918,  there  were  provided  580  lodgings, 
2,527  meals  and  clothing,  numbering  in  all  204  garments. 
These  included  socks,  collars,  underwear,  hats,  overcoats 
and  suits. 

During  the  year  320  ex-i)risoners  made  application  to  the 
Employment  Bureau  for  work.  Of  this  number  253  were 
placed  by  the  Bureau,  47  succeeded  in  obtaining  work 
through  their  own  efforts  before  the  Bureau  could  plac*^ 
them.  The  remaining  20  were  not  given  employment  either 
because  they  were  intoxicated,  refused  to  work,  joined  the 
army  or  did  not  return  after  the  first  visit. 

The  criminal  record  as  s^tated  by  the  applicants  is  set 
forth  as  follows  :

Convicted  second  time   70 

Convicted  third   time    22 

Convicted  four  times  or  more 64 

Not  known    24 

The  salaries  for  applicants  assigned  to  work  ranged  from 
$6  to  $35  per  week  and  for  those  furnished  with  room  and 
board,  $20  to  $55  per  month. 

With  the  end  of  the  war  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  many  of  the  old  problems  will  again  confront  us.  The 
number  of  applicants  will  increase.  Employers  will 
probably  be  more  particular  as  to  the  man  whom  they 
desire  for  certain  work.  This  will  perhaps  react  unfavor- 
ably for  the  man  who  has  been  in  prison.  It  will  therefore 
be  necessary  to  bring  into  play  every  possible  resource,  and 
the  best  efforts  of  the  Bureau.  The  discharged  man  must 
be  given  employment  and  encouraged  to  work  if  he  is  to  be 
expected  to  conduct  himself  to  his  own  and  society's 
advantage. 

The  following  brief  histories  and  letters  are  indicative 
of  the  problems  and  work  of  the  Bureau : 

A.  B.,  a  young  colored  feUow,  21  years  of  age,  called  here  in  July,  1917, 
with  a  letter  of  introduction  from  the  superintendent  of  the  CVjnnecticut 
Reformatory.  His  right  hand  was  off  at  the  wrist,  but  he  insisted  that  he 
was  able  to  do  porter  work.  A  position  at  light  porter  work  was  secured 
for  him,  and  he  was  regularly  placed  by  the  Connecticut  Reformatory  on  parole 
to  this  Association.  He  held  his  first  position  until  November,  1917,  when  he 
asked  permission  to  change  to  a  better  job.  Since  that  time  he  has  been  work- 
ing steadily,  reporting  regularly,  and  in  July,  1918,  received  his  discharge. 
The  following  is  a  letter  received  from  him: 

"Just  a  line  to  thank  you,  Mr.  B.,  for  taking  such  good  interest  in  me  for 
the  past  twelve  months. 

"  Since  I  came  down  from  the  Connecticut  State  Reformatory  I  have  led  a 
good  clean  life.  I  worked  and  saved  my  money  and  to-day  I  am  a  young 
man  free  from  all  institutions,  with  a  good  position  in  a  theatre  (as  a 
porter)  and  a  small  business  of  my  own  (agent  for  chewing  gum),  three 
liberty  bonds  and  several  war  saving  stamps,  and  I  hold  my  discharge  from 
the  Reformatory.  I  received  it  the  other  day.  I  am  on  the  right  road  now 
and  I  thank  you,  Mr.  B.,  a  thousand  times." 

In  January,  1918,  C.  F.,  21  years  of  age,  was  referred  to  us  for  work.  He 
had  no  trade  or  special  training,  a  poor  education  and  at  the  time  of  his  arrest. 
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was  working  as  a  laborer.  While  in  8tate  prison  he  had  his  left  hand  crushed  in 
a  machine,  which  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  do  laboring  work.  A  position 
was  secured  fori  him  as  a  helper  on  a  delivery  automobile  of  a  large  book 
store,  where  he  remained  until  September,  when  he  secured  a  better  job, 
where  he  is  now  working.  He  has  been  keeping  house  with  his  sister,  but  as 
his  salary  is  small,  he  has  not  been  able  to  buy  necessary  clothing.  We  have 
therefore  given  him  an  overcoat  and  some  other  necessary  clothing. 

A  well  educated  man  was  paroled  from  a  Federal  penitentiary  to  the  Prison 
Association  with  the  request  that  work  be  obtained  for  him  in  New  York,  if 
possible.  This  man  was  a  Southerner  and  had  never  been  to  New  York  before. 
A  good  clerical  position  with  a  large  firm  was  secured  for  him  and  he  was 
given  money  for  his  room  and  board  until  he  could  draw  his  salary.  In 
October  he  called  at  the  office  to  report  that  he  had  secured  a  position  at  a 
larger  salary  and  he  hoped  soon  to  be  able  to  bring  his  wife  and  children  to 
New  York.  He  has  paid  back  all  the  money  that  we  advanced  to  him,  is 
working  steadily  and  we  believe  giving  satisfaction.  His  parole  period  is  for 
six  months  and  he  will  receive  his  tinal  discharge  in  January. 

J.  F.,  21  years  old,  called  here  in  September,  1916,  to  secure  work.  He  had 
served  a  term  in  the  Catholic  Protectory  and  the  State  Reformatory  at  Elmira. 
He  was  married  and  had  one  child.  His  wife's  sister  and  her  five  children  also 
lived  with  them.  His  sister-in-law  worked  during  the  day  and  his  wife  took 
care  of  the  children.  He  said  it  was  impossible  for  them  to  support  so  large 
a  family  and  asked  that  some  of  the  children  be  committed  to  an  institution. 
An  earnest  effort  was  made  to  do  this,  but  as  the  father  of  the  children  was  in 
the  Italian  army,  no  institution  here  would  receive  them.  Their  mother 
refused  to  have  them  deported.  Some  time  later  word  was  received  that  their 
father  was  killed  in  action,  and  his  widow  would  receive  a  pension  monthly 
from  the  Italian  consul.  In  the  meantime  work  had  been  secured  for  J.  F. 
in  a  piano  factory  where  he  remained  four  months.  He  is  not  very  strong, 
was  afraid  of  tuberculosis,  and  felt  that  the  work  was  too  close.  Many  jobs 
have  been  secured  for  him  since  his  release,  but  he  never  stays  in  them  for  more 
than  a  few  months.  We  have  given  him  money  for  temporary  relief  several 
times,  which  he  has  refunded  as  soon  as  he  secured  work.  He  is  working  now 
and  the  family  seem  to  be  getting  along  well.  However,  this  case  is  one  that 
needs  constant  supervision,  and  the  fact  that  he  has  not  been  released  from 
parole,  although  discharged  from  prison  in  June,  1916,  is  perhaps  one  of  the 
greatest  helps  in  keeping  him  "  straight." 
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THE  plsLii  of  activities  for  this  department  during  tho 
year  has  been  similar  to  that  of  the  previous  year, 
covering    principally    three     specific    fields,     viz., 
inspection,  special  studies  and  legislation. 

I.  Inspectiox.  Many  of  the  county  jails,  county  peniten- 
tiaries, male  and  female  reformatories  and  some  of  the 
institutions  in  the  Department  of  Corrections  of  Ncav  York 
city  were  inspected.  As  mentioned  in  the  1917  report  it  was 
intended  to  make  a  special  study  of  the  State  prisons  during 
the  year,  but  this  was  postponed  because  of  the  conditions 
brought  about  by  the  war  and  the  time  required  to  make 
several  other  special  studies. 

Our  campaign  for  employment  of  prisoners  in  the  county 
jail  was  continued.  Special  effort  was  made  to  induce 
boards  of  supervisors,  who  had  not  fallen  in  line  with  those 
of  other  counties,  to  establish  some  form  of  employment. 
Agricultural  work  was  strongly  urged.  This  resulted  in 
some  instances  in  the  leasing  or  purchasing  of  land  or  in 
sending  prisoners  to  cultivate  county  poorhouse  farms. 
Undoubtedly  during  the  year  the  labor  of  jail  prisoners 
has  been  more  generally  used  and  to  better  advantage  than 
ever  before.  The  surprisingly  low  population  in  many 
county  jails  prevented  a  much  desired  extension  of 
emplojTiient. 

To  obtain  more  satisfactory  results,  subsequent  to  inspec- 
tions, the  plan  of  interesting  local  persons  and  organizations 
was  again  employed.  In  some  instances  this  resulted  in 
general  supervision  of  a  particular  institution,  and  in  others 
in  bringing  pressure  to  bear  on  county  officials. 
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There  have  been  no  new  jails  constructed.  Structural 
improvements  in  some  of  the  older  jails  have  been  tempo- 
rarily delayed  because  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  neces- 
sary supplies,  particularly  steel.  Likewise  the  construction 
work  both  at  Sing  Sing  and  Wingdale  was  suspended. 

At  Sing  Sing  part  of  the  old  cellblock  has  been  razed, 
and  the  old  stone  blocks  removed  to  the  prison  yard,  for 
future  use,  perhaps  in  building  f oimdations.  Some  progress 
has  been  made  on  the  present  site,  at  Sing  Sing,  east  of  the 
.  railroad  tracks.  The  land  has  been  levelled,  stone  and  sand 
prepared  and  collected. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  psychiatric  work,  so  effi- 
ciently conducted  under  the  able  supervision  of  Dr.  Glueck, 
was  continued  only  for  a  part  of  the  year,  owing  to  Dr. 
Glueck 's  entrance  into  the  army  service.  It  was  felt  that 
Dr.  Glueck  was  the  opening  wedge  in  the  Prison  Depart- 
ment for  a  more  scientific  and  sensible  treatment  of  the 
offender. 

Conditions  in  the  Department  of  Correction  are  very 
similar  to  those  reported  in  the  summary  embodied  in  the 
previous  report.  The  remodelling  of  part  of  the  industrial 
building  at  the  penitentiary  has  progressed.  The  psycho- 
logical and  psychiatric  work  has  not  been  carried  on, 
because  of  the  lack  of  specialists  in  this  field,  and  necessary 
appropriations.  A  systematic  organization  and  distribu- 
tion of  inmates  from  the  penitentiary,  which  is  intended  as 
a  clearing  house,  to  the  various  other  institutions  by  the 
practical  application  of  the  principles  underlying  the  new 
system,  has  not  as  yet  been  fully  developed.  The  construc- 
tion work  at  New  Hami)ton  Farms  continues  and  the 
administration  building  is  about  completed. 

There  has  likewise  been  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the 
population  of  the  institutions  throughout  the  Department. 
This  has  reacted  in  many  ways,  particularly  in  the  dimin- 
ishing of  the   labor  prQbU^ii"^-    The   regular  institutional 
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work,  and  the  strictly  industrial  activities  at  the  Peniten- 
tiary and  Hart's  Island,  and  the  construction  work  on 
Kiker's  Island,  and  at  New  Hampton  Farms  offered  prac- 
tically sufficient  employment  for  the  small  number  of 
inmates.  The  time  required  to  transfer  the  industrial 
equipment  from  the  pentitentiary  to  Hart's  Island  resulted 
in  an  unavoidable  decrease  in  j^roduction. 

During  the  year  the  cornerstone  was  laid  for  the  admin- 
istration building  of  the  ncAv  Woman's  Farm  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Correction  at  Greycourt  in  Orange  County.  It  is 
expected  that  much  progress  will  be  made  during  the 
coming  year  in  the  building  of  this  new  institution. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  institutions  visited  in  the  depart- 
ment satisfied  on  the  whole  the  usual  requirt^ments.  The 
obnoxious  bucket  system  prevails  at  the  workhouse  and  the 
penitentiary.  The  dormitory  system  at  the  workhouse 
remains  the  same  and  therefore  still  deserves  to  be  criti- 
cised as  a  bad  combination  of  cell  and  dormitory  system. 

IL  SrEciAL  Studies.  The  Association  has  endeavored  to 
organize  throughout  the  State  local  groups  to  work  in 
co-operation  with  the  Association  in  dealing  with  local 
problems  and  in  carrying  out  so  far  as  possible  the  general 
work  of  the  Association  in  their  respective  communities. 
The  value  of  this  is  emphasized  in  the  results  obtained  in 
Monroe  County,  as  set  forth  in  previous  reports.  To 
obtain  a  general  knowledge  of  conditions  and  a  program 
for  a  broader  field  of  activity,  the  local  committee  in 
Rochester  requested  that  a  survey  be  made.  The  following 
brief  examination  of  existing  systems  and  agencies  in  Mon- 
roe County  is  presented  principally  to  illustrate  the  nature 
and  value  of  such  work.  The  plan  of  the  survey  made  by 
Mr.  Cass  embraced  a  study  of  the  courts,  viz.,  the  city, 
county  and  children's,  and  the  probation  system  in  connec- 
tion with  these  courts.  Likewise  the  county  jail  and  peni- 
tentiary conditions  were  presented,  the  Shelter  Home  for 
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Juvenile  Offenders  was  visited,  also  the  Detention  Home 
for  Women  as  part  of  the  City  Court.  A  member  of  th<^ 
Comity  Engineer's  staff  was  consulted  concerning  the 
employment  of  prisoners.  The  relief  work  for  discharged 
prisoners  and  prisoners'  families  was  also  studied.  The 
findings  and  the  subsequent  recommendations  are  set  forth 
below. 

SURVEY  OF   ROCHESTER'S   CORRECTIONAL  SYSTEM 

CoiTRTS.  In  the  City  of  Rocliester  there  is  a  City  Police 
Court,  a  City  Court  for  AVomen,  the  Children's  Court  and 
the  County  Court.  All  juvenile  offenders,  both  in  city  and 
county,  are  brought  to  the  Children's  Court  in  the  City  of 
Kochester.  The  cases  of  misdemeanants  over  16  years  of 
age,  male  and  female,  outside  of  the  City  of  Rochester,  are 
disposed  of  by  the  various  justices. 

City  Coitrt.  The  City  Court  is  presided  over  by  Jus- 
tice W.  C.  Kohlmetz.  There  is  a  court  room  for  w^omen 
and  a  separate  one  for  men.  Women's  cases  are  tried  the 
early  part  of  the  morning  and  after  adjournment  of  that 
court,  the  City  Court  for  men  convenes.  Sometimes  it  is 
necessary  to  bring  women  offenders  into  the  Men's  Court, 
and  at  such  times  only  those  interested  in  the  case  are  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  the  court  room.  Occasionally  jury 
trials  are  held,  and  in  the  Men's  Court  six  jurors  are  chosen. 
The  feature  of  an  entirely  separate  court  room  for  women 
offenders  is  highly  commendable  and  the  advisability  of 
having  the  same  for  the  Men's  Court  is  worthy  of  consid- 
eration. It  seems  unnecessary  and  unwise  to  have  so  many 
persons  sitting  in  the  Men's  Court  room  during  the 
progress  ot  a  case  in  which  th^>%  ^'^  niany  instances,  have 
no  direct  connection  other  thaii  curiosity. 

Children's  Coxtrt.  The  ^o-anization  and  work  of  this 
court  is  alsojji^lily  conijiy^  ^^^y^^'  ^*  ^^  presided  over  by 
County  Judge   ^t^ph^n^.     ,^^^ -  o^^'^  ^^^'  ^^^^  ^^  ^  separate 
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room  and  only  those  interested  in  the  case  are  present. 
Conrt  is  held  on  Mondays,  Thursdays  and  Fridays  at  one 
oVlock. 

CoTNTY  Court.  The  County  Court,  which  hears  only 
eases  of  felony,  is  presided  over  by  Judji^es  Stephens  and 
Gillette. 

Probation.  The  j^robation  work  for  the  County  and 
City  Courts  for  males  sixteen  and  over  is  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Masters,  who  has  been  in  this  work  for  some  eighteen  years. 
His  position  is  a  civil  service  one,  and  he  is  paid  jointly  by 
the  county  and  the  city.  On  April  17,  1918,  there  were  on 
probation  119  active  cases  as  compared  with  181  for  the 
same  period  last  year.  In  the  County  Court  cases  there 
were  22.    ^ 

Undoubtedly  the  number  of  eases  placed  under  Mr.  Mas- 
ters' charge  is  entirely  too  many  for  one  person.  This 
situation  is  aggravated  by  the  fact  that  Mr.  Masters, 
although  thoroughly  experienced,  is  well  along  in  years 
and  cannot  do  the  desk,  court  and  field  work  nearly  as 
thoroughly  as  it  should  be  done.  The  weakness  of  the 
system  is  shown  as  follows : 

There  is  no  preliminary  investigation  of  cases  before 
they  are  placed  on  ])robation.  Practically  all  cases  in  the 
City  Court  come  to  Mr.  Masters  without  his  knowing  nmch 
about  the  individual.  There  is  practically  no  supervision 
of  persons  on  probation.  Probationeis  are  required  to 
report  once  a  week  or  every  two  weeks  or  sometimes  c^very 
three  weeks,  but  no  investigation  is  made  to  check  up  their 
reports.  AVith  all  fairness  to  Mr.  Masters,  tlie  b(^st  that 
can  be  said  for  the  probation  in  this  particular  court,  as 
compared  with  the  general  requirements  and  accepted 
standards,  is  that  it  exists  in  name  only.  There  is  an  officer 
in  the  court,  not  identified  with  the  probation  office,  avIio 
makes  investigations  in  some  cases  solely  for  the  purpose* 
of  determining  the  facts  in  connection  with  the  crime.    But 
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preliminary  investigation  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  fitness  of  an  individual  for  probation  is  lacking. 

City  Court  for  Women.  Probation  in  the  City  Court 
is  in  charge  of  Miss  Ottnot.  Most  women  brought  into  the 
court  are  first  placed  on  probation  and  investigated  by 
the  officers  afterwards.  Evidently  it  is  intended  to  give 
every  woman  a  chance  on  probation  irrespective  of  her  like- 
lihood to  favorably  respond  to  the  system.  All  women  are 
required  to  report  to  the  probation  officer  regularly  each 
week,  except  certain  of  the  married  women.  These  are 
visited  more  frequently.  Women  living  outside  of 
Rochester  are  required  to  send  written  reports  to  the 
officer.  The  impression  is  that  the  probation  officer  is 
strict  in  seeing  that  the  rules  of  probation  are  complied 
with  and  in  returning  the  cases  where  conduct  is  unsatis- 
factory. The  officer  usually  has  from  40  to  50  cases. 
There  is  need  for  perhaps  more  frequent  home  visitation 
of  probationers. 

Children's  Court.  The  probation  work  in  the  Chil- 
dren's Court  is  under  the  supervision  of  Chief  Officer  W.  A. 
Killip,  Mrs.  0  'Reilly,  and  a  Mrs.  Shepherd.  All  officers  are 
under  the  civil  service  and  are  paid  by  the  county.  On 
April  18th,  there  were  58  boys  and  3  girls  on  probation 
classified  as  straight  probation  cases.  There  were  also  63 
probationary  supervision  cases.  These  are  cases  where 
sentence  has  not  been  imposed,  and  sometimes  represent 
five  or  six  children  in  one  family.  The  officers  exercise  a 
friendly  supervision  over  them.  These  are  usually  investi- 
gated on  a  petition  signed  by  the  'Society  for  the  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Children  in  cases  w^here  carelessness  or 
indifference  on  the  part  of  fathers  and  mothers  exist.  Pre- 
liminary investigations  are  made  by  the  probation  officers 
in  but  a  small  innnber  of  cases.  It  is  explained  that  the 
agents  of  the  Society  fop  th'^  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children  and  also  the  poliop  s^^"^^*  much  information  for 
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the  judge  and  the  probation  officers.  Preliminary  investiga- 
tions Avlien  made  by  the  probation  officers  are  apparently 
done  very  thoroughly.  Cases  residing  in  the  city  of 
Rochester  are  visited  at  least  once  a  month  and  in  rural 
districts  the  visits  average  every  two  months.  In  the  rural 
districts  the  aid  of  volunteers  is  generally  sought,  although 
it  is  found  that  in  many  instances  volunteer  work  is  not 
at  all  dependable.  A  large  number  of  the  boys  on  probation 
report  to  the  probation  officer  once  a  week. 

Physical  and  mental  examinations  are  made  whenever 
necessary.  Discharges  are  usually  made  by  the  chief  pro- 
bation officer,  but  sometimes  where  the  judge  has  taken  a 
special  interest,  cases  are  again  referred  to  him  before 
discharge. 

County  Court.  There  are  few  cases  placed  on  proba- 
tion in  the  County  Court.  These,  both  male  and  female,  are 
taken  care  of  by  Mr.  Masters.  Preliminary  investigation 
is  usually  made  for  these  cases. 

Places  of  Detention.  Children  under  sixteen  from  all 
parts  of  the  county  are  brought  to  Rochester  and  placed 
in  the  Detention  Home  maintained  by  the  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  pending  investigation 
or  awaiting  arraignment.  Males  sixteen  and  over  outside 
of  Rochester  are  placed  in  the  town  lockups  prior  to 
arraignment,  and  later  are  either  discharged,  placed  on 
probation  or  sent  to  the  county  penitentiary.  Women  six- 
teen and  over  are  brought  to  the  First  Precinct  Police  Sta- 
tion where  separate  detention  rooms  of  a  very  satisfactory 
character  are  available.  Women  are  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  matron. 

The  County  Jail.  The  jail  is  under  the  control  of  the 
sheriflF,  who  is  responsible  to  the  board  of  supervisors. 
This  structure,  described  in  detail  in  previous  reports  of 
this  Association,  is  in  brief  a  combination  of  old  and  new 
type.     The  pit  section,  which  represents  the  old  type  of 
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structure,  is  in  many  Avays  undesirable,  but  probably  it  will 
necessarily  stand  for  some  time.  The  new  section  is  gen- 
erally satisfactory.  In  this  institution  police  court  cases, 
cases  awaiting  the  action  of  the  grand  jury  and  county 
court  cases  are  detained.  Very  satisfactory  quarters  are 
available  for  female  prisoners  and  separate  quarters  are 
available  for  civil  prisoners. 

Penitentiary.  The  penitentiary  is  under  the  control  of 
the  superintendent,  who  is  responsible  to  the  board  of 
supervisors.  The  penitentiary  is  also  a  combination  of  old 
and  somewhat  modern  construction.  They  come  not  only 
from  Monroe  County  but  from  many  of  the  adjoining  coun- 
ties. Those  from  counties  other  than  Monroe  are  received 
under  the  terms  of  an  agreement  between  the  Monroe 
County  board  of  supervisors  and  the  boards  of  supervisors 
of  the  other  counties. 

Relief  of  Discharged  Prisoners  and  Prisoners'  Fami- 
lies. There  is  no  particular  organization  in  the  city  of 
Rochester  or  the  county  giving  special  attention  to  the  care 
of  released  prisoners.  There  is  the  Salvation  Army  and 
a  City  Mission,  and  also  a  City  Employment  Bureau,  but 
none  of  these  give  any  special  attention  to  the  penitentiary 
prisoners.  Some  prisoners  go  to  the  Mission  and  others  to 
the  Salvation  Army.  Some  of  the  women,  discharged  from 
the  penitentiary,  return  to  the  First  Precinct  Police  Sta- 
tion for  shelter.  One  of  the  matrons  stated  that  she 
occasionally  takes  some  to  her  home. 

The  needs  of  prisoners'  families  are  evidently  provided 
for  by  the  City  Department  of  Charities  and  the  Charity 
Organization  Society. 

Recommendations. 

1.  Courts.  The  need  for  psychiatric  work  in  connection 
with  the  Police  Court  shouW  ^^^'  seriously  considered.  For 
most  of  the  offonders  apnefii'"^^  i^^  that  court,  particularly 
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repeaters,  the  judge  should  have  a  complete,  comprehen- 
sive knowledge  of  the  mental,  physical  and  social  history 
of  the  prisoners.  To  some  extent  this  is  done  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Children's  Court.  Perhaps  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  eventually  extend  the  activities  of  the  psychiatric 
dinic  of  the  city  of  Rochester  Health  Department  to  the 
courts  and  the  penitentiary. 

2.  Probation.  There  should  be  in  connection  with  the 
probation  work  of  the  Children's  Court  more  preliminary 
investigation  of  cases^  There  is  need  of  better  supervision 
for  cases  on  probation  in  the  rural  districts. 

The  probation  work  for  cases  disposed  of  by  the  City 
Courts  needs  to  be  greatly  improved,  as  follows: 

(a)  There     should    be     one    more     probation     officer, 

approximating  one  for  every  60  cases. 

(b)  The  services  of  a  paid  clerk  to  keep  the  necessary 

and  important  records  should  be  had. 

(c)  All  cases  for  probation  should  be  investigated  by  a 

probation  officer  before  disposition  is  made  by  the 
court. 

(d)  There  should  be  a  decided  increase  in  the  supervision 

of  cases  on  probation.  By  this  is  meant  checking 
up  of  weekly  reports  as  to  employment,  savings, 
home  life,  associates,  etc.,  the  amount  of  such 
supervision  depending  on  each  individual  case, 
some  requiring  more  guiding  and  help  than  others. 

The  general  practice  of  placing  all  women  offenders  on 
probation  is  not  a  wise  one.  Undoubtedly  if  preliminary 
investigation  were  made  in  every  case,  it  would  be  found 
that  some  cases  are  not  deserving  of  the  benefits  of  the 
probation  system.  A  too  liberal  application  is  not  only  an 
injustice  to  the  individual,  but  also  to  the  system  as  a  whole. 
Therefore,  it  seems  that  the  work  could  be  improved  by 
preliminary  investigation  in  practically  every  case  before 
disposition  by  the  court. 
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3.  Places  of  Detention.  The  places  of  detention  for 
juveniles  is  apparently  satisfactory.  Likewise  the  quar- 
ters for  women  held  for  the  City  Court. 

The  Jail.    The  needs  of  the  jail  are  as  follows : 

(a)  A  mattress  should  be  placed  in  every  cell,  with  pos- 
sibly the  exception  of  a  few  in  the  pit  section. 
Monroe  county  jail  stands  practically  alone  as 
compared  with  the  jails  in  the  State  in  this  respect. 

(b)  The  physician  should  visit  the  jail  daily  and  so  far 

as  possible  examine  every  new  admission. 

(c)  Every  case   of  illness   should  be  reported  to   the 

physician  and  record  kept  as  to  his  treatment  of 
the  same. 

(d)  Separate  bathing  accommodations  in  the  new  wing 

should  be  provided  for  minor  males. 

(e)  Bread,  rolls  and  other  articles  of  food,  and  eating 

utensils  should  not  be  kept  in  the  cells  of  the  pit 
section.  Everything  should  be  kept  in  the  kitchen 
until  a  few  minutes  prior  to  meal  time. 

The  Penitentiary. 

(a)  The  use  of  the  bucket  system  in  the  penitentiary  is 

undesirable,  but  at  the  present  time,  because  of  the 
high  cost  of  materials,  labor,  etc.,  the  installation 
of  a  toilet  in  each  cell  seems  unwise  to  suggest. 

(b)  There  is  need  for  the  physical  and  mental  examina- 

tion of  every  new  admission.  At  present  the  prin- 
cipal keeper  acts  as  the  physician  so  far  as  phys- 
ical examination  goes. 

(c)  In  connection  with  the  penitentiary,  the  establish- 

ment of  the  indeterminate  sentence  and  parole  is 
advisable.  This  will  abolish  the  frequent  short 
sentences  and  make  the  prisoner's  release  depend 
upon  his  conduct  and  achievements  \\4thin  the 
institution,  togp^jxer  with  his  general  fitness.  The 
law  is  now  apr^r  A  to  the  New  York  County  peni- 
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tentiary  and  workhouse,  and  in  general  the  results 
have  been  satisfactory.  At  any  rate  the  inmates 
receive  a  more  intensive  study  and  the  haphazard 
method  of  release  has  been  discontinued, 
(d)  The  lack  of  sufficient  employment  for  prisoners  of 
the  penitentiary,  in  normal  times,  presents  a 
serious  and  important  problem.  In  the  past  the 
following  suggestions  have  been  made  for  its 
solution : 

(1)  Work  on  the  highways.    This  suggestion  did 

not  meet  with  much  encouragement,  be- 
cause it  was  felt  that  the  undertaking 
would  be  costly  compared  with  the  bene- 
fits that  might  be  derived.  However  in 
Onondaga  and  Erie  counties  the  peniten- 
tiary labor  has  been  used  to  much  advan- 
tage on  the  highways. 

(2)  The  employment  of  prisoners^  in  a  quarry. 

This  was  said  to  be  impossible,  because 
there  are  only  two  quarries  in  the  county, 
both  a  considerable  distance  from  the 
penitentiary  and  owned  by  private  con- 
cerns. 

(3)  The  revival  of  the  industries.    This  matter 

was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  and  they  were 
reminded  that  under  recent  legislation 
articles  manufactured  in  the  penitentiary 
could  be  sold,  not  only  to  the  institutions 
in  Monroe  county,  but  also  through  the 
the  State  Prison  Department,  to  institu- 
tions in  the  State.  There  has  been  oppor- 
tunity for  the  State  Prison  Department 
and  the  board  of  supervisors  to  get 
together  on  this,  but  as  yet  nothing  has 
developed. 
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(4)  It  has  been  suggested  that,  in  the  late  falU 
stone  collected  from  the  old  stone  Avail 
fences  in  the  vicinity  of  the  penitentiary 
be  broken  at  the  penitentiary  by  the  pris- 
oners. Surely  some  need  for  it  could  l)e 
be  found  and  it  would  at  least  abolish  the 
deplorable  idleness  Avhich  exists  in  the 
institution  during  the  late  fall  and  winter 
months.  It  would  be  nuich  better  to  find 
men  breaking  stone  in  the  shed  than  sit- 
ting in  idleness  in  large  numbers  in  the 
halls  of  the  shop  buildings.  If  this  opera- 
tion had  to  be  conducted  at  a  loss,  it  seems 
that  it  could  be  overcome  by  returns  from 
the  farm  activities. 

Until  the  board  of  supervisors  get  together  with  the 
Prison  Department  in  the  matter  of  industries,  and  the 
labor  unions  are  persuaded  to  relinquish  their  objections 
to  the  use  of  inmate  labor,  it  would  seem  that  the  stone- 
breaking  suggestion  is  the  only  feasible  one  for  the  tem- 
porary abolition  of  the  idleness.  AVhile  there  is  no  particu- 
lar prol)lem  at  j)resent,  due  to  the  unusually  small  popula- 
tion, there  is,  nevertheless,  every  reason  to  believe  that  at 
some  time,  perhaps  in  the  near  future,  the  problem  will 
again  present  itself  and  perhaps  in  a  more  aggravated 
form.  Therefore,  it  seems  logical  at  this  time  to  act  toward 
a  solution.  AVith  the  exception  of  the  Albany  county 
penitentiary  and  some  jails  the  condition  of  idleness  in  the 
Monroe  county  penitentiary  is  unparalleled  in  the  State. 

Reuef  for  Discharged  Prisoners.  There  is  need  for  the 
organization  of  a  group  to  specialize  in  the  work  of  assist- 
ing discharged  prisoners.  The  sympathy  and  co-operation 
of  the  warden  of  the  penitentiary  should  be  enlisted.  For 
Fuch  ])ersons,  lodging,  clothing,  meals  and  employment 
should  J)e  provided  foj.  g^  tc^ii^P^i'^^'Y  p^'^'iod  in  order  to  give 
tlie  dm'hni'fjc^^'d  man  ^  cliil^^^  ^^  ^^'^  started. 
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By  request  of  the  New  York  Scliool  of  Philanthropy, 
Mr.  Klein  devoted  considerable  time  to  writing  a  general 
liistory  of  correction  in  New  York  State.  This  contribu- 
lion  was  intended  to  constitute  a  part  of  the  history  of 
social  work  in  New  York  State.  The  plan  was  not  carried 
out  in  its  entirety,  but  it  is  expected  that  the  history  of 
correction  will  soon  appear  in  a  separate  voliuiu*. 

III.  Legislation.  The  Prison  Association  was  repre- 
sented ill  All)any  during  the  1918  session  of  the  Legislature 
by  Mr.  Cass.  The  Association's  activities  were  concen- 
trated principally  on  two  bills,  one  for  the  admission  of 
misde^meants  as  well  as  felons  to  the  Elmira  Reformatory, 
and  another  to  reorganize  the  New  York  City  Board  of 
Parole.  The  Association  favored  the  former  and  opposed 
the  latter.    Both  bills  failed  of  i)assage. 

Active  lobbying  was  carried  on  in  coinu^ction  with  many 
other  bills  introduced  by  other  organizations  or  individuals. 

The  important  legislation  passed  during  the  session  is 
5et  forth  on  pages  54-58. 
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T£IE   following  is  a  summary  of  legislation  passed 
during  the  1918  session  and  affecting  directly  or 
indirectly  the  administration  of  the  prisons  and  the 
treatment  of  the  offender : 

Chapter  457.  Amending  Section  2188  of  the  Penal  Law 
to  provide  as  follows : 

1.  That  all  courts  may  either  suspend  sentence  or 
impose  sentence  and  suspend  the  execution  of  a  whole  or  a 
part  of  the  judgment  and  place  the  defendant  on  probation 
for  all  offenses  except  those  punishable  by  death  or  life 
imprisonment  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other 
general  statute.  Law  previously  not  clear  as  to  the  power 
of  courts  to  suspend  the  execution  of  judgment.  This  was 
denied  by  recent  court  decisions.  Law  previously  forbade 
placing  defendants  on  probation  for  any  offense  punishable 
by  more  than  ten  years'  imprisonment  or  after  a  second 
conviction  of  a  felony. 

2.  That  the  suspension  of  sentence  or  suspension  of  the 
execution  of  judgment  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  while 
defendant  remains  on  probation  even  though  the  period 
extends  beyond  that  for  which  he  might  have  been  com- 
mitted in  the  first  place.  (Law  contradictory  before,  this 
section  providing  that  suspension  of  sentence  and  hence 
probation  could  continue  only  during  the  longest  period 
for  which  a  defendant  might  have  been  committed  in  the 
first  instance.) 

3.  Upon  revoking  the  suspension  of  the  execution  of 
judgment,  the  court,  instead  of  simply  putting  the  original 
sentence  into  effect,  for  its  unexpired  term  may  modify 
the  judgment  or  pass  and  impose  any  sentence  which  it 
might  have  imposed  i|^  ^h^  ^^^t  instance. 
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These  amendments  extend  the  power  of  the  court  to  use 
probation  for  all  offenses  except  murder  and  a  fourth  or 
subsequent  conviction  of  a  felony  (for  which  the  punish- 
ment is  life  imprisonment) ;  allow  longer  periods  of  proba- 
tion in  some  instances  and  provide  for  better  enforcement 
of  the  conditions  of  probation. 

Chapter  443,  amending  Section  483  of  the  Code  of  Crim- 
inal Procedure  so  as  to  make  it  consistent  with  Section 
2188  of  the  Penal  Law,  as  amended  and  making  minor 
improvements  in  the  phraseologj^ 

Chapter  467,  amending  Section  470-a  of  the  Code  of 
Criminal  Procedure  to  make  it  consistent  with  Section  2188 
of  the  Penal  Law  as  amended. 

Chapter  464,  creating  a  county  children's  court  in  Chau- 
tauqua County  as  a  part  of  the  county  court,  to  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  children  under  16 
years  of  age.  Chancery  procedure  provided  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, the  best  provisions  of  recent  children's  court  legisla- 
tion incorporated. 

Chapter  516,  amending  the  Liferior  Criminal  Courts  Act 
of  New  York  City,  providing  that  in  bastardy  cases  in  the 
New  York  City  Court  of  Special  Sessions  the  father  may  be 
jilaced  on  probation. 

The  following  may  be  mentioned  as  indirectly  affecting 
probation : 

Chapter  388,  providing  that  children  must  be  at  least  12 
years  of  age  to  be  admitted  to  the  State  Agricultural  and 
Industrial  School. 

Chapter  418,  providing  that  female  prisoners  in  the 
inferior  courts  in  New  York  City  may  be  remanded  for  pur- 
poses of  investigation  and  study  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
14  days. 

Chapter  410,  providing  that  the  New  York  City  Board 
of  Magistrates  may  abolish  the  Night  Court  for  women. 
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Chapter  264,  providing  that  all  persons  convicted  of  being 
prostitutes  or  frequenting  houses  of  prostitution  shall  be 
examined  for  venereal  disease  by  the  Board  of  Health; 
providing  also  for  the  examination  of  others  suspected  of 
having  venereal  diseases. 

Chapter  361,  forbidding  pawnbrokers  from  receiving  or 
purchasing  goods  from  children  under  16. 

Prisons  and  Prison  Law.  Chapter  391  authorizes  the 
State  Commission  on  New  Prisons  to  construct  a  substi- 
tute highway  in  connection  with  the  building  of  the  new 
prison  at  AVingdale.    Prison  labor  is  permitted. 

Chapter  566,  appropriates  funds  for  increases  in  the  sal- 
aries of  guards  and  certain  other  officers  and  employees  of 
industrial  departments  of  the  State  prisons. 

Chapter  915  increases  the  salaries  of  guards  in  the  State 
prisons  by  $200  a  year. 

Chapter  550  provides  that  prisoners  sent  to  peniten- 
tiaries, county  jails  or  jail  farms  for  a  definite  term,  not 
exceeding  one  year  exclusive  of  a  term  imposed  as  alterna- 
tive for  payment  of  a  fine,  may  earn  commutation  of  five 
days  for  each  month  by  efficient  and  willing  performance 
of  duties. 

Chapter  334  amends  Section  214  of  the  Prison  Law  by 
providing  that  nothing  therein  contained  shall  prevent  the 
parole  board  from  paroling  or  discharging  inmates  subject 
to  parole  at  any  time,  and  as  of  any  time,  after  the  expira- 
tion of  any  mininmm  term  upon  such  conditions,  not 
incompatible  with  the  welfare  of  society,  as  they  deem 
advisable. 

Chapter  100  amends  Section  183  of  the  Prison  Law  by 
changing  from  October  1  to  July  1  the  date  by  which  esti- 
mates must  be  filed  with  the  Prison  Commission,  etc. 

Chapter  89  amends  Sections  410  and  411  of  the  Prison 
Law  by  providing  for  the  p^^^sioning  of  persons  employed 
under  the  Superintein^^^^j    of  State  Prisons. 
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Chapter  364  amends  Section  52  of  the  Prison  Law  by 
providing  that  application  for  an  order  for  enforcement  of 
rights  and  powers  of  the  State  Prison  Commission  may  be 
made  to  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  oi 
the  judicial  district  or  department  where  the  institution  is 
situated  as  well  as  to  the  special  term. 

Chapter  29  creates  the  office  of  deputy  superintendent 
of  prisons. 

Penal  Law.  Chapter  466  amends  Section  2196  of  the 
Penal  Law  by  permitting  police  justices,  justices  of  the 
peace  or  other  magistrates  to  make  sentence  to  a  county 
jail  as  w^ell  as  to  a  penitentiary.  This  allows  some  leeway 
in  cases  where  contract  for  the  board  of  prisoners  in  a 
county  penitentiary  exists  between  the  boards  of  super- 
visors of  two  counties. 

Chapter  269  amends  Section  2182  of  the  Penal  Law  and 
provides  that  the  cost  of  maintaining  felons  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  in  a  penitentiary  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
at  the  rate  of  60  cents  per  day  per  capita. 

Chapter  274  amends  Section  2370  of  the  Penal  Law  by 
increasing  from  45  cents  to  60  cents  per  day  per  capita,  the 
amount  allowed  by  the  State  for  the  maintenance  of  tramps. 

Appropriations.  Chapter  150  provides  $10,000  to  be  used 
by  the  State  Hospital  Development  Commission  to  further 
its  work. 

Code  Criminal.  Chapter  78  amends  Section  740-a  of  the 
Criminal  Code  by  increasing  the  fees  of  justices  of  the 
peace  in  criminal  cases. 

Town  Law.  Chapter  302  adds  a  new  Section  105-a  to 
Town  Law,  providing  for  submission  upon  petition  of  5  per 
cent,  of  the  registered  voters  of  a  town  of  Monroe  County 
of  the  proposition  to  reduce  the  number  of  justices  of  the 
peace  to  one  and  to  provide  for  election  of  four  town  trus- 
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tees.  The  terms,  powers  and  duties  of  such  justices  are 
prescribed. 

Chapter  398  adds  a  new  Section  107  to  Town  Law, 
authorizing  the  town  board  of  a  town  in  a  county  of  over 
300,000  adjoining  New  York  city  to  provide  that  justices 
of  the  peace  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  instead  of  fees 
for  services  in  criminal  actions  and  proceedings. 

Legislation  intended  to  abolish  capital  punishment  for 
minors  w^as  defeated,  likewise  an  attempt  to  abolish  the  so- 
called  *'  third  degree  methods  ''  of  obtaining  confessions 
and  information.  The  efforts  of  the  State  Prison  Commis- 
sion to  obtain  authority  to  close  unsatisfactory  county  jails 
were  defeated.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


AN  ACT  to  incorporate  The  Prison  Association  of  New 
York.  Passed  May  9,  1846,  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  (As 
subsequently  amended.) 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows' 

§  1.  All  such  persons  as  are  now  and  hereafter  shall 
become  members  of  the  said  association  pursuant  to  the 
constitution  thereof,  shall  and  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  corporate  by  the  name  of  The  Prison  Association  of 
New  York,  and  by  that  name  have  the  powers  that  by  the 
tliird  title,  of  the  eighteenth  chapter,  of  the  first  part  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  are  declared  to  belong  to  every  cor- 
poration, and  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and 
conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  said 
corporation,  provided  that  such  real  estate  shall  never 
exceed  the  yearly  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  nor  be 
applied  to  any  other  purpose  than  those  for  which  the 
corporation  is  formed. 

§  2.  The  estate  and  concerns  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  and  conducted  by  its  executive  committee,  in  con- 
formity to  the  constitution  of  the  said  corporation;  and 
the  following  articles  that  now  form  the  constitution  of 
the  association  shall  continue  to  be  the  fundamental  laws 
and  constitution  thereof,  subject  to  alterations  in  the  mode 
therein  prescribed. 

ABTICLE  FIRST. 

The  objects  of  the  association  shall  be : 

1.  The  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  prisoners, 
whether  detained  for  trial,  or  finally  convicted,  or  as 
witnesses. 
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2.  The  improvement  of  prison  discipline  and  the  govern- 
ment of  prisons,  whether  for  cities,  counties  or  states^ '' 

3.  The  support  and  encouragement  of  reformed  convicts 
after  their  discharge,  by  affording  them  the  means  of 
obtaining  an  honest  livelihood,  and  sustaining  them  in  their 
efforts  at  reform. 

ARTICLE   SECOND. 

The  ofiScers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  president,  vice  presi- 
dents, a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary, 
and  a  treasurer,  and  there  shall  be  the  following  standing 
committees,  viz. :  a  finance  committee,  a  committee  on  deten- 
tions, a  committee  on  prison  discipline,  a  committee  on 
discharged  convicts  and  an  executive  committee.  The 
nximber  of  the  executive  committee  shall  consist  of  not  more 
than  thirty-five,  of  whom  not  more  than  ten  shall  be  officers 
of  the  society,  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  shall  be  per- 
sons other  than  officers. 

ARTICLE  THIRD. 

The  officers  named  in  the  preceding  article  shall  be  ex- 
officio  members  of  the  executive  committee,  who  shall  choose 
one  of  their  nimiber  to  be  chairman  thereof. 

ARTICLE  FOURTH. 

The  executive  committee  shall  meet  once  in  each  month, 
and  keep  regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings.  They  shall 
have  a  general  superintendence  and  direction  of  the  affairs 
of  the  society,  and  shall  annually  report  to  the  society  all 
their  proceedings,  and  such  other  matters  as  shall  be  likely 
to  advance  the  ends  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  FIFTH. 

The  society  shall  meet  annually  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  executive  committee  shall 
appoint,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  president,  or  in  his 
absence,  one  of  the  vice-presidents,  shall  designate. 
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artu^le  sixth. 
Any  person  contributing  annually  to  the  funds  of  the 
association  not  less  than  five  dollars  shall,  owing  to  such 
contribution,  be  a  member  thereof.  A  contribution  of  five 
hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  a  life  patron;  a  contribu- 
tion of  one  hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  an  honorary 
member  of  the  association  for  life,  and  a  contribution  of 
fifty  dollars  shall  constitute  a  member  of  the  association 
for  life.  Honorary  and  corresponding  members  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  api>ointed  by  the  executive  committee. 

ARTK^LE  SEVENTH. 

.  A  female  department  shall  be  formed,  consisting  of  such 
females  as  shall  be  selected  by  the  executive  committee, 
who  shall  have  charge  of  the  interest  and  welfare  of 
prisoners  of  their  sex,  under  such  regulations  as  the  execu- 
tive committee  shall  adopt. 

ARTICLE  EIGHT. 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  chosen  annually 
at  the  annual  meeting,  at  which  time  such  persons  may  be 
elected  honorairy  members  as  shall  have  rendered  essential 
service  to  the  cause  of  prison  discipline. 

ARTICLE    NINTH. 

Any  society  having  the  same  objects  in  view  may  become 
auxiliary  to  this  association  by  contributing  to  its  funds 
and  co-operating  with  it. 

ARTICLE  TENTH. 

The  executive  committee  shall  have  power  to  add  to  any 
of  the  standing  committees  such  persons  as,  in  their  opinion, 
may  be  likely  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  society,  and  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  any  of 
the  offices  of  the  association,  intermediate  the  annual 
meetings. 
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abticle  eleventh. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  the 
majority  of  the  society  at  any  meeting  thereof,  provided 
notice  of  the  amendment  has  been  given  at  the  next  preced- 
ing meeting. 

The  officers  elected  for  the  current  year,  under  the  con- 
stitution shall  continue  to  be  the  officers  thereof  until  others 
shall  be  duly  chosen  in  their  places. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted  that  no  manager  of 
said  society  shall  receive  compensation  for  his  services. 

§  3.  The  said  executive  committee  shall  have  power  to 
establish  a  workhouse  in  the  county  of  New  York,  and  in 
their  discretion,  to  receive  and  take  into  the  said  work- 
house all  such  persons  as  shall  be  taken  up  and  committed 
as  vagrants  or  disorderly  persons  in  said  city  as  the  Court 
of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  or  the  Court  of  Special 
Sessions,  or  the  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  in  said  county, 
or  any  police  magistrate,  or  the  commissioner  of  the  alms- 
house may  deem  proper  objects,  and  the  said  executive  com- 
mittee  shall  have  the  same  powers  to  keep,  detain,  employ 
and  govern  the  said  persons  as  are  now  by  law  conferred 
on  the  keepers  of  the  bridewell  or  penitentiary  in  said  city. 

§  4.  The  said  executive  conmiittee  may,  from  time  to 
time,  make  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  relative  to 
the  management  and  disposition  of  the  estate  and  concerns 
of  said  association  and  the  management,  government, 
instruction,  discipline  and  employment,  of  the  persons  so 
as  aforesaid  committed  to  the  said  workhouse,  not  contrary 
to  law,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  may  appoint  such 
officers,  agents,  and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
to  transact  the  business  of  the  said  association,  and  may 
designate  their  duties.  And  the  said  executive  committee 
shall  naake  an  annual  report  to  the  Legislature  and  to  the 
corporation  of  the  city  of  New  York,  of  the  number  of 
persons  received  by  them  into  the  said  workhouse,  the 
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disposition  which  shall  be  made  of  them  by  instructing  or 
employing  them  therein,  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
said  executive  committee,  and  generally  all  such  facts  and 
particulars  as  may  exhibit  the  operations  of  the  said 
association. 

§  5.  The  said  executive  committee  shall  have  power,  dur- 
ing the  minority  of  any  of  the  persons  so  committed  to  the 
said  workhouse,  to  bind  out  the  said  persons  so  being 
minors,  as  aforesaid,  as  apprentices  or  servants,  with  their 
consent  during  their  minority,  to  such  persons  and  at  such 
places,  to  learn  such  proper  trades  and  employments  as 
in  their  judgment  will  be  most  conducive  to  their  reforma- 
tion and  amendment  and  future  benefit  and  advantage  of 
such  persons. 

§  6.  The  said  executive  committee  by  such  committees  as 
they  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint,  shall  have  power,  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  visit,  inspect,  and  examine,  all  the 
prisons  in  the  State,  and  annually  report  to  the  Legislature 
their  state  and  condition,  and  all  such  other  things  in  regard 
to  them  as  may  enable  the  Legislature  to  perfect  their 
government  and  discipline.  And  to  enable  them  to  execute 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  hereby  granted  and 
imposed,  they  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  authority 
that  by  the  twenty-fourth  section,  of  title  first,  chapter 
third,  part  fourth  of  the  Revised  Statutes  are  invested  in 
inspectors  of  county  prisons  and  the  duties  of  the  keepers 
of  each  prison  that  they  may  examine  shall  be  the  same  in 
relation  to  them,  as  in  the  section  aforesaid,  are  imposed 
on  the  keepers  of  such  prisons  in  relation  to  the  inspectors 
thereof;  provided,  that  no  such  examination  or  inspection 
of  any  prison  shall  be  made  until  an  order  for  that  purpose 
to  be  granted  by  the  chancellor  of  this  State,  or  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  by  a  vice-chancellor  or 
circuit  judge,  or  by  the  first  judge  of  the  county  in  which 
the  prison  to  be  exami^^^  shall  be  situate  shall  first  have 
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been  had  and  obtained,  which  order  shall  specify  the  name 
of  the  prison  to  be  examined,  the  names  of  the  persons, 
members  of  the  said  association,  by  whom  the  examination 
is  to  "be  made,  and  the  time  within  which  the  same  must  be 
concluded. 
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L  There  shall  be  a  stated  meeting  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month,  and  special 
meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  requisition  of  the  chairman 
or  any  three  members  of  the  executive  committee.  The  call 
for  a  special  meeting  shall,  in  all  cases,  state  the  business 
to  be  transacted  at  said  meeting.  The  annual  meeting  shall 
be  held  on  the  third  Thursday  of  January  in  each  year  at 
half-past  three  in  the  afternoon  at  the  office  of  the 
association. 

The  number  of  members  composing  the  executive  com- 
mittee exclusive  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  is  hereby 
fixed  at  twenty-four,  and  divided  into  four  groups  or  classes 
as  follows :  At  the  election  held  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  year  1916,  there  shall  be  elected,  to  serve  from  that 
date,  six  members  for  the  term  of  one  year,  six  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  six  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  six 
for  the  term  of  four  years.  At  each  annual  meeting  there- 
after six  members  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years 
in  place  of  those  whose  terms  of  office  then  expire.  Any 
vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  committee  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  may  be  filled  either  by  the  associa- 
tion at  any  annual  meeting,  or,  in  interims  between  the 
annual  meetings,  by  the  executive  committee. 

II.  At  every  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  five  mem- 
bers shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

III.  The  order  of  business  at  the  annual  meeting  shall  be 
as  follows : 

1.  Election  of  chairman  and  secretary. 

2.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

3.  Report  of  committee  on  nominations. 

4.  Election  of  officers. 
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5.  Report  of  corresponding  secretary  on  the  work 

of  the  year. 

6.  Annual  report  of  the  treasurer. 

IV.  The  order  of  business  at  every  other  stated  meeting 
shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the 

last  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  treasurer. 

3.  Reports  from  standing  committees. 

4.  Report  from  the  corresponding  secretary. 

5.  Reports  from  special  committees. 

6.  Report  from  the  general  agent. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

At  a  special  meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted 
than  that  for  which  the  said  meeting  was  called. 

V.  The  chairman  shall  appoint  all  standing  and  special 
committees  and  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal;  and  the  rules  of  order  shall  be  those  embodied  in 
Cushing's  Manual,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable. 

VI.  The  recording  secretary  of  the  association  shall  be 
the  secretary  of  the  executive  committee;  and  it  shall  be 
Ms  duty  to  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  said 
committee,  to  record  them  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  to  give  due  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
committee. 

VII.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence of  the  executive  committee  and  of  each  of  the 
standing  committees ;  and  shall  act  as  the  general  financial 
agent  of  the  association,  and  shall  report  at  each  stated 
meeting  of  the  committee. 

Vin.  The  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds  of  the 
association,  and  shall  give  such  security  as  the  executive 
coimnittee  may  require.  His  duties  are  more  fully  defined 
in  by-law  X. 
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IX.  There  shall  be  six  standing  committees,  namely,  on 
finance,  detentions,  discharged  convicts,  law,  house,  and 
library. 

X.  The  committee  on  finance  shall  be  charged  with  the 
duty  of  raising  and  caring  for  the  funds. 

The  funds  of  the  association  shall  be  divided  into  three 
parts  to  be  knowTi  as : 

1.  The  endowment  fund. 

2.  The  reserve  fund. 

3.  The  general  fund. 

The  Endowment  Fund. —  The  endowment  fund  shall  con- 
sist of  such  contributions  as  shall  be  given  with  the  restric- 
tion that  the  income  only  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
the  association,  and  all  legacies. 

The  Reserve  Fund. —  The  reserve  fund  shall  consist  of 
such  sums  as  may  be  set  aside  from  the  general  fund  from 
time  to  time  by  the  executive  committee  for  investment. 
Whenever  any  part  of  the  reserve  fund  shall  be  appropri- 
ated by  the  executive  committee,  such  sum  shall  be  inunedi- 
ately  transferred  to  the  general  fund.  The  endowment  and 
reserve  funds  shall  be  under  the  immediate  direction  and 
control  of  the  committee  on  finance,  and  all  investments  of 
these  funds  shall  be  ordered  by  the  committee.  The  treas- 
urer of  the  association  shall  be  a  member  and  act  as  the 
treasurer  of  the  committee  on  finance,  and  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  sureties  of  the  endowment 
and  reserve  funds. 

Any  uninvested  balance  of  the  endowment  and  reserve 
funds  shall  be  kept  each  in  separate  trust  companies  in  the 
name  of  the  association,  subject  to  check  of  the  treasurer, 
and  shall,  whenever  possible,  bear  interest.  All  income 
from  the  endowTnent  and  reserve  funds  may  be  transferred 
to  the  general  fund  as  soon  as  received. 

No  part  of  the  reserve  fund  shall  be  used  for  any  pur- 
pose except  by  regoH^tion  of  the  executive  committee,  and 
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whenever  any  part  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  executive 
committee  it  ^hall  immediately  be  transferred  to  the  general 
fund. 

The  General  Fund. —  The  term  **  general  fund'*  shall 
cover  all  receipts  of  the  association  not  constituting  a 
special  fund  or  specified  for  the  endoA^onent  fund,  the  inten- 
tion being  that  all  the  income,  except  legacies,  including 
donations  for  general  purposes,  and  income  from  endow- 
ment and  reserve  funds,  shall  be  credited  to  the  general 
fund  to  which  the  authorized  disbursements  of  each  activity 
of  the  association  shall  be  charged  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

The  treasurer  shall  notify  the  corresponding  secretary 
at  once  of  all  transfers  of  income  from  the  endowment  and 
reserve  funds  to  the  general  fund. 

The  treasurer  shall  notify  the  corresponding  secretary, 
immediately  on  receipt  by  him  of  any  sum  for  the  account 
of  the  association  that  such  receipt  may  be  entered  at  once 
to  the  credit  of  the  proper  account  on  the  books  of  the 
association. 

The  corresponding  secretary  shall  be  the  general  dis- 
bursing agent  of  the  association,  the  object  of  the  provi- 
sion being  to  keep  in  the  central  offices  of  the  association 
all  receipts  for  payments  by  him  for  the  association  of  any 
kind,  nature  or  description,  and  to  have  in  the  central 
offices  immediate  record  of  all  his  disbursements.  This 
provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  endownnent  and  reserve 
funds. 

All  donations  received  by  the  corresponding  secretary 
shall  be  entered  by  him  upon  the  proper  books  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  then  deposited  in  such  bank  as  directed  by  the 
treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  association.    Whenever  the 
executive  committee  shall  make  an  appropriation  out  of 
either  the  reserve  or  general  fund,  the  corresponding  secre- 
tary shall  send  to  the  treasurer  a  copy  of  the  resolution 
making  the  appropriation,  certified  by  the  recording  secre- 
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tary,  which  certified  copy  shall  be  the  treasurer's  authority 
for  transferring  the  appropriated  amount  to  the  corre- 
sponding secretary. 

The  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  covering  the  general 
fund  in  the  name  of  the  association,  subject  to  his  check 
as  treasurer  in  such  bank  as  may  be  selected  by  him  and 
approved  by  the  committee  on  finance.  Such  account  shall 
be  separate  and  distinct  from  those  accounts  opened  for  the 
uninvested  balance  of  the  endowment  and  reserve  funds. 

The  corresponding  secretary  shall  keep  a  bank  account 
in  the  name  of  the  association,  subject  to  his  check  as  cor- 
responding secretary  for  current  disbursements,  and  shall 
deposit  to  the  credit  of  said  bank  account  all  moneys  he 
may  receive  from  the  treasurer  drawTi  from  the  general 
fund. 

The  committee  on  finance  shall  audit  and  report  upon 
accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  of  the  corresponding 
secretary. 

At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  the 
treasurer  shall  make  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  for  the  preceding  calendar  month.  He 
shall  make  a  statement  showing  investments  and  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  endowTnent  and  reserve 
funds;  he  shall  make,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  asso- 
ciation, a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
for  the  fiscal  year. 

XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  detentions : 

1.  To  inquire,  as  far  as  may  be  practicable  or  necessary, 
into  the  causes  of  commitment  of  persons  in  the  prisons  or 
houses  of  detention  in  the  cities  of  New  York  and  in  Brook- 
lyn, and  to  adopt  proper  measures  for  procuring  the  dis- 
charge or  providing  for  the  defense  of  such  as  shall  appear 
to  be  entitled  thereto. 

2.  To  visit  frequently  the  prisons  under  their  charge,  and 
to  endeavor  to  improve  both  the  physical  and  moral  condi- 
tion of  the  prisoners  ^^  ^^  suitable  and  practicable  ways. 
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Xn,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  discharged 
convicts : 

1.  To  correspond  with  prison  agents  or  superintendents 
relative  to  the  character  and  trades  of  prisoners,  and  to 
ascertain,  previous  to  the  discharge  of  each  prisoner,  his 
feelings,  views  and  capabilities,  with  a  view  of  making  the 
best  arrangements  for  his  future  employment. 

2.  To  keep  a  record  of  all  persons  who  wiU  employ  dis- 
charged prisoners  and  of  their  several  occupations ;  to  pro- 
cure such  employment  for  prisoners  and  applying  therefor 
as  seems  best  adapted  to  the  capacity  of  each ;  to  hold  cor- 
respondence with  employers;  to  keep  a  record  of  the  con- 
duct and  prospects  of  those  for  whom  places  have  been 
obtained,  that  they  may  be  sustained  and  encouraged  with 
the  idea  that  a  continued  friendly  interest  is  felt  for  them, 

3.  To  secure  suitable  boarding  places  for  discharged 
prisoners,  where  they  will  not  be  exposed  to  corrupting 
influences,  taking  care  not  to  have  more  than  one  in  a  place, 
where  it  can  be  avoided. 

4.  To  see  that  the  prisoners  are  provided  with  suitable 
clothing,  of  a  kind  that  will  not  attract  particular  attention. 

5.  To  consider  the  internal  organization  of  the  manage- 
ment of  prisons,  and  the  physical  and  moral  influences  to  be 
exerted  on  the  prisoners  during  their  confinement,  to  report 
upon  their  health,  reformation,  upon  convict  labor,  adminis- 
tration and  internal  police,  on  the  comparative  merits  of 
different  prison  systems,  and  on  the  visitation  of  prisons 
and  houses  of  reformation. 

Xni.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  law  to 
examine  and  report  from  time  to  time  upon  the  penal  legis- 
lation of  the  State,  with  their  suggestions  for  the  amend- 
ment thereto,  to  consider  questions  relating  thereto  which 
are  nnder  discussion  in  the  press  or  the  Legislature,  includ- 
ing pending  bills,  and  report  their  views  and  conclusions 
ui)on  them,  also  to  care  for  the  law  business  of  the 
association. 
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XIV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  house  to 
care  for  the  maintenance  of  the  real  estate  of  the 
association. 

XV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  library  to 
see  that  it  is  properly  housed  and  catalogued  and  to  take 
steps  for  its  increase. 

XVI.  One  or  more  agents  may  be  appointed  by  the 
executive  committee  to  assist  the  standing  committees  in 
their  duties. 

XVII.  The  president,  chaii-man  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee, and  corresponding  secretary  shall  be  members,  ex- 
officio,  of  all  the  standing  committees. 

XVin.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  these  by-laws 
except  upon  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  given  at  a 
previous  meeting  of  the  executive  committee. 
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Troop  D,  First  Xew  York  Cavalry,  N.  G.,  N.  Y.,  filled  the  require- 
ments and  was  rented  for  $250  for  three  months.  Here  actual 
instruction  was  started  on  June  20,  1917. 

The  camp  was  a  military  one  and  instruction  was  given  in 
infantry  and  cavalry  drill,  revolver  and  rifle  practice,  care  of 
horses,  police  practice  and  court  procedure. 

All  of  the  officers  were  either  ex-army  or  ex-guardsmen,  and 
drill  and  rifle  practice  were  under  their  supervision. 

Lectures  on  a  policeman's  work  from  a  legal  standpoint  were 
given  by  Judge  Alton  B.  Parker,  Judge  Ben  V.  Shove,  and 
Deputy  Attorney-General  Edward  G.  Griffin. 

The  police  instruction  was  augmented  by  lectures  from 
Inspector  Cornelius  F.  Calahane,  who  was  then  in  charge  of  the 
New  York  City  Police  School. 

Noncommissioned  officers  were  not  selected  until  the  end  of  the 
training  period,  so  that  those  who  showed  the  most  ability  could 
be  rewarded. 

The  training  period  ended  on  September  5,  1917,  when  the 
troopers  moved  to  Syracuse  to  police  the  State  Fair,  this  being 
their  first  actual  service.  This  duty  had  been  in  previous  years 
performed  by  about  100  members  of  the  mounted  New  York  city 
police,  and  cost  the  State  about  $5,000.

A  number  of  these  men  are  no  longer  in  this  department* 
Four  of  them  are  in  service  in  France,  and  one  is  in  service  in 
this  country,  and  another  is  manufacturing  war  munitions. 
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Headquarters  are  in  Room  100,  Capitol  Building,  Albany,  at 
which  place  the  superintendent,  deputy,  clerk  and  two  stenog- 
raphers are  located. 

The  total  strength  of  the  force  allowed  by  law  is  237  officers 
and  men,  divided  into  4  troops  of  2  officers  and  56  troopers  each. 

Each  troop  consists  of  a 

Captain^  at  $1,800  per  year. 
Lieutenant,  at  $1,500  per  year. 
First  Sergeant,  at  $1,200  per  year. 
Four  Duty  Sergeants,  at  $1,100  per  year. 
Four  Corporals,  at  $950  per  year. 
One  blacksmith,  at  $950  per  year. 
One  saddler,  at  $950  per  year. 
Forty-five  privates,  at  $900  per  year.

The  problem  of  policing  this  great  State  with  so  small  a  force 
resolved  itself  into  a  military  one  along  the  lines  prescribed  in 
outpost  duty. 

The  State  was  divided  into  four  zones  and  each  troop  or  sup- 
port was  charged  with  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order  in  its 
own  sector. 

Tboop  a 

Troop  A,  under  Captain  Linn,  is  located  in  Batavia,  Genesee 
county,  and  is  quartered  in  a  former  skating  rink  which  was 
remodeled  into  a  barracks  by  the  Batavia  Chamber  of  Commerce 
from  whom  it  is  rented. 

This  troop  covers  the  western  portion  of  the  State. 
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Tkoop  D 
Troop  D,  under  Captain  l^arnes,  is  located  in  Onondaga  Valley^ 
about  four  miles  south  of  Syracuse  in  what  was  formerly  the 
Valley  House.  New  barracks  for  this  troop  are  now  being  built 
near  Oneida  by  the  Oneida  Chamber  of  Commerce  along  lines 
suggested  by  the  superintendent.  It  is  expected  that  these  bar- 
racks will  be  ready  for  use  about  March  1,  1919.  This  troop 
polices  the  central  section  of  the  State. 

Troop  G 

Troop  G,  under  Captain  Robinson,  is  located  on  the  Flynn 
estate,  about  four  miles  west  of  Albany  on  the  Schenectady  road,, 
and  covers  the  northeastern  section  of  the  State. 

Teoop  K 
Troop  K,  under  Captain  Warner,  is  located  on  the  Gedney 
farm  estate  in  Westchester  county,  about  three  miles  from  White 
Plains.      This  troop  polices  the  southeastern  section  of  the  State 
and  Long  Island. 

Military  and  Police  Instruction 
Each  barracks  is  conducted  on  military  lines.  Al>out  one- 
quarter  of  the  force  is  always  in  barracks  while  the  rest  are  on 
patrol.  This  is  arranged  l)y  roster,  so  that  all  serve  equal  i^criods 
of  time  on  the  road  or  on  barrjick  duty.  Among  those  at  troop 
station  drills  of  one  hour  each  are  held  daily.  Instruction  in 
police  practice,  court  procedure,  reading  of  Penal  Law,  etc,  takes 
place  every  day  between  1  and  2  p.  m.  Written  pajjers  are  also 
turned  in  and  reports  of  special  cases  made  by  the  men  concerned 
for  the  benefit  of  the  class. 

Horses 

Through   the   courtesy   of   Colonel   Drage  of   the   Canadian 

Remount  Commission,  the  superintendent  was  allowed  to  select 

the  mounts  from  some  2,000  horses  which  the  British  Remount 

Commission  had  collected  at  Lathrop,  Mo.,  for  the  English  Army. 
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The  horses  were  purchased  for  $150  per  head.  They  have  stood 
up  wonderfully  well,  some  of  them  having  been  on  continuous 
patrols  of  more  than  six  weeks  at  a  time  with  a  daily  average  of 
twenty  to  twenty-five  miles. 

We  are  now  co-operating  with  the  Army  Horse  Association 
and  the  American  Jockey  Club  to  improve  the  breed  of  cavalry 
mounts.  The  latter  association  has  placed  high-class  studs  at 
each  of  our  barracks  and  we  already  have  a  number  of  mares  in 
foal.  Farmers  may  also  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to 
obtain  high-class  breeding  at  a  very  nominal  cost.  It  is  not 
expected  that  the  department  will  have  to  buy  any  more  mounts, 
as  it  will  hereafter  breed  its  own. 

The  acquisition  of  three  motor  cycles  per  troop  and  some  Ford 
equipment  for  hurried  calls  has  allowed  the  disposal  of  a  number 
of  horses.      Several  high-class  animals  have  been  presented  to  us.

Arms  and  Equipment 

Each  man  is  supplied  with  a  Colt  .45  revolver  and  a  Winchester 
carbine  rifle.  The  rifle  is  not  carried  except  on  special  cases  in 
mountainous  districts.  McClelland  saddle  is  used.  Ofiice  fur- 
niture, bedding  equipment,  etc.,  was  purchased  from  the  Prison 
Department. 

Methods  op  Patbol  Work 

Patrols  are  always  made  in  pairs,  based  on  the  Italian  system, 
thus  presenting  a  double  barrier  to  any  person  trying  to  escape. 
Kegolar  routes  are  laid  out,  but  it  is  of  course  not  always  possible 
to  follow  the  schedule.  However,  reports  are  made  daily  show- 
ing where  patrols  expect  to  be  24  hours  and  48  hours  from  time 
of  writing,  and  in  addition  to  this  they  are  constantly  in  touch 
with  the  barracks  by  telephone.  In  this  way  complaints  to  troop 
headquarters  can  be  handled  without  delay. 
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Patrols  average  about  20  to  25  mUes  per  day,  unless  detained 
by  court  cases  or  other  work.  The  number  of  mUes  covered  is 
also  sometimes  contingent  upon  suitable  accommodations.  So  many 
small  hotels  have  gone  out  of  business  that  it  is  not  always  possible 
to  get  quarters  for  both  man  and  horse.  We  are  now  working  up 
a  list  of  farmers  who  will  take  care  of  our  men. 

Substations 
In  addition  to  our  road  patrols  numerous  substations  have  been 
established  in  charge  of  a  noncommissioned  officer  and  one  or  two 
men.  Through  these  stations  troop  headquarters  can  locate  the 
men  and  in  this  way  many  hurry  calls  are  taken  care  of.  These 
posts  are  not  permanent  and  men  are  frequently  changed,  as  it 
has  proved  that  a  man  will  do  better  work  where  he  is  not  too 
well  known. 

Co-OPEBATION    WITH    StATE    AND    LoOAL   DEPARTMENT 

Department  of  Education. —  With  this  department  we  have 
launched  a  campaign  of  education  for  children  on  rules  of  the 
road,  "  Safety  First,"  and  "  Obedience  to  Law  and  Order." 

Dental  Board, —  We  have  apprehended  and  brought  to  justice 
a  number  of  illegal  dental  practitioners. 

Prison  Department. —  Every  possible  assistance  has  been  given 
in  capturing  escaped  prisoners  from  State  institutions  such  as 
the  Hudson  Training  School,  the  Berkshire  Industrial  Farm,  and 
State  prisons. 

Agricultural  Department. —  We  have  aided  in  enforcing  the 
quarantine  against  rabies.  The  sheep  industry  has  been  mark- 
edly benefited  by  a  campaign  against  sheep-killing  dogs  in  many 
parts  of  the  State. 

Conservation  Commission. —  Co-operation  with  this  commission 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  fish  and  game  laws,  removing  squatters 
and  in  fighting  forest  fires  has  been  frequent. 

Highway  Department. —  Roads  and  bridges  in  bad  condition 
have  been  immediately  reported  and  temporary  repairs  made,  if 
possible.      Stolen  road  equipment  has  also  been  located. 

Department  of  Health. —  We  have  assisted  in  enforcing  quar- 
antine laws  on  Indian  reservations  and  investigated  numbers  of 
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^aritable  cases.  During  the  recent  epidemic  of  influenza  the 
troopers  aided  in  quarantined  towns  and  villages  by  assisting 
viedieal  men,  working  in  hospitals  and  helping  the  local  boards 
of  health  enforce  their  closing  orders  on  saloons  and  other  public 


The  district  attorney  and  other  local  officials  have  been  assisted 
in  hundreds  of  excise  and  gambling  violations.  Much  work  has 
also  been  done  for  private  organizations,  such  as  the  humane  and 
charitable  societies. 

Secretary  of  State  —  Automobile  Bureau. —  Much  important 
work  has  been  done  with  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  on  viola- 
tions of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law,  and  it  has  been  authoritatively 
stated  that  were  it  not  for  the  existence  of  the  Department  of 
iState  Police  a  force  of  at  least  a  hundred  automobile  inspectors 
would  have  had  to  be  appointed. 

It  is  an  admitted  fact  that  State  roads  have  been  made  mdch 
«afer  since  the  patrolling  of  the  country  districts,  as,  for  example, 
the  Xiagara  Falls  boulevard  and  Albany-Schenectady  road  which 
have  been  made  safe  for  travel.  Accidents  in  the  first  part  of 
1918,  outside  of  the  city  of  New  York,  were  reduced  64  per 
•cent  over  the  same  period  in  1917,  in  spite  of  an  increase  of 
80,000  cars. 

The  Secretary  of  State's  office  is  authority  for  the  statement 
that  between  $300,000  and  $400,000  a  year  is  being  added  to 
the  State's  revenue,  due  to  the  activity  of  this  force  in  rounding 
up  those  who  try  to  avoid  payment  of  the  automobile  license  tax. 
In  this  one  respect  alone,  therefore,  the  work  of  the  organization 
is  returning  to  the  State  in  actual  money  an  amount  equal  to 
about  two-thirds  of  its  yearly  cost. 

Wab  Work 

This  department  has  conducted  a  great  many  investigations  in 
"oonjunction  with  the  Military  Intelligence  Bureau  of  the  United 
States  army,  the  Naval  Intelligence  Bureau,  Department  of  Jus- 
tice, local  draft  boards  and  the  Home  Service  of  the  Red  Cross. 

A  number  of  deserters  have  been  captured  and  the  $50  received 
in  each  case  has  been  turned  over  to  the  State  Treasurer. 

At  the  solicitation  of  the  authorities  at  West  Point,  the  troopers 
kaye  cleaned  up  an  unwholesome  situation  there  that  the  army

has  been  unable  to  cope  with  for  years.  Also,  at  the  request  of 
army  officials  it  has  taken  care  of  bad  conditions  near  the  Platts- 
burg  camp  and  around  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls. 

A  number  of  wireless  stations  have  been  located,  some  in  work- 
ing order.  For  our  good  work  along  this  line  the  government 
has  presented  the  department  with  one  of  the  wireless  outfits  to- 
be  used  in  our  own  work. 

Finances 

Of  the  sum  of  $695,280,  appropriated  to  run  this  department 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  over  $150,000  will  be  saved; 
this  in  spite  of  the  high  cost  of  all  kinds  of  equipment. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  troopers  are  directly  responsible 
for  bringing  in  thousands  of  dollars  into  the  State  treasury,  the 
actual  cost  of  this  force  is  reduced  to  a  very  low  figure. 

A  table  follows  showing  the  revenue  thus  acquired,  the  largest 
item  being  for  money  received  by  the  Secretary  of  State  froitt 
people  running  cars  without  any  license,  or  with  old  licenses,  or 
doing  an  omnibus  business  on  pleasure  car  plates.  Newly-pur- 
chased cars  are  not  figured  in  this  item.  In  addition  to  the 
money  received  by  the  State,  many  towns  and  counties  have  also- 
benefited  by  fines  imposed  through  the  activities  of  the  troopers.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  returned  to  the 
State  a  sum  equal  to  76  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  departments 

Troopers'  Pay 

We  have  not  asked  for  any  increased  wages  for  enlisted  men,. 
but  hope  to  have  a  schedule  adopted  whereby  increases  in  paj^ 
will  be  based  upon  reenlistments;  in  other  wc>r^^  ^^Jl^^fl^  ^ 
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man  remains  in  the  service  the  more  money  he  will  get.  Experi- 
ence is  a  particularly  desirable  asset  in  the  police  game  and  every- 
thing possible  should  be  done  to  hold  good  men  in  the  department. 
The  health  of  the  force  has  been  unusual.  Several  troopers 
have  suflFered  with  horse  kicks  and  other  minor  injuries,  and  one 
trooper  was  scratched  by  a  bullet  while  pursuing  a  murderer. 
One  man  died  in  the  service. 

General 

A  successful  police  force  should  be  a  popular  one,  giving  the 
maximum  protection  with  the  minimum  of  interference  with  the 
lawful  rights  of  a  citizen. 

Police  is  necessary  to  civilization,  and  if  cities  need  police  pro- 
tection, then  certainly  do  rural  communities.  The  ideals  of  this 
department  are  high  and  the  work  is  becoming  more  accurate 
witii  experience  and  broader  in  scope. 

Thanks  are  due  the  city  police  departments,  district  attorneys 
and  the  sheriffs,  who  in  the  majority  of  instances  have  been  eager 
to  help  and  unfailing  in  their  support. 

A  table  of  crimes  is  herewith  appended ;  also  statement  of  miles^ 
of  road  patroled,  towns,  visited,  etc.

LOCATION 

The  New  York  State  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  is  located  in 
the  town  of  Bath,  Steuben  county.  New  Yoric,  and  is  on  the  main 
line  of  the  Lackawanna  Eailroad,  three  hundred  and  two  miles 
from  New  York  City,  and  one  hundred  and  nine  miles  from 
Buffalo.  It  is  on  the  Rochester  branch  of  the  Erie  Railroad  and 
is  seventy-two  miles  from  the  latter  city,  and  connected  with  Ham- 
mondsport  and  Lake  Keuka  by  a  branch  of  the  Erie  eight  miles  in 
length. 

It  is  situated  in  Conhocton  Valley,  which  is  about  a  half  mile 
in  width,  flanked  by  high  hills  on  either  side  and  intersected  by 
the  Conhocton  river. 

HISTORY 

The  Home  was  first  organized  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  which  raised  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  by  contri- 
bution and  erected  Barracks  A,  B  and  C. 

The  Home  was  opened  for  occupation  on  the  25th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1878,  at  which  time  twenty-five  members  sat  down  to  the  first 
dinner. 

Subsequently  the  State  acquired  title  to  the  property  under  pro- 
visions of  chapter  48  of  the  Laws  of  1878.  The  number  of  build- 
ings has  increased  to  seventy-six,  and  the  population  from  time  to 
time  until  the  first  day  of  February,  1907,  when  2,143  members 
were  present. 

Three  patriotic  societies  of  the  Home,  General  Barry  Post  No. 
248,  G.  A.  R.,  Encampment  No.  150,  Union  Veteran  Legion,  and 
Milton  R.  Wheeler  Camp,  U.  S.  W.  V.,  No.  103,  are  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition  and  contribute  much  to  the  patriotic  sentiment  of 
the  Home. 
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The  library  of  about  twelve  thousand  volumes  continues  to  be 
liberally  patronized,  and  is  supplemented  by  two  reading  rooms 
supplied  with  leading  metropolitan  and  other  papers. 

The  band,  imder  the  able  leadership  of  Professor  Carl  H.  Eich- 
ter,  has  maintained  its  high  standard  of  excellence.  It  has  given 
daily  concerts,  except  Saturdays,  during  the  summer  time,  from 
the  bandstand,  and  during  the  winter  time,  organized  as  an 
orchestra,  it  has  given  one  concert  each  week:  at  the  hospital,  and 
two  concerts  each  week  in  connection  with  the  moving  picture 
entertainment  at  Assembly  Hall,  and  furnished  music  for  all 
funerals. 

Memorial  Day  was  observed  in  the  usual  manner  at  this  insti- 
tution under  the  auspices  of  General  Barry  Post.  Exercises  were 
held  at  the  cemetery  at  9 :00  a.  m.  Each  grave,  of  which  there 
were  nearly  four  thousand,  was  decorated  with  a  flag,  and  a 
bank  of  flowers  placed  about  the  monument.  Members  of  the 
Home  formed  in  battalion  at  9 :45  a.  m.,  near  the  parade  ground 
and  marched  to  Assembly  Hall  and  listened  to  an  excellent  address 
by  Eev.  David  Evans,  of  Bath,  N.  Y. 

Flag  Day,  June  14th,  was  properly  observed.  The  grounds 
were  beautifully  decorated  with  flags.  The  Old  Folks  of  the 
County  of  Steuben,  held  their  annual  picnic  at  that  time  on  the 
Home  grounds.  In  the  afternoon  at  Assembly  Hall,  the  Hon. 
J.  Sloat  Fassett  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  delivered  an  appropriate  and 
eloquent  address.  At  four  o'clock  they  were  entertained  by  a  con- 
cert by  the  Home  band. 

The  Fourth  of  July,  1917,  was  observed  by  an  order  of  exercises 
commencing  at  6  a.  m.,  with  a  reveille,  canonade  salute  and  music 
by  the  band.  At  10  a.  m.,  a  program  was  rendered  at  Amusement 
HaU.  An  address  was  delivered  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Purdy,  of  Bath, 
N.  Y. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Honorable  Board 
of  Trustees  for  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  and  the  support 
they  have  given  me  since  I  assumed  the  duties  of  Commandant.

BY-LAWS 


Section  1. 
Art.  1.     This  Board  is  and  shall  be  known  as  The  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  New  York  State  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home. 

Officers  and  Theib  Duties 

Art.  2.  The  officers  shall  be  —  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Committee.  The  office 
of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  filled  by  the  same  Trustee  if 
the  Board  shall  so  determine.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  meeting  in  February  which  must  be  held  after  the 
first  Tuesday  of  the  month.  A  vacancy  may  be  filled  at  a  regular 
meeting  after  it  occurs  —  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that 
purposa 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board.  He  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Board.  He  shall  appoint  all  special  committees  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.  In  the  ab&^ence  of  the  President 
the  Vice-President  shall  perform  his  duties.  In  the  absence  of 
the  President  and  the  Vice-President  the  members  of  the  Board 
present  shall  elect  a  President  pro  tem. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  accurate  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board,  shall  have  charge  thereof,  and  be  responsi- 
ble therefor,  as  well  as  of  all  the  papers  and  documents  which 
shall  be  required  to  be  filed. 
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Sec,  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  hold  and  disburse,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board,  all  moneys  appropriated  by  the  Legis- 
latm-e  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Home,  or  received 
from  any  other  source  for  the  use  of  the  Home.  He  shall  pay  no 
voucher  unless  the  same  is  certified  and  payment  ordered  by  at 
least  two  members  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  or  upon  the  order 
of  the  Board,  signed  by  the  President,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary.  He  shall  also  deliver  to  the  Board  at  each  regular 
meeting,  a  statement  in  writing,  showing  the  condition  of  each 
jFund  in  his  possession,  and  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  date  of 
the  said  statement,  and  the  same  shall  be  filed  and  remain  in 
the  possession  of  the  Secretary. 

He  shaU  execute  a  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  Board,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  trust,  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Trustees,  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board. 

Duties  of  Executive  Committee 

Sec  4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers and  shall  constitute  a  permanent  board  for  counsel,  advice 
and  direction,  and  shall  be  vested  with  the  full  powers  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  all  matters  where  the  Trustees  shall  not  have 
otherwise  ordered,  or  determined.  The  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings shall  be  reported  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Besides  the  Executive  Committee  the  President  shall  appoint 
at  the  annual  meeting  after  the  election  of  officers,  the  following 
committees,  each  to  consist  of  three  members. 

First  — ^Auditing  Committee. 

Second  —  Buildings  and  Grounds  .Committee. 

Third  —  Legislative  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  examine  the  books 
and  vouchers  in  the  office  of  the  Commandant  prior  to  each  regular 
meeting.  They  shall  also  before  each  regular  meeting  examine 
the  booiks  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Cashier,  and  report  the  result 
of  their  examination  to  the  Board,  which  report  shall  be  filed. 

Sec.  6.  The  Auditing  Committee,  together  with  the  Com- 
mandant, shall  submit  at  the  meeting  to  be  held  in  October  m 
each  year,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  which  in  their  judgment 
will  be  necessary  for  the  government,  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  Home  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 
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Sec.  7.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  shall  care- 
fully examine  the  buildings  at  least  twice  in  each  year.  They 
shall  report  their  condition  to  the  Board  at  its  next  meeting  after 
such  examination,  and  recommend  such  action  by  the  Board  as 
may  be  necessary.  The  Committee  shall  also  have  a  general 
supervision  of  the  roadways  and  grounds,  and  shall  recommend  to 
the  Board  such  improvements  as*  to  them  may  seem  proper  or 
necessary. 

Sec.  8.  The  Legislative  Committee,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board,  shall  see  that  measures  to  secure  proper  legislation  for  the 
Home  are  introduced  in  the  Legislature  —  and  advance  by  all 
honorable  means  their  enactment  —  and  take  cognizance  of  any 
legal  matter  that  may  call  for  action  by  the  Board. 

Meetings  of  the  Board 
Sec.  9.  The  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  monthly, 
on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month,  at  the  Home,  at  nine 
o'clock  A.  M.,  unless  it  falls  on  a  holiday,  when  it  will  be  held  on 
the  following  business  day  or  whenever  called  by  the  President 
The  Secretary  is  empowered  to  call  special  meetings  at  the  direc- 
tion of  the  President  on  the  request  of  two  Trustees.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  at  other  places  than  the  Home. 

Order  of  Business 

First  —  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  and 
action  thereon. 

Second  —  Reading  of  communications  and  action  thereon. 

Third  —  Reports  of  officers  to  be  made  personally  if  requested 
by  a  member  of  the  Board. 

Fourth  —  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

Fifth  —  Reports  of  special  committees. 

Sixth  —  Motions  and  resolutions. 

Seventh  —  Unfinished  business. 

Eighth  —  Miscellaneous  and  new  business. 

Ninth  —  Election  of  officers  and  appointment  of  committees. 

Sec.  10.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  any  question 
on  request  of  one  Trustee. 

Sec.  11.  All  resolutions  presented  must  be  plainly  on  the 
minutes  of  the  Secretary  before  discussion. 
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Sec  12.  All  reports  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  whom  the  subject  matter  was  referred,  if  possible. 

Sec.  13.  A  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  respectively,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  14.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers thereof. 


RULES 


Offioebs 

The  officers  of  the  Home  shall  consist  of  a  Conmiandant,  Adju- 
tant, Quartermaster,  Surgeon,  Assistant  Surgeon,  Engineer, 
Inspector,  Master  Mechanic,  Carpenter,  Chief  of  Police  and  such 
subordinate  officers  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  appoint,  subject 
to  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  Commandant,  Adjutant,  Quartermaster,  Surgeon,  Assist- 
ant Surgeon,  Engineer,  Inspector,  Master  Mechanic,  Carpenter, 
and  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  shall  hold  their  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

The  salaries  or  compensation  of  all  officers,  members  or 
employees  of  the  Home  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
subject  to  approval  of  the  Classification  Commission. 

The  officers  of  the  Home  shall  be  suitably  uniformed. 

Commandant 

The  Conunandant  shaU  have  charge  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Homa  He  shall  direct  the  purchase  of  all  supplies  needed  for  the 
use  of  the  members  and  the  labor  and  material  necessary  for  the 
proper  and  economical  maintenance  of  the  Home,  and  shall  render 
to  the  Trustees  quarterly,  or  more  frequently  if  required,  a  full 
and  detailed  account  of  its  receipts  and  expenditures. 

He  shall  reside  on  the  premises  belonging  to  the  Home,  and 
shall  hare  the  general  superintendence  of  the  buildings,  grounds 
and  farm,  together  with  the  furniture,  fixtures  and  stock,  and 
shall  have  sole  charge  of  the  members  and  be  responsible  to  the 
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Board  of  Trustees  for  their  good  conduct.  He  may  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  discipline  and  government  of  the 
members,  not  in  conflict  with  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
as  he  may  deem  proper. 

The  Commandant  may  appoint  from  time  to  time  such  sub- 
ordinate officers  as  may  be  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board,  and  fix  their  duties,  and  shall  have  a  right  to  suspend 
any  officer  for  misconduct  at  any  time,  subject  to  the  action  of  the 
Board,  who  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  such  suspension.  He 
shall  also  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  such  measures  as 
he  may  deem  for  the  benefit  of  the  Homa 

The  Commandant  shall  compel  strict  observance  of  section  80, 
Art.  (>,  of  the  Public  Building  Law. 

The  Commandant  shall,  keep  a  record  of  Morning  Reports  in 
the  form  substantially  of  Regimental  Morning  Reports,  required 
in  the  Military  service  of  the  United  States. 

He  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  Register  of  members  containing  sub- 
stantially the  following,  viz:  Number;  Name;  Age;  Nativity; 
Occupation;  Date  of  admission;  Residence  at  the  time  of  admis- 
sion; Place  of  enlistment;  Date  of  enlistment;  Company;  Regi- 
ment; Date  of  discharge;  Cause  of  discharge;  Disease  or  dis- 
ability; Domestic  relation;  Pensioned  or  not;  Rate  of  pension; 
Remarks ;  which  shall  be  known  as  the  "  General  Register." 

He  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  register  to  be  known  as  the  "  Death 
Register,"  in  which  shall  be  entered  substantially  as  follows: 
Number;  Register  number;  Name;  Nativity;  Age;  Company; 
Regiment ;  Cause  of  death ;  Date ;  Place  of  death ;  Where  buried ; 
Number  of  grave,  and  remarks. 

Surgeon 
The  Surgeon  shall  be  a  competent  physician  and  surgeon, 
legally  licenbed  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  York.  He  shall  reside  at  the  Home,  and  shall 
devote  his  full  time  and  services  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  He 
shall  make  weekly  examinations  of  the  buildings  of  the  Home  in 
respect  to  their  sanitary  arrangements  and  condition,  and  make 
such  suggestions  to  the  Commandant,  touching  the  health  of  the 
members,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Home,  and  the  police  sys- 
tem of  the  grounds,  as  he  may  de«m  advisable. 
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Othbe  Officebs 

The  Assistant  Surgeons  shall  aid  the  Surgeon  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties  and  shall  be  subject  to  his  control  and  direction. 

The  other  officers  and  subordinate  officers  shall  perform  such 
duties  and  render  such  service  as  shall  be  required  of  them  by  the 
Commandant  and  shall  devote  their  entire  time  and  services  to  the 
discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  a  Deputy  Sheriff  of  Steuben 
county.  He  shall  cooperate  with  the  police  force  of  the  Home, 
have  supervision  of  the  members  on  or  off  the  grounds,  arrest  any 
who  may  be  guilty  of  illegal  conduct,  in  general  look  after  the 
safety  of  the  members,  especially  to  avoid  casualties  by  railroad 
or  river. 

Rei.ioious  Exeecises 
Religious  services  may  be  held  every  Sunday  at  the  Home,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Commandant  may  designate. 

Admission 
Xo  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the  Home  until 
he  shall  have  submitted  a  formal  application  in  writing  or  print, 
signed  by  himself,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  favorably  acted 
upon  by  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  the  Commandant, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board.  Such  application  shall  be 
accompanied  by  an  honorable  discharge,  or  proof  thereof,  and  evi- 
dence satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  the  Commandant 
as  follows : 

1.  That  he  served  in  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States 
during  the  late  rebellion  or  the  war  with  Spain,  and  enlisted  from 
the  State  of  New  York,  or  shall  have  been  a  resident  thereof  for 
one  year  preceding  his  application  for  admission. 

2.  That  he  is  disabled  from  a  wound  or  wounds  received  while 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or  from  sickness,  or  disability 
or  age,  and  needs  the  aid  or  benefit  of  the  Home,  in  consequence 
of  physical  disability. 

3.  That  he  has  at  the  date  of  his  application  no  property  or 
means  of  support,  and  that  he  is  unable  to  support  himself  by  his 
pwn  efforts  and  labor. 
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4.  Applicant's  name  in  full,  his  age  and  occupation,  place  of 
nativity,  and  affidavit  of  place  of  residence  at  the  time  of  applica- 
tion and  of  entering,  the  service. 

5.  The  Company  and  regiment  or  vessel  in  which,  and  the  Cap- 
tain, Colonel,  or  officer  under  whom  he  served. 

6.  The  date'  of  his  enlistment  and  discharge. 

7.  If  the  applicant  is  a  United  States  pensioner,  he  must  file 
his  pension  certificate  with  his  application,  to  be  retained  by  the 
Home  while  he  remains  a  member  thereof. 

8.  If  not  a  pensioner,  the  affidavit  of  the  applicant  that  he  is 
not. 

9.  The  applicant's  agreement  to  conduct  himself  properly  and 
submit  to  the  rules,  regulations  and  discipline  of  the  Home. 

10.  The  applicant  shall  also  furnish  satisfactory  proof  of  his 
identity. 

11.  No  persons  will  be  admitted  to  the  Home  who  at  the  time 
of  making  application  are  members  of  any  State  or  National 
Homes,  or  who  have  been  discharged  therefrom  within  three 
months  previous,  except  upon  an  order  of  a  Trustee,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting. 

Conduct  of  Members 

1.  All  members  of  the  Home  will  conduct  themselves  at  all 
times  in  a  quiet  and  orderly  manner,  and  observe  strict  courtesy 
toward  the  officers  and  in  their  intercourse  with  each  other.  They 
will  discharge  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them  by  the 
Commandant.  Any  member  who  is  habitually  intoxicated,  dis- 
obeys orders,  or  who  refuses  to  perform,  without  pay,  any  labor  or 
duty  imposed  upon  him^  unless  excused  for  disability  by  the 
Surgeon  of  the  Home,  will  be  summarily  discharged  by  the  Com- 
mandant. 

2.  Profanity  and  vulgarity  are  forbidden,  and  quarrels  among 
the  members  or  employees  will  subject  the  offender  to  punish- 
ment. Any  member  appearing  upon  the  grounds  or  in  any  of  the 
dormitories  in  an  intoxicated  condition,  or  who  conducts  himself 
in  a  disorderly  or  insubordinate  manner,  or  violates  the  provision 
of  this  rule  or  the  previous  rule,  may  be  placed  in  confinement  for 
such  time  as  the  Commandant  may  direct,  not  exceeding  thirty 
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days.  Resistance  to  the  enforcement  of  this  rule  will  subject  the 
offender  to  dishonorable  dismissal  from  the  Home  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Commandant. 

3.  The  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  on  the  grounds  and  in  the 
buildings  is  prohibited,  and  the  introduction  of  such  liquors  shall 
subject  the  offender  to  summary  dismissal  from  the  Home. 

4.  No  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  the  buildings,  except  in  the 
rooms  designated  by  the  Commandant  for  that  purpose. 

5.  Scrupulous  cleanliness  in  person  and  dress  is  enjoined. 

6.  Water,  sweepings  or  refuse  of  any  sort,  shall  not  be  thrown 
from  the  windows  or  doors  of  the  buildings,  but  must  be  put  in 
places  designated  by  the  Commandant. 

7.  Maricing  on  the  walls  is  forbidden,  and  defacing  the  build- 
ings, trees,  fences  or  structures  will  subject  the  offender  to  pun- 
ishment, and  render  him  liable  to  the  Home  for  the  damages  done. 

8.  Members  shall  not  leave  the  gi'ounds  of  the  Home,  enter  the 
bams,  stables,  shops,  kitchen,  laundry,  or  detached  buildings, 
without  permission  of  the  Commandant. 

9.  Members  shall  appear  at  all  times  in  the  uniform  or  dress 
established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  No  pass  will  be  issued  to 
any  member  who  is  not  in  uniform,  clean  in  person  and  dress. 

10.  At  Reveille  the  members  shall  rise,  wash  and  dress  them- 
selves neatly ;  and  when  assembled  for  breakfast,  before  entering 
the  dining  room,  the  officer  in  charge  of  each  detachment  shall 
inspect  his  men  and  report  any  neglect  to  the  Commandant. 

11.  A  call  will  be  sounded  fifteen  minutes  before  each  meal  to 
aUow  preparations  therefor. 

12.  The  Commandant  shall  designate  the  hours  for  reading  and 
smoking,  in  the  rooms  set  apart  for  these  purposes,  and  during 
these  hours  wiU  allow  all  men  not  on  duty  access  to  the  reading 
and  smoking  rooms  except  for  cause. 

18.  At  Tattoo  all  members  shall  retire  to  their  quarters,  and  at 
Taps  all  lights  will  be  extinguished. 

14.  No  member  or  employee,  other  than  the  persons  assigned 
to  Buch  duty,  shall  at  any  time  interfere  or  meddle  with  the  fur- 
naces, ranges,  lights,  sewers  or  water-works  of  the  Home. 

16.  The  Commandant  shall  designate  the  hours  for  Reveille 
and  Retreat. 
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16.  Tattoo  will  be  sounded  at  9  p.  m.,  and  Taps  half  an  hour 
later. 

17.  The  Commandant  will  designate  the  hours  for  meak. 

18.  The  officers  in  charge  of  companies  will  call  the  roll  of 
their  respective  companies  at  Reveille  and  Tattoo,  and  absentees 
will  be  reported  to  the  Commandant. 

19.  All  members  must  be  prompt  at  stated  roll  calls,  unless  on 
duty  or  excused  on  account  of  sickness'. 

20.  Complaints  of  neglect  or  ill  treatment  must  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  orally  at  their  meetings. 

Expulsions 
Any  memljer  may  be  expelled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  the  Commandant,  for  a  wilful  violation 
of  the  rules  and  regulations. 

Re-Admission 
Whenever  any  member  has  been  expelled  from  the  Home  he 
may  be  re-admitted  upon  application  to  a  Trustee  or  to  the  Com- 
mandant,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  at  their  next 
meeting. 

Discharges 

1.  Any  member  of  the  Home  may  receive  an  honorable  dis- 
charge upon  his  application  therefor,  unless  he  be  at  the  time 
under  charges  for  misconduct. 

2.  Whenever  the  Board  of  Tnistees  or  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  satisfied  that  any  member  has  sufficient  means  or  ability 
to  support  himself  he  may  be  discharged. 

Furloughs 
Furloughs  may  be  granted  to  members  of  the  Home  by  the 
Commandant  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary  or  proper.

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ENGINEER'S  REPORT 


Xew  Yoek  State  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home, 

Bath,  X.  Y.,  August  6,  1918. 

Col.  S.  M.  Morgan,  Commandant: 

.  Sir. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  from  the 
Engineering  Department,  for  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1917,  to 
June  30,  1918. 

During  the  year  we  have  laid  a  section  of  underground  tile 
conduit  from  the  Library  to  Headquarters  building.  This  con- 
duit contains  steam  and  return  lines,  also  a  hot  water  service  and 
circulation  line.  On  the  official  insulation  test  of  this  conduit  it 
showed  an  efficiency  of  90.77  per  cent.  The  same  contractors, 
Messrs.  Murtagh  &  Eeddington  of  Rochester,  installed  two  duplex 
steam  pumps  for  our  water  works  system  and  these  are  doing 
satisfactory  wort. 

A  pole  line  carrying  electric  feeders  to  the  farm  buildings  has 
been  erected  and  we  expect  to  light  the  farm  house  and  bams  with 
electricity  this  summer. 

The  heating  system  in  the  Hospital  was  thoroughly  overhauled 
last  fall  and  200  feet  of  radiation  added.  The  indirect  radiators 
in  the  hearing  and  ventilation  system  of  the  Convalescent  Barrack, 
were  overhauled  last  fall  and  were  used  last  winter.  These  repairs 
made  it  possible  to  keep  Hospital  and  Convalescent  Barrack  com- 
fortable during  the  extreme  cold  weather. 

We  have  repaired,  cleaned  and  placed  in  sen^ice  the  discarded 
Goubert  feed  water  heater  and  are  now  heating  all  the  boiler  feed 
water. 

Considerable  repair  work  has  been  done  this  last  year  such  as 
repairs  to  machines;  replacing  worn  out  pipe  lines;  installing  of 
new  equipment,  etc.,  etc. 

Five  hundred  feet  of  new  linen  fire  hose  and  a  new  hose  play 
pipe  has  been  added  to  our  fire  fighting  equipment. 

During  the  year  we  have  consumed  a  total  of  8,797  8/20  gross 
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tons  buckwheat  coal  against  14,111   13/20  gross  tons  for  year 
1914-15. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you  and  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  courtesy  and  assistance  shown  me  during  the 
past  year.

—  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  of  my 
work  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  1,  1918: 

Regular  weekly  preaching  sernces,  with  good  attendance  and 
well  sustained  interest,  have  been  conducted  in  the  Chapel  and 
Hospital.  Sunday  evening  and  mid-week  prayer  meetings  have 
been  held  regularly,  nearly  all  of  those  present  taking  part  in  the 
services.  The  Sacraments  have  been  duly  administered,  and  many 
have  testified  to  the  comfort  and  encouragement  derived  from 
their  observance. 

Special  services,  which  were  largely  attended,  were  provided 
for  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  New  Year's,  Easter  and  Mothers' 
Day.  Memorial  Sunday  was  observed  with  appropriate  services. 
The  Posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  allied  organ- 
izations, of  the  Home  and  the  village,  attended  in  a  body. 

I  have  been  methodical  in  my  efforts  to  bring  help  and  consola- 
tion to  the  men  in  the  Hospital,  and  at  all  times  have  been  ready 
to  perform  any  possible  service  for  them.  I  have  also  visited  the 
barracks  frequently,  and  have  sought  in  every  proper  way  to 
induce  the  men  to  maike  full  use  of  the  religious'  privileges  pro- 
vided for  them,  and  have  met  with  uniform  courtesy  on  the  part 
of  all,  also  a  fair  response  in  the  way  of  greater  faithfulness  to 
religious  duties. 

Have  held  funeral  services  for  sixty-one  men,  not  including 
those  buried  elsewhere. 

The  officers  and  employees  have  shown  me  thoughtfulness, 
kindness;  the  simple,  patient  lives  of  the  members  of  the  Home 
have  been  an  inspiration  to  me^  all  of  which  I  desire  to  gratefully 
acknowledge.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 


To  the  Legislature  : 

There  has  been  one  change  in  the  Board  during  the  year.  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Turner  of  Albany,  who  had  faithfully  served  as  a 
Manager  from  the  opening  of  the  Institution,  declined  a  reap- 
pointment. Mr.  Arthur  W.  Lawrence  of  Bronxville,  New  York, 
was  appointed  in  Mr.  Turner's  place. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  higher  officers  of  the  staff 
except  the  one  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Margaret  S.  Hal- 
leck.  Dr.  Halleck  served  the  institution  from  its  opening  with 
great  ability.  She  w^as  particularly  successful  in  the  treatment  of 
"  drug  cases,"  and  her  published  articles  upon  this  difficult  subject 
were  extensively  reprinted  in  the  medical  journals  of  America 
and  Europa  Dr.  Halleck  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Mary  C.  Conant 
who  had  been  the  head  phy&iciaii  for  three  years  at  Hudson  and 
has  had  valuable  experience  in  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane 
at  Warren,  Pennsylvania.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  securing  Dr. 
Conanf  s  services. 

An  important  event  during  the  year  has  been  the  closing  of 
the  Bureau  of  Social  Hygiene  which  had  been  closely  connected 
with  the  Reformatory  for  six  years.  The  Bureau  had  a  complete 
and  valuable  plant  adjoining  the  Reformatory  and  its  work  was 
carried  on  by  experts  of  the  highest  scientific  standing.  It  has 
been  of  great  value  to  the  Reformatory  work.  E^'en  more  import- 
ant than  this  has  been  the  value  of  its  work  for  the  general  public 
and  it  is  believed  that  when  its  data  and  conclusions  are  finally 
prepared,  they  will  throw  much  light  upon  the  difficult  problems 
of  the  causes  of  vice  and  crime  and  will  aid  in  the  future  legis- 
lation for  their  correction.  We  regret  that  the  work  is  not  con- 
tinned  ;  we  hope  it  is  only  suspended. 

The  State  is  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr., 
for  his  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Bureau  and  his  great 
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generosity  in  its  support;  and  also  to  Dr.  Katherine  Bement 
Davis,  the  able  director  of  the  Bureau. 

The  great  demand  for  efficient  service  in  every  line  of  activity, 
resulting  from  the  world  war,  has  made  it  incrciisingly  difficult  to 
fill  satisfactorily  the  various  positions  in  our  employment.  Under 
the  circumstances  we  consider  that  we  have  been  quite  as  fortunate 
as  could  be  expected. 

The  school  classes  have  been  satisfactorily  conducted.  Indus- 
trial training  has  received  special  attention.  Every  inmate  has 
been  regularly  employed  either  upon  the  farm  or  in  useful  handi- 
work. Even  those  undergoing  discipline  have  had  regular  occu- 
pation. An  interesting  feature  in  industrial  training  has  been 
the  repairing  of  broken  furniture.  During  all  the  past  years 
broken  furniture  has  been  carefully  stored  until  a  great  quantity 
had  been  accumulated.  Under  the  direction  of  a  skillful  teacher 
the  repair  of  these  articles  has  been  successfully  carried  on.  This 
is  of  special  imj)ortance  to  the  workers  as  it  develops  initiative, 
no  two  cases  being  quite  the  same.  It  also  effects  an  important 
saving  to  the  State. 

The  woi^k  of  the  institution  has  progressed  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year.  Every  effort  has  been  made  in  school  classes 
and  by  industrial  training  and  farm  work  to  secure  physical  and 
mental  development ;  regular  religious  services  have  been  held  and 
a  good  moral  atmos])here  has  been  maintained.  The  general  con- 
duct of  the  inmates  has  been  unusually  good,  with  the  exceptions 
that  aro  always  to  be  expected  wnth  a  pojHilation  varying  so 
widely  in  the  character  of  its  inmates. 

The  most  remarkable  fact  of  the  institution  is  the  extraordinary 
health  of  the  inmates.  There  has  been  but  one  adult  death  during 
the  year  and  this  resulted  from  causes  actively  operative  before 
commitment.  It  is  described  in  the  report  of  the  Physician. 
This  is  a  lower  death  rate  than  is  found  in  any  class  of  the  general 
population,  but  it  is  not  lower  than  our  average.  Most  striking 
is  the  liealth  of  the  infants.  When  a  child  is  l)orn,  it  and  its 
mother  are  remo\'ed  from  the  hospital  to  the  nursery  cottage 
as  soon  as  they  are  in  condition  to  be  moved.  There  is  an 
average  of  twenty-eight  in  the  nursery  cottage  below  two  years 
of  age,  and  there  has  not  been  a  death  among  them  in  five  years, 
except  one  case  of  tubercular  meningitis,  which  was  undoubtedly 
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latent  when  the  child  was  admitted  to  the  institution  with  its 
mother.  This  is  the  more  remarkable  because  of  the  inherited 
diseases  with  which  some  are  afflicted  and  which  are  diflGicult  of 
effective  treatment. 

We  cannot  close  our  report  without  referring  to  the  great 
ejcecutive  ability  of  our  Superintendent,  Miss  Cobb,  who  under 
many  difficulties  has  conducted  the  management  with  marked 
success.  Miss  Minogue,  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  has  been 
very  efficient  in  the  performance  of  her  difficult  duties. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  the 
Physician,  and  the  Head  Teacher,  which  are  included  herewith. 

In  making  requests  for  appropriations  this  year  we  have  duly 
considered  the  present  war  conditions  and  are  asking  only  for 
those  items  -which  appear  to  us  to  be  imperative. 

1.  Two  connecting  corridors  between  three  cottages 

of  Reception  Group  (Farm  Group) $8,000  00 

On  July  1st  the  Institution  severed  its  con- 
nections with  the  Bureau  of  Social  Hygiene. 
This  Bureau  had  furnished  to  the  State  a 
Reception  House  accommodating  fifty  inmates. 
Three  cottages  of  the  Farm  Group,  with  a  total 
capacity  for  sixty  inmates,  were  taken  to  meet 
the  need  for  a  reception  house.  Their  location 
apart  from  the  rest  of  the  Institution  makes 
them  well  adapted  for  this  purpose.  In  order 
to  use  them  as  a  unit,  connecting  passageways 
betw^een  them  are  necessary.  It  is  desired  that 
these  be  built  of  brick  to  match  the  buildings 
and  enclosed  in  glass. 

2.  Heating  system,  Cowdin,  hot  water. 7,000  00 

Cowdin  Cottage  is  located  on  the  end  of  the 
original  steam  heating  system.  Because  of  the 
location  it  has  never  been  possible  to  heat  this 
building  properly  without  overheating  the 
others  with  a  consequent  waste  of  fuel.  When 
three  cottages  and  the  hospital  were  erected 
beyond  this  cottage,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
install  an  additional  heating  system,  hot  water,  ! 
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to  supply  these  buildings.  This  system  runs 
through  the  basement  of  Cowdin.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  install  the  hot  water  system  in  this 
building. 

3.  Additional  water  supply,  wells,  and  alterations 

to  present  tanks $5,000  00 

With  the  present  water  supply  no  allow- 
ance is  made  for  emergency  in  case  of  fire.  It 
is  imperative  that  an  additional  and  ade- 
quate supply  be  provided. 

4.  Replastering  five  new  cottages  and  hospital. .  . .  3,000  00 

In  the  fiscal  year  1914,  contracts  were  let 
for  seven  cottages  and  a  hospital.  These  build- 
ings were  occupied  less  than  a  year  before  the 
ceilings  began  to  fall.  Practically  all  of  the 
ceilings  in  two  cottages  have  l)een  redone  under 
special  repairs.  There  is  evidence  .that  in  the 
near  future  it  will  be  necessary  to  replaster 
the  ceilings  of  the  other  five  and  the  hospital. 

5.  Remodelling  the  outside  lighting  system 2,000  00 

The  very  expensive  lamps  and  globes 
installed  with  this  system  in  the  fall  of  1916 
have  proved  to  be  as  fragile  as  expensive. 
The  large  white  glol>es  are  broken  with  a  hard 
wind,  also  hy  tlie  intense  heat  generated  by  the 
lamps.  With  the  ])resent  uj)-burning  lamps 
these  gl()l)os  are  indispensable  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  hun])s  from  rain,  snow  and  sleet, 
although  this  protection  is  not  complete,  and 
results  in  the  frequent  replacement  of  the 
lamps.  It  is  de^iired  to  install  metal  frames 
with  retleclors  from  which  the  lamps  may 
depend  so  that  no  gl()l>es  will  ]ye  nec*essary. 
C),  Repairs 7,000  00 

The  sum  of  $2,500.00,  as  allowed  for  the 
current  fiscal  year  for  general  repair  work, 
has  not  been  sufficient  to  complete  the  repairs 
to  the  roofs  of  all  buildings,  five  still  remain 
to  be  done. 
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A  small  amount  is  also  necessary  for  the 
relaying  of  gutters  on  the  roads  of  the  lower 
campus  which  have  been  put  in  reasonably 
good  condition  this  year  with  the  addition  of 
large  quantities  of  soft  coal  clinker  from  our 
Power  House. 

A  small  appropriation  is  also  needed  for 
repairing  fences  on  the  farm  to  make  land,  at 
present  not  used,  available  for  pasture. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a  reasonable  sum  is 
necessary  for  labor  and  materials  for  general 
and  contingent  repairs.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York  State  Reformatory 
for  Women,  Bedford  Hills,  New  Yorh: 

Ladies  and  Gijntlemen. —  I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the 
eighteenth  annual  report  of  the  New  York  State  Keformatory  for 
Women  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1918. 

From  statistics  prepared  as  usual  in  regard  to  finances,  health, 
movement  of  population,  and  parole,  which  will  be  found  else- 
where in  this  report,  certain,  facts  may  be  noted.  The  cost  to  the 
State  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Institution  was  $171,651.20. 
The  average  daily  population  was  389,  making  the  weekly  cost  for 
maintenance  of  each  inmate  $8,442  as  against  $6.5534  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1917,  an  ^increase  in  cost  of  28.8  per  cent. 
One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  commitments  were  received  during 
the  year.  One  hundred  and  one  inmates  were  paroled,  16  trans- 
ferred to  institutions  for  the  feeble-minded,  and  10  were  trans- 
ferred to  Matteawan. 

Seventy-eight  of  the  81  committed  for  vagrancy,  disorderly  con- 
duct, and  so  forth,  were  prostitutes;  9  of  the  14  committed  for. 
felonies,  and  16  of  the  42  committed  for  misdemeanors,  are 
known  to  be  prostitutes,  making  a  total  of  103  prostitutes  out  of 
137  conMnitted.  These  statistics  include  with  the  professional 
prostitutes  also  women  who  have  been  grossly  immoral.  Two  of 
this  number  were  discharged  by  the  court  within  a  few  days  oi 
admittance,  before  blood  tests  could  be  made.  Of  the  101  prosti- 
tutes tested,  32  had  syphilis  only,  26  had  gonorrhoea  only,  13  had 
both  syphilis  and  gonorrhoea,  and  30  had  neither  syphilis  nor 
gonorrhoea.  To  summarize:  75  per  cent,  of  the  inmates  com- 
mitted were  prostitutes  and  70  per  cent,  of  these  prostitutes  were 
diseased. 

Mr.  Kaymond  B.  Fosdiek,  Chairman  of  the  War  Department 
Commission  of  Training  Camp  Activities',  in  a  recent  article 
made  mention  of  "  the  increasing  evidence  that  prostitutes  are  the 
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chief  foci  of  venereal  infection."  "  This  conclusion,"  he  con- 
tinues, "  is  logical  and  is  being  supported  by  reports  from  different 
parts  of  the  country,  showing  an  incidence  varying  from  80  per 
cent,  to  95  per  cent,  of  one  or  both  of  the  vraiereal  diseases  in 
all  prostitutes  examined."  The  higher  rate  of  percentage  of  these 
figures  over  ours  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  some  of  our  cases 
are  found  to  have  received  treatment  before  commitment,  and  to 
the  possibility  that  our  inmates  may  be  drawn  more  from  the  pro- 
fessional type  and  less  from  the  inexperienced  young  girl  group 
who  form  a  not  inconsiderable  part  of  the  prostitutes  who  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  activities  of  training  camp  workers. 

The  increasing  need  for  medical,  sociological  and  psychological 
examnations  in  conjunction  with  court  commitments  is  evident. 
These  prostitutes  divide  themselves  into  three  classes:  First, 
those  who  have  the  desire  and  mental  ability  to  make  good  if  given 
the  opportunity;  second,  those  whose  long-standing  habits  or 
inordinate  desires  for  dress  and  pleasure  make  reformation  very 
doubtful,  and  last,  those  whose  mentality  is  so  low  that  it  is  impos- 
sible for  them  to  make  good,  in  other  words,  the  feeble-minded 
prostitute.  That  the  court  should  have  the  information  necessary 
to  assist  them  to  a  proper  disposition  of  these  cases  seems  unde- 
batable  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  good  of  the  unfortunate, 
and  the  welfare,  physically  and  socially,  of  the  community  at 
large.  When  the  courts  are  in  a  position  to  make  careful  dis- 
tinctions in  commitments,  a  proper  classification  of  the  institu- 
tions must  inevitably  follow. 

The  heterogeneous  population  of  the  Eeformatory,  to  which 
attention  was  directed  in  last  yearns  report,  remains  practically 
the  same.  The  difficulties  of  administering  to  the  needs  of  the&e 
different  classes  of  inmates  within  the  same  institution,  and  the 
more  or  less  unsatisfactory  results  obtained  with  the  girls  on 
parole  and  after  they  are  free,  are  the  natural  results  of  the  congre- 
gation of  delinquent  types  varying  very  widely  in  character.  The 
Hospital  Development  Commission  in  their  report  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, February,  1918,  in  speaking  of  the  reformatory  institutions, 
say,  '*  The  present  condition  is  intolerable.  It  is  impossible  to 
carry  out  the  original  policy  of  these  reformatories  when  the 
major  portion  of  their  inmates  are  of  a  non-reformable  type  and 
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«re  necessarily  in  constant  association  with  those  who  might  be 
reformed." 

A  consideration  of  the  statistics  of  j)arole  for  the  hist  two 
years'  leads  to  the  following  observations:  From  July  1,  1916 
to  June  30,  1918,  there  were  paroled  175  girls,  of  whom  188,  or 
78.9  per  cent  kept  their  paroles*  Of  the  37  violators,  fifteen  were 
under  ten  years  mentally  and  were  prostitutes,  except  one  w^ho 
was  an  alcoholic.  Among  the  remaining  22  who  had  a  mental 
test  of  over  ten  years,  15  were  not  hopeful  because  of  psychopathic, 
weak,  or  generally  inferior  personality,  drugs  or  alcohol,  thus 
leaving  only  seven  of  whom  better  results  would  have  been 
expected.  Sixty-four  of  the  175  on  parole  tested  under  ten  years 
and  only  9  were  over  twelve  years  of  age  mentally.  This  leaves 
102,  or  58  per  cent,  of  the  borderline  class  of  morons  whose  social 
maladjustments  contribute  to  that  large  group  known  to  all  penal 
institutions,  the  residivists.  It  is  to  }ye  hoped  that  through  sys- 
tematic registration  of  the  feeble-minded  in  the  schools,  by  local 
oi^anizations  and  other  agencies  in  the  community,  by  the  courts 
and  corrective  institutions,  there  may  in  the  near  future  l)e 
ijistituted  preventive  measures  which  will  contribute  toward  the 
solution  of  this  difficult  problem. 

One  of  the  prominent  activities  of  tlie  Institution  during  the 
])a&t  year  has  been  the  extended  and  intensive  work  in  the  treat- 
ment of  venereal  disease.  Upon  Dr.  Halleck's  resignation^ 
October  Ist,  after  long  and  devoted  service,  Dr.  Mary  C.  Conant 
took  charge  of  the  medical  department.  Dr.  Grover  continued  as 
assistant  until  her  resignation  the  first  of  March  when  she  left 
to  take  up  private  practice.  Dr.  Grover  had  been  faithful  in  her 
work  and  was  valuable  to  the  Institution  and  it  was  with  regret 
that  her  resignation  was'  accepted.  Because  of  the  very  great 
demands  made  by  the  war  on  the  medical  profession,  it  has  as  yet 
been  impossible  to  fill  the  position.  Dr.  Conant  had  been  three 
years  in  a  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  and  three  years  in  a 
State  Reformatory,  and  brought  to  the  worfc  the  results  of  her 
valuable  experience  and  a  personality  peculiarly  well  fitted  for 
institutional  life.  In  her  report  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  treatment  administered  for  syphilis  and  gonorrhoea  and  the 
results  so  far  obtained.    Through  the  generosity  of  the  Bureau  of 
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Social  Hygiene  and  the  very  cordial  cooperation  of  Dr.  Edith  IL 
Spaulding,  Director  of  the  Psychopathic  Hospital  of  this  Bureau^ 
opportunity  has  been  afforded  for  the  administration  of  diarsenol 
to  eighty-seven  of  our  inmates.  Arrangement  has  been  made  for 
the  installation  of  suitable  equipment  at  our  hospital,  and  diaiv 
senol  has  been  ordered,  so  that  it  will  be  possible  for  the  Reforma- 
tory to  continue  this  highly  importaxit  treatment  in  the  near 
future. 

There  is  urgent  need  for  more  extensive  dental  work.  A 
request  has  been  made  for  the  allowance  of  a  dentist  who  shall 
take  care,  at  State  expense,  not  only  of  the  extractions,  as  at 
present,  but  of  the  fillings  and  other  necessaiy  work.  The  servicer 
of  a  regular  visiting  oculist  are  also  much  desired  and  have  been 
asked  for.  The  importimce  of  the  work  in  these  departments^ 
especially  in  connection  with  the  venereal  disease  cases,  cannot 
be  over  estimated. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  excellent.  Dr. 
Chapman,  Dr.  Coopernail  nnd  Dr.  Briggs  have  continued  as 
consulting  surgeons,  and  Dr.  Vaughan  has  joined  them  as  assistant 
surgeon.  Dr.  Coopernail  entered  the  Federal  service  in  August, 
1917,  and  with  the  close  of  the  year  Dr.  Briggs  also  has  gone  into 
the  war  work,  leaving  Dr.  Chafmian  and  Dr.  Vaughan  to  care  for 
our  needs  alone  as  well  as  greatly  increasing  the  demands  upon 
them  in  the  community  outside.  It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  grati- 
tude that  acknowledgment  is  made  here  of  their  very  skillful 
services  so  willingly  and  nbly  rendered. 

The  activities  in  improvement  and  repairs  on  grounds  and 
buildings  have  been  <iontinued.  The  road  to  the  Fann  Group 
was  completed  and  consideral)le  repair  work  done  on  the  road 
from  the  entrance  to  the  Administration  Building.  The  old  ceme- 
tery was  plotted  out,  graded,  seeded,  and  a  wall  placed  around  it. 
Seveial  hundred  pine,  spruce  and  larch  trees  were  secured  from 
the  State  Conservation  Commission  and  planted  on  different  sec- 
tions of  the  grounds.  A  small  appropriation  for  fire  apparatus 
was  expendeil  and  fire  extinguishei-s  were  supplied  to  all  cottages 
and  principal  buildings.  A  large  amount  of  repair  work  in  plas- 
tering was  done  at  Turner,  Kobertson,  Cowdin,  Cromwell  an^l 
the  Xurseiy.     The  Administration  Building,  Huntington,   and 
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Cribbong  were  entirely  repainted  by  the  girls  upon  the  completion 
of  the  rewiring  of  the  lower  campus  group,  and  after  the  pointing 
up  of  the  brick  and  mason  wort  in  connection  with  the  roofs  and 
gutters  at  Gowdin,  this  cottage  al&o  was  repainted.  Repairs  to 
plastering  were  made  in  the  chapel  and  the  chapel  was  repainted. 
The  old  heating  system  was  removed  from  the  ba.sement  of  the 
srtor^ouse  and  a  cement  floor  laid  by  the  girls,  thus  affording 
considerable  additional  storage  facilities.  A  chlorinating  appa- 
ratus in  connection  with  our  water  supply  was  })ut  in  at  the  pump- 
ing station  in  the  power  house  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  A  Ford  station  bus,  accom- 
modating nine  passengers,  was  put  in  oi)eration  in  November 
and  has  proved  itself  very  valuable  in  the  handling  of  passengers 
and  freight.  Ne\v  laundry  equipment  was  installed  in  the  old 
laundry  for  use  until  such  time  as  a  new  and  adequate  laundry 
can  be  built.  Bids  for  remodeling  part  of  the  old  laundry  for 
refrigerating  and  cold  storage  purposes  were  advertised  for  but 
the  bids  exceeded  the  appropriation.  An  additional  appropriation 
was  secured  last  spring  and  the  contract  has  now  been  let  for  this 
much  needed  addition. 

The  development  of  war  activities  has  1)rought  about  a  number 
of  changes  in  the  Institution.  It  has  required  various  economies 
in  food,  coal  and  other  commodities,  and  has  given  opportunity 
for  self-development  through  service  and  adaptation  to  new  con- 
ditions. The  reductions  necessary  in  flour,  sugar  and  meat  struck 
the  vital  siKrts  of  the  Institution's  food  supply.  It  required  much 
thought  and  care  on  the  part  of  our  girl  cooks  under  the  super- 
rision  of  officers,  and  patience  and  forbearance  on  the  part 
of  the  rest  of  the  girls  until  satisfactory  results  could  be  obtained. 
No  supplies  were  issued  to  the  cooking  school  but  the  cottages 
in  turn  sent  their  supplies  to  the  school  to  be  cooked,  or  the 
teacher  went  to  the  cottage  to  take  charge  for  the  day.  A  sense 
of  pride  waa  developed  in  the  girls  in  making  as  great  savings 
as  possible  in  the  use  of  coal  and  all  ashes  were  carefully  sifted. 
Eveiy  change  necessitated  an  extra  effort  for  the  girls  and  every 
effort  was  made  willingly  and  cheerfully.  Their  patriotism  was 
put  to  a  practical  test.  Eighty-five  of  them  joined  the  Red  €ross, 
thev  sutecribed  over  a  hundred  dollars  to  war  activities,  they

knitted  1,028  articles  and  made  488  garments,  besides  most  faith- 
ful  and  efficient  work  on  the  farm.  Mrs.  Julianna  Cutting  writes, 
"  I  think  this  would  be  an  appropriate  time  for  me  to  express 
for  the  Knitting  and  Comfort  Kits'  Committee  of  the  New  York 
and  New  Jersey  Section,  Women's  Department  of  the  National 
Civic  Federation,  its  appreciation  of  the  work  turned  out  at  Bed- 
ford. Not  only  has  the  output  been  very  large,  but  the  quality  of 
the  work  is  uniformly  of  the  highest  and  reflects  the  greatest  credit 
on  the  workers." 

The  time  has  been  particularly  opportune  for  the  promotion 
of  high  standards  of  work  and  of  living,  and  there  was  established 
a  society  composed  of  all  the  cottage  girls'  for  the  development 
of  a  sense  of  personal  responsibility  and  a  feeling  of  social 
obligation.  The  initial  step  was  the  coming  of  the  girls  to  chapel 
unaccompanied  by  the  officers  and  the  dismissal  after  service  by 
the  girls'  themselves.  This  first  privil^e  for  the  five  months  of 
its  existence  has  not  in  a  single  instance  been  abused,  and  there 
has  been  inspired  a  general  feeling  of  dignity  and  self  respect 
which  would  be  difficult  to  describe.  Another  privil^e  is  the 
assemblying  of  the  girls  on  the  campus  for  an  hour  and  a  half 
every  Sunday  evening  under  no  supervision  whatever.  This 
affords  an  opportunity  for  natural  and  friendly  intercourse,  and 
the  privilege  is  as  jealously  guarded  as  it  is  highly  prized.  When 
the  period  closes,  at  the  sound  of  the  bell  every  face  is  turned 
to  the  center  of  the  campus,  the  pledge  of  allegiance  is  given  to 
the  flag,  and  the  cottage  groups  gather  and  walk  quickly  and 
quietly  away. 

In  closing  this  report  I  want  to  make  mention  of  the  faithful 
services  of  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  Institution  to  whose 
loyal  and  hearty  cooperation  in  large  measure  is  attributable 
whatever  progress  has  been  accomplished.

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MEDICAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 
JUNE  30,  1918 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers: 

Ladies  and  Oentlemen. —  During  the  year  137  girls  were 
received,  eight  of  them  with  infants.  There  were  five  second 
commitments.  Beside  these,  twenty-five  were  returned  for  viola- 
tion of  their  parole  and  two  of  these  had  infants.  All  of  these 
were  quarantined  for  two  weeks  at  least. 

The  Hospital  has  cared  for  sixty-six  girls  from  the  campus 
and  received  ten  mothers  and  infants  for  quarantine,  seven  of 
these  being  new  commitments,  two  girls  who  had  violated  their 
parole,  and  one  a  mother  and  infant  who  were  awaiting  a  change 
of  place.  One  mother  and  infant  were  quarantined  at  the  nursery. 
Three  babies  were  sent  to  the  Hospital  while  the  mother  was  back 
for  a  change  of  place  or  other  reason,  and  two  were  sick.  For 
several  months  while  the  nursery  was  being  repla&tered  the  Hos- 
pital kept  several  of  the  mothers  and  infants  so  that  there  might 
be  a  few  vacant  rooms  for  the  convenience  of  the  masons  and  the 
relief  of  the  matron.  One  very  delicate  and  deformed  baby  was 
cared  most  attentively  at  the  Hospital  from  its  birth  until  March 
3d,  a  period  of  twenty-three  months,  when  it  was  discharged  with 
the  mother.  The  child  soon  died  of  neglect.  Eight  oflScers  were 
received  and  treated  at  the  Hospital. 

There  were  several  slight  operations  at  the  Hospital.  One 
breast  abscess  was  opened,  two  Bartholinian  glands  incised,  and 
granulation  tissue  removed  from  an  ingrowing  toe  nail.  There 
was  one  dilatation  and  curettement  for  an  incomplete  abortion. 

Ten  of  the  eleven  babies  bom  at  the  Hospital  are  now  in  the 
institution  and  very  well.  One  went  out  with  the  mother  when 
she  was  free.  There  were  three  miscarriages.  Dr.  Chapman  was 
called  for  one  difficult  forceps  case.     Th«  general  health  of  the 
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babies  at  the  nursery  has  been  very  good.     There  have  been  two 
cases'  of  tubercular  glands  on  the  neck. 

Since  Dr.  Coopemail  entered  the  army,  Dr.  Charles  F.  Chap- 
man and  Dr.  E.  F.  Briggs  have  each  taken  six  months  of  the 
consultation'and  operative  work  of  the  Institution,  and  Dr.  F.  E. 
Vaughan  has  been  appointed  assistant  to  both.  The  help  of  these 
physicians,  which  is  always  so  cordially  given  in  any  case,  is 
greatly  appreciated. 

The  dental  work  since  last  February  has  been  all  done  at  the 
Hospital.  After  Dr.  Williams  entered  the  army,  Dr.  Searles  took 
his  place  and  now,  as  he  too,  enters  the  army.  Dr.  Scofield  of 
Bedford  has  assumed  the  care  of  the  girl's*  teeth.  Since  February 
an  entire  day  each  week  has  been  given  up  to  the  dental  work. 
It  is  a  great  pity  that  so  many  teeth  have  to  be  extracted  when 
they  could  be  saved  by  treatment  or  filling,  if  there  were  any 
appropriation  to  cover  this  expense.  If  the  girls  can  get  money 
from  home  or  can  eani  it  here,  they  have  their  teeth  filled,  bat 
there  are  many  who  have  no  money  and  can  get  none.  It  is 
especially  essential  that  the  mouths  of  specific  cases  should  be 
kept  in  good  condition.  At  present  <Hily  the  extraction  of  the  teeth 
is  paid  for  by  the  State.  In  all  there  were  449  teeth  extracted, 
148  filled,  62  treated,  and  20  girls  had  their  teeth  cleaned.  There 
were  four  gold  crowns,  and  three  plates  made,  two  bridges  and 
two  pivot  teeth  set,  and  four  abeeosses  of  the  mouth  lanced. 

There  were  four  deaths  during  the  year,  three  infants  and  one 
adult.  Two  infants  died  of  malassimilation,  one  at  six  weeks  and 
the  other  at  four  months.  The  mother  of  the  latter  case  was  a 
drug  user  who  became  actively  syphilitic  The  infant  that  died 
of  tubercular  meningitis  was  undoubtedly  infected  before  coming 
to  the  Institution.  The  father  was  an  advanced  case  of  tubercu- 
losis and  for  three  months  the  child  lived  amid  the  most  unsani- 
tary conditions.  The  death  from  syphilitic  meningitis  occurred 
in  a  woman  twenty-nine  years  old  who  had  had  syphilis  for  dieven 
years.

One  case  of  appendicitis  with  pelvic  complications  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Woman's  Hospital  in  New  York  City  for  operation. 

Thirteen  girls  were  taken  to  the  Manhattan  Eye  and  Ear 
Clinic  and  fitted  to  glasses.  This  required  nineteen  trips  to  the 
city.  One  girl,  nearly  blind  from  an  old  trachoma,  was  taken 
to  the  Manhattan  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital  for  operation.  She 
refused  to  allow  the  physicians  to  do  all  that  they  wished.  Now 
that  she  begins  to  realize  the  improvement  from  what  has  been 
done,  she  is  anxious  to  have  the  work  completed.  One  case  was 
taken  to  this  clinic  for  an  examination  of  the  throat.  Another 
girl  was  taken  to  the  orthopedic  clinic  twelve  times*  for  treat- 
ment of  a  tubercular  elbow. 

There  are  many  girls  whose  eyes  should  be  fitted  to  glasses  and 
yet  it  is  inadvisable  to  take  them  badr  and  forth  to  the  city.  It 
would  he  far  better  if  the  Reformatory  could  get  an  oculist  to  come 
to  the  institution  and  examine  the  cases  here. 

One  epileptic  case  was  transferred  to  another  institution  for 
treatment  and  four  tubercular  cases.     Ten  insane  patients  were 
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taken  to  the  Matteawan  State  Hospital.  Three  of  these  were 
transferred  from  the  Psychopathic  Hospital. 

On  July  1,  1917,  there  were  thirty-three  infants  in  the  institu- 
tion. During  the  year  there  were  eleven  hirths,  eight  infants 
admitted  and  two  returned  with  their  mothers.  Twenty-four 
have  gone  out  and  three  have  died,  so  that  on  July  1,  1918,  there 
are  twenty-seven  infants  in  the  institution.  Eighteen  of  these 
were  bom  in  the  institution  and  nine  T)efore  the  mother  was 
committed. 

The  proper  treatment  of  the  cases  of  gonorrhoea  is  quite  a 
problem.  All  new  admissions  are  examined  very  carefully  relative 
to  previous  infection,  present  symptoms,  microscopical  findings 
and  blood  reactions.  Gonorrhoea  patients  are  kept  in  quarantine 
a  month.  As  soon  as  the  diagnosis  is  made  the  cases  are  put  on 
treatment  and  it  is  continued  until  symptoms  disappear  and  slides 
are  negative.  The  girls  are  then  allowed  to  take  up  the  general 
woit  of  the  institution.  While  under  treatment  they  do  only  some 
parts  of  the  farm  work.  Since  October,  296  slides  have  been 
examined  for  gonococci  and  during  the  same  time  there  have 
been  2,503  antiseptic  douches  given  and  1,838  local  treatments. 
On  June  30th,  40  girls'  are  receiving  treatment,  28  of  them  have 
come  in  since  December  1,  1917. 

Dr.  Edith  R.  Spaulding  has  administered  diarsenol  to  77  girls 
from  the  campus  and  to  10  girls  who  were  patients  at  the 
Psychopathic  Hospital,  making  87  in  all.  Usually  five  doses 
were  given  in  increasing  dosage  until  about  2.5  grammes  had  been 
given.  It  was  not  possible  to  treat  all  the  cases  with  diarsenol, 
so  seventy-two  received  a  series  of  ten  hypodermics  of  mercury 
salicylate,  usually  one  grain  dose.  Ten  hypodermics  were  also 
given  to  the  girls  who  were  taking  the  diarsenol,  so  that  a  total 
of  1,362  hypodermics  have  been  given.  These  were  only  given  to 
those  whose  blood  was  or  had  been  2+  or  more.  The 
1  +  cases  were  given  the  protiodide  and  potassium  iodide  for  short 
periods.  In  all,  177  girls  received  specific  treatment  of  some 
kind. 

There  were  445  specimens  of  blood  taken  and  sent  to  the  New 
York  branch  of  the  State  Laboratory,  for  the  Wasserman  and 
gonorrhoea  fixation  tests.     Two  of  the  137  girls  admitted  were 
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discharged  by  court  before  the  blood  had  been  tested.    Of  the  135, 
the  results  were  as  follows :

A  series  of  ten  hypodermics  of  mercury  salicylate  was  given 
to  other  cases  and  in  46  of  these  the  blood  was  tested  in  June  with 
the  following  result :

These  tests  are  fairly  indicative  of  the  general  physical 
improvement  following  the  treatment,  which  is  much  more  notice- 
able in  some  cases  than  in  others.  The  girls  are  anxious'  to  get 
the  treatment,  especially  the  diarsenol,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
before  many  months  we  can  give  the  diarsenol  on  the  campus. 

According  to  the  most  recent  tests  of  the  blood,  there  were 
in  the  institution  on  June  30,  1918,  198  who  were  negative,  29 
doubtful,  18  one+,  19  two+,  16  three+,  and  49  four+.

SCHOOL  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1918 


There  has  been  only  one  change  in  the  teaching  staff  —  Miss 
Brendel,  a  graduate  of  Thomas  Normal,  Detroit,  took  charge  of 
the  gymnasium  classes  in  September.  In  addition  to  the  regular 
staff  there  have  been  three  teachers  as  supplies  during  vacations 
and  thirteen  assistant  matrons  have  been  assigned  to  school  for 
periods  of  varying  length,  chiefly  to  direct  groups  of  outdoor 
workers. 

The  following  statement  as  to  public  school  grades  which  had 
been  attained  by  the  girls  committed  during  the  year  gives  some 
idea  as  to  material  with  which  we  have  to  work :

The  schedule  of  classes  and  the  work  done  in  them  is  practically 
the  same  as  last  year's,  except  for  changes  in  music  and  cooking 
classes.  During  the  winter  the  music  classes  were  all  held  in 
the  school  building  during  school  hours.  Although  this  has  been 
beneficial  in  certain  ways,  it  is  most  distracting  to  certain  classes 
and  breaks  into  school  and  industrial  classes. 

During  the  winter  supplies  seemed  to  become  more  scarce  and 
since  February,  almost  nothing  has  been  issued  to  cooking  classes. 
It  has  been  possible  to  continue  the  instruction  through  coopera- 
tion with  the  cottages;  three  days  a  week  the  materials  for  the 
noon  and  evening  meals  are  sent  to  school,  the  meals  prepared 
there  and  returned  to  the  cottage.  On  two  days  a  week  cooking 
classes  are  dismissed  and  Miss  Murray  takes  charge  of  a  cottage 
kitchen,  having  the  work  done  by  the  girls  of  that  cottage  who  are 
in  her  classes.  During  April,  an  average  month.  Miss  Murray's 
girls  took  charge  of  the  cooking  and  serving  in  seven  different  cot- 
tages and  the  meals  were  prepared  in  school  for  thirteen  cottages. 

The  school  terms  have  been  four  months  in  length.  This  year 
it  was  decided  to  have  them  shortened  to  three  months  which  will 
give  a  larger  number  of  girls  an  opportunity  to  learn  the  different 
kinds  of  school  and  house  woik.  The  new  classes  and  changes  in 
house  workers  now  go  into  effect  in  the  middle  of  February,  May, 
August  and  November.  This  arrangement  fits  in  well  with  sea- 
sons for  outdoor  woi4c.  Another  change  in  school  schedule  is  that 
classes  are  in  session  six  days  a  week  instead  of  five,  as  has  been 
the  case  for  the  past  three  or  four  years.  For  three  months  the 
sewing  classes  are  dismissed  on  Wednesday  and  held  on  Saturday 
while  school  and  cooking  classes  are  held  on  Wednesday  and  dis- 
missed on  Saturday.  For  the  next  three  months  the  order  is 
reversed  and  classes  which  have  been  held  the  five  consecutive 
days*  are  dismissed  on  Wednesday  and  held  on  Saturday.  One 
good  result  of  this  plan  is  that  the  idle  population  in  the  cottages 
on  Saturday  is  decreased. 

In  February,  Miss  Winspear,  head  teacher  of  sewing,  was  given 
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an  assistant.  This  was  necessary  because  of  the  large  amount  of 
work  entailed  in  teaching  tailoring  in  addition  to  ordinary  sewing, 
besides  being  responsible  for  the  cutting  of  the  garments  to  be 
made  in  other  classes.  Miss  Martin  now  takes"  charge  of  the  cut- 
ting and  also  helps  Miss  Winspear  with  class  instruction. 

In  addition  to  a  monthly  meeting  of  all  the  classes  for  a  talk 
on  Current  Events,  we  have  had  special  programs  on  the  birthday 
anniversaries  of  Washington,  Lincoln,  Bums,  on  Liberty  Day  and 
Flag  Day. 

Improvements  and  New  Equipment 

The  bridk  walls  of  the  music  room  have  been  painted  and  a 
door  now  separates  this  room  from  the  rest  of  the  building.  Ten 
small  electric  stoves  have  been  installed  in  cooking  class  depart- 
ment. A  new  Singer  sewing  machine  has  been  purchased.  In 
the  last  annual  report  mention  was  made  of  the  inadequate  accom- 
modations for  the  school  shop.  In  Eebniary  the  work  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  school  building  to  a  large  room  in  Rebecca  Hall 
which  is  well  suited  to  this  use.  The  shop  work  is  being  done  by 
the  disciplinary  cases  in  that  building  and  is  proving  an  excellent 
occupation  for  them. 

Library 

In  July  a  collection  of  seventy-nine  selected  books  was  loaned 
us  by  the  New  York  Public  Library.  These  books  are  issued 
only  to  officers  and  to  the  girls  in  the  highest  grades.  In  Sep- 
tember we  received  from  the  same  source  seventy-five  used  books 
for  a  permanent  addition  to  our  library.  Most  of  the  care  of  the 
library  has  been  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Decker  this  year.  At  least 
twenty-five  sets  of  fifty  books  each  have  been  issued  to  the  cottages.

The  higher  grades  in  school  have  made  all  the  envelopes 
(manilla)  used  in  the  offices ;  the  multigraph  has  printed  many  of 
the  forms  needed  in  the  institution  and  all  of  the  programs. 
Miss  Murray  has  compiled  a  collection  of  war-time  recipes  and 
menus;  copies  of  this  have  been  printed  on  the  multigraph  and 
the  collection  is  given  to  girls  going  out  on  parole.  Four  hundred 
Christmas  candy  boxes  were  made  and  painted.  As  we  had  no 
girifl  who  understood  decorating  these,  Mi&s  Coventry  formed  a 
Saturday  morning  class  which  met  for  several  weeks  to  learn 
to  use  water  colors;  the  result  was  a  very  creditable  array  of 
boxes. 
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Red  Cross  Work 

Sewing. —  The  garments  have  been  sent  us  by  the  Mt  Eisca 
Chapter.  While  our  results  do  not  seem  large,  we  have  been  said 
to  be  the  most  important  auxiliaiy  of  the  branch.  The  credit  for 
this  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  about  twelve  of  the  best  sewers  among 
the  girls  who  have  come  to  the  school  on  holidays  and  evenings 
and  have  taken  work  to  the  cottages,  and  to  a  few  of  the  teachers 
who  have  helped  occasionally.  Many  of  the  most  difficult  ga^ 
ments  have  been  made  by  assistant  matrons  assigned  to  school  on 
days  when  there  was  no  outdoor  work. 

The  knitting  has  been  done  by  many  officers  and  teachers  and 
by  at  least  a  hundred  cottage  girls.  In  addition  to  a  source  of 
material  mentioned  elsewhere  in  the  report,  large  supplies  of  wool 
have  been  sent  us  by  Mrs.  Bishop  and  by  the  Church  Mission  of 
Help.  The  knitting  has  been  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Grover, 
followed  by  Miss  Winspear,  and  of  Miss  Fischer.  Of  one  con- 
signment of  several  dozen  pairs  of  so<is  sent  to  the  New  York 
City  Eed  Cross  Branch,  Mrs*.  Bishop  received  a  report  which 
said  that  the  work  met  the  requirements  in  every  way. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  statement  on  Funds,  we  have  assisted  the 
Eed  Cross  by  donations  also.

The  girls  have  contributed  three  and  three-fourths  pounds  of 
tin  and  lead  foil  which  has  been  given  to  the  Eed  Cross  in  New 
York  City. 

Funds. —  With  money  made  on  basketry  last  year  a  large  flag 
was  provided  for  Miss  Winspear^s  classroom  at  cost  of  $11.98. 
On  hand,  $6.53. 

From  a  fund  which  began  with  Mr.  Gillespie's  contribution  of 
ten  dollars,  from  which  we  originally  bought  materials  for  fancy 
work  for  the  girls'  leisure  time,  we  spent  $11.90  for  knitting 
needles  and  $2.28  for  crochet  cotton.    On  hand,  $4.60. 

From  a  fund  raised  among  the  officers  there  have  been  at  least 
sixty-four  pieces  of  bed  linen  contributed,  and  $4.32  for  knitting 
needles.    On  hand,  $18.09. 

During  the  summer  Dr.  Briggs  of  Bedford  Hills  gave  an  even- 
ing course  in  First  Aid  to  a  group  of  officers  and  teachers,  each 
of  whom  contributed  two  dollars.  As  Dr.  Briggs  would  accept 
no  compensation  and  as  the  cost  of  materials  was  trifling,  there 
remained  $21,00.  By  general  consent  this  money  was  invested 
in  three  dollars'  worth  of  needles  and  eighteen  dollars'  worth  of 
wool  for  socks.  The  money  for  wool  is  on  deposit  in  Red  Cross 
Branch,  New  York  City,  and  as  completed  socks  are  returned 
to  this  branch,  more  wool  is  sent  us. 

In  April  Mrs.  Turner,  Miss  Towey  and  Miss  Bowker  gave  a 
party  in  the  gymnasium.  Everyone  contributed  at  least  twenty- 
five  cents.  The  amount  received,  $27.55,  was  divided  equally 
between  the  Katonah  and  Bedford  Hills  Red  Cross  Chapters. 

One  of  the  girls  has  considerable  ability  at  rhyming.  Having 
no  money  to  contribute,  she  suggested  selling  her  local  hits. 
These  have  been  made  into  a  collection  and  are  being  sold  for 
ten  cents  a  set.  Ten  dollars  realized  from  the  sale  was  contributed 
to  the  Second  Red  Cross  Fund  and  any  balance  will  be  given  to 
local  chapters. 
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DiSOIPLINE 

With  the  exception  of  one  rebellious  girl  who  had  to  be  dis- 
missed from  school,  we  have  had  a  peaceful  year.  It  has  also 
been  profitable,  I  trust.  I  am  grateful  for  having  in  school  a 
corps  of  capable,  earnest,  experienced  teachers  and  also  for  the 
strong  support  and  thoughtful  direction  we  have  had  from  our 
Superintendent  and  her  assistants'.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Netv  York  State  Reforvfiatortf 
for  Women  at  Bedford  Hills,  N.  Y.: 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  the  Laboratory  of  Social 
Hygiene  has  continued  its  services  to  the  Keformatory  along  the 
same  lines  as  in  other  years.  No  work  with  other  penal  groupe 
has  been  undertaken  this  year,  but  much  time  and  attentieoa.  have 
been  given  to  the  organization  and  interpr-etation  of  data  alceady^ 
secured  from  this  Beformatory  and  from  other  groups  of  delin- 
quent women.  The  results  of  this  study  will  appear  shortly  in 
book  form  and  will  constitute  a  detailed  account  of  the  maia  lines 
of  investigation  carried  through  by  this  Laboratory  and  the  gen- 
eral conclusions  reached  therefrom. 

In  the  present  brief  report  we  shall  confine  ourselves  to  a  state- 
ment from  the  psychological  jjoint  of  view  of  the- chief  clwract^- 
i&tics  of  the  group  of  women  received  during  this  fiscal  year.  As 
in  previous  years,  we  shall  not  attempt  to  summarize  the  results 
of  the  careful  and  thorough  sociological  investigations  conducted 
by  the  Laboratory,  since  the  data  thus  secured  are  incorporated  in 
the  various  statistical  tables  of  the  report  of  the  Beformatory,  and 
it  seems  undesirable  to  duplicate  this  material. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  staff  meetings  have  been  continued 
throughout  this  year,  at  which  meetings  each  new  admission  has 
been  discussed,  with  reports  (1)  from  the  various  members  of  the 
Laboratory  staff  who  have  come  in  contact  with  her,  (2)  from  one 
of  the  psychiatrists  of  the  Psychopathic  Hospital,  and  (3)  from 
the  representatives  of  the  Beformatory,  including  the  resident 
physician,  and  the  matron  of  the  reception  cottage,  and  any  other 
members  of  the  Beformatory  staff  who  have  seen  enough  of  the 
woman  at  this  time  to  contribute  to  the  understanding  of  her.  In 
this  way  a  large  body  of  information  concerning  each  new  inmate 
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h^  been  pvt  hi  tibe  hands  of  tbe  Supexdntendent  of  the  Refontia- 
t«Ky  taad  lier  AaBodates  early  in  the  womsm'fi  in&titutnnftftl  eKse&r, 
be&ce  much  oouU  tittherwise  be  iknewn  about  her.  SteiEragraphie 
reooffd  has  been  fc^t  of  tiie  staff  loeetmg  dkcusiionfi,  and  a  type- 
wzitteEii  tofff  of  eaeh  report  aent  to  the  Snpermtoident  of  the 
Bafoftmatory,  for  her  refer^ice  in  conneetion  with  the  practieal 
hand^.ing  of  the  case. 

Aa  in  other  ymaiB  ih&Be  has  been  evidenee  of  fsrequent  reference 
on  the  part  of  the  Beformatory  anthoritieB  to  the  detaik  of  tbe 
soeiokigieal  inTeetigation.  In  faet^  this  in&maatiocL  has  -consti- 
tuted tiie  solid  foundation  of  the  factual  knowledge  avail&Ue  ooo:!' 
earning  each  womfm,  and  as  Bxuk  has  been  consiiited  at  every 
turn.  The  superiority  of  &wAl  a  body  of  facts  oi^er  the  best  infer- 
maidon  ordinarily  arvailaUe  csoucoming  imnictefi  of  the  penal  insti- 
tution&'  can  only  be  appseciated  by  oaoie  who  has  had  oppoctunity 
to  eeanfMCDe  dada  based  on  careful  investigation  wrth  that  founded 
only  upon  a  woman's  statement  eeneermug  heraeM .  Buch  fuller 
knowledge  coneemiiig  the  women  and  Iheir  baeikground  has,  we 
telieve,  afforded  a  basis  for  a  more  intelligent  handling  of  their 
cases. 

The  ekief  use  made  of  the  psychological  data,  so  far  as  it  was 
possible  for  us  to  judge,  has  been  in  eonueetion  with  transfer  of 
cases  of  low  intelligence  to  institutions  for  the  feeble-mfciMifid. 
Since  the  opportunities  for  such  transfers  are  so  few,  compared 
with  the  number  of  cases  for  whom  such  action  is  desirable,  cases 
of  transfer  have  been  taken  mainly  from  the  older  admissiona 
reported  upon  by  the  Laboratory  prior  to  the  present  year.  In 
every  such  case  a  diagnostic  ertatement  was  furnished  by  the  Labo- 
ratory, at  the  jpequest  of  the  Reformatory  authorities.    . 

It  should  be  noted,  also,  that  a  summary  of  the  report  from  the 
Laboratory,  covering  both  tlie  sociological  investigation  and  ^he 
psychological  examination,  is  included  in  the  infoxmation  sub- 
mitted to  the  Eoard  of  Managers  when  a  case  is  oooasideped  for 
parda  In  fact,  the  data  furnished  to  the  Eeformatory  up  to  the 
present  time  will  make  it  poissible  for  them  to  continue  such  use  of 
the  Laboratory  findings  for  a  considerable  period  of  time,  even 
though  the  similar  study  of  incoming  cases  has  stopped. 

The  diretation  in  which  we  have  felt  the  rajost  need  of  devdop- 
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ment  in  the  constructive  use  of  the  findings  of  such  a  study, 
whether  .made  by  the  Laboratory  or  by  special  investigators  for  the 
Reformatory,  is  in  connection  with  adjustments  in  behalf  of  cases 
who  are  among  the  more  promising,  intellectually  or  otherwise. 
As  we  indicated  in  our  report  of  last  year,  the  presence  of  large 
numbers*  of  dull  and  even  defective  cases  in  the  group  tends  to 
divert  all  the  attention  to  their  problem.  Until  this  problem  is 
solved  in  some  measure,  therefore,  it  seems  unlikely  that  the 
genuine  Reformatory  problem  will  be  thoroughly  grappled  with. 

For  this  reason  we  shall  again  stress  the  numbers  in  the  Reform- 
atory who  appear  of  sufficiently  low-grade  intelligence  to  require, 
in  our  judgment,  either  permanent  custodial  care  or  very  special 
supervision  outside  an  institution.  We  cannot,  however,  empha- 
size too  strongly  the  fact  that  we  do  not  thereby  wish  to  imply  that 
this  is  the  sole,  or  the  most  important,  problem  of  the  Reformatory. 
We  look  upon  it  merely  as  one  which  should  be  made  at  least  less 
acute,  through  proper  State  provision  for  the  defective  ddinquent 
group,  in  order  that  the  remaining  cases  may  be  more  satisfac- 
torily handled. 

In  the  following  table  (Table  I)  we  present  figures  showing  the 
number  and  per  cents  of  cases  whom  we  consider  as  falling  in  the 
classes  of  feeble-minded,  border-line,  dull  normal,  normal  or 
average,  and  superior.

1  We  have  included  here  all  caf«e8  examined  by  us  during  the  year,  by  whatever 
method,  and  whether  handicapped  by  language  difficulty  or  not,  since  our  final 
conclusion  regarding  a  case  took  all  Buch  factors  into  account  Fourteen  cases 
received  during  the  year  were  not  examined,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  and  are 
therefore  not  included  in  the  above  figures.  Since  the  reasons  for  their  omission 
were  various  we  feel  they  do  not  affect  the  general  character  of  the  distribution. 
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As  in  other  years  our  tendency  has  been  to  judge  with  leniency, 
making  allowance  for  the  handicaps,  educational  and  otherwise, 
which  may  have  aflFected  the  woman  in  question.  We  may  have 
been  over-lenient  in  this  allowance,  but  we  have  felt  that  it  was 
unnecessary  to  split  hairs  with  regard  to  the  exact  line  of  differ- 
entiation for  feeble-mindedness,  until  some  approximation  to 
adequate  provision  has  been  furnished  for  those  cases  not  open  to 
question.  The  classification  given  in  the  above  table  is  based  on 
(1)  consideration  of  performance  in  mental  examinations,  (2) 
reference  to  the  social  history,  and  (3)  the  total  impression  made 
on  the  examiner.  We  feel  that  the  boundaries  of  the  group  which 
we  have  designated  as  "  Intellectually  Normal  or  Average  "  are  to 
a  special  degree  tentative,  since  there  is  at  hand  no  body  of  data 
on  the  "  average  adult  " — and  more  especially  "  the  average 
woman  adult " —  for  comparison.  We  may  well  have  rated  the 
intelligence  of  the  average  human  being  too  high  or  too  low,  and 
thus  have  too  many  or  too  few  in  the  classes  of  "  dull  normal " 
and  "  intellectually  superior,"  respectively.  These  finer  dividing 
lines  do  not  concern  us,  however,  since  we  assume,  for  the  present 
at  least,  that  all  cases  of  dull  normal  range  or  above  can  safely  be 
trusted  in  the  community,  so  far  as  their  intelligence  alone  is 
concerned. 

We  would  call  attention  particularly  to  the  group  which  we  have 
considered  feeble-minded,  which  constitutes,  even  on  the  basis  of 
our  very  lenient  judgment,  26.8  per  cent  of  the  whole  group  under 
consideration.  Reference  to  our  report  of  last  year  (see  Table  II, 
p.  50,  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Reformatory)  shows  that 
we  classed  30.3  per  cent  as  feeble-minded.  It  would  appear,  there- 
fore, that  there  has  been  no  important  change  in  this  respect  dur- 
ing the  current  year,  the  slight  apparent  reduction  being  too  small 
to  emphasize. 

For  purposes  of  comparison  with  other  groups  we  offer  also  the 
following  data  (Table  II)  showing  the  actual  rating  in  terms  of 
mental  age,  as  measured  by  the  Stanford  Revision  of  the  Binet- 
Simon  Scale,  of  105  English-speaking  cases  who  were  given  this 
scale  during  the  year.  A  few  English-speaking  cases,  whom  it  was 
necessary  to  examine  very  hastily,  were  given  the  Yerkes-Bridges 
Point  Scale  and  are  not  included  in  these  figures.     Where  time 
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penuitted  we  hifve  prefecred  the  Stdafoxd  Bevkion,  siOKse  it  has 
pnyv«d  more  satisfactory  as  a  ineaeEa]>e  of  the  ranilcedly  superior

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ing  cases  abova  This  data,  therefore,  like  that  cited  earlier  repre- 
senting our  final  judgment  based  on  a  variety  of  factors,  tends  to 
emphasize  the  fact  that  our  group  on  the  whole  is  inferior  to  the 
.general  population,  though  it  contains  representatives  of  a  wide 
range  of  intelligence  from  very  low-grade  to  almost  the  highest 
measured  by  the  scale.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PSYCHOPATHIC  HOSPITAL 

OF  THE  LABORATORY  OF  SOCIAL  HYGIENE, 

JULY  I,  1918 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York  State  Reformatory 
for  Women,  at  Bedford  11  ills.  New  York: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen. —  The  Psychopathic  Hospital  which 
first  admitted  patients  from  the  Reformatory  on  September  30, 
1916,  closed  June  30,  1918.  During  the  year  which  ended  June 
30,  1918,  there  were  twenty  admissions  to  the  hospital.  Of  these, 
three  cases'  were  admitted  for  lumbar  puncture  only,  while  sixteen 
came  as  permanent  patients  and  one  as  a  worker.  In  all,  thirty- 
one  women  were  cared  for  during  the  year,  including  twenty-five 
patients  and  six  workers.  The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the 
twenty-five  cases  treated,  a  detailed  report  of  which  will  be  made 
elsewhere:  Two  cases  transferred  to  the  Matteawan  Hospital 
diagnosed  as  allied  to  dementia  praecox  and  allied  to  manic- 
depressive  psychoses,  respectively;  one  case  with  manic-depres- 
sive temperament;  three  cases  of  neuroses,  one  of  these  being  a 
pathological  liar;  one  case  of  pathological  stealing,  presenting  a 
compulsion  neurosis;  one  case  of  epilepsy  with  hysteroid  mani- 
festations ;  three  cases  of  pathological  lying,  with  a  background  of 
a  neurotic  constitution  in  one  case  and  a  questionable  psychosis  in 
two;  one  case  of  neuro-syphilis ;  three  cases  in  which  a  lumbar 
puncture  showed  negative  results;  two  cases  showing  deteriora- 
tion, one  from  alcohol  and  the  second  from  alcohol,  a  probable 
neuro-syphilis  and  many  years  of  prostitution;  seven  cases  of 
psychopathic  personality  with  a  varied  assortment  of  traits  and 
trends,  including  paranoid  tendencies,  aggressive  sex  manifesta- 
tions, excited  and  even  assaultive  behavior  when  the  whim  of  the 
moment  was  not  attained,  and  general  quarrelsomeness  —  all  hav- 
ing manifested  similar  traits  since  childhood ;  and  one  case  simu- 
lating pathological  lying,  which  later  confessed  to  a  falsified  story 
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apparently  given  with  a  definite  purpose  in  mind.  It  should  be 
emphasized  that  in  this  whole  group  there  was  but  one  ease  treated 
for  any  length  of  time  which  was  considered  one  of  mental  defect. 
This  case  represented  a  border-line  one  only.  It  will  be  seen  from 
this  that  the  problem  of  the  psychopathic  delinquent  woman  is 
quite  different  from  that  of  the  feeble-minded  and  one  which  must 
receive  very  different  treatment. 

The  diflSculty  of  managing  in  a  single  group  such  a  medley  of 
cases  as  the  above,  in  which  the  factors  of  individual  lack  of  emo- 
tional control,  strong  primitive  instincts,  general  inflammability, 
the  herd  instinct  which  makes  the  many  follow  the  abnormal  mood 
of  the  few  without  reasoning  and  the  aggressive  egotism  and  self- 
centered  interest  of  the  spoiled  child  often  combined  with  the 
desire  and  the  emotions  of  the  adult  —  may  perhaps'  be  imagined 
but  cannot  be  fully  realized  without  actual  experience. 

Of  the  cases  entering  the  institution  during  the  year,  one  hun- 
dred and  three  were  given  a  mental  examination  by  the  psy- 
chiatrist, Dr.  Schorer.  Thirly-six  of  these  cases  or  thirty-four 
and  nine-tenths  per  cent,  showed  the  following  mental  and  nervous 
conditions :  Eleven  were  considered  psychopathic,  fifteen  showed 
neurotic  manifestations .  of  some  kind  and  ten  were  epileptic. 
None  of  the  cases  of  epilepsy,  however,  were  severe,  none  showed 
deterioration  and  six  cases  gave  no  history  of  recent  attacks.  Of 
the  thirty-six  cases,  eleven  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  for  fur- 
ther study  and  treatment.  Four  other  cases  were  examined  who 
had  been  in  the  institution  for  some  time.  Of  these,  two  were 
admitted  to  the  hospital  and  two  were  transferred  to  the  Mattea- 
wan  State  Hospital.  Three  patients  from  the  hospital  were  also 
transferred  to  the  Matteawan  State  Hospital  during  the  year  and 
one  was  transferred  to  the  Odell  Sanitarium  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis. 

The  hospital,  which  was  able  to  care  for  twenty  women,  had  an 
average  population  of  nineteen  patients  and  woiters  during  the 
year.  The  hospital  staff  was  composed  of  the  following:  one  head 
nurse  and  three  assistant  nurses,  all  of  whom  had  had,  besides 
r^ular  nursing  training,  special  training  with  cases  of  mental 
disease,  an  occupational  teacher  with  previous  experience  with 
mental  cases,  an  outdoor  matron  and  a  matron  who  acted  as  dis- 
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cipUnarian;  botb  of  whom  bsd  had  sucoes8  for  a  period  of  years  in 
hasidling  difficult  reformatory  eace^,  a  housEdseeper  and  a  nigfat 
attendant.  Added  to  this  waa  tke  peychiatrist,  the  director  who 
^ve  Imt  half  time,  and  a  stenographer.  Evbh  with  nttaise^  and 
teacheirs  on  our  stfi^f  who  were  eoqperieneed  ia  dealing  with  csBes 
of  mental  disease  and  iiuutronfi  who  had  been  snecessfnl  in  deaiizig 
with  reformatory  types,  still  the  proUem  odO  handling  in  an  atmies- 
phM?e  whidi  attempted  to  approach  that  of  the  home,  st  the  same 
time  offeriiDtg  the  therapy  of  a  hospital^  the  interest  of  a  school  and 
the  prop  of  the  reformatory  regime  always-  remained  a  diffienlt 
one; 

The  74.2  per  cent  of  the  yearns  popolation  showing  synqxtDms 
of  gonorrhea  aood  the  22.6  per  cent  showing  ei^idenee  of  spfplttlis 
were  given  as  intensive  treattnnut  as  was  pesBiUe.  Besidea  tiib 
usual  treatmen/t  oi  naereury  and  iodides,  each  caaer  of  sypldlis 
received  from  five  to  twenty-five  treatments  of  salvaxsan.  In  an 
ottt-patient  clinic,  in  wMcb  froim  fifteen  to  twenty  wom«9i  wexe 
treated'  weekly,  the  patients  from  the  main  institntien  wi& 
syphilitic  infectieoae  were  given  a  series  of  five  treatmeii!t&  The 
details  of  this^  are  inelnd«d  iii  the  report  of  l^e  resident  physieiaa, 
Dr:  O^mant.  BiweeUy  gynecologioal  clindos  were  also  held  for 
the  treatm^it  of  gonordiea  besides  daily  treatment  in  tlie  form  of 
doucbee,  et».  Ofir 'imrsing  staff  was  also  able  to  care  for  the  opera* 
tions  wiiieh  beearae  necessary  ameng  the  paitienta.  These  too  ane 
described  ia  Dr.  Gonant's  report. 

The'  occupational  d^artnwnt  which  also  foxnidied  an  hour  of 
school  work  fixr  each  patient  daily,  proved  a  decided  help  in  stisuor- 
lating  conatraetiTe  interest.  Included  in  its  resources  were 
basketry,  weaving,  emhroidory,  knitting,  crocheting  steunlis^ 
fancy  wofk  and  brass  work.  The  prooeedB  which  the  weiBen 
received  from  the  sale  of  the  articles,  after  the  cost  of  ma^eriais 
had  been  deducted,  stimulated  their  interest  and  made  the  depart- 
meit  f ar  more  valnable  as  a  construetive  outlet  for  their  enogy 
than  it  otherwise  wovld  have  beesi. 

The  housekeeping  department  provided  oocupation  for  some  o£ 
oar  most  difficult  patien6i.  During  Idle  year  eight  patients  took 
part  in  this  work,  whichi  included  cooking,  laumfay  woidc,  waitiis|g 
on  table,  etc:    This  mnde  it  pDsnhle  to  return  some-of  the  wnrioero 
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to  the  main  institution  and  take  in  their  place  a  larger  number  of 
patients. 

The  outdoor  work,  which  was  given  in  short  periods  to  increase 
effici«icy  in  other  work  and  to  fnmiah  the  rariety  which  is  so 
neeessary  in  the  treatment  of  this  type  of  patient,  included, 
besides  outdoor  sports  and  walking,  wood  chopping  in  the  winter 
and  the  oare  of  the  place  and  garden  in  tike  summer.  The  daily 
schedule  of  each  patient  included  an  hour  of  outdoor  woi4c  or 
exercic>e  in  the  morning  and  in  the  afternoon. 

The  hydrotherapy  proved  to  be  one  of  the  hospital's  greatest 
assets.  Our  two  continuous  baths  were  in  almost  constant  use, 
sometimes  being  used  ei^t  or  ten  times  a  day,  the  usual  duration 
of  each  bath  being  an  hour.  While  wet  packs  were  not  used  so 
often  ikey  were  efficacious  in  acute  excitements  and  were  some- 
times preferred  by  patients  in  the  more  chronic  conditions. 

One  important  purpose  in  the  plan  of  the  hospital  was  to  direct 
into  impersonal  channels  the  egocentric  interest  of  each  patient, 
which  is  so  pronounced  in  the  infantile  make-ups  of  the  majority 
of  psyohopathic  patients.  Knitting  for  the  Eed  Cross,  joining  the 
Junior  Patriotic  League  and  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  con- 
ditions of  the  war,  taking  part  in  Christmas  f ^ivities  which  were 
demoted  to  furnishing  happiness  to  a  family  of  children  in  the 
neighborhood  and  consciously  contributing  to  the  happiness  of  the 
guests  in  the  frequent  parties  of  a  simple  nature  which  were  given 
at  the  hospital,  were  all  of  help  in  this  educational  process. 

What  the  hospital  has  accomplished  during  the  two  years  of 
its  existence  may  be  described  under  three  headings : 

First.  The  knowledge  gained  from  the  study  of  8])ecial  casrs 
which  will  be  reported  in  detail  elsewhere  should  be  of  consider- 
able help  in  the  study  of  larger  groups  containing  cases  of  similar 
types.  WTiat  has  been  accomplished  in  the  case  of  individual 
patients  can  be  better  estimated  when  some  of  the  patients'  who 
have  been  under  treatment  reach  their  period  of  parole. 

Second.  Much  has  been  learned  regarding  the  management  of 
such  a  difficult  group  as  has  already  been  described,  in  an  atmos- 
phere, toward  the  formation  of  which  the  school,  the  hospital,  the 
home  and  Ae  disciplinary  institution  all  contributed. 

Third.     The  large  number  of  neurotic  and  psychopathic  cases 
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found  as  a  result  of  the  routine  examination  of  entering  cases^ 
adds  materially  to  the  knowledge  of  problems  of  institutions  which 
care  for  women  delinquents. 

As  the  result  of  our  experience  during  the  past  two  years  we 
should  like  to  make  the  following  three  suggestions  for  study  in 
connection  with  reformatory  and  penal  institutions: 

First.  There  is  obviously  great  need  of  study  and  diagnosis 
both  sociological  and  mental  in  the  courts,  before  any  sentence  has 
been  meted  out,  that  cases  with  marked  mental  defect  or  with 
definite  psychoses  may  be  given  appropriate  treatment  in  suitable 
institutions  or  elsewhere  instead  of  receiving  a  penal  sentence; 
also  that  the  most  advanced  scientific  knowledge  of  abnormal 
behavior  in  general  may  be  applied  to  cases  which  are  being  tried 
with  probation  or  are  being  discharged  from  the  court  that  they 
who  many  times  are  the  most  hopeful  cases  from  a  social  stand- 
point may  have  the  greatest  possible  chance  in  the  readjustment 
of  their  lives. 

Second.  In  the  institutions  which  are  to  rank  among  the  first 
class  it  is  absolutely  essential  to  establish  besides  resources  for 
sociological  investigation  and  psychological  study,  either  in  a 
consulting  or  a  resident  position,  a  psychiatrist  to  whom  every 
case  of  unusual  behavior  may  be  referred.  When  it  is  remem- 
bered that  over  a  third  of  the  entering  cases  studied  showed  evi- 
dence of  nervous  defect  or  mental  deviation  quite  apart  from  the 
question  of  feeble-mindedness,  this  need  will  be  appreciated. 

Third.  Every  institution  which  wishes  to  qualify  for  this  first 
rank  should  also  have  a  special  department  where  unusual  cases 
may  receive  individual  study  and  treatment,  even  though  a  higher 
per  capita  cost  is  required  for  the  care  of  such  cases  than  is  main- 
tained in  the  rest  of  the  institution. 

We  believe  that  these  recommendations  represent  a  necessity 
rather  than  a  luxury  and  that  the  people  of  the  State  will  be 
willing  to  supply  any  extra  expense  which  may  be  necessary  for 
such  additional  study  and  treatment  if  they  can  be  shown  its 
necessity.  We  believe,  furthermore,  that  it  will  be  the  privilege 
of  the  superintendents  and  of  the  boards  of  managers  of  penal 
institutions  of  the  first  rank  to  prove  to  future  Legislatures  the 
importance  of  such  constructive  measures. 
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We  should  be  glad  if  we  might  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
to  Miss  Cobb  and  the  Board  of  Managers  our  appreciation  of  their 
interest  in  the  studies  which  have  been  carried  on  during  the  past 
two  years  in  connection  with  the  hospital.

Names   and  location  of  house   of  refuge   and 
reformatory  for  women. —  The  house  of  correction  for  women 
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located  at  AlWoii,  is  continued  and  shall  be  known  «8  tfce  Western 
HoBse  of  Refuge  for  Women.  The  refGrmatory  for  woiwwi 
located  at  Bedford  is  also  continued  and  shall  be  known  «s  «l4ic 
New  York  Sta»fre  Refownatory  foi'  Women.  The  houBe  of  refuge 
for  women  at  Hudson  shall  be  corrtinued  as  the  New  Ym*  State 
Training  School  for  Girla,  as  provided  in  articie  eight  of  liic  state 
chaTities  law.  No  !female  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years  rihall  be 
committed  to  the  New  York  State  Training  School  ior  Girls  af  tor 
June  first,  nitieteen  hundred  and  four.  All  inmates  of  lihe  House 
of  Refuge  for  Women  at  Hudson  on  June  first,  nineteen  iMi&dred 
and  four,  unless  transferred  therefrom  pursuant  to  tke  provisuons 
of  Iffw,  flhall  be  subject  to  the  custody  and  control  of  the  board  of 
managers  of  such  institution,  .according  to  the  provisions  of  law 
under  which  they  were  committed  thereto.  (As  amended  by 
chapter  468  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  ^1.  Appointment  and  removal  of  wianagers  or  trustees*. — 
Each  of  the  state  charities  and  reformatory  i^tstittitions  and  the 
state  school  for  the  blind  ^hall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  boards  of  seven  managers  to  be  appoittted  for  each  institu- 
tion by  the  gm^ernor  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate.  The  terms  of  office  of  ^aid  managers  diall  be  five  years 
and  thfy  diall  be  so  appointed  that  the  terms  of  art  least  one  of  the 
members  of  each  board  shall  expire  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  Febru- 
ary of  each  year.  All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  and 
the  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  board  of  managers  of 
any  institution  shall  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of 
the  person  whom  he  succeeds.  In  the  discretion  of  the  governor 
persons  of  either  sex  may  be  appointed  as  managers  of  such  insti- 
tutions. Such  managers  f?ball  serve  without  compensation  but 
shall  be  entitled  to  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses 
in  attending  meetings  of  the  boards  of  which  they  are  fnembers. 
The  governor  Aall  have  power  to  remove  any  member  or  members 
of  a  board  of  managers  for  cause  after  an  opportimity  to  be  heard. 
Managers  and  trustees  now  serving  as  members  of  the  boards  iirtiich 
have  more  than  seven  members  may  he  continued  in  office  "until 
the  expiTfltian  of  the  term  for  wiiiah  they  were  appoDnvted,  l)ut  no 
new  appointments  shall  be  made  to  such  boarck  until  their  mem- 
bership is  reduced  to  less  than  seven.     Boards  now  consisting  of 
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less  than  seven  members  shall  be  enlarged  by  additional  appoint- 
ments to  be  made  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  All  persons 
now  serving  as  members  of  boards  of  managers  or  trustees  of  the 
state  charitable  and  reformatory  institutions  shall  be  eligible  to 
reappointment  as  managers  or  trustees,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
governor.     (As  amended  by  chapter  433  of  the  Laws  of  1908.) 

§  222.  General  powers  and  duties  of  managers. —  Each  board 
of  managers  shall  have  the  general  superintendence,  management 
and  control  of  the  institution  over  which  it  is  appointed;  of  the 
grounds  and  buildings',  officers  and  employees  thereof;  of  the 
inmates  therein,  and  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  government, 
discipline,  contracts  and  fiscal  concerns  thereof,  and  may  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  seem  to  them  necessary  for 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  such  institutions.  Each  board  of 
managers  shall  constitute  a  board  of  parole  of  the  institutions  over 
which  it  is  appointed,  and  shall  have  power  to  parole  or  discharge 
inmates  as  hereinafter  provided.  In  the  consideration  of  the 
parole  or  discharge  of  any  inmate  of  the  New  York  State  Reform- 
atory for  Women  at  Bedford,  the  judge  or  magistrate  who  com- 
mitted any  female  to  such  institution,  when  he  so  requests  in 
writing,  shall  constitute  a  member  of  such  board  of  parole  in  con- 
sidering and  determining  the  matter  of  the  parole  or  discharge  of 
such  female  committed  by  him.  (As  amended  by  chapter  165  of 
the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  223.  Appointment  and  removal  of  officers  and  employees; 
compensation. —  The  board  of  managers  of  each  of  such  institu- 
tions shall  appoint  from  among  its  members  a  president,  secretary 
and  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  office  for  such  length  of  time  as  such 
board  may  determine.  They  shall  appoint  a  female  superin- 
tendent, who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board. 
Such  board  of  managers  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the  officers 
and  employees  of  the  institution  under  their  charge. 

§  224.  General  powers'  of  superintendents. —  The  supcriu- 
tendent  of  each  such  institution  shall,  subject  to  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  board  of  managers  thereof: 

1.  Have  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  grounds  and 
buildings  of  the  institution,  the  subordinate  officers  and  employees 
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and  the  inmates  thereof,  and  of  all  matters  relating  to  their  gov- 
ernment and  discipline. 

2.  Make  such  rules,  regulations  and  orders,  not  inconsistent 
with  law  or  with  the  rules,  regulations  or  directions  of  the  board 
of  managers,  as  may  seem  to  her  proper  or  necessary  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  such  institution  and  its  officers  and  employees;  and 
for  the  employment,  discipline  and  education  of  the  inmates 
thereof. 

3.  Exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  board  of  managers  may  prescribe. 

Such  superintendent  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  and 
remove  all  subordinate  female  officers  and  employees,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  board. 

§  225.  Oaths  and  bonds.— Each  manager  and  superintendent 
of  such  institution  ^hall  taike  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  and 
each  superintendent  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  people  of  this  state 
in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
state  comptroller,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  comp- 
troller. The  manager  appointed  as  treasurer  of  such  institution 
shall  give  a  bond  in  such  amount  as  the  comptroller  may  direct. 
The  comptroller  may  require  other  officers  of  such  institutions  to 
give  a  bond  if  in  his  opinion  the  interests  of  the  state  demand  it. 
(As  amended  by  chapter  49  of  the  Laws  of  1900.) 

§  226.  Commitments ;  papers  furnished  by.  committing  magis- 
trate.—  Subdivision  1.  A  female  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and 
thirty  years  convicted  by  any  court  or  magistrate  of  petit  larceny, 
vagrancy  under  subdivisions  three  or  four  of  section  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  habitual 
drunkenness,  of  being  a  common  prostitute,  or  frequenting  dis- 
orderly houses  of  prostitution,  or  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  who  is 
not  insane,  nor  mentally  or  physically  incapable  of  being  sub- 
stantially benefited  by  the  discipline  of  either  of  such  institu- 
tions, may  be  sentenced  and  committed  to  the  Western  House  of 
Befuge  for  Women  at  Albion  or  the  New  York  State  Reformatory 
for  Women  at  Bedford,  to  be  there  confined  under  the  provisions 
of  law  relating  to  such  institutions.  Such  commitments  shall  not 
be  made  for  definite  term,  but  any  such  female  may  be  paroled  or 
discharged  at  any  time  after  her  commitment  by  the  board  of 
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managers  of  such  institution,  but  shall  not  in  any  case  be  detained 
longer  than  three  years.  Such  commitments  to  the  Western  Hoose 
of  Refuge  for  Women  at  Albion,  shall  be  from  ^he  fourth,  fifth, 
sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  judicial  districts;  to  the  New  York 
State  Reformatory  for  Women  at  Bedford,  from  the  first,  second 
and  third  judicial  districts.  (As  amended  by  chapter  632  of  the 
Laws  of  1899,  and  chapters  169  and  453  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

2.  The  board  of  managers  of  each  such  institution  shall  funiish 
the  several  county  clerks  of  the  state  with  suitable  blanks  for  tie 
commitment  of  women  thereto.  Such  county  clerics  shall  imme- 
diately notify  the  magistrates  of  their  respective  coimties  of  the 
reception  of  such  blanks  and  that  upoai  application  they  will  be 
furnished  to  them.  (As  amended  by  chapter  632  of  the  Laws  of 
1899.) 

3.  The  magistrate  committing  a  female  pursuant  to  this  section 
shall  immediately  notify  the  superintendent  of  the  institution  to 
which  the  commitment  is  made  of  the  conviction  of  such  female^ 
and  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  name,  age,  birthplace, 
occupation,  previous  commitments,  if  any,  and  for  what  offenses; 
the  last  place  of  residence  of  such  female,  and  the  partieulai's  of 
the  offense  for  which  she  is  committed.  A  copy  of  such  record 
shall  be  transmitted,  with  the  warrant  of  commitm«it,  to  the 
superintendent  of  such  institution,  who  shall  cause  the  facts  stated 
therein,  and  such  other  facts  as  may  be  directed  by  the  board  of 
managers,  to  be  entered  in  a  hock  of  record.  (As  amended  by 
chapter  632  of  the  Laws  of  1899.) 

4.  Such  magistrate  shall  before  committing  any  such  female, 
inquire  into  and  determine  the  age  of  such  female  at  the  time  of 
commitment,  and  her  age  as  so  determined  rfiall  be  stated  in  the 
warrant.  The  statement  of  the  age  of  such  female  in  such  war^ 
rant  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  as  to  such  age,  in  any  action  to 
recover  damages  for  her  detention  or  imprisonment  under  such 
warrant,  and  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  thereof  in  any  otiier 
inquiry,  action  or  proceeding  relating  to  such  detention  or 
imprisonment.  (As  amended  by  chapter  632  of  the  T^ws  of  1899 
and  chapters  169  and  453  of  the  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  227.  Return  of  females  improperly  committed. —  Whenever 
it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of  managers  of  any

such  institution,  that  any  person  committed  thereto  is  not  of  proper 
{ige  to  be  so  committed  or  is  not  properly  committed,  or  is  insane  or. 
mentally  incapable  of  being  materially  benefited  by  the  discipline- 
of  any  sndi  institution,  such  board  of  managers  shall  cause  the 
return  of  such  female  to  the  county  from  which  she  was  so  com- 
mitted. Such  female  shall  be  so  returned  in  the  custody  of  one  of 
the  persons  employed  by  such  boards  of  managers  to  convey  to 
such  institutions  women  committed  thereto,  who  shall  deliver  her 
into  the  custody  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county  from  which  she  was 
committed.  Sudi  sheriff  shall  take  such  female  before  the  magis- 
trate making  the  commitment,  or  some  other  magistrate  having 
equal  jurisdiction  in  such  county,  to  be  by  such  magistrate  resen- 
tenced for  the  offense  for  which  she  was  committed  to  any  such 
institution  and  dealt  with  in  all  respects  as  though  she  had  not 
been  so  committed.  The  cost  and  expense  of  the  return  of  such 
female  necessarily  incurred  and  paid  by  any  such  board  of  man- 
agers shall  be  charged  against  the  county  from  whidi  such  female- 
was  committed,  to  be  paid  by  such  county  to  such  board  of  man- 
agers in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  charges  are  collected. 

§  228.  Transfer  to  other  institutions. —  If  at  any  time  there 
shall  be  more  inmates  in  any  such  institutions  than  can  be  properly 
cared  for  therein,  the  board  of  managers  shall  so  infonn  the  State 
Board  of  Charities.  The  State  Board  of  Charities  may  thereupon 
authorize  and  direct  the  transfer  of  such  excess,  or  any  part  of 
such  excess  of  inmates  to  such  one  of  the  other  houses  of  refuge  or 
state  reformatories  as  the  State  Board  of  Charities  may  designate. 
The  said  board  of  managers  shall  thereupon  transfer  to  such  other 
institution  such  numlier  of  inmates,  preferably  those  last  received 
by  such  institution.  Such  transfers  shall  be  made  as  follows :  The 
board  of  managers  shall  advise  the  superintendent  of  the  institu- 
tion so  designated  of  the  number  to  be  so  transferred,  and  this 
oflBcer  shall  cause  them  to  be  taken  to  such  institution  and  receive 
and  keep  them  according  to  their  sentences  respectively,  the  same 
as  if  they  had  been  originally  sentenced  thereto.  AVith  the 
inmates  so  transferred  there  shall  be  furnished  certified  copies  of 
their  sentences  and  commitments.  (Added  by  chapter  109  of  the 
Laws  of  1904.) 

§  299.  Disposition  of  children  of  women  so  committed. —  If 
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any  woman  committed  to  any  such  institution,  at  the  time  of  such 
commitment  is  a  mother  of  a  nursing  child  in  her  care  under  one 
year  of  age,  or  is  pregnant  with  child  which  shall  be  bom  after 
such  commitment,  such  child  may  accompany  its  mother  to  and 
remain  in  such  institution  until  it  is  two  years  of  age  and  must 
then  be  removed  therefrom.  The  board  of  managers  of  any  such 
institution  may  cause  such  child  to  be  placed  in  any  asylum  for 
children  in  this  state  and  pay  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  such 
child  therein  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  two  and  one-half  dollars  a 
week,  until  the  mother  of  such  child  shall  have  been  discharged 
from  such  institution,  or  may  commit  such  child  to  the  care  and 
custody  of  some  relative  or  proper  person  willing  to  assimie  such 
care.  If  such  woman,  at  the  time  of  such  commitment,  shall  be 
the  mother  of  and  have  under  her  exclusive  care  a  child  more  than 
one  year  of  age,  which  might  otherwise  be  left  withoiit  proper  care 
or  guardianship,  the  magistrate  committing  such  woman  shall 
cause  such  child  to  be  committed  to  such  asylum  as  may  be  pro- 
vided- by  law  for  such  purposes,  or  to  the  care  and  custody  of  some 
relative  or  proper  person  willing  to  assume  such  care. 

§  230.  Conveyance  of  women  committed. —  The  board  of  man- 
agers of  each  such  institution  shall  employ  suitable  persons  to  be 
known  as  marshals,  to  convey  from  the  place  of  conviction  to  such 
institution,  all  women  legally  committed  thereto,  and  such  mar- 
shals shall  have  the  power  and  authority  of  deputy  sheriffs  in 
respect  thereto.  All  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  making  such 
conveyance  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  man- 
agers. In  case  of  the  commitment  of  a  woman,  who,  at  the  time 
thereof,  is  the  mother  of  a  nursing  child  or  is  pr^nant,  the  board 
of  managers  shall  designate  a  woman  of  suitable  age  and  char- 
acter to  accompany  the  person  so  committed,  along  with  the  officer 
or  representative,  authorized  in  this  section  to  be  employed  by 
such  managers. 

§  231.  Detention  and  rearrests  in  cases  of  escapes. —  The  board 
of  managers  of  any  such  institution  may  detain  therein,  under  the 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  them,  any  female  legally  com- 
mitted thereto,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  sentence  and  commit- 
ment, and  conditionally  discharge  such  female  at  any  time  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  commitment.    If  any  inmate  escape 
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or  be  conditionally  discharged  from  any  such  institution,  the  board 
of  managers  may  cause  her  to  be  rearrested  and  returned  to  such 
institution,  to  be  detained  therein  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  her 
term,  dating  from  the  time  of  her  escape  or  conditional  discharge. 
A  person  employed  by  the  board  of  managers  of  any  such  institu- 
tion to  convey  to  such  institution,  women  committed  thereto,  may 
arrest,  without  warrant,  an  escaped  inmate  in  any  county  in  this 
state,  and  shall  forthwith  convey  her  to  the  institution  from 
which  she  escaped ;  and  a  magistrate  may  cause  an  escaped  inmate 
to  be  arrested  and  held  in  custody,  until  she  can  be  removed  to 
such  institution,  as  in  the  case  of  her  first  commitment  thereto.  A 
person,  conditionally  discharged  from  any  such  institutions  may 
be  arrested  and  returned  thereto,  upon  a  warrant  issued  by  its 
president  and  secretary.  Such  warrant  shall  briefly  state  the 
reasons  for  such  arrest  and  return,  and  shall  be  directed  and  deliv- 
ered to  a  person  employed  by  such  board  of  managers  to  convey  to 
such  institutions,  women  committed  thereto,  and  may  be  executed 
by  such  person  in  any  such  county  of  this  state. 

§  232.  Employment  of  inmates. —  The  board  of  managers  of 
each  institution  shall  determine  the  kind  of  employment  for 
women  committed  thereto  and  shall  provide  for  their  necessary 
custody  and  superintendence.  The  provisions  for  the  safe  'keeping 
and  employment  of  such  women  shall  be  made  for  the  purpose  of 
teaching  such  women  a  useful  trade  or  profession  and  improving 
their  mental  and  moral  condition.  Such  board  of  managers  may 
credit  such  women  with  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  labor 
performed  by  them,  and  may  charge  them  with  the  necessary 
expenses  of  their  maintenance  and  discipline,  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  per  week.  If  any  balance  shall  be  found  to 
be  due  such  women  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  conmiit- 
ment,  such  balance  may  be  paid  to  them  at  the  time  of  their  dis- 
charge. To  secure  the  safe  keeping,  obedience  and  good  order  of 
the  women  committed  to  any  such  institution,  the  superintendent 
thereof,  has  the  same  power  as  to  such  women,  as  keepers  of  jails 
and  penitentiaries  possess  as  to  persons  committed  to  their  custody. 
§  233.  Clothing  and  money  to  be  furnished  discharged  inmates. 
—  The  board  of  managers  of  any  such  institution  may  in  their 
discretion,  furnish  to  each  inmate  of  such  institution  who  shall  be 
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discharged  therefrom,  necessary  clothing  not  exceeding  twelve  dol- 
lars in  value,  or  if  discharged  between  the  first  day  of  November 
and  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  value  of  not  exceeding  eightcfm 
dollars,  and  ten  dollars  in  money,  and  a  ticket  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  one  person  from  such  institution  to  the  place  of  conviction 
of  such  inmate,  or  to  such  other  place  as*  such  inmate  may  desig- 
nate, at  no  greater  distance  from  such  institution  than  the  place  of 
conviction. 

Commitment  to  Houses  of  Refuge  and  the  Nexv  York  Statt: 
Reformatory  for  Wo:sfEN  at  Bedford 

(Chapter  40  of  the  Consolidated  Laws) 

Provisions  of  the  Peiial  Code 

§  2187.  Imprisonment  of  female  convict. —  Any  woman  over 
the  age  of  sixteen  years,  who  shall  be  eonvictrd  of  a  felony  in  any 
of  the  courts  of  this  state,  shall,  when  the  sentence  imposed  is  one 
year  or  more,  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for 
women  at  Auburn.  When  the  sentence  imposed  is  less  than  one 
year,  she  may  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  of  the  county  where 
convicted,  or 'to  a  penitentiary,  or  to  the  state  prison  for  women  at 
Auburn.  A  woman  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  thirty,  con- 
victed of  a  felony,  who  has  not  theretofore  been  convicted  of  a 
crime,  punishalJe  by  impa*isonmcnt  in  a  state  prison,  may  in  the 
discretion  of  the  trial  court  be  sentenced  to  a  house  of  refuge  or 
reformator}^  for  women,  to  be  there  confined  under  the  provisions 
of  law  relating  to  such  house  of  refuge  or  reformatory.  (As 
amended  by  chapter  114  of  the  Laws  of  1900.) 


An  Act  to  amend  the  Greater  New  York  charter,  relative  to  com- 
mitments to  the  State  Reformatory  for  Women  at  Bedford. 

(Chapter  610,  Laws  of  1905) 

Section  1.  Chapter  fourteen  of  the  Greater  New  York  chnrter 
as  re-enacted  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  one,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein 
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a  new  section  to  be  known  as  section  seven  hundred  and  seven-a, 
and  to  read  as  follows: 

CoMiUTMENTS  TO  StATE  ReFOBMATORY  JFOB  WoMEN  AT 

Bedfosd 

§  707-a.  Whaiever  a  woman  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and 
thirty  is  convicted  in  the  city  of  New  York  of  habitnal  drunken- 
ness, of  being  a  common  prostitute,  of  soliciting  on  public  streets 
or  places  for  purposes  of  prostitution,  of  frequenting  disorderly 
liouses  or  houses  of  prostitution,  or  vagrancy  under  subdivisiims 
:three  or  four  of  section  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  the  code 
•of  criminal  procedure,  she  may  be  committed  to  the  State  Reforma- 
tory for  Women  at  Bedford,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
one  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  state  charities  law,  to  be  there 
confined  subject  to  the  provisions  of  such  law  and  of  any  otb^ 
statute  relating  to  such  reformatory. 

Chapter  859,  Laws  of  1910,  repeals  section  707-a  of  the  Greatw 
New  YoA  charter  and  re-enacts  it  as  section  89  of  the  Inferior 
Criminal  Courts  Act. 


LAWS  OF  NEW  YORK.—  By  authority 

CHAP.  605 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  state  charities  law,  in  relation  to  commit- 
ment and  disefaai'fre  of  females  to  the  New  York  State  Reforma- 
tory for  Women  at  Bedford. 

Became  a  law  May  21^  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nem  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  a^  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  of  chapter  fifty- 
seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act 
relative  to  state  charities,  constituting  chapter  fifty-five  of  the  con- 
solidated laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

§  226.  Commitments;  papers  furnished  by  committing  magis- 
trate.    1.  A  female  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  thirty  years, 
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or  any  female  of  any  age  committed  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion eighty-nine  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  laws 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  as  amended,  convicted  by  any  court 
or  magistrate  of  petit  larceny,  vagrancy  under  subdivision  three 
or  four  of  section  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  the  code  of 
criminal  procedure,  habitual  drunkenness",  of  being  a  common  ' 
prostitute,  of  frequenting  disorderly  houses  or  houses  of  prostitu- 
tion, or  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  who  is  not  insane,  or  mentally  or 
physically  incapable  of  being  substantially  benefited  by  the 
discipline  of  either  of  such  institutions',  may  be  sentenced  and 
committed  to  the  Western  House  of  Refuge  for  Women  at  Albion 
or  the  New  York  State  Reformatory  for  Women  at  Bedford,  to  be 
there  confined  under  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  such  insti- 
tution. Such  comimitments  shall  not  be  for  a  definite  term,  but 
any  such  female  may  be  paroled  or  discharged  at  any  time  after 
her  commitment  by  the  board  of  managers  of  such  institution,  but 
shall  not  in  any  case  be  detained  longer  than  three  years.  Such 
commitments  to  the  Western  House  of  Refuge  for  Women  at 
Albion,  shall  be  from  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth 
judicial  districts ;  to  the  New  York  State  Reformatory  for  Women 
at  Bedford,  from  the  first,  second,  third  and  ninth  judicial 
districts. 

2.  The  board  of  managers  of  each  such  institution  shall  furnish 
the  several  county  clerks  of  the  state  with  suitable  blanks  for  the 
commitment  of  women  thereto.  Such  county  clerks  shall  imme- 
diately notify  the  magistrates  of  their  respective  counties  of  the 
reception  of  such  blanks  and  that  upon  application  they  will  be 
furnished  to  them. 

3.  The  magistrate  committing  a  female  pursuant  to  this  section 
shall  immediately  notify  the  sui)erintendent  of  the  institution  to 
which  the  commitment  is  made  of  the  conviction  of  such  female, 
and  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  name,  age,  birthplace, 
occupation,  previous  commitments,  if  any,  and  for  what  offenses ; 
the  last  place  of  residence  of  such  female,  and  the  particulars  of 
the  offense  for  which  she  is  committed.  A  copy  of  such  record 
shall  be  transmitted,  with  the  warrant  of  commitment,  to  the 
superintendent  of  such  institution,  who  shall  cause  the  facts 
stated  therein,  and  such  other  facts  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
board  of  managers,  to  be  entered  in  a  boottc  of  records. 
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4.  Such  magistrate  shall,  before  committing  any  such  female, 
inquire  into  and  determine  the  age  of  such  female  at  the  time  of 
commitment,  and  her  age  as  so  determined  shall  be  stated  in  the 
warrant.  The  statement  of  the  age  of  such  female  in  such  warrant 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  as  to  such  age,  in  any  action  to  recover 
damages  for  her  detention  or  imprisonment  under  such  warrant, 
and  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  thereof  in  any  other  inquiry, 
action  or  proceeding  relating  to  such  detention  or  imprisonment. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

DocTOB  L.  E.  CoFEB,  Health  Officer,  Port  of  New  York: 

Deab  Sib. —  Your  Advisory  Board  begs  to  report  the  following 
results  of  their  visit  and  inspection  of  the  Quarantine  Station 
at  Bosebank,  Staten  Island,  and  Hoffman  Island,  on  December 
16th,  1917. 

The  Board  found  that  in  addition  to  a  somewhat  reduced  num* 
ber  of  patients  coming  from  the  usual  quarantine  service  of  the 
Port,  the  hospital  buildings  on  Hoffman  Island  were  occupied 
almost  to  capacity  by  an  assignment  of  some  six  hundred  venereal 
and  other  infectious  and  contagious  cases,  including  measles,  diph- 
theria, mumps,  pneumonia,  etc.  The  acutely  ill  were  being  well 
cared  for  in  the  hospital  wards,  while  the  larger  number  of 
venereal  cases  which  were  invalided,  but  not  prostrated,  were 
housed  in  the  large  bunk  rooms,  which  while  not  intended  for 
hospital  quarters  had  been  made  available  for  this  purpose  by  the 
use  of  improvised  mattresses  and  by  the  clever  adaptation  of  all 
available  space  into  dispensaries,  laboratories,  and  other  acces- 
sories of  a  medical  service. 

Under  the  direction  of  Major  Haig,  and  a  corps  of  physicians 
detached  from  the  U.  S.  A.,  aided  by  your  regular  staff  of  quaran* 
tine  physicians  and  supported  by  the  nursing  staff  headed  by  Miss 
Williams,  we  found  the  medical  work  being  conducted  with  skill 
and  efficiency. 

The  Advisory  Board  begs  to  offer  you  their  congratulations  on 
the  excellent  manner  in  which  the  present  emergency  has  been  met 
by  your  organization,  which  is  now  handling  about  ten  times  the 
ordinary  medical  service  of  the  Quarantine  Station. 

At  the  same  time  the  Board  wishes  to  record  its  unanimous 
opinion  that  the  present  situation  represents  only  an  emergency 
measure,  and  that  in  order  to  meet  to  a  reasonable  degree  the 
demands  of  the  situation,  several  improvements  are  urgently 
demanded,  and  furthermore,  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  deter- 
mine the  future  plans  for  the  Quarantine  Station.

Accordingly,  the  Board  recommends: 

(1)  That  repairs  of  the  plumbing  and  sewage  system,  and  of 
the  wrecked  dock  on  Hoffman  Island  be  undertaken  immediately. 

(2)  That  the  two  main  hospital  buildings  on  Hoffman  Island 
be  connected  by  a  similar  structure,  so  as  to  form  one  large  build- 
ing, the  additional  space  to  be  devoted  to  laboratories,  treatment 
rooms  and  additional  medical  facilities,  and  also  that  a  large 
e^itral  room  be  provided  in  which  convalescents  may  gather.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  practically  every  foot  of  floor  space  in 
the  large  bunk  rooms  is  occupied  by  double  tiers  of  bunks,  that 
there  is  absolutely  no  room  for  the  men  to  move  about,  so  that  the 
per  capita  floor  space  is  far  below  the  minimum  prescribed  by  the 
surgeon-general's  oflice  for  hospital  accommodations.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  expect  men  to  live  safely  or  even  sanely  under  sudi 
conditions. 

(3)  The  attention  of  philanthropists  and  of  improvement 
organi2ations,  especially  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  should  be  drawn  to  the 
opportunity  oi  providing  occupation,  recreation  and  education 
among  this  large  and  changing  company  of  semi-invalided  soldiers 
whose  Suty  in  these  quarters  runs  from  three  to  six  weeks  or  more. 
Papers,  books,  games  and  enta-tainments  by  moving  pictures, 
physical  exercises  and  lectures  on  certain  subjects  would  trans- 
form the  generally  discontented  company  into  a  cheerful  lot  of 
men  and  better  and  more  loyal  soldiers.  More  substantial  aid 
could  well  take  the  form  of  a  recreation  building  and  we  recom- 
mend that  a  strong  effort  be  made  to  secure  a  gift  of  such  a  build- 
ing to  meet  the  permanent  needs  of  Hoffman  Island. 

(4)  The  Board  is  strongly  impressed  by  the  advantages  of 
developing  the  Quarantine  Station,  in  the  permanent  extension  of 
medical  facilities  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States. 
The  location  is  ideal  for  caring  for  all  diseases  requiring  partial 
or  complete  isolation.  The  present  material  equipment  is  large, 
the  facilities  are  planned  to  meet  considerable  emergencies  but  are 
well  adapted  for  a  large  routine  service. 

There  is  a  modem  laboratory  at  Rosebank,  the  staff  of  physicians 
and  nurses  is  readily  enlarged,  so  that  at  a  minimum  of  expense 
in  time  and  money  the  Army  and  Navy  could  develop  an  efficient 
arm  of  their  medical  service. 
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(5)  In  view  of  the  foregoing  considerations,  the  Board  recom- 
mends that  the  title  and  control  of  the  Quarantine  Station  he 
taken  over  hy  the  United  States  Government  as  soon  as  practicable. 

In  the  meantime  we  would  urge  that  a  way  be  found  to  begin 
the  changes  and  improvements  enumerated  above,  under  the 
authority  either  of  the  State  of  New  York  or  of  the  United  States 
Government,  and  that  these  critical  needs  be  not  required  to  await 
the  conclusion  of  formal  transfer  of  the  property.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER  OF  THE 
PORT  OF  NEW  YORK 


BosEBANK,  N.  Y.,  Jwimary  7,  1911). 

To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  145  of  the  Public  Health 
Law,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  brief  report  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Department  of  the  Health  OflScer  of  the  Port  of  New  York 
from  June  80,  1917,  to  July  1,  1918. 

Condensed  Eepobt 
During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  5,161  vessels  inspected,  102,- 
296  passengers  and  304,065  crew  examined,  making  a  total  of 
406,361  persons  examined  during  the  year.  There  were  1,195 
vessels  fumigated.  The  gross  receipts  amounted  to  $320,181.00 
and  expenditures  to  $319,680.29. 

General  Consideeations 

War  conditions  changed  the  whole  scheme  of  quarantine  activi- 
ties at  the  port  of  New  York  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1918.  Not  only  was  there  a  diminution  in  the  volume  of  incom- 
ing traffic  from  foreign  ports,  but  the  character  of  it  was  dis- 
tinctly military  and  naval  rather  than  mercantile. 

The  practical  cessation  of  immigration,  however,  left  at  the 
disposal  of  this  station  a  certain  amount  of  hospital  detention 
space  which  was  made  available  for  preventive  work  for  the  Army 
and  Navy,  so  that  any  slight  diiference  in  actual  maritime  quaran- 
tine work  between  this  and  previous  years  was,  so  far  as  this 
station  is  concerned,  more  than  counteracted  by  the  public  health 
aid  extended  to  the  military  and  naval  establishments  above 
referred  to. 

The  inspection  of  vessels  was  carried  out  on  a  more  elaborate 
scale  perhaps  than  ever  before. .  This  was  possible  because  there 
were  few  large  vessels  entering  this  port  and  a  great  many  vessels 
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entered  here  for  the  first  time  in  their  history.  This  entailed  a 
relatively  unusual  amount  of  fumigation  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  and  other  vermin,  and  the  inspections  of  both  crew  and  pas- 
sengers were  made  correspondingly  rigid. 

This  Quakaz^tine  Outlook  at  the  Pobt  of  New  Yobk 

The  activity  of  the  submarine  gave  rise  to  the  opinion  that  cer- 
tain diseases  of  a  loathsome  or  contagious  nature  might  be  con- 
tracted by  those  persons  who  were  captured  and  held  for  varying 
periods  of  time  by  the  submarines  and  then  released  in  this  country. 
Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  examination  of  the  few  persons 
in  this  class  who  arrived  at  the  port  of  New  York,  but  with  nega- 
tive results. 

Vessels  from  the  Norwegian,  Swedish  and  Holland  ports  were 
given  careful  examination  to  determine  the  presence  of  not  only 
the  regular  quarantinable  diseases,  but  also  to  discover  if  poesible, 
any  attempts  to  introduce  into  this  country  any  nonquarantinaUe 
but  communicable  diseases.  No  special  results  followed  thifl  line 
of  investigation. 

The  reports  received  through  the  Bureau  of  Public  Health 
Service  showed  cholera  to  be  present  more  or  less  in  India  and  in 
the  Chinese  ports  and  several  of  the  Japanese  ports.  While  no 
•pecific  reports  were  received  that  the  disease  was  present  in 
Germany  and  Greece,  it  was  assumed  that  these  countries  as  well 
as  Austro-Hungary,  Russia  and  the  Balkan  states  would  have  their 
usual  summer  and  fall  infection  and  due  consideration  was  taken 
^f  this  fact  in  the  examination  of  vessels  from  neutral  countries. 

The  plague  situation  apparently  remained  about  the  same,  the 
disease  being  reported  more  or  less  in  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
ports  of  South  America  and  the  ports  of  Asia  and  Africa.  Not 
only  were  ships  from  all  of  these  ports  carefully  examined,  but 
they  were  invarialjly  fumigated  for  the  destruction  ot  rats. 

The  possibility  of  typhus  fever  coming  in  from  almost  any 
port  and  especially  from  Mexican  ports  was  borne  in  mind  con- 
stantly as  was  also  the  continual  smallpox  hazard  from  eveiy 
foreign  port.  In  the  early  part  of  the  fiscal  year  several  ships 
were  found  to  contain  typhoid  carriers.  These  ships  were  treated 
with  special  care  after  the  typhoid  carriers  had  beto  demonstrated 
and  isolated. 
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Tliepe  were  no  cases  of  trench  fever  found  on  any  of  the  mer- 
chant vessels  arriving  and  no  unusual  amount  of  pneumonia,  and 
on  ajccount  of  the  almost  total  cessation  of  imniigraticm,  the  minor 
communicable  diseases  were  almost  absent. 

Co-OPERATiox  With  the  Board  of  Health  of  Xew  York  City 

The  Conmussioiier  of  Health  of  Xew  York  City  as  usual  ren- 
dered valuaJble  aid  to  this  Department  in  the  inspection  of  vessels 
lying  at  wharves  with  reference  to  their  compliance  with  the  rat- 
guard  regulations.  This  Department  received  as  usual  the  reports 
of  the  Health  Commiissioner's  sanitaiy  police  relative  to  the  posi- 
tion of  the  vessels  on  the  waterfront  and  the  general  sanitary  con  • 
duct  of  each  vessel. 

Co-operatiox  Witi[  the  United  States  Army 

An  official  re<ju£«t  was  made  by  the  Army  for  the  Department 
to  undertaie  the  care  of  a  certain  number  of  soldiers  suffering 
from  veiiereal  diseases,  this  recjuest  being  based  upon  the  fact  that 
not  only  would  the  treatment  of  soldiers  at  quarantine  be  swift 
and  effective,  thus  rendering  them  available  at  the  earliest  moment 
for  duty  overseas,  but  that  treatment  at  an  isolated  spot  such  as 
Hoffman  Island  would  be  of  untold  protection  to  the  city  of  New 
York  from  eveiy  public  health  standpoint.  The  request  of  the 
Army  for  this  assistaju*e  wjis  laid  before  Governor  Charles  S. 
Whitmiui  and  his  approval  obtained  to  the  same  with  the  result 
that  between  Noveniter  1,  1017,  when  soldiers  were  first  sent  to 
Hoffman  Island  for  treatment,  and  June  30,  1918,  3,817  soldiers 
were  treated. 

The  Army  )>aid  a  i^ei'  diem  nite  for  this  service  from  which 
the  expenses  of  their  maintenance  were  defrayed,  so  that  the  State 
of  New  Y'ork  was  mider  no  expense  for  this  service.  On  the 
other  hand,  in  order  to  proj)erly  equip  this  station  for  the  comfort 
of  soldiers,  many  improvemeiits  were  miide  which  were  not  only 
badly  needed,  but  which  have  eidianced  to  a  miixked  degi-ee  the 
general  adaptability  and  usef ulmjss  of  the  Health  OfEcer's  Depart- 
ment. At  times  there  were  as  miany  as  700  soldiers  including, 
officers  and  hospital  corps  men  at  ^  Hoffman  Island  at  the  sajne 
time,  not  counting  the  regular  personnel  of  the  Health  Officer's 
Department. 
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The  task  of  running  such  an  establishment  was  attended  by  the 
most  conscientious  effort  on  the  part  of  every  officer  and  employee 
of  this  Department.  A  great  deal  of  this  work  was  new  to  every- 
one and  the  experien<;e  gained  was  valuable.  The  conditions  sur- 
rounding the  purchase  of  supplies  including  coal  and  the  delivery 
of  the  same  were  attended  by  so  many  unusual  difficulties  that  I 
cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  efforts  of  everyone  connected  with 
this  Department  to  perform  their  share  of  the  work  of  prosecuting 
the  w^ar  in  whatever  form  it  came  to  them.  The  winter  was  unusu- 
ally severe  everywhere,  but  at  this  station  the  condition  of  the 
river  and  narrows,  on  account  of  floating  ice  and  the  intense  cold, 
caused  numerous  hardships  to  the  personnel  of  this  station,  but 
everj'one  felt  that  attention  to  his  or  her  duty  was  paramount  and 
this  feeling  was  lived  up  to  in  a  manner  which  was  admirable. 

Co-oPEEATioN  With  the  United  States  Navy 

The  facilities  of  this  Department  were  extended  to  the  Xavy 
as  usual  but  in  more  varied  form.  Not  only  were  office  and 
wharf  room  facilities  offered  to  them  in  connection  with  their 
work  of  protecting  the  port  of  New  York  from  invasion,  but  a 
request  on  the  part  of  the  Navy  for  the  care  of  sailors  at  Swin- 
burne Island  having  been  approved  by  the  Governor,  this  Depart- 
ment, in  the  latter  part  of  the  fiscal  year,  was  caring  for  sailors 
as  well  as  soldiers.  The  sailors  brought  to  Swinburne  Island  were 
suffering  exclusively  from  venereal  diseases,  so  that  their  treat- 
ment on  that  isolated  spot  was  of  distinct  advantage  to  the  gen- 
eral public  health  of  the  Navy  as  well  as  of  New  York  City.

Vessels  Presenting  Special  Quarantine  Problems 

1.  The  S.  S.  Vestris  from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil,  arrived  in 
the  port  of  New  York  on  September  4,  1917,  having  on  board  154 
first  cabin  passengers,  136  second  cabin,  and  223  steerage.  Dur- 
ing the  voyage  from  Eio  de  Janeiro  to  Bridgetown,  Barbados,  a 
steerage  passenger  was  stricken  with  variola,  but  no  diagnosis  was 
made  by  the  ship's  surgeon  up  to  the  time  of  arrival  at  Barbados, 
where  the  case  was  put  in  hospital. 

At  the  time  of  arrival  in  New  York,  this  department  had  no 
knowledge  of  this  case,  except  a  small  notation  on  the  consular 
bill  of  health  from  Barbados.  A  cable  from  Barbados  confirmed 
the  diagnosis  and  subsequently  all  the  steerage  passengers  were 
removed  to  Hoffman  Island  for  the  regular  quarantine  period 
required  for  the  disease. 

2.  The  S.  S.  Jaroslav,  flying  a  Eussian  flag,  with  a  crew  of  77 
men  and  2  passengers,  arrived  at  the  port  of  New  York  on  October 
16,  1917.  This  ship  did  not  carry  a  surgeon  but  had  on  board  a 
male  nurse  who  had  under  his  care  four  of  the  crew  suffering 
from  a  fever  that  resembled  either  typhus  or  typhoid.    The  four 
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cases  T^ere  immediately  removed  to  Hoffman  Island  for  observa- 
tion and  bacteriological  examination,  one  man  being  practically 
moribund  upon  admission. 

Because  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  ship  and  the  possi- 
bility of  the  presence  of  typhus  fever,  it  was  decided  to  remove  49 
members  of  the  crew  to  Hoffman  Island  in  order  that  they  might 
be  given  anti-parasitic  baths  and  have  all  of  their  clothing  ster- 
ilized. When  the  members  of  the  crew  who  were  to  be  taken  to 
Hoffman  Island  were  requested  to  disembark  from  their  ship  to 
the  quarantine  cutter  they  declared  themselves  "  free "  and 
refused  to  receive  orders  from  any  officer  of  the  vessel  or  con- 
stituted authority  of  the  port. 

After  taking  the  matter  up  with  the  agents  of  the  vessel  and 
the  ship's  officers,  it  was  decided  to  call  upon  the  police  depart- 
ment of  the  city  of  New  York.  Accordingly,  the  police  depart' 
ment  despatched  their  cutter  "  Patrol "  with  reserves  Oh  board 
and  on  making  fast  to  the  S.  S.  Jaroslav,  the  officers  lined  up  on 
the  deck  and  gangway  and  passed  the  members  of  the  crew  on 
board  the  quarantine  cutter. 

After  the  crew  had  been  removed,  the  ship  was  thoroughly 
fumigated,  the  water  in  the  tanks  examined  for  bacteria,  and  all 
officers  and  passengers  on  board  the  ship  were  subjected  to  a 
bacteriological  examination. 

3.  The  S.  S.  Italia  arrived  off  quarantine  at  5.30  p.  m.  on  the 
evening  of  June  6,  1918,  from  the  following  ports:

On  inspection  of  passengers  and  crew,  nothing  was  found  in 
the  nature  of  any  illness  past  or  present  that  would  warrant  hold- 
ing the  vessel  in  quarantine;  but  on  account  of  conditions  exist- 
ing in  the  city  of  Naples  and  vicinity,  it  was  decided  to  hold  the 
ship  until  a  bacteriological  examination  could  be  made  of  all  pas- 
sengers from  that  port  to  determine  the  presence  of  cholera 
carriers. 
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•  On  the  mornmg  of  June  7  th  the  vessel  Tras  boarded  a  second 
time  and  rectal  swabs  were  taien  of  all  passengers  from  the  port 
of  Naples  and  the  ship  was  held  in  quarantine. 

Cultures  ^vere  reported  negative  at  7  a.  m.  on  the  8th  of  June 
and  the  S.  S.  Italia  was  immediately  given  a  pratique  in  order 
that  the  vessel  might  proceed  to  her  dock  to  discharge  passengers 
and  cargo. 

4.  The  schooner  "  Edna  B.  Douglas "  with  the  survivors  of 
the  S.  S.  Carolina  on  board  arrived  at  the  jwrt  of  Kew  York  on 
June  5,  1918.  It  was  reported  that  at  6.15  p.  m.  of  June  2d, 
while  fifty  miles  off  Delaware  Capes,  they  received  a  wireless 
message  that  there  were  submarines  in  that  zone  and  about  twenty 
minutes  after  receiving  the  wireless,  a  shot  was  fired  across  their 
bow.  At  first  the  submarine  was  not  sighted.  Following  the  first 
shot  at  a  very  close  interval,  there  was  a  second  shot  across  the 
stern.  They  could  then  make  out  what  they  thought  might  be  a 
submarine  at  about  five  miles  distance.  The  srubmarine  came  a 
Httle  closer  to  the  Carolina  and  signalled  her  to  have  all  on  board 
get  into  their  life  boats.  This  was  quickly  done  and  the  occupants 
pulled  clear  of  the  Carolina,  leaving  no  one  on  board.  When  all 
the  people  were  safely  away  from  the  Carolina,  the  submarine 
fired  three  shots  at  the  ship,  one  at  her  bow,  one  midships,  and 
one  aft.    The  ship  went  down  at  7.55  p.  m. 

The  survivors  nuinbcred  2*51,  which  inclutled  157  passengers 
and  94  crew,  who  were  picked  up  by  the  schooner  "  Edna  B. 
Douglas ''  at  12  o'clock  on  Monday  off  the  Delaware  Capes.

The  almost  complete  cessation  of  immigration  during  the  past 
year  has  greatly  changed  the  routine  work  of  the  quarantine 
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laboratory.  The  -exajaiiuitioii  of  rats  from  fumigated  vessels  for 
plague  and  the  occasional  examinatioa  of  the  crews  and  passes^ra 
of:  incoming  vessels  for  disease  carriers  has  compriBed  the  major 
pai-t  of  the  routine  quarantine  lakoratory  work. 

The  decrease  in  the  r^ular  work  has,  however,  been  largely 
ofeet  by  work  received  from  the  Army  asud  Navy  at  Hoffmait  and 
Swinburne  Islands,  se  that  the  total  number  of  examinations  is 
nearly  up  to  the  approximate  average  of  a  njDomal  year. 

In  connection  with  the  work  for  the  Army,  it  has  been  necee- 
sary  to  equip  the  laboratory  with  two  automatic  water  stills  haT- 
ing  a  combined  capacity  of  forty  gallcms  of  commercial  distilled 
water  a  day.  It  has  also  been  necessary  to  construct  a  large  all- 
glass  still  for  the  preparation  of  double  distilled  water  for  the 
administration  of  salvarean.  Equipment  has  also  been  installed 
for  performing  the  Wassermann  test  for  lues.  At  the  present 
time  the  laboratory  staff  is  prepared  to  perform  a  large  munkeP' 
of  Wassermann  tests  daily  if  called  upon  to  do  so. 

Owing  to  the  great  reduction  of  the  laboratory  staff,  the  scarcity 
of  suitable  animals  for  experimental  work  and  the  greatly 
increased  cost  of  laboratory  supplies,  research  work  has  been  prac- 
tically at  a  standstill  during  the  past  year.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
that  it  will  be  possible  in  the  near  future  to  again  take  up 
research  work  along  quarantine  lines.

HoffmaB  Isknd  is  located  in  the  lower  Xew  Yoi'k  bay  and  can 
be  reached  by  power  laimch  in  twenty  mimites  from  Rosebank, 
S.  I.  This  is  the  general  detention  station  and  comprises  a  gen- 
eral hospital,  detention  buildings,  isolation  buildings,  adminis- 
tration buildingj  engine  house,  laundry  and  fumigation  plant 
The  capacity  is  150  beds  in  the  hosjjital  and  room  for  detention  of 
1,200  persons  in  addition. 

During  the  months  of  July,  August,  September  and  Octobear 
of  1917  —  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  —  Hoffman  Island 
was  used  to  carry  on  the  usual  quarantine  hospital  and  detention 
service  of  the  port  of  New  York,  but  owing  to  the  country  being 
at  war,  immigration  was  veiy  greatly  reduced  and  the  hospital 
and  detention  work  became  lees  active. 
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The  energy  of  the  State  employees  on  Hoffman  Island  was 
directed  towards  the  general  improving  and  renovating  of  the 
buildings  and  other  property  and  after  much  of  this  work  had 
been  accomplished,  preparations  were  made  for  the  use  of  the 
island  in  part  by  the  War  Department. 

On  November  1,  1917,  100  patients  from  the  United  States 
Army  were  admitted  to  the  island  for  hospital  treatment.    The 
number  gradually  increased  until  the  daily  census  reached  nearly . 
seven  hundred. 

Due  to  a  scarcity  of  medical  officers  in  the  service  of  the  Health 
Officer^s  Department,  caused  by  war  conditions,  it  was  necessary 
for  the  Pederal  Government  to  furnish  a:dequate  medical  atten- 
tion  for  the  patients,  and  an  arrangement  was  made  to  have  a 
sufficient  number  of  Army  medical  officers  detailed  for  duty  at 
Hoffman  Island  to  take  charge  of  the  treatment  of  the  soldier 
patients  in  the  hospital. 

The  buildings  known  as  Hospital  Building  No.  2  and  Hospital 
Building  No.  4  were  turned  over  to  the  United  States  military 
authorities  for  the  care  of  soldiers,  and  the  wooden  buildings 
known  as  Buildings  D  and- E  were  used  for  offices^for  the*  military 
I^ersonnel  in  charge  of  the  soldiers. 

Medical  officers  and  other  personnel  of  the  United  States  Army 
numbering  120  were  also  given  quarters  on  the  island,  but  the 
general  administration  of  the  island,  as  well  as  nursing,  food  and 
drug  supplies,  was  carried  on  by  this  Department  Every  possible 
ca  operation  and  courtesy  was  extended  to  the  Army  medical  offi- 
cers to  successfully  carry  on  the  work  of  caring  for  the  soldier 
patients.

Meciianical  Division 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  work  of  replacement  and  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  Quarantine  plant  as  a  whole  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  Station  force.  More  than  the  usual  amount  of  work  has  been 
done  on  the  floating  property  which  heretofore  was  performed 
in  shipyards,  and  every  launch  on  the  Station  has  been  kept  in 
repair  with  a  minimum  amount  of  outside  help.  This  policy  not 
only  resulted  in  economy  in  administration  but  especially  was  it 
helpful  in  speeding  up  repairs  and  making  the  floating  property 
available  in  the  shortest  possible  time.  All  the  buildings  of  the 
Station  at  Eosebank  were  painted  and  a  great  deal  of  the  interior 
surface  at  Hoffman  Island  was  repainted.  On  account  of  the 
severe  Winter,  the  piping  at  both  Hoffman  and  Swinburne  Island 
required  extensive  repairs  and  replacement,  all  of  which  was  done 
bv  the  Mechanical  Division.

§  100.  Quarantine  commissioners  abolished;  power  conferred 
on  health  officer.

'the  prorisions  of  this  chapter.  He  may  make  rach  rules  and  regu- 
lations not  inconsistent  -with  law  a^  they*  shall  deem  necessary 
for  the  care  and  protection  of  each  portion  of  the  quarantine 
estaMishment ;  for  the  government  of  the  employees  therein;  for 
the  regulation  of  the  conduct  of  all  quarantinable  persons  and 
shall  pay  all  salaries  of  persons  appointed  by  him  at.  Hoffman  and 
Swinburne  islaxKis  from  money  approprisvted  by  the  state.  He 
shall  collect  from  the  owners,  ageats  or  consignees  of  vessels  all 
bills  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  persons  detained  in  quaran- 
tine, and  shall  have  power  to  enforce  such  payment  by  process  of 
law  against  the  vessel  upon  which  such  detained  persons  have 
arrived,  or  against  the  agents,  or  owners,  or  consignees  of  such 
vessels,  and,  in  case  of  an  emergency  arising,  shall  use  all  means 
conducive  to  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  and  if  the  balance 
in  the  contingent  fund  is  insufficient  therefor,  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  governor  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  thirty-seven  of  the  state  finance  law,  expend  such  portion 
of  the  fees  collected  by  him  as  may  be  needed.  If  such  expendi- 
ture is  made  the  health  officer  shall  render  to  the  state  comptroller 
on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  the  succeeding  mcmth  a- sworn  itemized 
siatesnent  of  all  such  expenditures  made  iduring  the  preceding 
calendar  month.  (Am*d  by  L.  1909,  ch.  375  and  L.  1910,  ch. 
.425,. in  effect  Oct.  1, 1910.) 

§  104.  Quarantine  establishment.  Quarantine  for  the  pro- 
tection of  public  health  shall  be  maintained  in  and  for  the  port 
of  'New  York,  for  all  vessels  arriving  thereat  from  other  ports, 
and  for  the  crews,  passengers,  equipage,  cargoes  and  other  prop- 
erty on  board  the  same.  'The  quarantine  establishment  at  such 
port  shall  consist  of: 

1.  Docks  and  wharves. 

2.  Anchorage  for  vessels.

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§  105.  Docks  and  wharves.  The  existing  docks  and  wharves 
with  their  appurtenances  shall  be  na.aintainedj  and  if  any  such 
additional  structures  are  required,  they  shall  be  constructed  at 
such  expense  and  in  such  place  in  the  lower  bay  of  New  York,  as 
the  health  officer  may  determine,  with  the  approval  of  the  com- 
missioners of  the  land  office. 

§  106.  Anchorage.  The  anchorage  for  vessels  under  quaran- 
tine shall  be  within  the  waters  of  New  York  harbor  at  sudi  place 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  health  officer. 

§  107.  Boarding  station.  The  boarding  station  for  vessels 
from  any  place  where  disease  subject  to  quarantine  existed  at  the 
time  of  their  departure,  or  which  shall  have  stopped  at  any  such 
place  during  their  voyage,  or  on  board  of  which  during  the  voyage 
any  case  of  such  disease  shall  have  occurred,  arriving  between  the 
first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  November,  shall  be  at  such 
place  as  the  health  officer  may  designate.  And  all  such  vessels 
immediately  on  their  arrival  shall  anchor  where  directed  and  there 
remain  with  all  persons  arriving  thereon  until  discharged  by  the 
health  officer. 

§  108.  The  Swinburne  island  hospital.  The  Swinburne  island 
hospital  in  the  lower  bay  of  New  York,  with  its  docks,  wharves 
and  appurtenances,  shall  be  kept  in  the  best  possible  condition  by 
the  health  officer  and  be  in  constant  readiness  for  use  as  a  hospital 
for  the  reception  of  persons  sick  with  infectious  diseases,  arriving 
in  quarantinable  vessels,  and  shall  be  provided  with  all  necessary 
furniture,  fixtures  and  other  facilities  for  the  care  of  the  sick 
and  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
health  officer.  The  expense  of  the  care  and  the  support  of  every 
person  received  into  such  hospital  shall  be  fixed  and  determined 
by  the  health  officer,  and  shall  be  paid  to  him  by  the  master,  owner 
or  consigee  of  the  vessel  in  which  such  person  shall  have  arrived, 
and  the  payment  thereof  may  be  enforced  by  the  same  remedies 
as  the  payment  of  other  quarantine  charges.  The  structures  on 
Hoffman  island  now  used  for  that  purpose  shall  continue  to  be 
used  for  the  reception  and  tcmporarj'-  detention  of  persons  under 
quarantine  who  have  been  exposed  to  infectious  diseases  and  who 
may  be  sent  there  by  the  health  officer  pursuant  to  law.    And  the 
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health  officer  shall  use  every  effort  to  maintain  this  island  and  the 
buildings  thereon  in  the  best  possible  condition  for  the  safe  and 
comfortable  occupancy  of  detained  persons,  and  shall  provide 
appliances  for  the  cleansing  and  the  disinfection  of  persons,  bag- 
gage, and  other  goods. 

§  109.  Crematory.  The  health  officer  shall  maintain  upon 
Swinburne  island,  in  the  harbor  of  New  York,  a  crematory  of  such 
form  and  construction. as  he  may  deem  advisable.  He  shall  cause 
to  be  incinerated  therein  the  bodies  of  persons  dying  at  the  quaran- 
tine hospital  from  infectious  diseases,  except  of  persons  whose 
religious  views  as  communicated  by  them  while  living,  or  by  their 
friends  within  twenty-four  hours  after  their  decease,  are  opposed 
to  cremation. 

§  110.  Remains  of  persons  cremated.  The  remains  of  persons 
cremated  upon  Swinburne  island  shall  be  placed  in  receptacles 
provided  by  the  health  officer  for  this  purpose,  and  the  same  shall 
be  properly  labeled  for  identification  and  the  health  officer  shall 
deliver  such  receptacles  to  the  proper  claimants,  when  such 
appear,  and  when  no  such  claimant  is  known,  shall  place  the 
receptacle  in  a  proper  place  to  be  provided  for  this  purpose. 

§•111.  Burying  ground.  The  health  officer  may  make  use  of 
such  parts  of  Swinburne  island  in  the  harbor  of  New  York,  as 
they  *  may  find  necessary  for  the  interment  of  the  bodies  of  per- 
sons dying  at  the  quarantine  hospital  from  infectious  diseases, 
which  are  not  authorized  to  be  cremated  or  which  may  not  be 
designated  for  cremation. 

Creation  of  Commission  to  Negotiate  Transfer  of  Quarantine 
Station  to  United  States 

Section  1.  A  commission  is  hereby  created  consisting  of  the 
governor,  lieutenant-governor,  attorney-general,  comptroller  and 
state  engineer  and*  surveyor,  to  negotiate  with  the  proper  authori- 
ties of  the  United  States  for  the  transfer  of  title  or  the  surrender 
of  the  possession  and  use  to  the  United  States,  upon  the  payment 
of  such  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  of  the  quarantine 
establishment  of  this  state,   consisting  of  docks   and  wharves,

§  120.  Appointment;  salaiy.  There  shall  continue  to  be  a 
health  officer  for  the  port  of  New  York  appointed  by  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  four  years,  and  who  shall  be  a  doctor  of  medicine 
of  good  standing  of  at  least  ten  years'  experience  in  the  practice 
of  his  profession  and  practically  familiar  with  quarantinable  dis- 
eases. He  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  an  annual  salary  of  twelve 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  (Am'd  by  L.  1910,  ch.  425,  in 
effect  Oct.  1,  1910.) 

§  121.-  Residence  and  general  powera  The  health  officer  for 
the  port  of  New  York  shall  reside  at  quarantine.  He  shall  have 
the  general  supei-vision  and  control  of  the  quarantine  establish- 
ment, and  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  sick  thereat',  and  shall 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  and  the  preceding  article. 
He  shall,  in  the  presence  of  immediate  danger,  of  which  he  shall 
be  the  judge,  take  the  responsibility  of  applying  such  additional 
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measures  as  may  be  deemed  indispensable  for  the  protection  of 
the  public  health.  He  may  cause  to  be  sold  at  public  auction  any 
personal  property  connected  with  the  quarantine  establishment  or 
otherwise  subject  to  his  jurisdiction,  which  he  deems  useless.

§  122.  Appointment  of  assistants,  nurses,  boatmen  and  others 
employed.  The  health  officer  may  appoint  and  dismiss  at  pleasure 
deputy  health  officers,  a  resident  physician  and  an  engineer  of  the 
Swinburne  island  hospital,  and  a  superintendent  and  engineer  at 
Hoffman  island,  who  may  perform,  subject  to  his  direction,  any 
duty  required  of  the  health  officer,  and  for  whose  conduct  he 
shall  be  responsible.  He  may  appoint  and  dismiss  at  pleasure 
as  many  nurses,  boatmen  and  other  employees  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  com- 
pensation of  all  persons  employed  under  this  section  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  health  officer  within  the  amounts  appropriated  therefor.

§  123.  Examinations  J  warrants  for  offenders.  The  health  offi- 
cer may  administer  oaths  in  all  examinations  to  be  conducted  by 
him,  or  under  his  direction,  prescribed  by  this  article,  and  relative 
to  any  alleged  violation  of  quarantne  law  or  regulations.  He  may 
issue  a  warrant  to  any  constable  or  other  citizen  for  the  pursuit 
and  arrest  of  any  person  violating  any  quarantine  law  or  regula- 
tion, or  obstructing  the  health  officer  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  and  for  the  delivery  of  any  person  arrested  to  the  health 
officer  to  be  detained  in  quarantine  until  discharged  by  him,  not 
exceeding  twenty  days.  Every  constable  or  other  citizen  to  whom 
any  such  warrant  shall  be  delivered  shall  obey  the  direction 
thereof. 

§  124.  Boarding  vessels.  The  health  officer  shall  board  every 
quarantinable  vessel  as  soon  after  her  arrival  as  practicable, 
between  sunrise  and  sunset;  shall  ascertain  by  the  inspection 
of  the  bill  of  health,  manifest,  log  book  or  otherwise,  as  to  the 
health  of  all  persons  on  board,  and  the  condition  of  the  vessel 
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and  cai^o;  shall  examine  on  oath  as  many  persons  on  board  or 
elsewhere  as  he  may  deem  expedient  to  enable  him  to  determine 
the  period  of  quarantine  and  the  rgulations  to  which  the  vessel 
and  cargo  shall  be  made  subject.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health 
oflBcers  at  the  several  ports  of  entry  within  the  state  of  New  York 
to  require  the  masters  of  all  merchant  ships  and  vessels  arriving  at 
said  ports  from  any  foreign  port,  to  present  a  bill  of  health,  duly 
executed  by  the  consul,  vice-consul,  or  other  consular  officer  of  the 
United  States,  or  by  the  medical  officer  attached  to  the  United 
States  consulate  by  appointment  of  the  United  States  government, 
or  the  representative  of  the  United  States  government  resident  at 
said  port  of  departure,  which  shall  set  forth  the  sanitary  condition 
and  history  of  said  vessel;  also  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
cargo  and  of  the  crew  and  passengers ;  also  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  food,  water  and  ventilation  of  said  vessel;  the  number  of 
cases  at  such  port  of  yellow  fever,  plague,  cholera,  small-pox, 
typhus  fever,  relapsing  fever,  scarlatina,  measles,  diphtheria  and 
other  infectious  diseases,  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  each  of 
these  diseases,  and  from  all  causes  the  week  preceding  the  date  of 
said  bill  of  health,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained  by  the  said  consul, 
vice-consul  or  other  consular  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  the 
medical  officer  attached  to  such  consulate.  Said  bill  of  health 
shall  contain,  in  addition  to  the  above,  a  statement  of  any  cir- 
cumstances affecting  the  public  health  in  relation  to  infectious 
diseases  at  the  port  of  departure,  or  the  community  adjacent 
thereto.  Vessels  that  touch  at  other  ports  on  the  passage  shall 
bring  a  bill  of  health  from  each  and  every  port,  or  shall  have 
indorsed  upon  the  original  bill  of  health  by  the  consul,  vice-consul, 
consular  officer  or  medical  officer  of  the  consulate,  the  facts  and 
conditions  of  those  ports  as  to  the  existence  and  prevalence  of 
the  infectious  diseases  mentioned  in  this  section.  All  persons 
coming  from  or  through  any  foreign  port  or  place  who  may  arrive 
at  the  port  of  New  York,  shall  be  liable  to  an  examination  by  the 
health  officer  or  his  deputies,  as  regards  their  protection  from 
small-pox.  In  case  any  person  so  arriving  shall  refuse  to  submit 
to  such  examination,  or  upon  such  examination  shall  be  found 
not  sufficiently  protected  from  small-pox,  or  refuses  to  be  pro- 
tected by  vaccination,  such  person,  and  in  case  such  person  be 
a  minor,  then  also  the  person  having  him  or  her  under  charge, 
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sliall  be  detained  in  quarantine  until  he  or  she  shall  have  passed 
the  incubative  period  from  date  of  last  possible  exposure;  and 
the  expense  of  such  detention  will  be  chargeable  by  the  health 
officer  upon  the  consignees  or  owners  of  the  vessd  having,  such 
person  on  board,  and  such  expenses  as  may  be  incurred  shall  be 
a  lien  upon  such  vesseL  The  master  of  a  vessel  who  shall  refuse 
or  n^leet  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

§  125.  Bills  of  health.  The  health  officer  shall  require  the 
masters  of  all  merchant  ships  and  vessels  at  such  port  from  any 
foreign  port  to  present  a  bill  of  health,  duly  executed  by  the  con- 
sul, vice-consul  or  other  consular  officer  of  the  United  States,  or 
by  the  imedical  officer  attached  to  the  United  Stafcee  consulate,  by 
appointment  of  the  United  States  government,  or  th©  rcpres«ata- 
tive  of  the^  United  States  government,  resident  at  such  port  of 
departure^  setting  forth  the  sanitarj'  conditicoi  of  the  vessel,  its 
cargo,  crew,  passengers,  food,  waters  and  ventilation  and  the  sani- 
tary history  of  the  vessel,  the  number  of  cases  at  such  port  of 
yellow  fever,  plague,  cholera,  small-ix)x,  typhus  fever,  relapsing 
fever,  scarlatina,  measles,  diphtheria  and  other  infectious  diseases, 
the  total  number  of  deaths  from  each  of  these  diseases,  and  from. 
all  causes  the  week  preceding  the  date  of  the  bill  of  health,  as  far 
as  can  be  ascertained  by  the  officer  executing  such  bill  of  health, 
and  a  statement  of  any  circumstances  affecting  the  public  health 
in  relation  to  infectious  diseases  at  such  poi*t  of  departure  or  the 
coramunity  adjacent  thereto.  Vessels  touching  other  ports  on  the 
passage  shall  also  bring  a  bill  of  health  from  each  port,  or  shall 
have  indorsed  on  the  original  bill  of  health  by  one  of  such  United 
States  officers  thereat,  the  facts  and  conditions  of  the  ports  touched, 
as  to  the  existence  or  prevalence  there  of  any  such  infectix>us 
disease. 

§  12*6.  Effects  of  deceased  persons.  The  health  officer  shall 
secure  the  effects  of  deceased  persons  in  quarantine  from  Avaste 
and  embezzlement,  make  a  true  inventory  thereof,  and  if  the  right- 
ful claimants  thereto  do  not  apj)ear  ^thin  three  months,  deliver 
the  same  to  the  public  administrator  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
unless  they  ought  not  to  be  removed  or  ought  to  be  destroyed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  article. 
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§  127.  D^artment  of  health  of  the  city  of  New  York.  The 
health  officer  shall  keep  the  department  of  health  of  the  city  of 
New  York  informed  of  the  number  of  cases  of  qnarantinable  dis- 
eaaes  and  the  character  of  the  same  held  at  quarantine  and  he 
Baay  receive  any  vesael  or  merchandifle  sent  to  him  by  the  health 
Authorities  of  New  York  which  in  his  opinion  is  dangerous  to 
die  public  healtkr 

§  128.  Power  over  master,  owner  or  consignee  of  vessel.  If  the 
master,  owner  4>t  consignee  of  any  qnarantinable  vessel  shall  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to-  dq  any  act  or  thing  lawfully  directed  to  be  done 
by  the  health  officer,  or  to  comply  with  any  lawful  order  or  direc- 
tion of  the  health  officer,  or  with  any  r^ilation  relatiTe  to  such 
vessel  or  any  person  or  thing  on  board  thereof,  the  health  officer 
may  employ  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  any 
such  order,  direction  or  regulation. 

§  129.  Qnarantinable  diseases.  -The  qnarantinable  diseases  are 
yellow  fever,  plague,  cholera,  typhus  or  ship  fever  and  small-pox, 
and  any  other  infectious  disease  which  has  been  or  may  be  deter- 
mined to  be  qnarantinable  by  the  health  officer.  Persons  with 
ieanffieient  evidence  of  vaccination  and  known  to  have  been 
recently  exposed  to  small-pox,  shall  be  vaccinated  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable and  detained  until  the  vaccination  shall  have  taken  effect, 
under  regulations. prescribed  by  the  health  officer. 

§  130.  Quarantinable  vessels  and  period  of  quarantine.  Every 
vessel  arriving  at  the  port  of  New  York. from  any  place  where  a 
quarantinable  disease  existed  at  the  time  of  departure,  or  which 
shall  have  arrived  at  any  such  place  and  proceeded  therefrom  to 
New  York,  or  on  board  of  which  during  the  voyage  any  case  of 
any  such  disease  shall  have  occurred,  shall  remain  at  quarantine 
until  the. health  officer  grant  a  permit  for  the  discharge  of  such 
vessel  or  cargo  or  both.  Every  vessel  arriving  at  the  port  of  New 
York  from  any  foreign  port  and  every  vessel  from  a  domestic  port 
shall,  on  their  arrival  at  the  quarantine  ground,  be  subject  to 
visitation  by  the  health  officer.  No  quarantinable  vessel  shall 
depart  from  quarantine  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
health  officer  which  shall  be  delivered  by  the  master  of  the  vessel 
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to  the  department  of  health  of  the  city  of  New  York,  according 
to  the  destination  of  the  vessel  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the 
permit  is  received  by  him. 

§  131.  Detention  for  examination  of  vessels.  If  a  vessel  which 
has  not  had,  during  the  voyage,  a  case  of  quarantinable  disease, 
is  found  in  a  condition  which  the  health  officer  deems  dangerous 
to  the  public  health,  it  shall  be  held  and  treated  as  the  health 
officer  may  deem  necessar5^ 

§  132.  Sanitary  measures ;  admission  to  pratique.  The  health 
officer  may  require  before  admission  to  pratique  of  any  vessel, 
baths  and  other  bodily  care  of  the  persons  on  board  in  addition 
to  the  treatment  of  the  vessel  and  cargo.  Admission  to  pratique 
shall  be  preceded  by  as  many  visits  to  the  vessel  by  the  health 
officer  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

§  133.  The  yellow  flag.  The  health  officer  shall  cause  all  ves- 
sels, warehouses  and  merchandise  in  quarantine  to  be  designated 
by  a  yellow  flag,  and  shall  prohibit  communication  with  or  passage 
within  range  of  the  same,  except  under  such  restrictions  as  he 
may  designate  compatible  with  the  public  safety. 

§  134.  Vaccination.  All  persons  coming  from  or  through  any 
foreign  port  or  place,  who  may  arrive  at  the  port  of  New  York, 
shall  be  liable  to  an  examination  by  the  health  officer  or  his  depu- 
ties, as  regards  their  protection  from  small-pox. 

If  any  such  person  shall  refuse  to  submit  to  such  examination 
or  on  such  examination  shall  be  found  not  sufficiently  protected 
from  small-i>ox,  or  shall  refuse  to  be  protected  by  vaccination, 
such  person  together  with  the  person  having  him  in  charge  if  he 
be  a  minor,  shall  be  detained  in  quarantine  until  he  shall  have 
passed  the  incubative  period  from  the  date  of  the  last  possible 
exposure;  and  the  expense  of  such  detention  shall  be  charged  by 
the  health  officer  to  the  consignees  or  owners  of  the  vessel  having 
such  person  on  board,  and  such  expenses  so  incurred  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  such  vessel. 

§  135.  Duty  of  pilots.  Every  pilot  belonging  to  the  port  of 
New  York  shall  use  his  utmost  endeavors  to  supply  the  health 
officer  with  such  information  as  may  aid  him  in  protecting  the 
public  health. 
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§  136.  Eemoval  of  vessels,  persons  and  things  from  the  city  of 
Xew  York.  The  health  officer  may,  whenever  in  his  judgment 
the  public  health  requires  it,  order  any  vessel  at  the  wharves  of 
the  city  of  New  York  to  the  quarantine  grounds  and  may  require 
all  persons,  articles  or  things  introduced  into  the  city  from  such 
vessel  to  be  seized,  and  returned  on  board  thereof.  If  the  master, 
owner  or  consignee  of  such  vessel  can  not  be  found,  or  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  obey  any  such  order  of  removal,  the  health  officer 
may  employ  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  such 
removal  at  the  expense  of  such  master,  owner  or  consignee.  He 
shall  have  the  aid  of  the  health  and  police  departments  of  the  city 
of  Xew  York  in  securing  the  return  of  the  persons  and  things 
above  referred  to.  Such  vessel  or  person  shall  not  return  to  the 
city  without  the  written  permission  of  the  health  officer.  Any 
person  employed  to  remove  any  such  vessel,  articles  or  things 
pursuant  to  this  section,  shall  have  a  lien  on  such  vessel,  its  tackle, 
apparel  and  furniture  for  his  services  and  expenses  in  effecting 
such  removal,  which  may  be  enforced  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  lien  law  for  the  enforcement  of  a  lien  upon  vessels. 

§  137.  Payment  of  expenses  of  quarantine.  The  expenses 
incurred  and  services  rendered  by  the  health  officer  or  any  of  his 
subordinates  or  employees  in  the  discharge  of  any  duty  imposed 
by  law  in  relation  to  vessels,  merchandise,  baggage,  dunnage,  per- 
sons or  burials  of  persons  under  quarantine  shall  be  paid  to  the 
health  officer  by  the  master  of  the  vessels  for  which  the  expenses 
shall  have  been  incurred,  or  the  services  rendered,  or  in  which 
such  merchandise,  baggage,  dunnage  and  persons  shall  have 
arrived.  Persons  conveyed  to  and  from  the  quarantine  establish- 
ment in  the  quarantine  steamboat  shall  pay  the  health  officer  for 
such  transportation,  unless  conveyed  for  the  master  of  a  vessel,  in 
which  case  the  master  shall  pay  for  the  same. 

§  138.  Lien  for  services  and  expenses.  All  such  expenses,  serv- 
ices and  charges  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  vessels,  merchandise  or 
other  property  in  relation  to  which  they  shall  have  been  made, 
incurred  or  rendered,  and  if  such  master,  owner,  consignee  or  the 
charterer  or  agent  of  vessels  where  the  owner  does  not  reside 
within  the  United  States,  shall  omit  to  pay  the  same  within  three 
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days  after  the  presentation  of  smch.  account,  the  health  oflBcer  may 
proceed  to  enforce  s«di  lien  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  lien 
law  for  the  enforcement  of  liens  npon  vesseLsr ;  or  he  may  have  or 
maintain  an  action  against  sudi  master,  owner,  consignee  or  the 
charterer  or  agent  of  such  vessels  where  the  owner  does  mot  reside 
within  the  United  States  to  recover  the  anuount  of  such  expenses, 
services  and  charges,  and  such  master,  owner,  consignee,  charterer 
HIT  agent  shall  be  deemed  indebted  toihim  in  such  aovBOUSit  and  may 
recover  from  any  passenger  liajble  to  pay  the  same  *  amonnt  of 
any  expense  incurred  on  account  of  such  pasacDoger.  The  health 
officer  shall  have  the  same  xemedies  to  enforce  any  other  lien  or  to 
recover  for  any  expenses,  services  or  diarges  whidi  are  by  law 
made  payable  to  him  if  they  remain  unpaid  for  three  days  after 
payment  shall  have  been  demanded  by  him.  The  vessel,  cargo 
or  other  property  upon  which  any  lien  exists  by  virtue  of  any  pro- 
vision in  this  article,  shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  the  aniount 
due  for  the  expenses,  services  or  charges  constituti^ag  such  lien  is 
paid,  unless  such  master,  owner,  consignee,  ohart-erer  or  agent  shall 
execute  to  the  health  oi&cer  a  bond  with  8u:9icient  sureties  to  be 
approved  by  him,  conditioned  for  the  payment  thereof  within  ten 
days  thereafter.  (Am'd  L.  1909,  ch.  375  and  L.  1913,  ch.  162, 
in  effect  April  2,  1913.) 

§  139.  When  master  of  vessel  must  provide  for  passenger.  All 
passengers  on  board  any  vessel  under  quarantine  shall  be  provided 
for  by  the  master  of  the  vessel  on  which  they  arrive.  If  the  master 
neglects  or  refuses  to  provide  for  them,  or  if  they  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  some  other  point  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  health 
officer,  they  shall  be  maintaiued  by  the  quarantine  commissioners 
at  the  expense  of  the  vessel,  her  o^vners  or  consignees,  and  the 
health  officer  may  in  his  discretion  refuse  to  permit  the  vessel  to 
leave  quarantine  until  such  exp^ises  have  been  paid  or  secured. 
The  health  officer  may  maintain  an  action  against  such  owners  or 
consignees  to  recover  for  such  expenses,  which  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  the  vessel,  to  be  enforced  as  other  liens  thereon  by  him. 

§  140.  Policemen.  The  health  officer  may  appoint  policemen, 
whose  seiTjces  shall  be  paid  for  by  him,  and  may  dismiss  them  at 
pleasure  and  appoint  others  in  their  places.   Such  policemen  shall

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peifoim  patrol. OP  police  duty  under  the  direction  of  the  health, 
offioer^  in  cxHuiection  with  the  quarantine  establishment,  ainl  upon 
tha  watera  of  the  bay  of  New  York.  They  shall  have  all  the 
powers  possessed  by  policeixhen  in  the  city  of  New  York  and  any 
person  arrested  by  any  such  policeman  for  violating  any  law  or 
regulatioii  relatiug  to  quarantine  in  such  poort,  may  be  taken  by 
him  before  any  court  of  criminal  jurisdiction  or  any  magistrate 
or  poliee  justice  in  said  city,  and  thereupon  such  court,  magis- 
trate oiF  police  justice  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear,  try  and 
punish  the  person  arrested  for  the  offense  committeed  by  him  in 
the  same  manner  md  with  the  same  effect,  as  if  the  offense  had 
been  committed  within  the  teiTitory  over  which  such  court,  magis- 
trate or  p<^iee  justice  has  jurisdiction  to  hear,  try  and  punish 
for  affenses  committed  within  such  territory. 

§  141.  Confinement  of  offenders.  The  health  officer  upon  the 
application  of  the  master  of  any  vessel  under  quarantine  may 
confine  in  any  suitable  place  on  shore,  any  person  on  board  of  the 
vessel  charged  with  the  commission  of  any  offense  punishable  try 
the  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States,  and  who  can  not  be 
secured  on  board  of  such  vessel.  Such  confinement  may  continue 
during  the  quarantine  of  such  person,  or  until  he  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded against  in  due  course  of  law.  The  expenses  of  such  con- 
finement shall  be  charged  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
expenses  of  providing  for  passengers,  which  the  master  of  the 
vessel  is  required  to  pay. 

§  142:  Jurisdietian  aver  offenses  and  in  actions.  Exclusive 
jurisdiotion  of  the  offenses  specified  in  this  article  is  hereby  given 
to  the  canrtof  general  sessions  of  the  county  of  New  York  and  the 
court  of  speoial  sessioiw  of  the  city  of  New  York,  but  the  punish- 
mezit  in  the  last-named  court  for  offenses  shall  not  exceed  ten. 
days'  impariaemnrait^  or  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollai's,  or  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonnient^  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district 
attorneys  of*  the  county,  of  New  York,  and  the  county  of  Kings, 
and  the  county  of  Bicfamond,  respectively,  to  prosecute  all  persona 
guilty  of  such  offenseS'  in  preference  to  any  indictment  then  in 
their  comrts,  aaid  for  sack  courts  to  hear  and  try  the  offenses 
agmnst  the  provisiDns  of  this  dtapter  in  preference  to  all  other 
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cases  pending  before  them ;  and  whenever  any  person  shall  be  con- 
victed on  a  trial  for  such  offense,  the  court  shall  forthwith  proceed 
to  pronounce  judgment  upon  him  according  to  the  terms  pre- 
scribed in  this  chapter.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  all  ques- 
tions of  jurisdction.  in  any  civil  or  criminal  action  growing  out 
of  any  act  or  thing  done  upon  or  connected  with  the  Swinburne 
island  hospital,  such  hospital  shall  be  deemed  to  be  within  the 
county  of  I^ew  York.  If  any  action  has  been  or  shall  hereafter 
be  commenced  or  any  criminal  prosecution  instituted  against  the 
health  officer,  or  any  of  his  deputies  or  employees,  or  any  of  them, 
or  against  any  person  engaged  in  performing  any  duty  or  render- 
ing any  service  in  any  matter  or  thing  connected  with  the  quaran- 
tine establishment,  or  any  part  thereof,  before  any  court  or  officer 
within  the  county  of  Richmond,  or  .when  such  county  shall  be 
the  place  of  trial  named  in  the  complaint  in  any  such  action,  the 
defendant  therein  may  apply  to  any  justice  of  the  supreme  court 
for  an  order  directing  that  such  action  shall  be  tried  either  in  the 
county  of  New  York  or  in  the  county  of  Kings,  and  such  justice 
shall  thereupon  make  an  order  removing  such  action  from  the 
county  of  Richmond  to  the  county  of  New  York  or  the  county  of 
Kings.  If  the  action  is  pending  in  the  supreme  court,  the  order 
shall  designate  in  which  of  the  other  counties  herein  named  the 
trial  shall  be  had;  if  the  action  is  pending  in  the  county  court, 
such  order  shall  remove  the  action  into  the  supreme  court,  and 
designate  one  of  such  other  counties  as  the  county  wherein  it  shall 
be  tried.  If  the  action  shall  have  been  commenced  in  the  munic- 
ipal court  for  the  borough  of  Richmond,  the  order  shall  designate 
the  court  before  which  the  action  shall  be  tried  in  the  county  to 
which  it  is  removed  as  herein  required;  and  if  it  is  a  criminal 
action,  te  order  shall  direct  to  which  officer  or  court  the  complaint 
or  indictment  shall  be  sent  for  trial,  and  shall  provide  for  giving 
bail  in  such  form  and  amount  as  such  justice  shall  deem  proper. 
The  court  or  officer  to  which  any  action  shall  be  transferred,  pur- 
suant to  this  section,  shall  proceed  to  the  trial  thereof  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  if  the  action  had  been 
commenced  before  such  court  or  officer  and  the  cause  of  action 
had  arisen  in  the  county  to  which  the  action,  shall  have  been 
removed.    An  action  may  be  brought  by  and  in  the  name  of  the 
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health  officer  to  recover  any  penalty,  forfeiture,  sum  of  money  or 
other  cause  of  action  incurred  or  required  to  be  paid  or  author- 
ized to  be  brought  pursuant  to  any  provision  of  this  article  or  the 
preceding  article. 

§  143.  Special  port  warden.  There  shall  continue  to  be  a 
special  port  warden  in  and  for  the  port  of  Xew  York,  appointed 
by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years.  He  shall  act  as  warden  in 
regard  to  vessels  under  or  subject  to  quarantine,  but  not  in  regard 
to  vessels  while  stopping  at  quarantine  for  the  purpose  of  visita- 
tion only  by  the  health  officer,  but  not  detained.  He  shall  have  all 
the  powers  of  a  port  warden  of  the  port  of  Xew  York  with  refer- 
ence to  vessels  or  merchandise  under  or  subject  to  quarantine, 
but  he  shall  be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  health  officer  may 
impose,  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health.  He  shall  receive 
for  each  survey  or  examination  made  by  him  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars, and  shall  make  returns  to  the  warden's  office  in  the  city  of 
Kew  York  of  each  survey  made  by  him,  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  it  shall  be  made.  He  may  appoint  a  deputy,  who  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  serve,  may  perform  all  his  duties  and  exer- 
cise all  his  powers.  Xo  other  port  warden  shall  be  appointed 
under  quarantina 

§  144.  Fees  of  health  officer ;  payment  of  salaries  and  expenses. 
The  health  officer  shall  receive,  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
f©r  services  rendered  by  him,  fees  at  rates  not  to  exceed  the  fol- 
lowing, namely :  For  inspection  of  any  vessel  from  a  foreign  port, 
whose  restored  gross  tonnage  shall  exceed  five  hundred  tons,  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars.  For  inspection  of  every  vessel  from  a  foreign 
port,  whose  gross  registered  tonnage  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred 
tons,  five  dollars.  For  inspection  of  every  such  other  vessel,  as 
the  health  officer  may  deem  to  be  quarantinable  and  subject  to 
visitation  and  inspection  and  so  designate  either  by  name  or  by 
class,  three  dollars.  For  medical  inspection  of  third-class  or  steer- 
age passengers  upon  all  ships  entering  the  port  of  New  York,  as 
follows:  For  the  first  one  hundred,  or  fraction  thereof,  five 
dollars;  for  every  additional  one  hundred,  or  fraction  thereof,  of 
such  passengers,  three  dollars.    For  each  special  permit  issued  for 
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the  discharge  of  cargo,  portion  of  cargo  or  baggage  brought  as 
freight,  one  dollar.    For  special  sanitary  inspection  of  every  vessel 
before  or  after  the  discharge  of  cargo  or  balLast,  ten  dollars.    For 
fumigation  and  disinfection  of  eveiy  vessel  which,  in  the  judgnient 
of  the  health  officer  shall  require  fumigation  and  disinfection  at 
rates  to  be  fixed  in  proportion  to  the  service  rendered  by  the 
health  officer,  but  not  to  exceed  the  following :   For  vessds  whose 
gross  registered  tonnage  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  tons,  fifty 
dollars.     For  vessels  whose  gross  registered  tonnage  shall  exceed 
two  thousand  tons,  for  every  thousand,  or  fraction  thereof,  in 
excess  of  the  said  two  thousand  tons,  twenty-^five  dollars.     For 
boarding  every  \nessel  carrying  passengers  between  sunset  and  sun- 
rise and  inspecting  the  same,  at  the  request  of  the  owner,  consignee 
or  master  of  the  vessel  and  granting  pratique  whien  such  pratique 
can  be  giyen  without  danger  to  the  pablic  health,  fifteen  dollars. 
For  vaccination  of  persons  on  vessels,  each  t^venty-five  cents.    But 
no  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  vaccination  of  any  person  who 
shall  have  been  successfully  vaccinated  by  the  medical  oflScer  of 
said  vessel.    For  the  maiiitenance  and  care  of  all  persons  removed 
from  vessels  and  detained  at  quarantine  for  observation,  one  dollar 
and  fiftj''  cents  per  capita  per  diem.     For  the  maintenance,  care, 
medical  treatment  and  hospital   accommodation  of  all  persons 
removed  from  vessels,  whose  physical  condition  shall  malae  svtch 
medical  treatment  and  hospital  accommodation  necessary  in.  the 
judgment  of  the  health  officer,  two  dollars  per  capita  per  diem. 
He  shall  pay  all  the  salaries  and  wage^  of  the  deputy  health  officers 
and  other  officers  and  employees  as  may  be  neceostuy  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law  for  the  carrying, 
on  of  a  quarantine  establishment,  and  shall  ptiy  all  the  neceiJsary 
expenses  of  maintaining  such  establishment  and  the  steamboat 
service  necessarily  connected  therewith.    The  -salarj^  of  the  health 
officer  and  of  all  persons  appointed  or  employed  by  him,  and  all 
the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  him  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  out  of  the  money 
appropriated  therefor.     There  may  be  annually  aptpropriated  for 
the  health  (^cer  a  contingent  fmid  which,  notwithstajading  any 
otiier  pFovisicMi  of  law,  may  be  paid  to  him  by  the  treasurer  on  the 
warrant  of  the  ccHnptroUer.     Such  fimd  may  be.  used  by  him  to 
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pay  the  cnrrent  expenses  of  his  oflBce  for  which  an  immediate 
payment  in  cash  is  required,  but  he  shall  render  to  the  state  comp- 
troller on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  month  a  sworn  itemized 
statement  of  all  expenditures  from  such  fund  during  the  preceding 
calendar  month.  The  health  officer  shall  keep  an  account  of  all 
moneys  received  or  disbursed  by  him  under  this  section.  This 
section  shall  not  affect  the  liability  of  masters  or  owners  of  ves- 
sels, or  consignees  or  agents  of  such  masters  or  owners  of  vessels, 
passengers  or  other  persons  to  pay  for  such  services,  labor  or  work 
SB  they  are  respectively  required  to  pay  or  discharge  by  law.  And 
the  health  officer  shall  have  the  power  to  order  to  quarantine  and 
!detain  therein  any  vessel  whose  master,  owner,  consignee  or  agent 
^oing  business  in  the  city  of  New  York,  if  there  be  such  agent 
of  said  master,  owner  or  consignee,  or  any  one  of  such,  shall  refuse 
or  n^lect  to  pay  the  fees  and  charges  herein  provided  for  within 
three  days  after  notification  to  such  master,  owner,  consignee,  or 
agent  of  the  fact  that  such  charges  have  been  assessed  against  such 
Tossel.  Such  power  may  be  exercised  by  the  health  officer  within 
a  period  of  one  year  after  the  performance  of  the  services  for 
'which  such  charges  are  made;  and  such  vessel  may  be  released 
from  the  health  officer's  custody  as  aforesaid  only  upon  the  filing 
of  a  bond  in  double  the  amount  of  said  charges,  or  a  judicial  deter- 
mination with  respect  to  the  same.  Nothing  herein  contained 
shall  affect  the  right  of  the  health  officer,  or  of  the  state  through 
the  health  officer,  to  proceed  for  the  collection  of  such  fees,  as  is 
otherwise  by  law  provided.  (Am'd  by  L.  1909,  ch.  375,  L.  1910, 
oh.  425  and  L.  1913,  ch.  136,  in  effect  March  26,  1913.) 

§  145.  Annual  report.  The  health  officer  shall  make  a  report  to 
the  legislature  annually  on  or  before  January  fifteenth  for  the 
preceding  fiscal  year,  containing  an  itemized  statement  of  all  his 
receipts  and  disbursements  and  of  the  general  condition  of  the 
quarantine  establishment,  the  statistics  of  the  establishment  in 
<letail,  and  such  other  information  and  suggestions  in  regard  to  it 
as  he  may  deem  advisable.  A  duplicate  of  said  report  shall  at  the 
same  time  be  filed  by  said  health  officer  with  the  comptroller.

Fob  the  Year  Ending  June  30,  1918 


To  the  Honorable,  the  LegiskUure  of  the  Stale  of  New  York: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 
Feeble-Minded  Women  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  as  provided  by  law. 

On  July  1,  1917,  the  population  of  the  asylum  was  850  and  our 
census  on  June  30,  1918,  was  939.  This  increase  in  population 
was  largely  due  to  the  housing  facilities  in  our  latest  dormitory, 
Burnham  Cottage,  which  was  opened  in  June,  1917,  and  is  now 
filled  to  its  capacity.  This  is  a  model  dormitory  and  it  is  very 
gratifying  to  the  managers  that  it  was  built  and  completely 
equipped  for  the  low  cost  of  $520  a  bed.  We  hope  our  new  hos- 
pital building  will  soon  be  opened  for  use,  after  delays  due  to 
the  difficulty  of  getting  the  work  done  in  conformity  with  the 
specifications. 

Dr.  Albert  W.  Beaven,  who  had  been  president  of  our  Board, 
was  forced,  in  March,  by  the  pressure  of  other  duties  to  resign 
from  the  Board.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  his 
services  and  our  regret  that  no  one  has  yet  been  appointed  to 
fill  his  place. 

The  affairs  of  the  asylum  have  gone  on  well  in  spite  of  great 
difficulties  due  to  war  conditions.  Only  those  who  have  dealt  with 
the  present  problems  of  labor  and  supplies  can  realize  how  hard 
these  have  been.  The  efficiency  and  faithfulness  of  the  officers 
and  employees  deserve  high  praise.  The  inmates  also  have  helped 
greatly  in  certain  lines,  doing  cheerfully  kinds  of  work  which  they 
had  never  attempted  before.  The  success  of  this  labor  has  thrown 
a  light  upon  the  conomic  problems  connected  with  persons  of  this 
class  and  on  their  possible  employment. 
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As  a  Board  of  Managers  we  welcome  the  new  State  Commis- 
sion for  the  Care  of  the  Fceble-Minded  which  was  created  by  the 
last  Legislature,  and  we  hope  to  co-operate  in  every  way  possible 
with  its  efforts.  We  feel  that  more  scientific  study,  with  earlier 
recognition  of  feeble-mindedness,  and  consequent  care  and  super- 
vision of  these  helpless  people  would  in  many  cases  prevent  the 
crime  and  immorality  which  are  now  one  of  the  burdens  of  the 
State.  We  need  a  comprehensive  system  of  State  control  and  a 
State-wide  policy  of  care  for  these  unfortunate  persons,  and  we 
trust  such  plans  may  be  worked  out  in  the  near  future. 

That  this  institution  may  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  established  we  ask  the  next  Legislature  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing appropriations :

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Managers,  State  Custodial  Asylum,  Newark, 
N.  Y.: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — Aa  directed  by  your  by-laws,  I 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  this  instituticm 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1918. 

On  July  1,  1917,  our  family  numbered  856.  During  the  year 
114  women  were  admitted,  17  were  discharged  and  there  were  14 
deaths.    Our  census  June  30,  1918,  was  939. 

Of  the  114  admissions,  43  were  below  twenty  years  of  age,  47 
between  twenty  and  thirty  years  of  age,  22  between  thirty  and 
forty  years  of  age,  and  two  were  above  forty  years.  Xone  outside 
the  child-bearing  period  were  admitted.  Thirty-two  were  com- 
mitted by  the  courts  after  a  hearing,  the  remaining  82  being  com- 
mitted directly  by  the  superintendents  of  tie  poor  under  pro- 
visions of  the  State  Poor  Law. 

Of  the  17  discharges,  two  were  past  the  child-bearing  period. 
One  escaped  and  was  not  located  until  after  she  had  been  dis- 
charged from  our  records.  Of  the  others,  discharge  was  only  con- 
sidered after  the  environment  had  been  carefully  examined  by 
the  local  authorities  and  found  suitable  or  the  woman  was  approxi- 
mately at  the  end  of  her  child-bearing  period. 

Of  the  14  deaths,  3  were  due  to  epilepsy,  2  to  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis, 1  each  to  mitral  insuflSciency,  chronic  mitral  insufficiency, 
carcinoma,  heat  prostration,  chronic  interstitial  nephritis,  tuber- 
culosis of  the  throat,  lobar  pneumonia,  bulbar  paralysis  and 
morbis  senilis. 

Again  our  death  rate  is  very  low.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the 
regTilar  life  and  habits  of  our  inmates  and  the  fact  that  we  have 
no  children  or  very  old  people. 

A  further  analysis  of  the  admissions  shows  that  of  the  114 
women  admitted  35  had  given  birth  to  42  illegitimate  and  21 
legitimate  children.  Twenty-three  other  women  had  been  reported 
as  having  had  sexual  experience,  9  as  prostitutes,   and   12  as 
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criminal.  This  emphasizes  the  truths  that  have  repeatedly  been 
borotight  to  the  attention  of  the  authorities',  namely,  that  a  large 
per  cent  of  our  paupers,  criminal,  prostitute  and  alcoholic  classes 
are  feeble-minded.  And  these  classes  make  up  a  large  part  of  our 
most  diflScult  social  problems.  And  so  far  only  haphazard  and 
inadequate  methods  have  been  applied  toward  their  solution.  The 
principal  difficulty  is  that  we  are  waiting  until  the  individuals  are 
too  old  before  attempting  corrective  measures.  All  backward  and 
defective  children  should  be  carefully  examined  by  experts  in  an 
effort  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  their  backwardness  or  defect  and 
whether  or  not  something  may  be  done  to  improve  their  condition. 
When  it  has  been  decided  that  they  may  not  be  normal,  then  steps 
should  be  taken  for  their  training  and  supervision.  Instead  of 
allowing  them  to  develop  into  criminals,  prostitutes,  alcoholics  or 
paupers  a  large  number  of  them  should  be  trained  for  as  efficient 
a  life  as  may  be.  This  will  require  more  intensive  study,  observa- 
tion and  provision  than  has  yet  been  attempted  except  in  isolated 
instances.  This  is  an  economic  problem  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  the  State,  and  therefore  should  be  undertaken  by  the  State. 
The  State  has  no  well  organized  department  for  this  work.  There 
should  be  a  State  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene  analogous  in 
its  organization  and  operation  to  the  State  Department  of  Health. 
Such  a  department  would  have  supervision  of  all  the  mentally 
sick  of  the  State,  including  the  insane,  the  feeble-minded  and  the 
epileptic.  Under  this  department  properly  organized  the  State 
should  be  divided  into  suitably  si*zed  districts.  Each  district  to 
be  in  charge  of  a  supervisor.  This  supervisor  would  have  super- 
vision of  all  the  mentally  sick  in  the  district,  providing  proper 
institutional  training  for  those  needing  it  and  custodial  care  or 
other  supervision  as  might  be  required.  Every  subnormal  indi* 
vidual  should  have  some  adequate  supervision.  This  will  mean 
expense,  but  not  as  great  an  expense  as  is  now  made  in  dealing 
with  our  criminals,  alcoholics',  prostitutes,  paupers  and  similar 
classes.  And  much  of  that  will  be  prevented.  The  recently 
created  Commission  on  the  Feeble-Minded  is  undoubtedly  a  step 
in  the  right  direction.  And  we  shall  hope  that  it  may  bring  the 
whole  matter  soon  to  a  rational  system. 

The    war  'conditions    are    making    institutional    management 
increasingly  difficult.     The  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  and 
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proper  kelp  tends  to  make  our  inmates  more  restless  and  discon- 
tented. But  it  must  be  recorded  that  they  have  been  very  loyal 
in  rendering  assistance  in  the  work,  especially  when  the  patriotic 
part  of  it  is  emphasized.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  appended  table 
they  have  done  much  war  work. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good,  and  we  have 
been  free  from  epidemics. 

Burnham  Cottage,  which  was  opened  just  at  the  close  of  the 
last  fiscal  year,  has  been  filled.  This  is  a  model  institutional 
building.   It  was  built  and  completely  equipped  for  $520  per  bed. 

The  filtration  plant  was  completed  during  the  year.  This 
enables  us  to  use  the  water,  from  the  reservoir,  made  up  of  sar- 
face  water  aud  canal  water,  in  our  boilers'  and  hot  water  system. 
It  is  softer  than  our  spring  water  and  is  better  on  that  account 
luid  conserves?  our  spring  water  supply,  whch  is  not  as  abundant  as 
formerly. 

Two  additional  boilers  have  been  installed  in  the  boiler  plant 
and  much  necessaiy  additional  equipment  provided. 

In  considering  the  future  development  of  the  institution  there 
are  two  lines  to  be  considered.  First,  the  more  economical  opera- 
tion at  the  present  capacity,  and  second,  the  increase  in  capacity. 
For  the  first  we  need  a  cold  storage  plant  where  we  may  better 
<»are  for  our  food  supplies  in  larger  quantities,  enabling  us  to 
inirehasc  at  the  most  advantageous  season.  A  modern  central 
laundry  would  decrease  the  cost  in  this/  department.  And  a 
central  kitchen  for  the  cottage  group  would  result  in  a  material 
siwing. 

When  we  come  to  consider  the  increase  in  capacity,  it  should 
1)e  taken  up  as  a  State-wide  problem  and  the  ultimate  capacity 
fixed.  The  water  supply  for  an  increase  must  have  careful  study 
and  also  a  rearrangement  of  the  sewage  disposal. 

The   assistance    of   the    central    departments,    the    continued 
support  and  help  on  the  part  of  your  board  and  the  loyal  service 
of  the  employees  during  the  year  has  been  very  much  appreciated.

(Corporate  Name) 

State  Custodial  Asylum  foe  Feeble-Minded  Women, 
Newaek,  N.  Y. 

"The  objects  of  the  Asylum  are: 

"  1.  The  custody  and  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  women 
admitted  to  the  asylum  as  provided  by  law  and  by  these  by-laws 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution. 

"  2.  The  improvement  of  the  physical,  mental,  moral  and 
social  condition  of  such  inmates." —  From  the  by-laws. 

Location. —  The  asylum  is  located  on  the  New  York  Central, 
West  Shore,  and  Northern  Central  railroads;  and  on  the  Roch- 
ester, Syracuse,  and  Eastern  trolley;  thirty  miles  east  of  Roch- 
ester and  fifty  miles  west  of  Syracuse.  Post-office  address,  State 
Custodial  Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  County,  New  York. 

Admission,, — ^Application  for  admission  must  be  made  through 
the  Superintendent  of  the  County,  or  Commissioner  of  Charities 
of  any  city,  of  which  the  applicant  is  a  legal  resident,  and  must 
be  made  on  the  blank  furnished  by  the  institution  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  same.  The 
application  should  be  complete  in  every  detail;  all  questions 
answered;  the  dates  filled  in  and  signed  and  forwarded  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  asylum.  It  will  then  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Applications.  But  applications  must  be  complete 
in  every  part  to  receive  consideration.  When  applications  are 
accepted  by  the  committee,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  for- 
warding the  same  will  be  notified.  The  application  will  be  filed 
and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  will  be  notified  when  there 
is  an  available  vacancy. 

Under  chapter  361  of  the  Laws  of  1914,  feeble-minded  women 
may  be  committed,  after  a  hearing  by  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record. 
Blank  forms  and  particulars  may  be  obtained  from  any  judge  of 
a  court  of  record. 
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Section  52  of  the  State  Charities  Law  requires  that  we  admit 
annually  from  the  various  counties  and  the  city  of  New  York  in 
the  ratio  which  the  population  of  such  counties  and  the  city  of 
New  York  respectively  bears  to  the  population  of  the  State,  as 
ascertained  by  the  last  oflScial  census.  And  in  the  admission  of 
women  by  either  method  we  shall  adhere  strictly  to  this  method. 

When  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  a  county,  or  Com- 
missioner of  Charities  of  a  city  is  notified  that  there  is  a  vacancy 
for  a  certain  woman,  that  woman  must  be  brought  to  the  institu- 
tion within  ten  days  of  the  mailing  of  such  notice,  or  the  vacancy 
will  be  given  to  some  other  applicant.  Should  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Poor  desire  to  substitute  some  other  applicant,  arrange- 
ments for  the  same  must  be  first  made  with  the  Superintendent 
of  the  asylum.  Women  past  the  child-bearing  period  are  not 
admitted. 

Maintenance. —  The  State  provides  maintenance  for  all  inmates 
but  it  is  desirable  that  the  relatives  and  friends  furnish  what 
clothing  they  can.  This  contributes  very  much  to  the  content- 
ment of  the  inmates.  But,  before  ar^'thing  is  sent,  inquiries 
should  be  made  as  to  what  the  individual  needs. 

Correspondence. — All  letters  relative  to  the  business  affairs  or 
to  the  conditions  or  needs  of  the  inmates  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Superintendent,  and  the  full  name  of  the  inmate  and  address 
of  the  writer  should  always  be  given. 

Inmates  are  allowed  to  write  once  a  month,  and  if  the  friends 
cannot,  the  institution  will  furnish  the  postage.  All  letters  or 
packages  for  inmates  should  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent, 
and  the  inmates's  full  name  added,  giving  the  address  as  Custodial 
Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  County,  New  York.  It  is  especially 
requested  that  the  friends  of  inmates  shall  not  write  anything 
likely  to  make  the  inmates  discontented,  such  as  promises  to  take 
them  home,  regret  at  their  being  in  the  institution,  or  in  any  way 
making  them  dissatisfied.  All  matters  should  be  first  referred 
to  the  Superintendent,  and  if  it  is  best  for  the  inmate  to  be  dis- 
charged he  will  only  be  too  glad  to  undertake  to  make  the  proper 
arrangements. 

It  is  desirable  that  one  responsible  party  be  selected  as  the 
r^ular  correspondent,  and  if  the  address  is  changed,  that  the 
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institution  "be  notified.  Letters  concerning  inmates  are  not 
written  except  under  special  conditions  such  as  serious  illness, 
but  all  inquiries  are  cheerfully  answered.  The  friends  will  he 
promptly  notified  of  any  serious  illness  or  in  event  of  death. 

Visitors. —  Our  regular  visiting  day  is  Friday  from  2  to  5 
p.  M.,  and  it  is  requested  that  all  visitors  arrange  to  come  at  that 
time.  General  visitors  cannot  be  admitted  at  other  times  unless 
for  special  reasons.  Friends  of  inmates  will  be  allowed  to  visit 
them  at  other  times  if  they  cannot  arrange  to  come  on  Friday. 

Discliarge. —  When  friends*  or  relatives  desire  to  remoi'e  an 
inmate  they  should  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of 
the  countj''  or  Commissioner  of  Charities  of  the  city  from  which 
the  person  was  admitted.  He  will  take  the  matter  up  with  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Asylum.  Inmates  who  have  passed  the 
child-hearing  period  must  be  removed  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Poor  of  the  counties,  or  Commissioner  of  Charities  of  the 
cities,  from  which  they  were  committed.

I  also  report  relative  to  the  work  done  by  the  various  bureaus 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department ;  also,  as  to  the  progress 
of  the  canal  enlargement  and  terminal  construction  work,  author- 
ized by  Chapter  147  of  the  Laws  of  1903,  Chapter  391  of  the 
Laws  of  1900,  Chapter  746  of  the  Laws  of  1911,  and  supple- 
mentary acts. 

In  the  report  will  be  found  a  discussion  of  the  canal  freight 
situation;  also,  recommendations  relative  to  the  work  of  the 
Department,  all  of  which  is  submitted  for  your  consideration.

I  also  submit  a  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  canals,  aB 
to  the  improvements  and  repairs  made  during  the  year,  and  a 
statement  of  the  moneys  received  and  expended.  There  will  also 
be  found  a  general  account  of  the  condition  of  the  work  in 
connection  with  the  improvement  of  the  Erie,  Oswego,  Cham- 
plain  and  Cayuga  and  Seneca  canals,  and  the  construction  of 
tenninal  facilities;  with  an  account  of  the  progress  made  on  the 
various  other  public  improvements  which  have  been  authorized 
by  special  acts  of  the  Legislature. 

With  the  report,  I  submit  recommendations  concerning  the 
canals,  and  in  general,  the  work  of  the  Department.

The 
eastern  bound  freight  was  divided  into  468,169  tons  of  way 
freight  and  108,986  tons  of  through  freight,  while  the  west 
bound  freight  consisted  of  50,852  tons  of  way  shipments  and 
36,367  tons  of  through  freight.

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It  should  be  noted  that  all  of  the  tonnage  credited  to  the  cities 
named  above  did  not  actually  come  from  those  cities  alone  but 
included  also  nearby  municipalities  and  piftees  wi&in  the  dis- 
tricts.

On  this  waterway,  east  or  south  bound  freight  amounted  to 
296,833  tons,  which  was  divided  into  94,450  tons  of  way  freight 
and  204,383  tons  of  through  freight;  while  the  northern  bound 
shipments,  having  a  total  of  137,951  tons,  were  made  up  of 
46,608  tons  of  way  freight  and  91,343  tons  of  through  freight 
As  above  stated,  the  total  Champlain  tonnage  was  434,784  tons. 

OswBGO  Canal 

The  total  business  of  the  Oswego  Canal,  namely  44,601  tons, 
consisted  entirely  of  the  way  freight,  of  which  40,596  tons  went 
west.

Comparison  with  1917 

The  wheat  carried  by  canal  amounted  to  58,219  tons  as  com- 
pared with  16,422  tons,  or  547,400  bushels,  in  1917.  This 
constitutes  2.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  wheat  receipts  at  Buffalo 
by  lake,  namely  68,267,375  bushels.  In  1917,  94,924,407 
bushels  of  wheat  were  received  at  Buffalo  by  lake  during  the 
navigation  season,  exceeding  the  quantity  recorded  in  1918, 
and  yet  in  1917  the  percentage  of  the  wheat  carried  by  canal 
was  only  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Therefore,  the 
canal  during  the  past  season  has  transported  more  than  three 
times  the  quantity  of  wheat  carried  in  1917,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  receipts  of  wheat  at  Buffalo,  available  for  canal  ship- 
ments the  present  year,  were  only  72  per  cent,  of  the  total  recorded 
in  1917. 

The  shipment  of  flour  exceeds  any  movement  by  canal  of  this 
commodity  recorded  during  the  past  twenty  seasons.  For  many 
years  previous  but  a  small  quantity  has  been  offered. 

Flaxseed  was  transported  to  the  extent  of  18,798  tons  as  com- 
pared with  only  1,029  tons  during  1917,  and  undoubtedly  the 
figures  would  have  been  considerably  higher  had  not  the  embargo 
of  July  1st  prevented  further  movements  of  this  commodity. 

The  domestic  salt  tonnage  was  far  in  excess  of  the  1917  ship- 
ment, the  figures  being  45,618  tons  for  the  year  just  passed  as 
compared  with  17,156  tons  in  the  previous  season.  This  item 
is  all  the  more  interesting  because  it  constitutes  practically  a 
new  source  of  trafiic.  Heretofore  the  salt  tonnage  was  contributed 
largely  from  the  Syracuse  district,  with  some  portion  originating 
in  the  Cayuga  and  Seneca  Lake  regions.  The  shipments  during 
the  past  season  were  received  almost  entirely  at  Rochester,  hav- 
ing been  carried  from  the  producing  points  to  the  canal  by  the 
Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburg  Railway.  This  is  the  first 
instance  of  a  joint  rail  and  canal  movement  of  any  commodity 
in  considerable  quantity,   and   is  indicative  of  future  tonnage 
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possibilities  from  interior  points  by  a  joint  route.  According  to 
information  at  hand,  the  salt  tonnage  would  have  amounted  to 
almost  twice  the  quantity  carried  had  additional  boats  been 
available. 

Commodities  making  their  appearance  in  any  considerable 
quantity  for  the  first  time  include  electrical  supplies  and 
apparatus,  copper,  petroleum  and  its  products.  The  movement  of 
molasses  and  coffee  fairly  indicates  that  traffic  of  this  nature  is 
returning  to  the  waterways. 

Included  in  the  unclassified  merchandise  is  approximately 
7,500  tons  of  knit  goods  produced  in  the  mill  towns  throughout 
the  Mohawk  Valley.  Owing  to  its  bulky  nature,  approximately 
ninety-four  boat  loads  were  required  to  care  for  it.  The  use  of 
the  canal  by  commodities  such  as  this  is  the  beginning  of  a  move- 
ment of  high  class  merchandise  by  water. 

There  were  slight  increases  over  the  previous  year  in  the  ship- 
ment of  oats,  pig  iron,  phosphate  and  iron  ore.  Generally  speak- 
ing, the  freight  movement  by  canal  was  of  a  higher  grade  than 
that  transported  heretofore. 

In  dollars  the  value  of  the  commerce  amounted  to  $35,212,459 
as  compared  with  the  valuation  of  $24,757,077  placed  on  last 
year's  freight.  The  total  miles  traveled  by  the  freight  boats  was 
576,731  as  against  474,604  miles  in  1917. 

Analysis  of  Tonnage 

One  who  studies  the  record  made  during  the  first  season  of 
operation  of  the  improved  waterways  and  analyzes  the  freight 
movement  can  take  no  discouragement  from  the  results  attained, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  total  tonnage  fell  below  the  1917 
business  by  137,955  tons.  He  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed  with 
the  many  indications  of  the  rehabilitation  of  the  canals  as  a  com- 
mercial factor. 

The  figures  covering  the  past  ten  years  of  canal  navigation 
show  a  steady  annual  decrease,  amounting  yearly  to  more  than 
15  per  cent.  The  opening  of  the  new  waterways,  while  not  revers- 
ing such  process,  has  arrested  the  decrease  so  that  the  total  for 
1918  is  only  about  9  per  cent,  under  that  of  the  previous  year. 
Were  it  not  that  extraordinary  conditions  existed,  due  to  the  war, 
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it  is  beliered  the  1917  tonnage  would  have  been  exceeded.  Tku 
statement  is  made  in  view  of  the  great  falling  off  in  items  of 
freight  whose  produetion  was  mainly  dependent  on  labor  which 
could  not  be  secured  owing  to  the  military  draft.  One  instance 
of  this  is  the  decrease  in  wood  and  wood  prodacts  on  the  Cham- 
plain  Canal  of  94^497  tonsy  which  is  traceable  to  the  impossibility 
in  the  Canadian  regions  of  securing  men  for  the  production  and 
handling  of  the  timber. 

Another  feature  that  stands  out  prominently  is  the  compara- 
tively small  westbound  canal  shipments^  namely^  90,219  tons.  This 
is  a  decrease  under  the  record  of  1917  of  150^643  tons,  and  yet 
the  total  deficit  of  both  east  and  west  shipments  for  the  whole 
reason  is  only  137,955  tons,  showing  that  the  loss  the  present 
season  is  due  largely  to  the  lack  of  cargoes  for  western  bound 
boats.  The  decrease  must  primarily  be  attributed  to  the  dis- 
turbed commercial  conditions.  A  large  portion  of  the  industrial 
activity  in  the  canal  territory  was  in  connection  with  what  has 
been  termed  ^'  war  work."  The  industries  working  on  war  con- 
tracts for  the  most  part  drew  their  raw  materials  from  western 
producing  centers,  principally  the  iron  and  sted  districts.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  raw  materials,  therefore,  which  were  consumed 
in  canal  territory  moved  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  mills, 
and  when  manufactured,  continued  east  to  seaboard.  In  normal 
times  the  markets  of  industries  in  the  canal  zone  extend  to  the 
middle  and  northwest  and  the  flow  of  west  bound  traffic  is  heavy. 
During  the  past  year  the  market  or  consuming  territory  was 
overseas  or  to  the  military  camps  adjacent  to  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board. The  normal  west  bound  traffic  was  naturally  affected. 
Then  too,  the  discontinuance  of  imports  due  to  wartime  conditions 
had  its  effect  on  the  canal  business. 

In  a  study  of  the  record  of  the  past  five  seasons  it  will  be 
noted  that  of  the  total  business  done,  the  through  freight  has 
averaged  27.6  per  cent,  of  the  total,  and  the  way  freight  72.4 
per  cent,  annually.  For  the  four  years  previous  to  1918  the  total 
was  divided  on  averages  of  25  per  cent,  of  through  freight  and 
75  per  cent,  of  way  freight.  In  1918,  however,  the  through 
freight  represented  nearly  40  per  cent,  of  the  total,  and  the  way 
freight  about  60  per  cent.,  thus  showing  that  the  long  haul  traffic, 
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which  is  the  TiK>st  desirable  from  the  standpoint  of  revenue  to  the 
carrier,  has  greatly  increased. 

This  again  evidences  the  restoration  to  the  canal  of  a  class 
of  comaneroe  which  is  much  to  be  desired. 

The  canals  were  not  alone  affected  by  the  conditions  just 
described,  as  the  record  of  the  business  done  by  the  Great  Lakes 
boat  lines,  the  railroads  and  the  Hudson  Kiver  freight  carriers 
disclose  a  shnilar  situation.  Navigation  on  the  Hudson  River 
between  Troy  and  New  York  was  discontinued  this  year  at  an 
earlier  date  than  has  been  the  case  in  many  seasons,  and  it  is 
niiderstood  that  such  action  was  found  desirable  on  account  of 
lack  of  business. 

The  falling  off  in  shipments  over  the  Oswego,  Cayuga  and 
Seneca,  and  Black  Eiver  Canals  was  due  to  the  fact  that  no  service 
was  offered  to  shippers  in  those  territories,  the  Federal  author- 
ities confining  their  operations  entirely  to  the  main  or  Erie  CanaL 
In  previous  years  the  Oswego,  Cayuga  and  Seneca,  and  Black 
Kiver  Canals  contributed  approximately  10  per  cent,  of  the 
total  tonnage.  During  the  past  season  the  percentage  of 
contribution  of  all  three  lateral  canals  amounted  to  only 
3.9  per  cent,  of  the  grand  total. 

FEDERAL  CANAL  OPERATIONS 
Lack  of  Freight  Cabbiees  in  1917 

In  my  report  to  your  honorable  body  a  year  ago  I  described  in 
some  detail  the  situation  which  then  existed  on  the  State  waters 
ways  BO  far  as  freight  carriers  were  concerned.  I  pointed  out  the 
transportation  conditions  whidi  undoubtedly  would  prevail  dur- 
ing 1918  owing  to  the  war,  and  outlined  the  efforts  made  by  my 
department  to  render  the  canal  system  the  transportation  instru* 
mentality  it  should  be  in  the  impending  crisis. 

Manv  conferences  were  had  with  citizens  interested  in  the  utili- 
nation  of  the  canal,  and  everything  possible  was  done  to  encourage 
and  assist  those  having  in  mind  the  building  or  operation  of  boats. 
The  conditions,  however,  were  unfavorable.  While  those  investi- 
gating the  opportunities  offered  by  the  new  waterway  and  the 
volume  of  traffic  available  were  without  exception  convinced  that 
unlimited  possibilities  were  presented,  yet  when  it  came  to  the 
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actual  formation  of  a  company  serious  obstacles  were  encoun- 
tered. Sufficient  capital  was  difficult  to  obtain.  This  was  due 
particularly  to  the  stringent  financial  situation,  and  in  some 
measure  to  the  reluctance  of  investors  to  enter  new  and  untried 
fields.  Canal  transportation  on  the  large  scale  necessary  was  a 
new  venture.  Xo  one  had  had  experience  with  the  new  conditions 
of  navigation,  nor  was  anyone  certain  as  to  the  type  of  boat 
which  could  most  profitably  be  used.  Then  again,  those  few  who 
had  reason  to  believe  they  would  be  successful  in  acquiring  capital 
were  confronted  with  the  difficulty  of  securing  materials  for  the 
building  of  boats.  Labor  was  at  a  premium,  ship  yards  were  rushed 
with  work  for  the  National  government,  and  Federal  restrictions 
were  placed  on  increased  or  new  capitalization.  In  a  word,  it 
was  a  most  inopportune  time  to  finance  or  organize  new  ventures, 
and  it  seemed  almost  certain  that  without  Federal  aid  and  co-opera- 
tion the  $154,000,000  waterway  would  remain  idle  at  the  time 
when  the  nation  was  most  urgently  in  need  of  additional  trans- 
portation facilities. 

Federal,  Co-operatiox  Sought  and  Extended 

During  all  of  1917  the  State  officials  were  unremitting  in  iheir 
efforts  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Federal  government  the 
splendid  transportation  opportunities  offered  by  the  Xew  York 
Canals  and  had  urged  that  it  either  assume  control  of  the  move- 
ment of  traffic  over  them  or  that  it  build  or  furnish  the  necessary 
floating  equipment  and  divert  freight  from  the  congested  rail  lines 
to  the  water  route.  Commercial  organizations  throughout  the 
State  rendered  efficient  aid  in  this  movement,  and  several  meet- 
ings were  had  with  them  on  the  subject.  The  meeting  of  Decem- 
ber 10,  1917,  in  Xew^  York  City  was  attended  by  representatives 
of  almost  every  city  in  the  State. 

Finally  on  April  10th  last,  members  of  the  National  Committee 
on  Inland  Waterways,  which  had  been  appointed  by  the  Director 
General  of  Transportation,  presented  to  the  Canal  Board  a  plan 
for  the  control  by  the  Director  General  of  all  freight  which  would 
move  over  the  State  waterways  during  the  coming  season.  The 
Canal  Board  by  resolution  duly  adopted  at  that  meeting  pledged 
the  State  to  co-operate  with  the  Director  General  in  the  accom- 
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pliahment  of  the  purpose  had  in  mind,  to  the  end  that  the  canals 
would  be  utilized  to  the  fullest  possible  extent,  and  further  that 
such  co-ordination  between  the  canals  and  railroads  of  the  State 
should  be  brought  about  as  would  result  in  the  highest  degree  of 
efficiency  in  the  transportation  of  the  greatest  possible  amount  of 
tonnage. 

The  whole  matter  being  immediately  submitted  to  the  Governor, 
the  willingness  of  the  State  to  co-operate  with  the  National  govern- 
ment in  its  plans  was  formally  transmitted  by  him  to  the  Wash- 
ington authorities,  and  on  April  18th  formal  announcement  was 
made  by  the  Director  General  of  his  intention  to  secure  boating 
equipment  and  establish  an  operating  organization  to  utilize  the 
State  canals. 

Federal  Operations 

A  complete  organization  was  effected,  with  headquarters  in 
Kew  York  City,  and  representatives  at  various  points  along  the 
line  of  the  waterway.  Approximately  200  of  the  old  type  canal 
boats  w^ere  acquired  by  the  Federal  auth6rities  by  charter.  A 
few  tug  boats  were  purchased  and  a  number  of  others  leased  for 
the  season.  It  was  announced  that  operations  would  be  extended 
to  Erie  Canal  freight  only,  for  the  reason,  I  assume,  that  the  trans- 
portation business  on  the  Champlain  Canal  was  well  organized, 
and  because  the  traffic  movement  in  which  the  Federal  government 
had  the  greatest  interest  moved  to  the  seaboard  by  way  of  the 
Erie  Canal. 

The  operations  of  the  New  York  Canal  Section,  as  the  Federal 
organization  in  charge  of  the  freight  movement  was  styled,  were 
akin  to  those  of  a  common  carrier,  preference,  however,  being 
given  to  the  movement  of  materials  and  supplies  intended  for 
government  use,  but  rendering  some  service  to  the  general  public 
as  well.  Class  and  commodity  tariffs  were  published  naming 
rates  between  New  York  and  Buffalo  and  intermediate  points. 

At  the  opening  of  the  season,  it  became  apparent  that  the  plans 
adopted  included  only  the  transportation  of  bulk  freight,  particu- 
larly grain  and  grain  products  from  the  West.  While  recognizing 
the  supreme  importance  of  this  class  of  traffic  and  its  relation  to 
the  nation^s  military  program,  I  believed  that  such  utilization  of 
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the  ]^ew  York  Caiuils  by  the  National  government  to  the  exclusion 
of  traffic  pTodnxsed  and  consumed  by  shippers  located  along  the 
waterway  from  Buffalo  to  the  Hudson  River  was  unfair  to  New 
York  State's  interests.  I  have  always  taken  the  position  that  since 
the  canals  have  been  built  soldy  by  this  State,  its  citizens  were 
entitled  to  the  full  benefit  of  them  and  to  that  end,  in  addition 
to  the  movement  of  government  materials  and  supplies,  some  of  the 
boats  under  Federal  charter  should  be  placed  at  the  service  of 
industrial  establishments  having  freight  for  shipment  The  sound- 
ness of  these  views  was  recognized  by  the  Federal  Manager,  and 
early  in  July  a  fast  freight  carload  and  less  carload  merchandise 
service  was  inaugurated,  serving  some  of  the  larger  cities  along 
the  route. 

During  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  season,  some  opposition 
developed  to  what  seemed  to  be  a  monopoly  by  the  Railroad 
Administration  of  all  Erie  Canal  traffic.  A  conference  with 
shipping  interests  was  called  in  the  latter  part  of  June  in  the 
city  of  Albany  at  which  this  question  and  the  rate  level  was  dis- 
cussed. At  that  time,  the  Federal  Manager  formally  announced 
that  there  was  nothing  in  the  Director  GeneraFs  policy,  as  it  would 
he  carried  out,  which  would  prevent  entrance  of  freight  carrj-ing 
companies  into  the  canal  transxx>rtation  field.  The  season  being 
well  advanced,  however,  no  new  companies  made  their  appearance 
and  the  Federal  Government  continued  to  be  the  only  carrier 
operating  on  the  Erie  Canal. 

The  freight  carried  amounted  in  all  to  approximately  210,000 
tons  or  about  18  per  cent,  of  the  total  of  all  the  canals,  and  approxi- 
mately 30  per  cent,  of  the  Erie  Canal  t(mnage.  It  was  made  up 
of  the  following  items:  Wheat,  salt,  general  merchandise,  flax- 
seed, flour,  pig  iron,  copper,  coffee,  barley,  oil  meal,  oats  and 
other  commodities. 

Due  credit  should  be  given  to  the  canal  operations  of  the  Federal 
ofiicials  for  some  excellent  results  obtained,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  their  work  progressed  under  many  handicaps  due  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  available  boating  equipment  and  the  lack  of 
suitable  motive  power.  To  this  latter  cause  may  be  attributed  the 
excessive  time  consumed  in  making  passage  through  the  waterway 
from  Buffalo  to  the  Hudson  Eiver.     With  proper  equipment  five 
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or  six  days  should  be  ample  for  the  trip.  Of  209  grain  caigoea 
baded  at  Buffalo,  the  fastest  time  recorded  for  pa^a^e  to  the 
Hudson  Kiver  by  the  Federal  boats  was  ten  days,  and  the  average 
time  consumed  was  something  over  eighteen  days.  There  is  a 
reeord  of  barges  having  been  in  transit  much  in  exeess  of  that 
number  of  days.  It  is  true  perhaps  that  no  urgent  need  existed 
for  a  speedier  delivery,  but  in  the  interest  of  the  rehabilitation 
of  canal  commerce,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  effort  was  not  made 
to  establish  records  for  trips  which  would  furnish  a  guide  for  the 
carriers  of  the  future 

The  experience  had  makes  manifest  the  absolute  necessity  for 
a  type  of  power  boat  on  which  living  quarters  for  the  crew  will  be 
provided,  and  which  will  permit  of  a  continuous  passage  through 
the  canal.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  to  secure  the  maximum  of 
eflScieney,  the  motive  power  must  remain  with  the  fleet  until 
Ihe  destination  is  reached,  thus  avoiding  the  long  delays  if  the 
route  is  divided  into  towing  areas. 

As  an  example  of  the  effect  of  operations  on  any  other  basis, 
the  statistics  covering  the  season  show  that  from  the  first  of 
August  until  the  close  of  navigation  782  boats  were  detained 
awaiting  towing  tugs  for  an  aggregate  of  12,036  hours ;  and  in  the 
same  period  46  instances  were  noted  where  tugs  were  held  idle 
for  1,038  hours  awaiting  the  arrival  of  fleets  to  be  towed. 

The  excessive  time  required  for  the  passage  of  some  of  the  boats 
can  be  attributed  also  to  the  disinclination,  and  in  many  cases 
the  positive  refusal,  of  boatmen  to  navigate  the  canal  by  night 
No  good  reason  existed  for  this  other  than  the  difficulty  of  obtain- 
ing additional  crews.  An  elaborate  syst«n  of  li^ts  was  main- 
tained on  each  side  of  the  channel  where  necessary,  and  the  navig- 
able conditions  were  equal  to  those  existing  on  any  natural 
waterway.  Complaints  from  boatmen  were  invite<l,  and  where 
additional  channel  markers  were  suggested  as  necessary  they  were 
installed.  In  spite  of  almost  constant  supervision,  it  is  possibly 
true  that  some  of  the  more  than  1,500  lights  at  times  failed  to 
display,  due  to  injuries  caused  by  passing  craft,  malicious  inter- 
ference and  other  causes,  but  the  defects  were  corrected 
promptly  upon  their  discovery.  In  any  event,  charts  showing  the 
channel  in  detail  and  location  of  each  navigation  aid  were  placed 
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in  the  hands  of  navigators,  making  it  practicable  for  a  boat  to 
proceed  through  the  river  and  lake  channels  by  means  of  the  charts 
alone.  To  remove  all  possible  objections  to  night  navigation, 
however,  the  department  has  planned  for  a  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  buoy  lights  and  for  supplementing  the  men  in  the  light 
tending  service. 

The  facility  with  which  the  channel  may  be  navigated  during 
the  hours  of  darkness  was  demonstrated  by  the  very  boats  refusing 
to  continue  during  the  night,  in  that  such  boats  moved  in  many 
instances  several  hours  after  nightfall  in  order  to  reach  a  con- 
venient docking  place,  or  when  emergency  required. 

To  illustrate  the  enormous  loss  due  to  the  seemingly  unneces- 
sary detentions  of  these  boats,  it  may  be  said  that  1,676  boats  were 
idle  while  en  route  for  a  total  of  4,745  hours. 

These  details  are  presented  to  you  not  in  a  critical  spirit,  but 
rather  to  show  the  exact  conditions  which  have  obtained.  It  is 
of  the  utmost  importance  for  the  canals'  future  that  those  who 
may  have  noted  what  seemed  to  be  defects  in  the  transportation  of 
freight  by  canal  the  past  year  and  particularly  the  delays  in 
movement,  should  know  that  the  canal  system  itself  was  in  no  way 
responsible.  Though  careful  record  was  kept  of  the  detentions  of 
all  freight  boats,  no  single  instance  was  found  where  the  operation 
of  any  canal  structure  was  responsible.  I  except  from  this,  of 
course,  a  period  of  approximately  three  days  in  late  October  when 
high  water  conditions  in  the  Mohawk  River  made  navigation 
unsafe  for  a  portion  of  the  way. 

Advantages  and  Disadvantages 

Upon  a  broad  view  of  the  Federal  imdertaking,  both  advantages 
and  disadvantages  are  apparent.  Eliminating  from  present  con- 
sideration any  defects  which  appeared  in  the  service  already  ren- 
dered, I  am  of  the  opinion  the  benefits  derived  outweigh  any 
objectionable  features.  This  belief  is  founded  on  the  fact  that 
without  such  operations  the  organized  transportation  of  freight 
on  a  large  scale  during  the  1918  season  could  not  have  been  had. 
The  lack  of  such  service  had  been  the  principal  cause  of  the  gradual 
decrease  of  canal  business.  For  three  years  I  had  tried  to 
impress  upon  the  individual  owners  of  boats  that  their  liveli- 
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hood  and  continued  existence  depended  entirely  upon  the  efficiency 
of  their  operations,  and  had  endeavored  to  prove  to  them  that 
individual  management  of  boats  must  be  supplanted  by  some 
central  control,  so  that  shippers  would  know  where  and  when  hoaU 
would  be  available  and  with  whom  they  could  communicate  and 
contract  in  all  matters  affecting  canal  transportation.  No  such 
organization  had  been  formed,  and  previous  to  1918  the  boats  on 
the  canal  had  been  operated  merely  as  individual  units,  with  the 
single  exception  of  one  company  formed  in  1917. 

For  the  first  time,  in  1918  modern  transportation  practices  were 
in  effect,  rates  stabilized  by  publication  in  tariff  form,  and  a  traffic 
organization  maintained  with  responsible  authorities  guaranteeing 
the  operation.  In  addition  to  these  advantages,  the  efficiency  of 
the  canal  as  a  carrier  of  high  class  freight  was  demonstrated. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  as  I  have  indicated  above,  there  was  a 
complete  absence  a  year  ago  of  prospective  carriers  in  sufficient 
number.  Before  the  Federal  government  took  hold  the  field  was 
carefully  investigated  by  the  National  Committee  on  Inland 
Waterways,  and  while  several  companies  at  that  time  claimed  a 
corporate  existence,  none  was  ready  to  actually  engage  in  busi- 
ness without  considerable  financial  aid  from  the  government. 

Period  of  Federal  Control  Should  be  Limited 

While  I  have  a  fuU  recognition  of  the  advantages  gained  by  the 
canal,  I  do  not  favor  the  continuation  of  the  present  policy  on  a 
permanent  basis.  It  was  adopted  primarily  as  a  war  measure  at 
a  time  when  every  means  of  transportation  was  necessary  to  meet 
the  nation's  needs.  With  the  war  brought  to  a  close,  it  is  neither 
necessary  nor  desirable  that  any  control  of  freight  movement 
should  remain  with  the  Federal  authorities  longer  than  will  be 
required  to  adjust  business  conditions  on  a  peace  basis.  Excepting 
as  to  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  statutes  governing  interstate 
commerce,  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  relative  to  our  canal  should 
be  solely  in  the  hands  of  the  State.  Consideration  should  soon  be 
given  and  determination  made  as  to  the  length  of  time  that  in  the 
interest  of  canal  commerce  the  Federal  undertaking  should  con- 
tinue. But  care  should  be  taken  to  see  to  it  that  the  actual  with- 
drawal from  the  field  does  not  become  effective  until  the  expiration 
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of  one  year  at  least  from  the  date  of  the  puWic  annonneeraent.  On 
such  definite  basis  time  would  be  availabk  for  private  under- 
takings to  take  up  the  work  to  be  laid  down  by  the  National 
government. 

ESTABLISHMEKT    OF   COMMON    CARRIERS    XECES- 
SARY  FOR  CAXALS'  ULTIMATE  SUCCESS 

Xo  undertaking  dei>endent  largely  on  govenunental  aid  can  be 
permanently  successful  It  is,  therefore,  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  the  canals'  future  that  freight  carrying  companies  should  soon 
be  in  operation.  With  the  efficiency  of  the  waterway  demonstrated 
by  the  operations  of  the  past  year,  private  capital  should  no  longer 
hesitate  to  enter  the  field.  Those  who  do  so  will  not  be  pioneers, 
since  the  experience  of  the  1918  season  will  be  before  them  for 
their  instruction  and  guidance. 

The  business  awaitii^  such  companies  is  immense,  and  the 
result  of  the  studies  made  by  my  department  of  this  phase  of  the 
situation  wiU  be  found  in  booklets  which  are  available  to  all  who 
may  apply  for  them.  I  refer  particularly  to  the  pamjddet  «ititled 
"  Principal  Requisites  of  Canid  Carriers  and  the  Potential  Canal 
Tonnage,"  issued  in  February  1918  and  which  deals  with  the 
organization  and  policy  of  the  successful  canal  carrier. 

Those  interested  in  the  formation  of  such  companies  may  be 
assured  that  every  facility  possible  will  be  offered  by  the  State  for 
the  success  of  the  venture.  The  full  power  and  machinery  of  this 
department  is  constantly  being  used  to  acquaint  every  eitizen  with 
the  splendid  system  of  free  waterways  that  have  been  provided, 
and  to  bring  home  to  every  industry  that  has  a  pound  of  freight 
to  receive  or  ship  the  advantages  of  the  water  route.  It  should 
be  understood,  however,  that  well  organized  and  financially 
strong  companies  alone  are  desirable.  I  have  always  maintained 
that  the  failure  of  the  old  canal  to  render  to  the  shipping  public 
the  required  service  was  responsible  for  the  practical  elimination 
of  the  canal  from  transportation  plans.  Due  to  lack  of  organiza- 
tion and  inefficiency  of  methods  during  the  past  20  years,  a 
prejudice  against  the  use  of  the  canal  had  grown  in  the  minds 
of  many  business  men,  but  happily  such  prejudice  is  slowly  and 
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purely  cUsa]^)eariBg,  The  c&ixvasses  made  by  the  department  in 
the  cities  along  the  route  have  shown  that  shippers  eagerly  awah 
the  inaugui'ation  of  a  dependable  freight  line. 

The  ultimate  miccess  of  the  improved  system  depends  entirely 
upon  whether  energetic  and  able  men  with  sufficient  capital  at 
their  disposal  will  enter  the  field. 

An  inland  water  route  superior  to  any  in  this  or  any  European 
country,  maintained  and  operated  at  State  expense,  is  offered  for 
the  use  of  all  free  of  charge.  Surely  there  are  a  sufficient  number 
of  enterprising  citizens  who,  recognizing  the  opportunities  afforded 
for  a  profitable  undertaking,  will  take  advantage  of  them. 

TONNAGE  POSSIBILITIES  ESTIMATED 
Bases  of  Estimates 

The  potential  canal  traffic  is  almost  unlimited.  This  subject 
has  received  much  study  by  me,  and  for  the  benefit  of  prospective 
freight  carrying  companies  the  results  of  the  investigations  made 
have  been  arranged  in  convenient  form.  Computations  have 
been  made  of  the  possible  tonnage  on  a  basis  of  five  classifications. 

First:  On  the  basis  of  population  in  canal  zone:  There 
reside,  according  to  the  last  census,  in  the  forty-one  cities^  towns 
and  villages  on  the  improved  canals  west  of  Waterford,  1,276,095 
persons.  If  the  usual  eighteen  ton  per  capita  basis  should  be 
taken,  a  population  such  as  this  would  create  a  tonnage  of 
22,969,710  tons,  which  is  in  excess  of  the  canal's  capacity. 

Second:  On  the  basis  of  population  in  the  tributary  areas: 
Taking  a  100  mile  zone  north  and  south  of  the  <;anal,  it  will  be 
found  that  in  the  328  towns  within  such  area  there  is  a  population 
of  728,965  persons,  with  3,118  industries.  Twelve  railway  lines 
traverse  such  territory,  with  convenient  connections  at  canal  porta 
Applying  again  the  eighteen  ton  per  capita  rule,  a  possible  ton- 
nage of  over  14,000,000  tons  per  year  is  seen. 

Third:  On  the  basis  of  industrial  tonnage  of  canal  ports: 
In  the  41  municipalities  on  the  canal  west  of  Waterford,  there 
are  6,303  manufacturing  c(»K;erns,  according  to  the*1913  eensua 
of  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Labor.  Assuming  a  mini- 
nmm  tonnage  for  each  establishment  of  one  carload  of  twenty

tons  every  other  day,  on  the  basis  of  a  navigation  season  of  225 
days,  a  possible  tonnage  of  14,118,720  tons  would  be  provided. 

Fourth:  On  the  basis  of  industrial  tonnage  in  tributary  areas: 
If  we  assume  that  each  of  the  3,118  industries  in  the  area  tribu- 
tary to  the  canal  should  receive  or  ship  two  carloads  of  freight 
per  week,  that  is,  forty  tons,  during  the  navigation  season,  a  total 
of  4,340,000  tons  would  be  secured.  From  the  municipalities  on 
the  canal  and  north  and  south  thereof,  west  of  Waterford,  a  ton- 
nage analysis  based  on  population  would  give  the  enormous  total 
of  35,000,000  tons,  and  18,000,000  tons  based  on  probable  traffic 
of  industries. 

Fifth:  On  the  basis  of  the  waterways'  securing  a  percentage 
of  the  rail  borne  tonnage:  According  to  statistics  the  total  of 
rail  borne  commerce  through  the  territory  which  is  now  served 
by  the  improved  canal  amounts  yearly,  in  round  numbers,  to 
175,000,000  tons.  It  is  not  possible  to  even  estimate  what  part  of 
this  huge  total  could  move  by  way  of  the  canal.  Considering  but 
one  potential  commodity,  we  find  that  in  1916  the  canal  trans- 
ported two  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  total  Buffalo  lake  grain 
receipts.  If  a  similar  proportion  of  the  rail  borne  tonnage  could  be 
diverted  to  the  canal,  a  possible  traffic  of  nearly  4,500,000  tons 
would  be  created. 

The  foregoing  should  be  taken  merely  as  a  summary  of  the 
investigations  made  by  the  department,  and  is  offered  to  invite 
the  attention  of  private  capital  to  the  fertile  fields  of  traffic.  More 
complete  data  is  available  to  those  desiring  it. 

Coal 

Early  in  the  year  I  presented  to  the  Federal  authorities  a  plan 
by  which  the  problem  of  fuel  distribution  in  and  through  this 
State  could  in  a  measure  be  solved. 

By  far  the  larger  proportion  of  coal  consumed  in  New  York 
State  comes  from  the  Pennsylvania  fields.  Out  of  a  total  of  157,- 
955,137  tons  of  bituminous  mined  in  Pennsj'lvania  in  1915,  more 
than  14,000,000  tons  were  shipped  into  New  York  State,  and  of 
the  88,995,061  tons  of  anthracite,  20,000,000  tons  came  here  in 
the  same  year.  There  are  also  large  quantities  of  anthracite  mov- 
ing through  the  State  from  Pennsylvania  fields  destined  to  Canada. 
Practically  all  of  the  coal  is  shipped  by  rail. 
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The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  seems  to  be  the  largest  carrier  of 
bituminous  coal,  and  in  the  movement  of  soft  coal  from  Pennsyl- 
vania regions  destined  to  New  York  State  points,  the  greatest 
movement  is  over  the  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  through 
Watkins,  N.  Y.,  a  terminal  of  the  canal  system  located  at  the 
lower  extremity  of  Seneca  Lake,  to  Himrods,  a  point  approxi- 
mately fifteen  miles  north  of  Watkins ;  northwards  from  Himrods 
via  the  ^ew  York  Central  to  Lyons,  N.  Y.,  and  thence  east  and 
west  from  Lyons  over  the  main  line  of  the  New  York  Central  to 
consuming  points.    Via  this  route  the  average  haul  is  317  miles. 

Anthracite  coal  is  carried  in  large  volume  by  the  Lehigh 
Valley,  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western,  the  Delaware  & 
Hudson,  the  Erie  and  the  New  York,  Ontario  &  Western  Rail- 
roads. The  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  makes  connection  with  rail 
lines  serving  the  territory  intermediate  to  Buffalo  and  Albany 
at  Weedsport,  Geneva  and  Canastota;  the  Lackawanna  inter- 
changes at  Syracuse  and  Utica,  and  the  New  York,  Ontario 
&  Western  at  Oneida  and  Utica,  Excepting  Canastota  and 
Oneida,  the  interchange  points  are  ports  on  the  new  canal  system. 
Anthracite  coal  carried  by  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  to  Geneva 
passes  through  Ithaca,  the  canal  terminal  at  the  southern  end  of 
Cayuga  Lake.  The  average  all  rail  anthracite  haul* is  approxi- 
mately 230  miles. 

The  average  canal  haul  from  Watkins  to  representative  con- 
suming points  in  the  State  is  165  miles;  from  Ithaca  it  is  144 
miles.  If  anthracite  and  bituminous  coal  were  transported  by 
rail  to  Watkins  and  Ithaca  and  there  transshipped  for  delivery  by 
canal  throughout  the  State,  a  great  saving  not  only  in  railroad 
equipment  but  also  in  the  cost  of  transportation  would  result. 

No  serious  obstacle  stands  in  the  way  of  accomplishment  of 
such  a  plan.  The  construction  of  transshipping  trestles  at  Ithaca 
and  Watkins,  with  a  short  extension  of  track  at  Watkins,  would 
provide  a  means  of  transfer  from  the  rail  to  the  water  route. 
With  a  vast  coal  tonnage  available,  the  boat  problem  would  be 
easy  of  solution.  At  practically  every  municipality  along  the 
line  of  the  canal  docks  have  been  provided  where  coal  may  be 
unloaded.  At  such  points  where  fuel  consumption  is  not  large, 
it  is  feasible  to  unload  direct  from  the  boat  to  truck,  or  coal  may 
be  stored  temporarily  in  bins  erected  on  the  terminal.     Mechan- 
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ical  unloading  devices  consisting  of  portable  steam  cranes  capable 
of  unioiiding  a  boat  load  of  eoal  in  a  few  hours  are  available  at 
many  terminals.  At  the  larger  cities  where  dealers  and  con- 
sooners  take  delivery  of  the  eoal  over  trestles  located  on  railroad 
sidings,  a  track  connection  with  the  canal  terminal  can  be  made 
so  that  with  a  few  cars  in  service  at  each  city,  coal  could  be 
unloaded  from  the  boat  into  cars,  the  ears  switched  to  the  con- 
signees' trestle,  and^  when  empty,  returned  to  the  terminal. 

While  some  survey  of  the  situation  pointed  out  by  me  at  the 
proposed  transshipping  points  was  made  by  Federal  engineers,  I 
am  not  aware  that  any  steps  have  as  yet  been  taken  towards 
the  diversion  of  any  considerable  portion  of  the  coal  traffic  to 
the  water  route.  In  spite  of  the  arguments  presented  and  the 
seriousness  of  the  situation,  it  was  a  matter  of  surprise  and 
r^ret  to  me  that  less  ooal  was  tranported  by  canal  during  the 
past  year  than  in  previous  years.  The  records  show  that  the 
total  shipment  of  anthracite  during  1918  was  100,705  tons  as 
compared  with  169,107  tons  shipped  the  previous  year  and 
44,086  tons  of  bitimiiinous  eoal  as  against  55,834  tons  in  1917. 
Perhaps  good  and  sufficient  reasons  existed  for  the  failure  to 
utilize  the  water  route  even  to  the  extent  of  the  previous  year, 
but  if  such  reasons  did  exist  they  can  in  no  way  relate  to  the 
availability  of  the  canals  for  the  trade.  It  is  to  be  regretted  the 
canals  are  not  utilized  as  a  fuel  distributing  medium,  for  I 
believe  here  lies  the  solution  of  the  fuel  problem  confronting 
manufacturers  and  citizens  of  the  municipalities  located  on  the 
canals. 

The  Ithaca- Watkins  route  should  be  developed.  Unfortunately, 
there  are  no  indications  that  private  interests  will  undertake  the 
erection  of  necessary  transshipping  structures  at  Ithaca  and  Wat- 
kins.  I  believe,  therefore,  if  the  waterways  are  to  be  eflFectivdj 
utilized  in  the  transportation  of  coal  the  required  trestles  must  be 
provided  by  the  State  as  part  of  the  terminal  project.  I  submit 
such  suggestion  for  your  consideration. 

For  a  detailed  study  of  the  question  of  the  canal  as  a  carrier  of 
eoal,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  pamphlet  issued  by  me  in  Jan- 
uary last  containing  a  survey  of  the  entire  situation,  to  whidi  is 
annexed  a  map  showing  the  locations  of  the  coal  producing  regions 
of  Pennsylvania  and  their  relation  to  the  waterways  of  this  State. 
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Grain    and    Grain    Products,    and    Xkcbssity    for    Grain 
Elevators  in  New  York  Harbor 

The  record  of  the  season  just  past,  which  witnessed  the  return 
to  the  canal  of  flour  shipments  in  considerable  volume  and 
showed  that  more  than  three  times  the  quantity  of  wheat  trans- 
ported in  1917  was  carried,  indicates  the  possibilities  in  these 
items. 

The  amount  of  wheat  received  at  Buffalo  by  lake  in  1917 
reached  the  enormous  total  of  94,924,407  bushels.  The  record  of 
future  years  will  without  doubt  be  approximately  the  same.  Most 
of  this  being  destined  to  seaboard,  the  canal  fiimishing  as  it  does 
a  direct  route,  should  ultimately  receive  such  proportion  of  it 
as  will  be  limited  only  by  the  capacity  of  the  carriers  suitable 
for  such  servica  Aside,  of  course,  from  the  lack  of  boats, 
the  only  obstacle  standing  in  the  way  of  the  shipment  by  canal 
of  a  tremendous  grain  tonnage,  is  the  absence  of  elevators  in 
Kew  York  harbor  for  the  handling  of  the  canal  cargoes  when  they 
reach  that  port  This  feature  of  the  situation  should  be  given 
earnest  consideration.  One  of  the  principal  aims  of  the  early 
canal  prc^enitors  was  the  transportation  of  such  freight  as  this, 
hut  as  a  oommercial  proposition  the  handling  of  wheat  is  not 
practicable  without  suitable  elevator  capacity. 

Whether  such  structures  shall  be  erected  at  State  expense  as 
part  of  the  canal  plant,  or  whether  their  building  shall  be  left 
to  private  enterprise,  is  a  question  of  policy  which  the  Legislature 
should  detenndna  An  early  decision  on  this  question  is 
absolutely  necessary  if  this  tonnage  is  to  be  carried  by  our  water- 
ways. The  completion  of  the  improvement  of  the  Welland  Canal 
by  the  Canadian  government  m»y  be  looked  for  within  a  very 
fe^r  years.  This  channel,  and  the  system  of  waterways  relating 
to  the  Si  Lawrence  Kiver,  provide  a  direct  route  from  Duluth, 
which  may  be  traversed  by  the  largest  grain  carriers  without 
breaking  bulk,  and  the  Montreal  system  of  grain  elevators  is 
constantly  being  supplemented.  If  New  York  City  is  to  retain 
its  aoprcmacy  in  the  exjK^rt  of  this  oonrmodity,  or  if  indeed  she 
is  to  continue  to  receive  any  considerable  portion  of  it,  pro- 
vision for  the  handling  of  grain  in  Xew  Yoii  harbor  must  be 
made     To  attract  the  commerce,  cheajx3r  rates  and  speed  of 
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passage  will  not  avail  unless  grain  elevators  sufficient  in  number 
and  adequate  in  capacity  are  provided. 

At  the  Gowanus  Bay  terminal  in  Brooklyn,  the  construction 
work  was  planned  with  the  possibility  of  an  elevator  being  built 
on  adjacent  land,  but  neither  the  National  government,  nor  the 
State  government,  nor  private  interests  have  as  yet  taken  any 
definite  steps  for  its  erection. 

I  strongly  recommend  this  subject  to  your  earnest  consideration. 

Tonnage  Possibilities  in  General  Merchandise 

Canal  commerce  is  divided  into  two  separate  and  distinct 
classes,  namely,  bulk  cargo  and  general  cargo  traffic.  By  bulk 
cargo  is  meant  such  freight  as  ore,  coal  and  grain.  General 
cargo  embraces  a  higher  class  of  commerce,  and  is  commonly 
called  merchandise  or  package  freight. 

In  former  days  the  canal  was  looked  upon  as  almost  solely  a 
oarrier  of  bulk  commjodities,  and  the  advantages  it  provided  in 
the  transportation  of  merchandise  appears  to  have  been  over- 
looked. The  inadequacies  apparent  in  former  years  do  not 
exist  on  the  new  canal,  and  a  large  amount  of  business  awaits 
an  efficient  fast  freight  line.  The  figures  already  given  relative 
to  the  industrial  tonnage  of  canal  ports  indicate  the  enormous 
potential  traffic.  A  small  beginning  has  been  made,  and  the 
shippers  of  the  State  whose  plants  are  within  easy  reach  of  the 
new  channel  appear  to  be  ready  and  willing  to  give  the  water 
route  every  opportunity  for  demonstrating  its  value. 

USE  OF  CANAL  POE  NON-COMMERCIAL  PURPOSES 
The  opening  of  the  enlarged  channel  occurred  at  a  most 
opportune  time.  Large  craft  urgently  needed  by  the  govern- 
ment on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  were  afforded  a  prompt  and 
convenient  passage.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  a  large 
number  of  lighters  constructed  by  the  United  States  government 
at  Buffalo  and  Baldwinsville  for  use  in  New  York  harbor;  many 
vessels  of  the  submarine  chaser  type  built  at  various  ship-yards 
on  the  Great  Lakes,  and  craft  for  the  use  of  the  United  States 
mavy  as  mine  layers;  steel  trawlers  from  Superior,  Wisconsin, 
destined  for  operations  on  the  Atlantic  ocean  under  the  diroction 
of  the  government,  and  other  craft  such  as  car  ferries,  floats  and 
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tug-boats.  Had  not  the  new  channel  been  available,  these  large 
vessels  would  have  been  compelled  to  follow  the  longer  route  bv 
way  of  Lake  Ontario  and  the  St.  Lawrence  Kiver. 

The  new  waterways  also  proved  themselves  to  be  an  attraction 
for  pleasure  boats,  and  much  use  was  made  of  them-  for  craft 
of  this  nature.  The  department's  records  show  that  1,006 
permits  were  issued  to  private  yachts  and  motor  boats  to  navigate 
the  canals. 

MOVEMENT  OF  FREIGHT  BY  PEIVATE  ENTERPRISE 
It  was  gratifying  to  note  that  various  large  business  enter- 
prises took  advantage  of  the  opportunities  oflFered  by  the  water- 
ways. In  the  case  of  several  the  canal  was  used  for  the  first  time. 
The  activities  of  these  concerns  were  limited  to  the  carrying 
of  their  own  freight,  which  included  raw  materials  and  manu- 
factured products.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  Standard 
Oil  Company  of  New  York,  which  made  a  beginning  in  the 
transportation  of  petroleum  products  by  canal.  One  barge  was 
used  with  a  towing  tug.  The  company  operated  on  both  the 
Erie  and  Champlain  Canals,  deliveries  being  made  at  Schenectady, 
Little  Falls  and  Rome  on  the  Erie  Canal,  and  at  Fort  Edward 
and  Whitehall  on  the  northern  waterway.  At  each  port  the  oil 
was  pumped  through  pipe  lines  to  storage  tanks  erected  by  the 
conrpany  on  lands  adjacent  to  the  canal.  During  the  season 
23  trips  were  made  and  the  tonnage  amounted  approximately  to 
14,000  tons.  It  is  believed  that  the  experiments  which  have  thus 
far  been  conducted  have  proved  satisfactory,  and  that  another 
season  the  company  will  secure  additional  boats  and  engage  in 
the  transportation  of  its  product  by  canal  in  a  larger  way. 

Early  in  the  season  four  vessels  were  placed  in  service  by  the 
General  Electric  Company  of  Schenectady,  for  the  carrying  of 
its  materials  and  manufactured  products  between  Rome,  Sche- 
nectady and  New  York  City.  The  freight  carried  consisted  of 
electrical  apparatus,  copper  wire,  and  brass  and  copper  materials. 
The  company  is  planning  operations  on  a  large  scale  for  the 
future,  and  already  has  expended  considerable  money  at  its 
Schenectady  plant  to  make  the  canal  more  available  for  its  pur- 
poses. Five  round  trips  were  made,  transporting  4,100  tons  on 
which  a  valuation  of  $2,000,000  was  placed. 
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Three  boats  were  in  use  by  the  Valvoline  Oil  Company  of 
New  York  on  the  Erie  Canal  between  Rochester  and  New  York 
City.  The  traffic  of  this  concern  originates  in  the  petroleum 
refining  districts  of  Pennsylvania  at  points  on  the  Buffalo, 
Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Railway,  and  the  freight  is  transported 
by  rail  from  the  oil  refineries  in  Pennsylvania  districts  to  a  point 
near  Rochester  where  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Rail- 
way tracks  provide  a  direct  connection  with  the  new  waterway. 
The  oil  was  transferred  direct  from  car  to  boat  in  barrels,  no 
mechanical  devices  being  employed.  While  but  a  single  trip 
was  made  by  the  company's  boats,  it  is  imder stood  that  the  results 
secured  were  satisfactory,  it  having  been  found  that  the  cost  of 
transportation  by  rail  and  canal,  was  less  than  the  cost  of  the  all 
rail  movement. 

Operations  to  a  larger  extent  were  undertaken  by  the  Ore 
Carrying  Corporation  of  New  York,  in  the  shipmjent  of  iron  ore 
from  mines  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Port  Henry  on  Lake  Cham- 
plain  through  the  Champlain  Canal  to  New  York  City.  Twenty- 
two  vessels  have  been  secured,  of  which  eighteen  are  cargo  bargeB 
and  four  cargo  steam^^s.  Three  of  thom  are  of  a  large  type.  It 
is  expected  that  during  the  coming  year,  the  quantity  of  freight 
which  will  be  carried  through  the  waterway  by  this  company  will 
be  enormous.  During  the  1918  season  a  beginning  was  made  in 
the  transportation  of  33,952  tons. 

The  GIctis  Falls  Portland  Cement  Company,  Finch-Pruyn  & 
Company,  both  of  Glens  Falls,  and  the  Griffin  Lumber  Company 
of  Hudson  Falls,  whicfh  in  previous  years  made  use  of  the  old 
canal,  have  continued  their  operations  on  the  new  waterway  with 
excellent  results. 

The  above  details  have  been  given  to  illustrate  the  splendid 
opportunities  offered  by  the  new  canal  to  industrial  establish- 
ments along  its  line.  Several  other  large  conc^ns  have  heea  in 
negotiation  for  sites  adjacent  to  the  canal  not  only  for  factory 
purposes  but  distributing  warehouses  as  well.  As  the  old  Erie 
Canal  in  its  early  days  was  the  most  important  factor  in  building 
up  the  territory  through  which  it  ran,  so  I  believe  that  the  new 
waterway  will  be  an  important  instrument  in  developing  districts 
which  heretofore  have  received  little  attention. 
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WORK  OF  TRAFFIC  BUREAU. 

The  work  of  this  Bureau,  established  eighteeu  ninths  ago,  has 
embraced  the  eompilatioa  of  statistics  as  to  available  freight 
tannage,  boats,  rates,  routes  and  other  matters  incident  to  the 
operation  of  the  improved  waterways,  and  all  of  this  data  is  avail- 
able to  applicants  without  chai^ 

In  the  development  of  oommerce  no  effort  has  been  spared  to 
bring  the  advantages  of  the  canal  system  to  the  notice  of  shippers, 
not  only  within  the  State  but  in  adjacent  territory  as  welL 

Meetings  were  held  with  diippers  at  Buffalo,  Lockport,  Syra- 
cuse, Rome,  Utica,  Amsterdam,  Schenectady,  Frankfort  and  Troy, 
at  which  the  possibilities  of  the  canal  were  outlined  and  the 
means  by  which  existing  facilities  could  be  utilized  made  clear. 
In  addition  to  these  general  meetings,  personal  calls  were  made 
on  shippers  in  practically  every  municipality  on  the  line  of  the 
canal  where  a  service  was  maintained.  Information  as  to  canal 
conditions  has  been  furnished  periodicailly  to  the  various  Cham- 
bers of  Conmierce  for  the  use  of  their  memibers.  By  these  means, 
supplemented  with  the  publication  of  pamphlets  describing  various 
features  of  the  system,  an  educational  campaign  has  been 
carried  on  which  in  time  must  bear  fruit,  not  only  in  new  and 
increased  traffic,  but,  and  what  is  more  important,  in  removing 
prejudices  of  long  standing  which  seem  to  have  arisen  in  the 
minds  of  some  against  canal  transportation. 

The  organization  engaged  in  such  educational  work  the  first 
year  necessarily  has  been  a  small  ona  Owing  to  the  limitations 
of  the  boat  service  of  last  season,  the  efforts  made  have  been 
confined  largely  to  the  development  of  intrastate  traffic  Pending 
the  establishment  of  joint  rates  and  routes  between  the  waterway 
and  connecting  transportation  lines,  both  rail  and  water,  it  was 
thought  futile  to  attempt  to  interest  shippers  in  adjacent  territories 
in  the  canal,  as  the  present  basis  of  rates  results  in  a  prohilntive 
cost  compared  with  the  through  all  rail  rates.  I  expect  through 
rates  will  be  in  effect  next  season,  and  when  established,  the  work 
of  developing  canal  traffic  may  be  broadened  in  its  scope.  A 
great  deal  of  missionary  work  already  has  been  done  in  fields 
outside  the  State.     The  department's  mailing  list  embraces  the 
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names  of  large  shippers  in  practically  every  State  in  the  Union, 
and  such  interests  have  acquired  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
improved  waterways  through  the  literature  and  informative 
matter  issued.  Keen  interest  seemB  to  exist  everywhere  in  the 
New  York  waterways,  and  requests  for  data  have  been  received 
from  shippers  in  the  northwestern,  southern  and  Pacific  coast 
states  and  Canada.  Even  from  such  faraway  places  as  the 
Philippines  and  Australia,  applications  for  printed  matter  have 
come.  In  one  instance,  1,000  copies  of  a  booklet  descriptive  of 
the  canal  system  were  furnished  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
a  large  southern  city  for  distribution  among  the  shippers  of 
that  State. 

In  the  developm:ent  of  commerce  on  the  waterways,  best  results 
may  be  obtained  by  the  adoption  of  methods  similar  to  those 
employed  by  the  railroads.  In  their  first  years  of  operation 
private  companies  may  not  be  able  to  conduct  a  campaign  for 
business  of  a  kind  which  will  secure  immediate  results.  In  order 
that  the  people  of  the  State  may  as  quickly  as  possible  obtain 
some  return  for  their  $164,000,000  canal,  it  is  my  belief  that 
without  favoring  one  carrier  over  another,  the  work  of  soliciting 
commerce  for  the  canal  must  be  undertaken  by  the  State  itself. 
It  is  my  thought  that  there  should  be  brought  to  every  man 
who  has  a  pound  of  freight  for  shipment  in  the  territory  traversed 
by  the  waterway,  full  and  complete  data  respecting  the  advantages 
of  forwarding  by  the  canal,  with  information  as  to  the  various  boat 
lines,  before  decision  is  made  as  to  the  route  it  shall  take.  The 
traffic  organization  which  I  have  mapped  out  in  general  form  will 
be  in  the  nature  of  a  business  getting  instrument  and  I  believe 
that  good  results  must  follow. 

Harbormasters  should  be  employed  at  every  point  where 
service  is  rendered,  whose  primary  duty  will  be  to  supervise 
activities  at  the  terminal,  and  regulate  the  use  of  the  freight 
handling  equipment.  They  will  be  the  local  .representatives  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  and  will  occupy  the  same 
relation  to  the  waterways  as  do  local  freight  agents  to  the  rail- 
road company  employing  them.  In  addition  to  their  terminal 
duties,  each  harbormaster  should  act  as  a  canal  freight  solicitor 
in  his  municipality.     Through  the  Traffic  Bureau  they  will  be

furnished  with  tariffs,  copies  of  schedules  and  other  information 
enabling  them  to  talk  intelligently  with  shippers  in  their  locality 
as  to  the  means  by  which  the  canal  route  may  be  utilized. 

They  should  secure  accurate  and  detailed  data  as  to  the  source 
of  raw  materials  used  by  local  manufacturers,  to  what  points 
their  finished  product  is  shipped,  the  character  of  service  local 
shippers  require,  rates  that  are  necessary  to  attract  the  comnx-erce, 
and  information  as  to  new  factories  locating  in  their  community 
and  as  to  industrial  conditions  generally.  In  fact  they  will  be 
in  intimate  touch  with  the  local  situation,  and  from  analyses  of 
reports  submitted  by  these  local  agents  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works  will  be  able  to  direct  the  rehabilitation  work  along 
the  most  productive  channels. 

BOAT  EECORD 

Owing  to  the  decline  of  canal  commerce  and  the  gradual  with- 
drawal of  boats  from  the  canal  because  of  unseaworthiness,  or 
their  transfer  to  other  routes  of  trade,  the  record  of  the  canal 
boat  registration  which  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  must 
maintain  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  Section  172  of  the 
Canal  Law,  had  become  obsolete. 

Therefore  prior  to  the  opening  of  navigation  for  the  season 
of  1918,  I  notified  all  those  intending  to  operate  boats  on  the 
State  waterways  that  they  would  be  required  to  file  with  the 
department  a  statement  of  ownership  of  every  boat  operated  under 
their  control,  its  name  and  hailing  place,  dimensions  and  type, 
its  class,  when  built  and  insured  value. 

It  had  heretofore  been  customary  to  carry  the  record  of  canal 
boats  by  name,  and  considerable  confusion  resulted  from  dupli- 
cation and  similarity.  To  avoid  this,  a  numerical  registry  was 
substituted. 

The  advantage  of  this  order  has  been  manifest.  At  all  times 
during  the  past  season,  the.  department  has  had  accurate  knowl- 
edge of  the  identity  of  every  boat  navigating  the  canals.  Through 
the  substitution  of  a  numerical  card  index  for  the  alphabetical 
book  method  of  registry,  I  have  been  able  to  devise  methods 
whereby  the  activity  of  every  boat  was  noted  with  the  extent 
to  which  it  was  utilized.     The  efficiency  with  which  each  vessel 
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was  operated  is  now  a  matter  of  record,  and  should  prove  of 
material  assistance  to  those  seeking  information  in  the  formation 
of  canal  lines. 

There  were  1,004  vessels  of  all  descriptions  registered  with  the 
department.  These  boats  have  be^a  classified  in  four  groups, 
embracing,  first,  those  suitable  for  the  transportation  of  high 
class  freights,  or,  if  tugs,  those  in  first  class  condition.  In  this 
class  there  are  322  cargo  boats,  20  steam  freighters  and  48  tugs. 
Second  and  third,  the  boats  of  greater  age,  not  in  the  best  of 
condition  but  suitable,  nevertheless,  for  the  transportation  of 
most  commodities.  In  these  two  classes  there  are  448  cargo 
boats,  28  steam  freighters  and  33  tugs.  Fourth,  the  vessels  that 
are  not  insurable  or  are  suitable  only  for  the  transportation  of 
commodities  of  the  lowest  grade.  In  this  group  five  cargo  boats 
are  listed. 

Of  the  total  boats  registered  with  the  department,  304  were 
engaged  exclusively  in  the  Champlain  Canal  trade;  393  were  in 
the  Erie  Canal  trade  and  66  navigated  both  the  Champlain  and 
the  Erie  divisions.  There  were  241  boats  that  were  not  engaged 
in  canal  traffic  at  any  time  during  the  season. 

On  the  Erie  division,  including  the  Cayuga-Seneca  and  Oswego 
branches,  the  season's  record  shows  the  following  activities : 

Light  west  bound,  658  movements. 
Light  east  bound,  366  movements. 
Loaded  west  bound,  567  movements. 
Loaded  east  bound,  929  movements. 
Total  movements,  2,520. 
On  the  Champlain  Canal  the  record  shows : 
Light  north  bound,  628  movements. 
Light  south  bound,  49  movements. 
Loaded  north  bound,  538  movements. 
Loaded  south  bound,  1,050  movements. 
Total  movements,  2,265. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  record  that  the  heaviest  boat  traffic 
movement  on  the  Erie  Canal  was  east  and  on  the  Champlain 
south. 
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EATES 
Existing  Legislation. 

The  Legislature  in  1916,  enacted  amendments  to  the  trans- 
portation laws  providing  among  other  things  that  rail  lines  should 
interchange  traffic  and  pro-rate  with  canal  lines.  Similar  provi- 
sions, as  to  water  lines,  are  embraced  in  the  Federal  Act  to  Regu- 
late Commerce  under  the  Panama  Canal  Amendment 

The  declination  of  the  railroads  to  accord  the  same  equality  of 
treatment  in  the  interchange  of  traffic  with  connecting  water  lines 
as  they  do  to  their  rail  connections,  has  long  been  the  chief  obstacle 
in  the  development  of  inland  water  commerce.  The  enforcement 
of  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Federal  statutes  was  considered 
to  be  the  solution  of  the  problem,  and  under  joint  Federal  control 
of  rail  and  water  lines,  it  was  believed,  so  far  as  the  New  York 
Canals  were  concerned  at  least,  the  seeming  hostility  of  the  rail- 
roads towards  the  water  carriers  could  be  successfully  combated  or 
removed. 

The  traffic  available  for  transportation  via  the  canals  is  destined 
to  practically  every  quarter  of  the  nation.  Admittedly,  there 
exists  much  tonnage  that  owing  to  its  destination  and  the  routes  by 
which  it  must  travel  cannot  be  transported  by  the  waterwiay. 
However,  there  is  equally  as  great  a  volume  which  if  granted 
through  routes  and  through  rates,  would  seek  the  watei-way  in 
all  or  part  of  its  movement.  I  have  already  discussed  this  ques- 
tion in  detail  in  published  pamphlets. 

Through  Rates  Necessary. 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  the  rehabilitation  of  commerce 
on  the  New  York  canal  system  demands  through  routes  and 
rates.  When  the  Federal  government  assumed  control  of  canal 
traffic,  it  was  thought  this  demand  would  be  met.  Shippers 
throughout  New  England  were  willing  and  anxious  to  route  their 
freight  through  the  Troy  gateway  via  canal  to  and  from  New  York 
State  and  the  west.  Those  in  the  west  and  northwest  expressed 
their  desire  to  utilize  the  canal  and  lake  route  to  and  from  sea- 
board.    Tremendous  possibilities  for  the  development  of  traffic 
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via  coastwise  lines  to  and  from  the  south  and  southwest  were 
revealed  by  traffic  surveys  conducted  under  my  direction.  How- 
ever, with  the  exception  of  through  rates  applying  from  New 
York  City  to  some  western  points  via  the  canal  and  the  Great 
Lakes,  canal  rates  the  past  season  were  confined  to  a  purely 
intrastate  basis.  I  have  repeatedly  urged  upon  the  Federal  canal 
authorities  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of  establishing  through  rates 
via  all  practicable  routes  between  producing  and  consuming  terri- 
tories tributary  to  the  waterway  in  order  to  broaden  the  sphere  of 
usefulness  and  influence  of  the  canal. 

The  wisdom  of  adopting  such  course  already  has  been  recognized 
by  the  National  government  as  evidenced  by  the  general  policy 
followed  in  other  parts  of  the  nation.  On  the  Mississippi  River, 
joint  rail  and  river  rates  between  the  upper  Mississippi  Valley 
and  New  Orleans  have  been  initiated  by  the  United  States  Rail- 
road Administration.  These  rates  apply  from  Minnesota,  Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa,  Illinois  and  other  middle  western  territory  and  are  on  a 
20  per  cent,  differential. 

The  Federal  authorities  have  not  as  yet  adopted  the  recom- 
mendations made  but  indications  are  present  that  during  the  com- 
ing winter  steps  will  be  taken  to  prepare  and  publish  the  neces- 
sary rates  to  become  effective  on  the  opening  of  navigation  next 
spring.  If  this  is  done,  it  is  my  opinion  that  a  big  tonnage  will 
be  diverted  to  the  wajer  route  and  the  improved  waterways  will 
be  of  increased  value  to  New  York  State  shippers. 

Incbeased  Rates. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  navigation  season  of  1918,  a  well  defined 
policy  seemed  to  exist  to  place  the  rates  applying  to  canal  traffic 
on  the  same  basis  as  the  competing  rail  rates.  The  reason 
advanced  for  such  plan,  as  I  understand  it,  was  that  in  the  joint 
operation  of  the  railroads  and  the  canals  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States  Railroad  Administration,  the  element  of 
competition  which  had  always  influenced  the  maintenance  of  lower 
canal  rates,  had  been  eliminated,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Federal 
authorities,  no  justification  existed  for  fixing  canal  rates  at  a 
lower  level  than  rail  rates. 
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A  vigorous  protest  was  at  once  filed  by  me  with  the  Federal 
Administration  against  the  carrying  into  eifect  of  such  a  policy. 
I  contended  that  it  was  not  the  competitive  influence  alone  that 
controlled  lower  rates  by  canal  than  by  rail  but  that  fundamentally 
the  lower  cost  of  transportation  by  canal  justified  the  maintenance 
of  a  lower  rate  scale,  and  that  the  abolition  of  the  canal  differential 
would  result  in  serious  disturbance  of  commercial  conditions 
and  rate  relationships.  For  decades  the  old  Erie  Canal  had  con- 
trolled the  rail  rate  applying  between  New  York  and  Chicago, 
which  was  the  base  rate  upon  which  the  entire  rate  structure  in 
the  territory  east  of  the  Mississippi  and  north  of  the  Ohio  and 
Potomac  rivers,  was  predicated.  Should  such  controlling  influ- 
ence be  removed,  widespread  readjustment  must  take  place.  The 
placing  of  canal  rates  on  the  rail  basis  or  even  the  construction 
of  canal  rates  with  reference  to  the  rail  rate,  without  due  regard 
to  relative  costs  of  transportation,  is  a  violation  of  the  fundamental 
principle  of  water  transportation,  and  in  my  judgment,  should  be 
opposed  by  the  shipping  interests  of  this  State  and  all  interested 
in  the  future  of  the  canals. 

Canal  Differential  fob  1918 

Following  the  presentation  of  such  arguments,  reconsideration 
of  the  proposed  plan  was  given  by  the  Federal  officials.  Before  a 
final  decision  was  reached,  however,  rail  rates  generally  were 
advanced  25  per  cent.,  and  as  a  compromise,  the  canal  rates  were 
established  on  the  basis  of  the  rail  rate  in  effect  prior  to  the 
advance.  In  effect,  the  waterway  was  given  a  25  per  cent,  dif- 
ferential under  the  then  existing  rail  rates,  which  actually  meant 
an  increase  of  approximately  40  per  cent,  over  the  canal  rate  of 
1917.  While  still  believing  the  rates  are  too  high,  the  adjustment 
made  seemed  to  be  the  only  solution  of  the  rate  problem  which 
could  be  had  at  that  time. 

Canal  rates  should  stand  on  a.  firmer  foundation.  I  believe 
that  cost  and  value  of  service,  which  can  only  be  determined  by 
actual  operating  experience,  are  the  factors  which  must  control 
in  establishing  canal  rates,  and  that  little  regard  should  be  given 
to  the  level  of  the  rail  rates. 
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Effect  of  High  Kates 

In  my  judgment,  the  high  scale  of  rates  established  by  the 
Federal  authorities,  since  all  of  the  present  Erie  Qanal  freight 
carriers  are  under  their  control,  have  militated  to  a  considerable 
extent  against  a  greater  development  of  commerca  I  have  always 
maintained  that  so  far  as  the  canal  is  concerned  at  least,  traffic 
would  follow  the  line  of  least  resistance,  which  might  be  either  a 
superior  service  or  a  lower  rate.  During  the  past  season  when 
competing  railroads  were  able  to  provide  shippers  a  satisfactory 
westbound  delivery,  the  service  argument  was  eliminated.  The 
only  incentive  for  shippers  to  use  the  canal  to  the  west,  there- 
fore, was  economy  in  transportation  costs.  The  25  per  cent,  differ- 
ential on  intrastate  traffic  and  the  10  cent  differential  on  canal 
and  lake  traffic  was  not  sufficiently  broad  to  attract  commerce. 
Earnest  effort  was  made  by  shipping  interests  to  secure  from  the 
Federal  transportation  officials  west  bound  canal  rates  so  much 
lower  than  the  rail  rate  as  would  invite  the  traffic.  These  the 
Federal  authorities  declined  to  give.  Had  such  rates  been  given, 
I  am  confident  the  increase  in  west  bound  traffic  would  have 
been  sufficient  to  raise  the  aggregate  canal  tonnage  above  last  year's 
total. 

With  the  experience  of  the  1918  season  as  a  precedent,  both  as 
to  operating  cost  and  the  effect  of  high  rates  on  traffic,  there 
should  be  a  downward  revision  of  canal  rates  for  the  season  of 
1919. 

Appended  to  report  will  be  found  a  schedule  of  rates  showing 
the  difference  between  the  canal  and  rail  rates  between  New  York 
City  and  Buffalo  and  intermediate  canal  ports  and  to  the  west, 
which  were  in  effect  the  past  season. 

TERMINALS 
Available  in  1918  and  Theib  Facilities 

During  the  season,  terminal  facilities  adequate  to  meet  the 
demands  of  canal  traffic  were  provided  at  all  points  on  the  line 
of  the  canal  with  two  exceptions.  These  were  at  Rochester,  where 
a  temporary  site  with  warehouse  was  provided  on  the  unimproved 
canal ;  and  at  Buffalo,  where  the  construction  work  did  not  reach 
a  point  where  the  docks  could  be  utilized  until  the  last  month  of 
the  season. 
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In  addition  to  concrete  docks,  warehouses  of  varying  size  were 
available  at  the  following  points:  Albany,  Troy,  Schenectady, 
Amsterdam,  Fonda,  Canajoharie,  Fort  Plain,  Little  Falls, 
Herkimer,  Ilion,  Frankfort,  Utica,  Rome,  Syracuse,  'Newark, 
Rochester,  Spencerport,  HoUey,  Albion,  Medina,  Middleport, 
Lockport,  Tonawanda,  North  Tonawanda,  Buffalo,  Fulton, 
Mechanicville,  Fort  Edward  and  Port  Henry. 

Hand  operated  timber  derricks  were  provided  at  all  ports  and 
portable  locomotive  cranes  with  a  lifting  capacity  of  4,500 
pounds  were  installed  at  Pier  5  in  New  York  City,  Albany,  Troy, 
Schenectady,  Amsterdam,  Little  Falls,  Herkimer,  Utica,  Rome, 
Syracuse,  Rochester,  Lockport,  Tonawanda  and  Buffalo.  These 
were  supplemented  at  Pier  5,  New  York  City,  and  Syracuse  by 
electrically  operated  hoists.  At  Troy  and  Amsterdam  power 
derricks  were  in  use.  At  Albany,  Little  Falls,  Rome,  Lockport, 
Tonawanda  and  Whitehall  five  ton  steel  derricks  were  erected, 
those  at  Rome  and  Little  Falls  having  electric  power.  At  Sche- 
nectady, an  electric  package  freight  conveyor  was  in  sei'vice. 

At  the  terminals  at  Albany  and  Whitehall,  work  was  progressed 
on  warehouses  of  the  permanent  type,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
structures  at  both  places  will  be  completed  within  the  near  future. 

At  Albany,  Troy,  -Schenectady  and  Buffalo,  negotiations  were 
completed  with  the  adjacent  railroad  companies  by  which  track 
connection  was  installed  with  the  terminal  dock  and  warehouses. 
At  Utica,  Amsterdam  and  Little  Falls,  the  demands  of  traffic 
requiring  additional  space,  extensions  to  the  existing  warehouses 
were  constricted.  Paving  of  the  approaches  to  the  terminals  at 
Amsterdam,  Fonda  and  Utica  was  progressed  to  completion.  At 
Rome,  a  travelling  chain  hoist  was  erected  operating  through  the 
warehouse. 

Operating  Okoanization 

The  completion  of  the  various  terminals  throughout  the  State 
and  their  transfer  to  this  department  for  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion constitutes  a  distinct  extension  of  th^  service.  As  demands 
at  each  point  arose,  I  provided  an  organization  consisting  of  a 
harbormaster  and  cranesman.  The  duties  of  the  former  employee, 
as  his  name  implies,  are  to  govern  the  assignment  of  wharfage 
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space.    He  also  controls  the  use  of  the  freight  handling  machinery 
and  the  precedence  of  the  boats  at  the  terminals. 

Since  the  machinery  installed  is  of  an  expensive  nature,  it  is 
operated  only  under  the  direction  of  a  skilled  employee.  At  the 
present  time,  the  organization  is  not  large  and  each  terminal  is 
being  manned  only  when  the  necessities  of  traflSc  require  it.  As 
it  is  impossible  to  anticipate  the  requirements  of  the  coming 
year  and  to  avoid  the  creation  of  positions  which  it  may  not  be 
necessary  to  fill,  I  have  recommended  that  the  appropriation  for 
this  branch  of  the  service  be  made  in  a  lump  sum  form  so  as  to 
permit  of  elasticity  in  the  creation  and  assignment  of  the  new 
organization. 

Terminal  Ciiabges 

With  the  completion  of  the  entire  terminal  project  in  sight, 
the  question  of  the  rules  and  regulations  which  shall  govern  them, 
and  what,  if  any,  charges  shall  be  made  for  their  use  is  ripe  for 
decision.  .  *^ ; 

Under  Section  15  of  the  Terminal  Construction  Act  (Chapter 
746  of  the  Laws  of  1911),  the  Canal  Board  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  their  use,  such 
rules  and  regulations  to  be  enforced  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works.  It  is  also  provided  in  the  Act  that  for  the  use  of 
the  terminal  docks  or  of  the  warehouses  or  their  appurtenances, 
equitable  charges  shall  be  established  by  the  Canal  Board  and 
these  shall  be  collected  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works. 

Owing  to  the  conditions  existing  during  the  past  season,  general 
rules  and  regulations  only  have  been  adopted  for  the  government 
of  the  terminals  and  no  charge  whatever  has  been  made  for 
the  use  of  them.  This  course  has  been  deemed  wise  for  the  rea- 
son that  not  only  was  it  the  initial  season  of  Barge  Canal  operation, 
when  every  effort  was  being  made  to  attract  commerce  to  the 
waterway,  but  also  because  of  the  fact  that  the  control  of  f rei^t 
movement  had  been  assumed  by  the  United  States  Government, 
for  the  success  of  whose  operations  the  State  had  pledged  its 
support  and  co-operation. 

It  has  been  made  plain  to  all,  however,  that  the  absence  of 
charges  at  the  terminals  is  a  temporary  expedient  only,  and  that 
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ultimately  some  fees  will  be  exacted,  especially  from  those  whose 
freight  is  handled  by  the  mechanical  devices  or  temporarily  stored 
in  the  warehouses.  The  policy  of  free  use  of  the  terminals  covers 
all  points  excepting  the  State  wharves  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
where  it  was  deemed  best  to  continue  in  force  the  schedule  of 
fees  which  had  been  imposed  by  the  city  previous  to  State  owner- 
ship, particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  under  the  agreement 
made  between  the  State  and  the  City  covering  the  acquisition  of 
the  property,  provision  was  made  for  an  equal  division  of  the 
dockage  receipts.  The  only  other  exception  was  at  the  Troy 
tenninal,  which  was  much  in  use  by  Hudson  River  craft.  For 
the  use  of  the  freight  handling  machinery  in  the  transfer  of 
freight  from  these  boats  a  charge  was  made  which  covered  only 
the  actual  cost  of  operation. 

Whether  or  not  charges  shall  be  made  is  a  question  of  State 
policy.  In  the  consideration  given  the  subject  I  have  assumed 
that  as  a  legal  proposition  the  terminals  are  distinct  and  apart 
from  the  canals,  and  that  the  prohibition  in  ihe  State  constitution 
against  the  imposition  of  tolls  on  the  canals  refers  only  to  the 
channel  itself  and  not  to  additional  structures  erected  by  the 
State  providing  facilities  for  the  shipment  and  receipt  of  freight 
and  its  handling  and  storage.  The  courses  open  to  the  iState  in 
the  solution  of  the  problem  may  be  briefly  classified  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  terminals  be  made  self-supporting,  and  to  that  end 
a  system  of  fees  shall  be  imposed  for  dockage,  for  the  use  of 
mechanical  devices,  for  top  wharfage  and  for  storage  in  the 
freight  houses;  the  total  of  those  charges  to  be  in  such  amount 
as  will  pay  the  salaries  of  the  employees  assigned  to  the  terminals, 
meet  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  machinery  and  freight  houses 
in  proper  condition,  with  sufficient  reservations  from  the  total  of 
the  collections  to  constitute  a  sinking  fund  to  be  drawn  upon  for 
extraordinary  improvements  to  the  dock  walls,  pavement  and 
freight  houses,  and  for  renewals  of  machinery. 

2.  That  the  terminal  shall  pay  expenses ;  and  to  that  end  that 
the  fees  imposed  for  dockage,  top  wharfage,  storage  and  use  of 
mechanical  devices  shall  be  sufiicient  only  to  meet  the  actual 
operating  cost,  leaving  maintenance  and  repairs  to  be  cared  for 
by  annual  appropriations  from  the  State  treasury. 
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3.  That  no  attempt  shall  be  made  to  make  the  terminals  self- 
supporting;  and  that  a  fair  dockage  fee  only  shall  be  charged, 
with  top  wharfage  and  use  of  freight  house  free,  but  with  a  rea- 
sonable rate  to  be  paid  by  those  who  make  use  of  the  mechanical 
devices  for  the  handling  of  freight. 

4.  That  the  use  of  the  terminals  shall  be  free  with  no  charges 
whatever  imposed,  excepting  that  those  who  desire  to  make  use 
of  the  mechanical  devices  for  the  loading  or  unloading  of  freight 
shall  pay  for  such  service  at  reasonable  rates,  based  on  actual  cost. 

All  terminal  charges  are  classified  as  follows: 

1.  Dockage,  A  charge  per  hour  for  the  time  cousumed  by  a 
boat  in  receiving  or  discharging  cargo  at  any  terminal  or  while 
tied  up  at  the  terminal ;  or  a  charge  per  day  or  fraction  of  a  day 
according  to  the  lineal  foot  of  dock  occupied  by  a  boat. 

2.  Wharfage.  A  charge  per  ton  of  cargo  received  or  dis 
charged  by  a  boat  over  the  terminal  dock ;  or  a  charge  per  square 
foot  of  the  space  on  the  dock  occupied  by  the  freight  delivered 
by  the  boat  or  awaiting  loading  to  the  boat. 

3.  Storage.  A  charge  for  freight  placed  in  the  tenmnal 
freight  house  either  on  the  basis  of  the  space  occupied  by  the 
freight  or  on  a  per  ton  basis. 

4.  Operating  Charges.  A  charge  for  the  use  of  mechanical 
devices  on  the  terminal  for  the  loading  or  unloading  of  freight 
which  might  be  based  on  the  weight  of  the  freight  handled  or  a 
per  hour  scale ;  or  if  necessary,  could  be  absorbed  in  the  dockage 
charge. 

It  must  be  realized,  of  course,  that  whatever  charges  are  made 
at  terminals  will  be  paid  by  the  carrier  and  will  be  reflected  in 
the  rate  given  by  him  to  the  shipper.  Therefore,  as  a  practical 
proposition,  the  terminal  charge  is  a  tax  on  water  commerce, 
making  it  necessary  in  the  interest  of  canal  traflSic  to  fix  such 
charges  at  the  minimum. 

To  secure  data  as  to  prevailing  customs  in  the  conduct  of 
public  docke,  the  studies  made  have  covered  46  ports  located  on 
the  Atlantic,  Gulf  and  Pacific  Coasts,  on  the  Great  Lakes  and 
on  certain  inland  rivers.  At  18  of  these  ports,  dockage  chaigee 
are  imposed  for  the  use  of  the  piers  owned  by  the  miznicipalities. 
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while  at  11,  the  publicly  owned  piers  are  free  for  general  use 
without  any  charge  whatever. 

At  the  18  ports  where  dockage  charges  exist,  they  are  found 
to  have  been  based  on  the  tonnage  of  the  vessel  in  the  case  of  12 
ports;  at  one  port,  on  the  cargo;  at  three  ports  on  the  daily  use 
of  the  pier;  at  another  on  the  length  of  the  vessel;  and  at  the 
remaining  port  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  trips  nmde. 

Where  fees  are  imposed  on  the  tonnage  of  the  vessel,  they  are 
based  on  both  gross  and  net  registered  tons,  and  in  some  instances 
no  classification  is  indicated. 

No  uniform;  method  of  charges  on  inland  waterways  exists  and 
the  diiference  in  the  methods  of  imposing  fees  i«  quite  as  wide 
as  the  variance  in  the  rates  themjselves.  Where  a  charge  per  ton 
is  made,  I  find  it  ranges  from  one-half  cent  per  ton  per  day  up 
to  $175  per  day  for  boats  over  2,000  tons.  The  charges  made 
for  the  use  of  covered  and  uncovered  cargo  or  otherwise,  vary  to 
such  extent  that  a  discussion  of  them  would  be  of  little  assistance 
to  us. 

At  16  ports,  a  charge  is  made  for  wharfage  and  this  rate  varies 
from  five  cents  per  ton  to  25  cents  per  ton.  At  six  ports,  charges 
are  collected  on  an  established  scale  for  certain  articles  of  mer- 
chandise, the  price  to  be  paid  by  the  carrier  depending  on  the 
nature  of  the  goods  carried.  I  have  not  found  a  single  instance 
where  any  charge  for  storage  on  the  docks  is  made. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  State  must  adopt  its  policy  in 
the  matter  of  charges  for  teiminal  facilities  without  precedents 
to  gnide  it,  and  mTwrt  make  its  decision  from  a  study  of  the  con- 
ditions which  control  the  shipment  of  freight  over  our  own  canals. 
So  far  as  I  am  aware,  the  city  of  New  York  is  the  only  port 
which  has  been  successful  in  treating  its  terminals  as  a  revenue 
producing  source,  but  the  splendid  harbor  facilities  there  miike 
it  impossible  for  the  State  to  be  guided  by  its  policy,  excepting 
as  r^ards  the  State's  terminals  located  in  that  city.  At  the 
ports  of  Philadelphia  and  Boston,  the  terminals  are  not  self- 
sustaining,  and  efforts  to  make  them  so  seem  to  have  been 
practically  abandoned. 

So  far  as  the  State  terminals  in  New  York  City  are  concerned, 
it  is  my  opinion  that  the  schedule  now  in  force  on  the  municipal 
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docks  should  be  made  to  apply  to  the  State  docks,  and  in  fact  as 
I  have  stated  above,  dockage  charges  on  that  basis  have  been 
imposed  by  me  for  the  past  two  seasons.  I  believe  also  that 
somewhat  similar  charges  should  be  imposed  at  the  State  terminals 
in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  since  conditions  approximating  those  in  the 
greater  city  exist  there.  But  as  to  the  docks  located  at  other 
points  throughout  the  State,  the  subject  is  still  open  to  discussion. 

Whatever  charges  may  be  made,  whether  for  dockage,  wharfage 
or  storage,  should  have  an  equitable  foundation.  The  State 
must  not  fall  into  the  error,  as  have  other  states  and  some  cities 
in  this  country,  of  imposing  such  a  tax  on  its  terminals  as  will 
result  in  discouraging  water  traflSc.  Without  more  detailed 
knowledge  of  and  experience  with  the  quantity  and  character  of 
the  business  to  be  done,  it  is  impossible  to  arrive  at  a  proper 
basis.  This  fact  coupled  with  the  intense  desire  of  the  State 
officials  to  restore  commerce  to  the  canals  in  large  volume  has  led 
me  to  hold  the  matter  in  abeyanca 

The  State  has  gone  to  enormous  expense  in  providing  the  new 
channel  and  its  appurtenances,  and  since  the  revenue  to  be 
derived  from  the  use  of  its  terminals  will  not  be  appreciable  in 
amount,  the  whole  subject  should  be  approached  with  caution,  so 
that  no  obstacle  will  be  created  to  the  restoration  of  commerce 
on  the  canals.  The  only  definite  basis  for  a  charge  which  can  be 
reached  at  this  time  would  be  for  the  use  of  the  freight  handling 
machinery,  and  such  fees  may  be  fixed  at  the  actual  cost  of 
operation, 

Kailroad  Connections  at  Terminals 

No  argument  is  needed  to  show  the  absolute  necessity  for 
side  track  facilities  at  all  of  the  improved  terminals.  The 
progress  made  in  providing  such  accommodations  has  not  been 
as  rapid  as  was  desired.  The  State  at  all  times  has  been  prepared 
and  willing  to  go  forward  with  the  work.  The  matter  has  been 
retarded  in  one  municipality  because  of  objections  on  the  part  of 
the  city  officials  to  the  proposed  crossing  of  a  public  street  at  grade ; 
at  another  place  on  account  of  the  noncompletion  of  the  city 
approaches  to  the  State  terminal,  and  in  others  because  of  prob- 
lems arising  in  connection  with  the  acquisition  of  required  rights 
of  way. 
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At  the  present  time  interchange  tracks  are  in  place  at  the 
terminals  in  Albany,  Troy,  Schenectady  and  BuflFalo.  Plans  have 
been  prepared  for  similar  facilities  at  Lockport,  Syracuse  and 
Utica,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  obstacles  in  the  path  of  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  project  at  other  points  will  shortly  be  removed. 

NAVIGATION  CONDITIONS 

At  12  o'clock  noon  of  May  15th,  the  Erie,  Oswego,  and  Cayuga 
and  Seneca  Canals  were  opened  to  navigation,  while  the  season 
on  the  Champlain  Canal  began  on  May  10th,  and  on  the  Black 
River  Canal  on  June  1st. 

The  new  channel  for  the  entire  distance  from  Lake  Erie,  at 
Buffalo,  to  the  Hudson  River,  at  Troy,  was  used  for  the  first 
time.  In  addition,  the  route  of  the  unimproved  Erie  Canal 
through  the  City  of  Rochester,  and  from  New  London  to  Port 
Byron  through  the  City  of  Syracuse  also  was  maintained  and  used 
to  some  extent  by  traffic.  There  was  a  complete  absence  of  inter- 
ruptions to  navigation  throughout  the  entire  season,  due  to  any 
leak  or  break  in  the  canal  banks  or  defect  in  the  operative  struc- 
tures. All  of  the  locks  were  at  all  times  in  perfect  operating 
condition.  The  whole  plant  was  in  perfect  order  and  was  capable 
of  handling  many  times  the  volume  of  traffic  which  offered  itself. 

The  only  occasion  on  which  the  passage  of  boats  was  delayed 
occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  October,  when  excessive  rainfalls 
in  the  Mohawk  Valley  watershed  so  raised  the  level  of  the  river 
that  for  three  days  it  was  necessary  to  suspend  navigation  for 
purposes  of  safety. 

The  last  freight  boats  passed  out  of  the  Erie  Canal  on  the 
morning  of  December  12th,  which  was  the  latest  date  to  which 
the  canals  were  used  by  boats  since  1867.  Originally  announce- 
ment had  been  made  that  the  canal  would  officially  close  to  navi- 
gation at  midnight  of  November  25th,  that  date  being  the  latest, 
in  my  judgment,  on  which  the  waterways  should  be  used  owing  to 
the  near  approach  of  freezing  conditions.  At  the  request  of  the 
Federal  authorities,  however,  consent  was  given  for  the  clearance 
of  boats  from  Buffalo  a  few  days  later  than  the  time  fixed  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  transportation  to  seaboard  of  a  heavy 
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shipment  of  wheat.  The  department's  consent  for  the  passage  of 
the  boats  at  the  later  date  was  given  with  a  distinct  warning 
that  severe  cold  might  occur  in  the  closing  days  of  the  month  and 
that  the  waterways  would  be  closed  by  ice. 

Approximately  29  boats  laden  with  296,291  bushels  of  wheat 
were  cleared  from  Buffalo  on  November  24th  and  succeeding 
days,  but  owing  to  delays  in  transit,  due,  among  other  things,  to 
inadequate  motive  power,  they  were  still  in  the  canalized  Mohawk 
River  on  December  6th,  when  ice  formed.  From  that  date  until 
December  12th,  when  they  passed  out  of  the  locks  at  Waterford, 
their  passage  was  through  ice  of  considerable  thickness.  Power- 
ful tugs  were  necessary  to  open  the  channel  and  the  safety  of  the 
boats  was  seriously  endangered.  Every  facility  at  the  disposal 
of  the  department  was  extended,  and  the  department's  forces  were 
employed  almost  constantly.  Ice  collected  in  masses  about  the 
locks  and  movable  dams,  and  fears  were  expressed  for  their 
safety.  Fortunately,  all  of  the  boats  with  their  valuable  cargo 
were  gotten  to  tide  water  without  harm. 

The  Oswego,  Cayuga  and  Seneca,  and  Black  Eiver  Canals 
were  closed  to  navigation  on  November  30th,  and  the  last  boats 
passed  out  of  the  Champlain  Canal  on  December  4th. 

ONONDAGA  LAKE  iWATERS 

On  the  opening  of  the  terminal  at  Syracuse,  entrance  to  which 
from  the  main  channel  is  made  through  Onondaga  Lake  and  its 
outlet,  operators  of  steam  vessels  such  as  tugs  and  canal  steamers 
made  complaint  that  the  lake  water  was  of  such  consistency  as 
to  make  it  unfit  for  use  in  the  boilers  of  the  boats. 

Investigation  revealed  the  fact  that  the  complaint  was  justified, 
discharge  of  waste  matter  into  the  lake  from  adjacent  industrial 
plants  having  so  polluted  the  water  as  to  render  it  unsuitable  for 
the  generation  of  steam.  Since  the  tow  boats  in  use  were  without 
means  of  carrying  a  supply  of  water  for  their  needs,  it  was  neces- 
sary for  the  department  to  place  a  gasoline  motor  boat  at  the 
disposal  of  the  cargo  barges  in  order  that  th^  might  reach  the 
terminal  dock. 

This  condition  was  unexpected,  and  is  indeed  unfortunate. 
Should  it  be  permitted  to  continue,  the  type  of  boat  ordinarily 
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plying  the  waters  of  the  new  canal  will  not  be  able  to  make  the 
passage  through  Onondaga  Lake  to  the  terminal,  and  thus  one  of 
the  most  important  cities  on  the  canal  line  will  be  denied  the 
full  benefits  of  the  waterway. 

This  situation  is  one  demanding  immediate  and  serious  atten- 
tion to  the  end  that  either  the  pollution  of  the  waters  of  the  lake 
to  the  present  extent  may  be  stopped,  or  some  means  devised  by 
which  the  lake  may  be  made  available  for  steam  propelled  boats. 

CHANNEL  LIGHTS  AND  BUOYS 
Since  more  than  70  per  cent,  of  the  entire  new  waterway  system 
is  a  utilization  of  natural  water  courses,  where  in  many  places 
shallow  wide  waters  exist,  necessity  exists  for  the  maintenance 
of  an  elaborate  system  of  buoys  and  lights.  The  total  canal 
mileage  may  be  divided  as  follows :

Throughout  these  areas  more  than  1,500  lighted  aids  to  navi- 
gation of  various  types  are  maintained.  The  use  of  these  chan- 
nel markers  makes  navigation  possible  both  by  day  and  by  night. 
At  localities  where  ice  conditions  during  the  winter  are  severe, 
or  where  the  rock  bottom  has  prevented  the  driving  of  piles,  float- 
ing buoys  have  been  maintained  supporting  a  lamp  designed 
by  the  department  especially  for  the  purpose.  Where  possible 
the  aids  are  located  on  the  banks,  and  when  ice  conditions  will 
permit,  piles  are  driven  into  the  channel  rim  so  that  a  permanent 
marker  will  be  provided.  As  a  general  proposition  the  pile 
method  is  to  be  preferred,  but  in  some  localities  such  as  the 
Mohawk  River  and  the  Hudson  River  just  northerly  of  Troy,  piles 
cannot  be  used.  Gas  buoys  of  a  special  design  were  used,  but 
owing  to  a  very  considerable  rise  in  the  price  of  the  materials 
needed  in  their  manufacture  the  department  was  unable,  with 
the  funds  at  its  disposal,  to  secure  all  of  this  type  that  had  been 
desired.  Some  of  the  lights  in  use  are  of  the  small  river  type, 
while  others  were  large  marine  designs  planned  to  withstand  the 
severe  weather  such  as  sometimes  prevails  on  Oneida  Lake. 

The  maintenance  of  this  equipment  in  an  efficient  manner  is 
most  important,  and  in  such  work  large  tugs  or  steamers  equipped 
with  powerful  engines,  derricks  and  hoisting  apparatus  are 
urgently  required.  Such  tugs  not  only  are  needed  to  handle  the 
buoys  but  their  services  are  constantly  required  in  transporting 
materials  for  department  repairs,  breaking  ice  during  the  clos- 
ing days  of  the  season,  and  assisting  belated  fleets. 

Lighted  aids  to  navigation  were  also  installed  by  the  department 
at  the  sites  of  the  various  terminals  on  Lake  "Champlain,  at  the 
junction  of  the  Tonawanda  and  Niagara  Rivers  and  in  Oswego 
harbor,  although  those  waters  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Federal  government.    No  effort  has  been  spared  to  make  naviga- 
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tion  of  the  waterways  by  night  safe  for  boats.  It  is  not  my  belief 
that  the  system  installed  is  perfect  in  all  particulars,  but  as  it 
existed  during  the  season  just  passed,  it  may  be  said  to  have  been 
the  most  elaborate  system  on  any  inland  waterways  of  this  country. 
The  personal  element  in  the  maintenance  work  is  a  serious 
problem,  since  the  oil  lamps  need  daily  attention  A  buoy  light 
tending  service  has  been  established,  by  which  each  Hght  is  visited 
by  an  employee  in  a  motor  boat  at  least  once  a  day.  Profiting 
by  the  experience  already  had,  I  have  shortened  the  patrol  area 
of  each  buoy  light  tender  to  approximately  five  miles,  thereby 
increasing  their  number.  While  this  readjustment  will  somewhat 
increase  the  cost  of  the  service,  I  believe  that  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  by  navigation  interests  will  well  warrant  the  additional 
expense. 

THE  PRIZE  LOCK 

The  "  prize  lock  "  distinction  for  the  season  1918,  was  awarded 
to  Lock  No.  8,  Ohamplain  Canal,  located  at  Fort  Edward,  which 
lock  also  had  been  successful  in  the  competition  of  the  previous 
year.  Honorable  mention  was  given  to  the  following  locks,  their 
standing  being  in  the  order  in  which  they  appear: 

Locks  Nos.  11  and  7,  Champlain  Canal;  Lock  No.  4,  Cayuga 
and  Seneca  Canal ;  Lock  No.  3,  Oswego  Canal  and  Locks  Nos.  6 
and  4,  Champlain  Canal. 

The  conditions  of  the  locks  and  the  operating  machinery  as  well 
as  the  grounds  adjacent  to  the  structures  gave  evidence  of  the 
hard  work  done  by  the  forces  during  the  season.  The  delicate 
mechanical  parts  were  maintained  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency 
and  the  friendly  rivalry  among  the  men  for  the  distinction  of  being 
the  prize  lock  has  borne  excellent  results.  The  competition  as  it 
now  stands  is  as  follows :

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NEW  CAEGO  BOAT  AND  MOTIVE  POWER 
Types  Suggested 

During  the  past  year,  many  plans  have  been  submitted  to  me 
for  examination  showing  types  of  boats  designed  for  use  on  the 
new  waterway.  Without  intending  to  appear  as  an  expert  in 
boat  construction,  either  as  to  type,  material  or  dimensions,  I 
have  given  fully  and  freely  my  views  on  the  various  designs. 
There  appear  to  be  two  schools  of  thought  on  the  subject;  one 
favoring  a  boat  which  with  two  and  possibly  three  others,  may 
pass  through  a  lock  at  one  time;  and  the  other,  urging  that  the 
best  type  of  vessel  is  one  which  would  take  up  the  full  capacity 
of  the  lock-chamber. 

The  only  boats  of  a  larger  type  which  have  thus  far  made 
their  appearance  are  six  barges,  three  of  130  feet  in  length  and  22 
feet  in  width,  and  three  150  feet  long  and  21%  feet  wide.  Three 
of  these  were  used  in  wheat-carrying  trade,  transporting  each 
18,500  bushels  on  an  8  foot  8  inch  draft,  while  the  others  were 
used  in  the  transportation  of  ore  on  the  Champlain  Canal. 

According  to  my  information,  there  has  been  placed  under 
contract  by  the  Federal  government,  the  building  of  75  barges 
having  dimensions  150  feet  in  length,  21  feet  4  inches  in  width 
and  designed  to  have  a  cargo  capacity  of  approximately  700  tons. 
Of  these,  '51  will  be  of  steel  and  the  balance  of  concrete.  In 
addition,  20  cargo  steamers  of  steel  construction  of  the  same 
dimensions  are  being  planned. 

The  only  large  boat  of  the  packet  steamer  type  which  was 
noted  on  the  canal  was  the  converted  steamer  "  Webster  "  which 
was  utilized  to  advantage.  It  has  a  tonnage  capacity  of  440 
tons  and  is  106  feet  long  and  28  feet  wide. 

Boats  of  Maximum  Size 

The  dimensions  of  the  new  lock  chambers  are  ample  to  accom- 
modate a  boat  300  feet  long  and  say  43  feet  wide,  provided  that 
it  may  pass  under  the  fixed  bridges  which  have  a  clearance  above 
the  normal  water  level  of  15^^  feet.  As  stated  in  my  report  of 
a  year  ago,  I  am  inclined  to  doubt  the  commercial  possibilities  of 
so  large  a  craft,  feeling  that  boats  of  the  maximum  dimensions 
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for  the  present  and  early  future  at  least,  may  not  prove  profit- 
able to  their  owners  for  general  use.  I  am  familiar  with  the 
arguments  presented  as  to  the  larger  amount  of  freight  that  may 
be  carried  with  little  increase  in  cost  of  operation  but  notwith- 
standing this,  believe  that  for  convenience  of  operation  and  speed 
of  passage  in  a  narrow  channel  of  339  miles  in  length,  the  smaller 
unit  is  to  be  preferred. 

GOVBBNMBNT  DESIGNS 

The  150  foot  boat  designed  by  the  Government  for  canal  use 
was  planned  with  the  thought  of  passing  four  of  such  craft 
through  a  lock  at  one  time,  provided  one  of  them  is  a  power  boat, 
or  three  such  craft,  with  a  towing  tug.  The  plan  is  an  excel- 
lent one  in  the  light  of  time  saving  and  flexibility  of  service  and 
would  seem  to  be  a  solution  of  the  problem.  In  fact,  this  is  the 
type  of  boat  recommended  by  this  department.  In  suggesting  a 
barge  of  such  dimensions,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  considered  as 
being  opposed  to  a  craft  of  greater  length  and  width.  Undoubt- 
edly, if  the  saving  of  time  by  a  single  locking  is  not  to  be  con- 
sidered by  the  operator  as  an  important  factor,  both  the  length 
and  width  may  be  somewhat  increased  but  not  to  an  extent 
which  will  cause  the  craft  to  be  out  of  proportion  to  the  channel 
which  it  proposes  to  navigate. 

The  volume  of  potential  oanal  traffic  is  enormoue  but  it  must 
not  be  expected  that  the  diversion  of  it  to  the  water  route  will  be 
a  rapid  process.  The  boat-builder  in  designing  his  craft  must 
have  in  mind  the  amount  of  business  which  it  is  likely  to  do,  and 
in  my  opinion  on  thiis  account  the  700  ton  units  may  prove  more 
profitable  for  the  first  season  or  two  than  a  barge  which  must  have 
a  thousand  ton  cargo  to  make  its  trip  profitable. 

Of  the  concrete  boats  placed  under  construction  by  the  Govern- 
ment, one  was  launched  at  Ithaca  and  taken  through  the  canal  to 
New  York  harbor  in  the  closing  days  of  the  season.  Since  it 
carried  no  cargo  no  opportunity  was  had  to  make  observations  as 
to  its  use  as  a  freight  carrier. 

PowEB  Boats 

The  experience  of  1918  emiphasizes  the  necessity  of  having  tow 
boats  of  adeqate  power.     The  proposed  new  cargo  barges  will 
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be  of  no  avail  if  modem  power  boats  designed  to  meet  canal  con- 
ditions are  not  in  service.  There  should  be  a  minimum  of  one  new 
power  boat  for  every  three  cargo  boats  built.  Under  present 
business  conditions,  time  in  transit  is  a  most  important  element. 
Freight  may  be  shipped  from  Buffalo  to  ^ew  York  by  canal  in 
time  comparing  favorably  with  rail  movement.  This  is  so  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  the  boat  will  meet  with  no  delays,  will 
be  free  from  congestion  of  traffic  and  its  progress  will  be  steady. 
The  waterway  has  been  designed  to  accommodate  traffic  by  night 
aa  well  as  by  day,  and  if  a  speed  of  four  miles  per  hour  is 
attained,  a  distance  of  80  miles  may  easily  be  covered  if  move- 
ment is  had  for  but  twenty  hours  of  the  day.  This  has  not  been 
possible  during  the  season  just  past.  Many  of  the  tugs  were  of 
inadequate  power  to  tow  fleets  with  sufficient  speed,  while  others, 
being  without  living  quarters  for  double  crew,  were  compelled  to 
tie  up  at  a  convenient  dock  with  the  coming  of  dark.  No  carrier 
could  survive  conditions  such  as  these.  The  power  units  of  the 
future  must  be  powerful  enough  to  move  at  least  2,100  tons  at  a 
speed  of  four  miles  per  hour  and  be  equipped  to  operate  during  the 
hours  of  darkness.  They  are  all  the  more  necessary  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  canal  route  lies  in  canalized 
rivers  and  lakes  where  conditions  of  wind  and  current  are  some- 
times bound  to  exist.  Therefore,  in  any  study  of  the  question 
of  suitable  cargo  boats,  equal  consideration  must  be  given  to 
motive  power,  for  the  one  will  be  of  no  avail  without  the  other. 

Lake-Canal  Design 

On  several  occasions,  propositions  have  been  advanced  for  the 
construction  of  cargo  steamers  of  dimensions  and  type  suitable 
for  use  on  both  the  lakes  and  inland  waterways.  It  has  been 
proposed  that  a  steamer  capable  of  carrying  1,500  tons  and 
upward  may  be  designed  which  will  be  sufficiently  seaworthy  to 
withstand  the  rough  weather  of  the  Great  Lakes  and  even  the 
Atlantic  coast,  and  yet  be  within  the  limitations  of  the  canal 
locks  and  the  fixed  bridges.  Designs  of  such  boat  have  been 
exhibited  to  me.  The  thought  had  in  mind  by  those  favoring  this 
plan  was  to  establish  a  line  of  boats  which  might  make  the  trip 
from  Duluth  or  other  ports  on  the  Great  Lakes  to  New  York  City 
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and  even  ply,  without  rehandling  of  cargo,  between  the  latter 
port  and  cities  of  the  Atlantic  coast.  The  argument  has  been 
added  that  a  boat  such  as  this  may  be  utilized  to  advantage  in 
outside  waters  during  the  months  of  the  year  when  the  canal 
is  closed  by  ice. 

I  have  hestitated  to  take  issue  with  those  who  have  urged  this 
plan  as  some  of  them  have  had  many  years'  experience  in  water 
transportation.  However,  I  see  little  hope  of  the  success  of  such 
a  project.  Should  it  be  possible  —  and  perhaps  it  can  be  done  — 
to  build  a  steamer  which  while  being  of  utility  on  the  outside 
waters  may  yet  navigate  the  canal,  I  very  much  fear  that  by 
reason  of  its  size,  the  rate  of  speed  through  the  waterway  must 
be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  Through  many  portions  of  its  length, 
the  canal  channel  has  a  bottom  width  of  only  75  feet.  The 
propulsion  through  it  of  a  unit  taking  up  more  than  one-half  of 
such  bottom  width  and  being  of  the  maximum  draft  and  length, 
would  result  in  the  destruction  of  the  banks,  unless  the  boat*s 
movement  was  extremely  slow.  The  time  of  passage,  therefore, 
through  nearly  500  miles  of  canal  would  make  serious  inroads 
on  the  owner's  profits.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  transshipping 
the  cargo  at  Buffalo  or  New  York  to  a  barge  intended  solely 
for  canal  use  would  be  more  advantageous  than  transporting 
the  freight  across  the  State  at  the  minimum  of  speed.  Further- 
more, so  far  as  my  information  goes,  the  waters  outside  the 
State  and  connected  with  the  canal  system  are  at  the  present 
time  fairly  well  served  with  existing  lines  and  the  intro- 
duction of  new  competitors  to  any  great  extent  might  be 
unwise.  If,  however,  a  unit  could  be  designed  of  dimensions 
not  greatly  in  excess  of  the  150  foot  barge  referred  to  above, 
and  its  construction  should  be  so  sturdy  as  to  permit  it  to  navi- 
gate safely  in  the  rough  weather  to  be  encountered  in  outside 
waters.,  experiments  in  its  use  might  prove  very  interesting. 

The  foregoing,  however,  is  merely  one  view  of  the  canal  situa- 
tion as  it  now  exists.  Perhaps  as  the  business  grows  and 
experience  is  had  with  the  new  conditions  of  inland  water  naviga- 
tion, the  project  of  a  through  line  of  boats  from  points  on  the 
Great  Lakes  to  points  on  the  seaboard  may  prove  practicabla 
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NECESSARY    EQUIPMENT    FOR    CANAL    MAIN- 
TENANCE AND  REPAIR 
Floating  Plant 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  channel  and  the  structures  coii 
nected  therewith,  the  department  is  confronted  with  the  serious 
problem  of  maintenance.  The  conditions  existing  on  the  new 
waterway  are  entirely  dissimilar  to  those  heretofore  encountered 
in  the  old  canal.  The  existing  boat  equipment  is  obsolete.  The 
old  type  tugs  are  of  insufficient  power,  while  the  smaller  dredges 
are  designed  only  for  use  in  water  seven  feet  deep.  The  whole 
floating  plant  must  be  replaced  with  vessels  of  larger  type. 

New  Dredges  and  Tugs 

The  keeping  of  the  channel  at  the  required  depth  is  the  branch 
of  the  maintenance  work  which  is  of  the  most  importance,  in  that 
constant  attention  is  required.  For  a  large  portion  of  the  way, 
the  canal  route  lies  in  silt  bearing  streams.  Numerous  streams 
empty  their  waters  into  the  canal,  carrying  with  them  much 
material.  Then  too,  the  whole  system  is  subject  to  high  water  and 
floods  and  constant  effort  is  required  to  keep  the  channel  clear. 

For  some  miles  at  tlie  eastern  end  of  Oneida  Lake  a  serious 
problem  is  presented.  Here  the  soil  is  of  a  shifting  nature  and 
immense  quantities  of  sand  sifts  into  the  waterway  with  the 
freshets  of  each  spring.  The  amount  of  dredging  performed  in 
the  past  few  years  has  been  large,  but  as  much  of  it  was  confined 
within  the  sites  of  uncompleted  contracts,  the  canal  bond  issue 
bore  the  burden.  Since  the  system  has  now  reached  completion, 
the  item  of  dredging  comes  under  the  head  of  "Maintenance" 
and  provision  must  be  made  by  the  department  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  work.  Without  adequate  plant,  it  has  been  neces- 
sary at  various  times  to  employ  the  outfits  of  adjacent  contractors 
on  a  daily  rental  basis,  paying  in  addition  the  actual  cost  of  opera- 
tions. This  arrangement,  although  the  best  obtainable  under  the 
circumstances,  has  proved  expensive  and  good  business  principles 
as  well  as  economy  requires  the  ownership  by  the  department 
itself  of  such  plant  as  will  be  needed  almost  constantly.  At 
present  there  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of 
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Public  Works  two  small  hydraulic  dredges  and  one  large  unit 
of  the  dipper  type.  It  is  most  desirable  that  these  be  supple- 
mented by  at  least  one  large  hydraulic  dredge  and  I  earnestly 
recommend  the  appropriation  of  funds  sufficient  for  its  purchase. 
Steel  tugs  also  are  much  needed  with  a  necessary  number  of 
scows  to  attend  the  dredge.  If  it  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  make 
provision  for  the  purchase  or  construction  of  all  of  the  necessary, 
plant  in  a  single  year,  it  is  my  view  that  at  least  one  item  of  the 
ultimate  necessities  should  be  provided  for  yearly. 

New  Repair  Shops 

The  operative  structures  in  place  along  the  new  canal  and  their 
elaborate  mechanical  parts,  demand  much  care.  It  is  inevitable 
that  as  time  goes  on,  extensive  repairs  will  become  necessary  and 
the  performance  of  such  work  in  shops  outside  of  the  depart- 
ment is  not  only  expensive  but,  in  addition,  the  proper  machinery 
and  tools  suitable  for  doing  the  work  are  not  always  to  be  found. 
Three  new  division  shops  should  be  provided.  The  work  to  be 
done  in  such  shops  includes  the  building  of  new  steel  lock  gates, 
head  gates  and  parts  of  the  same.  Repairs  must  constantly  be 
made  to  lift  bridge  machinery,  requiring  the  use  of  fine  tools  of 
the  largest  capacity.  New  equipment  must  be  provided  to  replace 
valve  and  gate  operating  machinery  which  is  subject  to  much 
wear.  The  floating  plant  also  will  require  considerable  steel 
work  and  the  repairs  to  the  armatures  for  the  large  generators  in 
the  power  houses,  and  for  operating  the  gasoline  motors  on  the 
river  locks,  can  best  be  done  in  shops  under  the  department's 
control. 

I  realize  that  an  appropriation  to  provide  for  the  three  division 
shops  needed  must  be  a  large  one,  and  for  this  reason,  I  believe 
it  may  be  desirable  to  make  provision  for  only  one  yearly.  I 
therefore  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  at  the  1919 
session  of  the  Legislature  which  will  permit  of  the  construction 
of  a  new  and  modem  shop  for  the  middle  division,  at  Syracuse. 

Dry  Docks 

No  waterway  such  as  the  canal  system  of  this  State  may  be 
deemed  complete  without  provision  for  the  repair  and  overhauling 
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of  the  boats  navigating  it.  This  need  was  recognized  on  the  old 
canal  where  dry  docks  existed  at  several  convenient  points.  With 
the  change  in  line,  these  have  been  abandoned.  I  recommend 
to  your  earnest  consideration  the  making  of  an  appropriation 
sufficient  to  provide  for  dry  docks  of  size  suitable  to  accommo- 
date the  largest  craft  that  may  navigate  the  new  channel.  Several 
locations  are  available,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  Water- 
ford,  Little  Falls  or  vicinity,  Baldwinsville,  Eochester  and  Lock- 
port. 

Other  Needs 

The  above  items  by  no  means  cover  all  that  the  new  system 
ultimately  will  require.  Apparatus  for  the  raising  of  sunken 
boats,  mechanical  devices  for  the  quick  and  convenient  repair 
of  the  immense  lock  gates  should  disaster  com«  to  them,  and 
the  construction  of  turning  basins  for  large  craft,  are  among  the 
desirable  betterments  of  the  future.  I  have  not  gone  into  these 
features  in  any  detail  for  the  reason  that  under  present  condi- 
tions there  is  little  likelihood  that  the  funds  necessary  can  be 
made  available  now.  Discussion  of  such  matters,  however,  should 
be  had  in  the  future  and  undoubtedly  my  successor  in  office  will 
bring  them  to  your  attention. 

BARGE  CANAL  OONSTRIJCTION  WORK 

During  the  year  1918  thirteen  additional  contracts  for  con- 
struction work  were  awarded,  the  contract  prices  aggregating 
$553,990.77.  In  addition  t\vo  pieces  of  work  in  connection  with 
the  Cayuga  and  Seneca  Canal  improvement  were  placed  under 
contract,  having  a  total  of  $187,504.80.  The  work  involved  is 
briefly  described  as  follows: 

Contract  No.  173.  For  furnishing  and  delivering  oil  burning 
lanterns  for  buoy,  stake  and  bridge  lights  on  the  Seneca,  Clyde, 
Genesee  and  Tonawanda  Rivers. 

Contract  No.  178.  For  constructing  additional  protection 
work  in  the  by-passes  at  Locks  Nos.  32  and  33. 

Contract  No.  172.  For  furnishing  and  delivering  barrel 
buoys  and  lamp  posts  for  aids  to  navigation  on  the  Seneca,  Clyde, 
Genesee  and  Tonawanda  Rivers.

Contracts  Nos.  191,  192,  197,  "  T  "  and  Terminal  Contract 
No.  102  are  now  being  advertised,  and  bids  will  be  received 
early  in  January.  These  contracts  provide  for  the  performance 
of  the  following  work : 

For  excavating  the  canal  channel  in  the 
Genesee  River  south  of  the  temporary  dam  near  Elmwood  Avenue 
bridge. 

Contract  No.  192.  For  completing  the  canal  from  the  east 
guard  lock  to  the  Genesee  River,  and  the  work  in  Genesee  Valley 
park. 
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Contract  No.  197.  For  drilling  holes  in  the  sill  of  the  dam 
and  the  toe  of  the  river  wall  of  the  lock,  near  Eotterdam,  and 
making  necessary  repairs. 

Contract  "  T."  For  extending  the  core  wall  and  other  work 
at  the  north  end  of  Dam  No.  2,  Seneca  Falls. 

Such  excellent  progress  was  made  in  the  last  closed  season  that 
on  May  15th  last  the  new  channel  from  Lake  Erie  to  the  Hudson 
river  was  thrown  open  to  navigation.  While  various  items  of 
the  whole  work  still  remain  to  be  done,  they  do  not  interfere 
with  the  use  of  the  new  waterway.  For  all  practical  purposes, 
therefore,  the  improved  system  may  be  said  to  have  been  com- 
pleted. As  described  in  another  part  of  this  report,  boats  of 
the  larger  dimensions  and  draft  were  able  to  make  the  passage 
to  seaboard  safely  and  conveniently. 

In  March  last  it  was  found  that  the  progress  of  the  work  on  Con- 
tract No.  63- A,  located  at  BushnelFs  Basin  and  vicinity,  was  such 
as  to  indicate  that  the  canal  prism  might  not  be  completed  in 
time  to  pennit  the  use  of  it  by  boats  at  the  opening  date.  After 
a  full  consideration  of  the  matter  the  contract  was  suspended, 
and  the  performance  of  the  work  embraced  in  the  contract  was 
undertaken  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works.  So  energetically  was  the  work  pushed  forward  that  no 
delay  occurred  to  the  opening  of  the  season.  All  of  the  work 
essential  to  the  needs  of  navigation  was  accomplished,  and  in 
addition  considerable  dredging  was  performed.  Minor  parts  of 
the  contract  are  still  uncompleted,  and  will  be  covered  by  a  future 
contract.

Contract  also  was  awarded  for  removing  from  the  upper  ter- 
minal site  on  River  street,  Troy,  the  buildings  which  now  exist 
thereon* 

Full  information  as  to  the  details  of  the  work  performed  on 
the  uncompleted  contracts  will  doubtless  be  presented  to  you  by 
the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  under  whose  immediate  charge 
the  matter  comes.  Such  report  will  also  describe  the  status  of 
the  plans  and  specifications  now  in  course  of  preparation  ^or 
future  work  in  New  York  City. 

Considering  the  extraordinary  conditions  which  existed  in 
the  labor  market  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  needed  materials, 
fair  progress  was  shown. 

New  Yobk  City  Terminals 

The  only  terminal  in  New  York  City  used  by  canal  traffic  was 
at  Pier  No.  5,  where  a  splendid  dock  was  available.  The  work 
of  repairing  and  strengthening  the  pier  was  undertaken  under 
the  designation  of  Terminal  Contract  No.  56,  and  is  now  prac- 
tically completed. 

At  Pier  No.  6,  East  river,  contracts  have  been  awarded  for 
repairs  and  extensions  of  the  pier,  the  construction  of  a  freight 
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shed  and  head  house  and  the  furnishing  and  installation  of  heat- 
ing, plumbing  and  water  supply  systems  in  those  structures. 
Pi*ovision  also  hia»  been  made,  by  the  award  of  a  contract,  for 
the  installation  of  electric  wiring,  lighting,  power  battery  charging 
equipment  and  auto  truck  scales  on  the  pier  and  for  the  delivery 
of  electric  capstans  and  trolley  hoists.  All  of  this  work  is  still 
in  progress. 

At  Gowanus  bay,  Brooklyn,  a  bulkhead  wall  already  has  been 
constructed.  This  site  was  used  exclusively  during  the  past  year 
by  coal  barges  of  the  United  States  navy  under  permit  from  this 
department.     The  work  of  constructing  a  pier  is  now  under  way. 

At  Greenpoint,  the  work  embraced  in  Terminal  Contract  No. 
19,  providing  for  necessary  dredging,  the  construction  of  a  new 
bulkhead  wall  and  pier  and  the  repair  of  the  existing  piers  and 
bulkhead,  is  entirely  completed.  The  use  of  this  site  by  the 
shipping  public  will  not  be  possible  until  proper  approaches  to 
it  have  been  provided. 

Work  is  now  being  progressed  at  the  terminal  at  West  53rd 
street.  North  river,  where  a  pier  is  to  be  built,  and  at  Mott  Haven 
where  the  dredging  of  the  harbor  and  the  construction  of  a  bulk- 
head wall  is  underway. 

CANAL  LEVEL  THROUGH  THE  CITY  OF  CTICA 

In  my  report  to  your  honorable  body  of  a  year  age,  1  discussed 
in  some  detail  the  situation  as  it  exists  on  that  portion  of  the 
unimproved  Erie  canal  extending  through  the  city  of  Utica.  This 
section  is  located  within  the  portion  of  the  canal  between  Rome 
and  Mohawk  which,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Terminal  Act, 
must  be  retained  for  canal  traffic.  I  called  to  your  attention  the 
physical  impossibility  of  providing  a  boating  depth  in  the  old 
canal  on  account  of  the  inadequate  water  supply,  and  recom- 
mended the  steps  to  be  taken,  if  the  intent  of  the  Terminal  Act 
in  maintaining  the  canal  were  to  be  carried  out. 

Following  such  recommendation,  Chapter  346  was  enacted 
which  made  available  from  the  State  Treasury  the  sum  of  $20,000 
as  the  State's  share  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a  dive  culvert  at 
Rome  when  the  sum  of  $30,000  had  been  deposited  to  the  credit 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  by  parties  interested  in 
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the  project  Such  contribution  was  made  and  the  preparation 
of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  improvement  was  begun.  As 
the  studies  progressed,  however,  it  was  found  that  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  would  be  much  in  excess  of  the  total  funds  avail- 
able, thus  making  it  impossible  to  go  further  with  the  matter. 

In  this  connection,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  adoption  by 
the  people  at  the  general  election  in  November  of  the  concurrent 
resolution  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  passed  in  1917,  amending 
Section  8  of  Article  VII,  relative  to  the  disposition  of  the  canals. 
This  amendment  in  effect  removes  the  prohibition  of  sale  from 
"  that  portion  of  the  existing  Erie  canal  in  the  city  of  Utica 
between  the  westerly  line  of  Schuyler  street  and  the  easterly  line 
of  Third  street,  provided  that  a  flow  of  sufficient  water  from 
Schuyler  street  to  Third  street  to  feed  that  portion  of  the  canal 
east  of  Third  street  be  maintained."  As  I  pointed  out  to  you 
a  year  ago,  it  is  to  be  assumed  that  the  result  of  the  amendment 
when  carried  into  effect,  will  be  the  filling  in  of  the  section  of 
the  canal  between  the  streets  mentioned  and  the  construction  of 
a  culvert  to  carry  the  water  easterly.  I  also  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  adoption  of  such  a  plan  would  make  impossible 
the  use  of  the  canal  for  navigation  between  Eome  and  Mohawk^ 
as  proposed  in  the  Terminal  Act,  and  in  doing  so,  the  use  of  the 
whole  water  way  between  those  points  will  be  destroyed  for 
practical  commercial  uses.  The  plan  therefore  if  carried  out 
will  be  a  practical  abandonment  of  the  old  canal  between  the 
municipalities  named. 

Demand  has  arisen  for  the  abandonment  of  the  whole  thirty 
mile  section  which  parallels  the  new  channel.  Whether  or  not 
such  parallel  canal  shall  be  maintained  for  navigation  purposes, 
with  its  attendant  expense  to  the  State,  is  a  matter  of  policy  for 
the  Legislature  to  determine.  In  my  opinion,  the  whole  subject 
should  be  given  careful  consideration. 

Surplus  Canal  Waters 

The  disposition  of  the  surplus  waters  of  the  new  canal,  where 
the  same  may  be  diverted  without  detriment  to  navigation,  is  a 
subject  which  should  be  given  immediate  and  serious  considera- 
tion.    Such  waters  exist  at   several   localities   in  considerable 
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amount,  and  the  wisdom  of  adopting  some  procedure  by  which 
they  may  be  utilized  by  manufacturing  interests  with  proper 
revenue  to  the  State  cannot  be  denied. 

Throughout  my  term  of  office,  demands  for  the  use  of  canal 
water  for  power  and  other  purposes  have  been  most  insistent 
and  the  problems  created  have  been  both  serious  and  vexatious. 
It  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  that  the  canals  have  been  constructed 
and  are  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  freight,  and 
to  that  end  perfect  navigable  conditions  must  always  be  had, 
both  as  to  depth  of  water  and  conditions  of  current  On  the 
section  of  the  waterway  between  Rochester  and  Lockport,  com- 
monly referred  to  as  the  60  Mile  Level,  the  maintenance  of  a 
proper  elevation  has  been  a  difficult  tasL  Many  industrial 
establishments  are  located  along  the  line,  depending  more  or  less 
on  the  use  of  the  water  from  the  canal  for  the  generation  of  power. 
Compliance  in  full  with  their  needs  would  practically  have 
destroyed  the  waterway  for  navigation. 

Having  in  mind  the  policy  of  the  State  to  encourage  and 
foster  industrial  activity,  I  have  at  all  times  endeavored  to  give 
assistance  where  the  same  was  possible.  At  times  when  a  surplus 
of  water  over  and  above  canal  needs  existed,  I  have  caused  the 
same  to  be  discharged  in  such  manner  and  in  such  places  as 
would  be  of  benefit  to  those  desiring  to  use  it,  but  no  right  to 
such  water  on  the  part  of  anyone  was  recognized,  nor  favoritism 
shown.  This  policy  was  strictly  adhered  to  throughout  the  navi- 
gation season,  and  during  the  past  four  years  hardly  a  complaint 
was  received  from  boating  interests  as  to  a  lack  of  a  navigable 
depth  of  water  on  the  western  division. 

At  Lockport  the  right  to  the  use  of  surplus  waters  is  claimed 
by  the  power  interests.  Such  claim  is  based  on  a  lease  granted  in 
1826  by  the  canal  commissioners  to  Richard  Kennedy  and 
Junius  H.  Hatch,  covering  all  of  the  surplus  waters  at  the  head 
of  the  locks,  a  nominal  rental  of  $200  per  year  being  included  in 
such  lease  for  the  privilege  granted.  By  its  terms  the  instrument 
granted  the  surplus  waters  in  perpetuity,  but  reserved  to  the 
State  the  right  to  assume  the  waters  and  all  rights  granted  by  the 
lease  whenever  the  safety  of  the  canal  should  render  such  resump- 
tion necessary. 
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The  old  fitructures  at  Lockport  having  been  partially  destroyed 
by  the  barge  canal  improvement,  and  the  prism  widened  and 
deepened,  the  volume  of  the  surplus  waters  was  largely  increased, 
and  in  1908  attempt  was  made  by  the  State  to  revoke  the  lease, 
but  without  success.  Again  in  1913  the  Canal  Board  formally 
declared  that  the  resumption  of  the  waters  diverted  under  the 
lease  was  necessary,  and  the  grant  was  again  cancelled.  Much 
litigation  resulted,  and  as  I  understand  it,  no  final  determina- 
tion was  reached  by  the  courts. 

From  the  first  attempt  by  the  State  to  cancel  the  lease,  the 
yearly  payments  of  $200  per  annum  rental  were  regularly  made 
by  the  lease  holders,  but  receipt  of  the  same  was  refused  after 
1908  and  until  December  1915  when  the  Canal  Board,  after  full 
consideration  of  the  matter,  directed  the  acceptance  of  the  yearly 
rentals,  and  the  same  have  since  been  received. 

In  1913  a  revocable  permit  was  granted  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Works  for  the  carrying  to  Lockport  through  the  canal 
prism  of  500  cubic  feet  of  water  per  second  from  the  Niagara 
river,  consent  for  the  diversion  of  such  quantity  of  water  from  the 
Niagara  river  having  previously  been  granted  to  the  associated 
power  owners  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  The  permit  issued  by 
the  department  carried  with  it  a  provision  for  the  payment  to  the 
State  of  the  sum  of  $7,500  per  annum,  such  arrangement  I 
assume  having  been  made  to  meet  the  objections  which  had  been 
raised  to  the  insignificant  rental  imposed  by  the  Kennedy  and 
fiatch  lease.  Such  permit  is  still  in  force,  and  by  its  terms,  may 
be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  department. 

The  water  power  available  throughout  the  length  of  the  new 
waterway  aggregates  many  thousand  horse  power,  but  it  is  sub- 
ject to  variation  due  to  the  unstability  of  the  water  supply  and 
to  the  necessity  for  a  complete  shutting  off  of  water  at  intervals 
for  the  purpose  of  making  improvements  and  repairs  to  canal 
structures.  Generally  speaking,  the  State's  water  power  rights 
may  be  divided  into  three  classes: 

1.  Where  the  entire  flow  of  the  stream  is  owned  by  the  State, 

2.  Where  but  a  portion  of  the  normal  flow  of  the  stream  is  in 
State  ownership. 
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3.  Where  the  State's  ownership  is  based  on  the  increment  due 
to  the  raising  of  dams  or  the  regulation  of  the  flow  from  canal 
reservoirs. 

Much  study  already  has  been  given  by  various  commissions 
and  State  officials  to  the  subject,  but  a  wise  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem of  disposition  will  require  the  ijiost  careful  consideration 
of  all  the  features  involved.  The  interests  of  navigation  and  of 
the  power  users  are  naturally  opposed^  and  unless  the  paramount 
right  of  canal  traffic  is  strongly  emphasized  and  rigidly  enforced 
the  purpose  of  the  great  improvement  may  be  greatly  impaired. 

It  is  not  my  intention  in  this  report  to  discuss  at  any  length 
the  method  which  should  be  followed  in  the  granting  of  leases, 
but  I  believe  the  strongest  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the 
element  of  variation  in  the  quantity  of  water  to  be  diverted  at 
any  locality.  The  plans  of  the  future  lease  holder  should  be 
based  on  the  minimum  rather  than  the  maximum  flow,  so  that 
when  the  necessities  of  navigation  or  other  causes  require  a  lesser 
diversion,  controversy  and  even  litigation  may  not  arise.  In 
other  words,  in  almost  every  locality  at  which  canal  water  power 
is  available,  to  enable  a  manufacturer  to  carry  his  peak  loads  in 
an  economical  manner,  and  provide  for  the  seasons  of  the  year 
when  the  supply  will  be  lessened  or  eliminated,  an  auxiliary 
steam  plant  will  have  to  be  available.  For  the  carrying  out  of  this 
basic  principle,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Public  Works,  who  is  charged  by  the  constitution  with 
the  duty  of  maintaining  navigation,  shall  be  in  control  of  the 
rental  of  the  surplus  waters  under  such  conditions  and  restric- 
tions as  the  Canal  Board,  or  other  commission,  may  impose. 

In  any  legislation  that  may  be  enacted  on  the  subject,  pro- 
vision also  shotdd  be  made  conferring  authority  for  the  diversion 
of  canal  waters,  when  the  same  may  be  spared,  for  other  than 
power  purposes.  Applications  have  been  received  by  the  depart- 
ment for  permission  to  take  water  from  the  canal  by  railroad 
companies  and  manufacturing  concerns  for  various  uses.  In 
some  cases  the  water  will  be  entirely  consumed  or  discharged  else- 
where, and  in  others  it  would  be  returned  to  the  canal  in  approxi- 
mately equal  quantities.  Definite  procedure  to  govern  such 
leases  should  be  determined  upon. 
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In  my  opinion,  the  granting  of  the  necessary  l^slative 
authority  for  the  making  of  leases  should  no  longer  be  delayed. 
Section  16  of  the  Barge  Canal  Construction  Act,  as  amended  by 
Chapter  494  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  prohibits  the  lease,  sale  or  other 
disposal  of  any  surplus  waters  created  or  impounded  as  the  result 
of  canal  improvement,  until  such  improvement  had  been  finally 
completed,  and  until  a  statrfte  is  enacted,  setting  forth  rules  and 
restrictions  governing  such  lease.  So  far  as  the  completion  of 
such  improvement  is  concerned,  the  condition  of  the  law  has  been 
fulfilled.  While  some  details  of  the  original  plans  may  still 
remain  unfinished,  as  a  practical  proposition,  the  improved 
system  of  waterways  have  been  completed  and  are  now  in  use; 
but  at  any  rate  all  of  the  structures  covered  by  the  canal  improve- 
ment plans,  and  which  create  and  impound  the  surplus  waters 
have  long  since  been  brought  to  a  state  of  full  completion. 

I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  your  honorable  body 
enact  legislation  without  delay  providing  a  method  by  which  the 
State  officials  may  l^ally  authorize  the  diversion  of  waters  at 
the  available  localities,  and  thus  secure  to  the  State  a  very  con- 
siderable revenue. 

Special  Impeovements 

I  beg  to  report  as  follows  relative  to  the  various  special  acts 
of  the  Legislature  providing  funds  for  the  use  of  this  department 
in  progressing  special  improvements.  During  the  year,  contracts 
were  awarded  as  follows : 

For  the  improvement  of  Canandaigua  lake  harbor  in  the  county 
of  Ontario,  authorized  by  Chapter  766  of  the  Laws  of  1917 ;  for 
the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  the  old  Erie  canal  at  Hertel 
avenue,  Buffalo,  as  authorized  by  Chapter  761  of  the  Laws  of 
1917 ;  for  completing  the  improvement  of  EUioott  creek  at  Tona- 
wanda,  as  authorized  by  Chapter  760  of  the  Laws  of  1917,  and 
for  which  an  additional  appropriation  was  made  imder  Chapter 
86  of  the  Laws  of  1918;  for  the  removal  of  the  bridge  over  the 
abandoned  Erie  canal  at  High  street,  Cohoes,  as  authorized  by 
Chapter  181  of  the  Laws  of  1917  and  Chapter  151  of  the  Laws 
of  1918;  for  the  repair  of  the  existing  sea  wall  between  the 
village  of  East  Marion  and  Orient  in  the  town  of  Southold,  Suffolk 
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county,  as  authorized  by  Chapter  428  of  the  Laws  of  1918;  for 
the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  the  Cayuga  and  Seneca  canal  at 
Lake  street,  Geneva,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  351 
of  the  Laws  of  1918. 

The  improvement  of  BelFs  creek,  authorized  by  Chapter  181 
of  the  Laws  of  1917,  and  of  Cowasselon  creek  under  Chapter  781 
of  the  Laws  of  1917,  was  brought  fo  completion. 

In  the  preceding  year,  contract  was  awarded  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  concrete  culvert  over  18-Mile  creek  at  Lockport  and  the 
work  was  commenced.  The  condition  of  the  work  being  unsatis- 
factory, the  departmient  was  compelled  to  suspend  the  contract. 
Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  securing  a  new  contractor,  by  reason  of 
the  excessive  cost  of  labor  and  materials,  nothing  has  since  been 
done.  It  is  expected  that  by  next  spring  the  work  may  be  adver- 
tised again  and  the  contract  awarded, 

Similar  action  was  necessary  in  the  case  of  the  contract 
awarded  in  March,  1916,  for  the  improvement  of  the  Chadakoin 
river,  known  as  the  Chautauqua  lake  outlet,  in  the  city  of  James- 
town, under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  728  of  the  Laws  of  1915. 
In  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  department  to  secure  better  progress, 
the  operations  of  the  contractor  were  so  unsatisfactory  that  the 
work  was  suspended  in  June  of  the  present  year.  Since  the 
existing  dam  had  been  destroyed  in  connection  with  the  portion 
of  the  work  already  done,  arrangements  were  made  by  which  the 
whole  improvement  was  progressed  by  forces  under  my  direction. 
While  the  entire  improvement  has  not  as  yet  been  completed, 
sufficient  has  been  done  to  secure  in  a  partial  manner  the  results 
desired.  It  is  expected  that  the  whole  improvement  may  be 
finished  by  next  spring. 

The  repair,  improvement  and  preservation  of  Guy  Park  House 
at  Amsterdam,  for  which  appropriations  were  made  by  Chapter 
316  of  the  Laws  of  1917  and  Chapter  151  of  the  Laws  of  191 S, 
was  also  undertaken  by  department  forces.  The  work  which  was 
begun  in  the  early  summer  has  been  steadily  progressed  with  the 
result  that  all  that  could  be  accomplished  with  the  funds  in  hand 
has  been  done.  The  building  has  been  placed  in  a  condition 
preventing  further  deterioration.  Should  it  be  desired  to  decorate 
the  interior  in  a  manner  fitting  to  the  characf  ir  of  the  house,  an 
appropriation  of  additional  funds  will  be  necessary.

The  work  of  constructing  a  plate  girder  bridge  over  the  Black 
river  canal  at  Whitesboro  street,  Eome,  placed  under  contract  a 
year  ago,  is  still  in  progress. 

Chapter  341  of  the  Laws  of  1918  made  appropriation  of 
$10,000  for  the  improvement  of  Glen  or  Mill  creek  in  the  countv 
of  Schuyler.  The  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  by  the  act 
was  mainly  the  removal  from  the  channel  of  the  creek,  as  well 
as  from  that  portion  of  the  improved  Cayuga  and  Seneca  canal, 
at  Watkins,  of  a  large  quantity  of  silt  and  other  obstructions 
which  had  lodged  therein.  From  the  preliminary  studies  and 
surveys  made  by  the  engineering  department,  it  was  found  that 
obstructions  existed  in  the  bed  of  the  channel  between  Watkins 
and  Montour  Falls,  and  that  approximately  500  feet  of  the 
northern  bank  of  Glen  creek  had  been  destroyed  by  flood.  Investi- 
gation showed  that  should  the  channel  be  cleared,  succeeding 
freshets  would  again  deposit  material  in  the  canal  and  creek,  thus 
practically  nullifying  the  work  performed.  To  avoid  such  condi- 
tion, the  building  of  concrete  walls  for  some  distance  was  deemed 
advisable.  The  amount  available  in  the  appropriation  not  being 
sufficient  to  perform  all  of  the  work,  no  further  steps  in  the  matter 
were  taken.  I  therefore  call  the  situation  to  your  attention  with 
the  recommendation  that  if  the  purposes  of  Chapter  341  of  the 
Laws  of  1918  are  to  be  carried  out,  additional  funds  to  the  extent 
of  $15,000  will  be  needed. 

The  clearing  of  the  channel  of  Griffin  creek  in  the  village  of 
Cuba,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  floods  on  abutting  property, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  566  of  the  Laws  of  1918, 
was  undertaken  in  the  late  summer  by  my  department  forces  and 
such  work  is  now  well  under  way. 

During  the  early  spring,  the  progress  made  by  the  contractor 
for  the  work  of  constructing  dykes  and  deepening  and  straighten- 
ing the  channels  of  the  Allegheny  river  and  Olean  creek,  at  Olean, 
was  found  to  be  so  unsatisfactory  that  to  insure  the  completion 
of  the  improvement  it  was  necessary  to  suspend  the  contract. 
This  was  done  in  May,  1918,  and  again  the  department  forces 
were  called  upon.  This  improvement  was  authorized  by  Chapter 
717  of  the  Laws  of  1915,  the  cost  to  be  shared  equally  by  the 
State  and  the  city  of  Glean,  each  contributing  the  sum  of 
$150,000.     The  improvement  having  been  substantially  finished 
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in.  the  early  fall,  it  was  my  intention  to  withdraw  all  forces  from 
the  work  but  80  satisfactory  did  the  results  secured  appear  to  the 
city  of  Olean  that  it  voluntarily  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the 
fluperiatendent  of  public  works  the  sum  of  $25,000  to  be 
used  by  him  in  completing  certain  dyke  construction  which^  under 
the  limited  funds  available,  was  to  have  been  diminated«  On 
the  urgent  request  of  the  city  officials,  I  undertook  the  desired 
work  with  the  result  that  the  same  has  now  been  practically 
finished. 

BRIDGES  SPANNING  ABANDONED  CANAL 
Many  bridges  over  abandoned  sections  of  the  old  waterway 
were  removed  during  the  past  year  and  crossing  on  solid  embank- 
ment substituted.     Among  the  structures  removed  appear  the 
following: 

From  the  abandoned  Erie  canal:  Bridge  No.  52  (Veedeas)  ; 
Bridge  No.  68  (Gravel  bed,  Rotterdam  Junction) ;  Bridge  No- 
71  (Elevator,  Rotterdam  Junction)  j  Bridge  No.  75  (Kleins, 
Swart  Hill)  ;  Bridge  No.  78  (River  street,  Amsterdam)  ;  Bridge 
No.  79  (Bridge  street,  Amsterdam)  ;  Bridge  No.  93  (Main  street, 
Fultonville) ;  Bridge  No.  109  (Bullocks,  Canajoharie) ;  Bridge 
No.  113  (NeUis) ;  Bridge  No.  116  (Main  street,  Fort  Plain) ; 
Bridge  No.  117  (Clark's,  %  mile  west  of  Fort  Plain) ;  Bridge  No. 
119  (Smith's);  Bridge  No.  133;  Bridge  No.  143;  Bridge  No. 
121  (Main  street,  Montezuma)  ;  Bridge  No.  122  (Change  Bridge, 
Montezuma);  Mallory  Bridge,  Cayuga  Level;  Free  Bridge,  Cay- 
uga Level  (Fill  made  and  bridge  strengthened  as  traific  waa  heavy 
and  the  highway  department  did  not  want  to  put  a  new  surface 
over  the  fill  until  it  had  settled) ;  Bridge  No.  6  (Sodua  street,

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IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  BLACK  RIVER  CANAL 
Chapter  584  of  the  Laws  of  1918  made  an  appropriation  of 
$170,000  for  the  restoration  of  the  Black  River  canal  to  a  navi- 
gable condition  for  its  entire  length,  by  the  repairing  and  rebuild- 
ing of  the  locks  and  other  structures.  For  the  past  dozen  years 
the  northern  section  of  this  waterway  had  been  allowed  to  fall 
into  a  dilapidated  condition,  making  it  impossible  for  the  opera- 
tion of  boats.  The  work  was  undertaken  in  the  early  summer  by 
the  department  forces,  and  considering  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
the  necessary  labor,  the  progress  made  has  been  satisfactory. 
Already  Locks  Nos.  106  and  107  at  Lyons  Falls,  which  were  in 
ruin,  have  been  replaced  with  concrete  structures.  Needed  repairs 
have  heeai  made  to  Locks  Nos.  104,  105,  108  and  109,  and  the 
woA  of  restoring  the  lock  and  dam  at  Otter  creek  is  well  under 
way.  With  the  labor  situation  more  favorable,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  whole  improvement  may  be  brought  to  a  close  before  another 
navigation  season  is  past. 

BUREAU  OF  APPRAISALS  AND  CLAIMS 
The  activities  of  this  bureau  include  the  making  of  appraisals 
of  appropriated  property,  negotiations  with  owners  for  settlement 
and  where  settlements  cannot  be  reached,  the  preparation  of 
evidence  for  the  use  of  the  Attomey-Goneral  in  the  defense  of 
claims  presented.  Investigations  are  also  made  of  all  claims 
filed  on  account  of  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  canal  system,  whether  the  same  be  for  personal  injuries  or 
on  account  of  property  damage. 

During  the  year  1918,  the  special  examiner  and  appraiser 
entered  into  97  agreements,  covering  property  taken  for  Barge 
canal  and  Terminal  purposes.  These  agreements  settled  all 
matters  relative  to  the  taking  of  107  separate  parcels  of  land 
located  on  32  different  contracts,  and  had  a  total  of  $303,948.74. 
In  addition,  negotiations  are  pending  covering  438  parcels  of 
land  acquired  by  the  State  but  final  settlements  have  not  as  yet 
been  reached.  In  some  of  these,  indications  are  that  recourse 
will  be  had  to  the  Court  of  Claims  owing  to  the  inability  of  the 
department  to  meet  the  claimants  in  the  matter  of  the  amounts 
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sought.  Among  the  agreements  made  is  included  a  settlement  with 
the  city  of  Bochester,  covering  the  taking  of  property  on  Clarissa 
street,  for  the  proposed  canal  terminal.  Under  this  agreement, 
the  State  makes  payment  to  the  city  of  the  sum  of  $168,967.56. 

The  total  number  of  claims  filed  against  the  State  during  the 
year  1918  on  account  of  the  canals  was  374,  aggr^ating  the 
amount  of  $9,375,107.93.  These  claims  were  divided  as  follows: 
2e9  with  a  total  of  $8,136,105.12  for  causes  arising  out  of 
Barge  canal  work,  and  11,  aggregating  $1,042,431.14  growing  out 
of  the  terminal  improvement.  The  remaining  claims,  94  in 
number,  with  a  total  of  $196,571.67,  were  presented  on  account 
of  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  existing  canal  systenL 

There  were  disposed  of  by  the  Court  of  Claims  during  the 
year  618  canal  claims.  While  the  total  of  such  claims  as  they 
were  presented  was  $46,966,323.87,  the  claimants  were  success- 
ful in  securing  awards  to  the  amount  of  $941,681.67,  which  was 
approximately  2  per  cent,  of  the  demands. 

Trial  of  the  issues  were  had  before  the  court  in  the  case  of 
345  claims  with  an  aggregate  total  of  $15,003,443.86  but  with 
recoveries  secured  of  only  $865,979.46.  Of  these,  four  were 
on  account  of  the  Terminal  Improvement,  with  a  total  of 
$753,428.90.  In  the  case  of  three  of  them  whose  total  reached 
$99,578.90,  awards  have  been  made  to  the  extent  of  $46,807.90. 
The  fourth  claim  was  that  presented  by  the  Banner  Milling 
Company  of  Buffalo,  for  the  taking  of  milling  property  in  that 
city,  and  had  a  total  of  $653,850.  The  decision  of  the  court  in 
this  case  has  not  as  yet  been  rendered. 

Sixty-nine  Barge  Canal  claims  aggregating  $31,704,114.42  were 
dismissed  with  no  recoveries  whatever  to  the  claimants. 

Of  the  204  claims  brought  on  account  of  the  existing  canal 
system  which  were  tried  before  the  court,  47  aggregating  $33,- 
728.33  were  dismissed  without  any  awards,  and  of  the  157 
claims  tried,  final  decision  has  been  made  in  the  case  of  140, 
having  a  total  of  $138,28&.77.  The  total  recoveries  amounted 
to  $28,894.31.  In  the  17  claims  in  which  awards  are  still  pend- 
ing, a  total  of  $86,747.51  is  asked.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  in 
cases  of  claims  of  this  nature,  where  recoveries  at  all  are  secured, 
such  recoveries  amount  to  approximately  19  per  cent. 
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Of  the  claims  presented,  growing  out  of  the  Barge  Canal 
Improvement,  16  of  them  represented  damages  claimed  by  con- 
tractors for  alleged  breach  of  contractual  relations  and  extra  work 
performed,  totaling  $1,856,137.40.  Among  these  were  R  W. 
Wetherill,  as  Receiver  of  the  American  Pipe  and  Construction 
Company,  Contract  No.  20-D,  amount  of  claim,  $430,511.61; 
James  Stewart  &  Company,  Inc.,  New  York  City,  on  Contract 
39,  amount  of  claim,  $394,697.02 ;  Scott  Brothers,  Rome,  N.  Y., 
on  Contract  No.  44,  amount  of  claim,  $204,709.19 ;  Alto  Con- 
struction Company  of  Utica,  on  Contract  No.  51,  amount  of 
claim,  $525,555.09,  and  the  Sherman-Stalter  Company  of  Lyons, 
N.  Y.,  on  Contract  D,  amount  of  claim,  $141,549.38. 

Six  different  claims  were  filed  by  the  New  York  Central  Rail-  - 
road  Company,  aggregating  in  total  $2,394,362.46,  for  damages 
alleged  to  have  been  sustained  for  changes  necessary  in  rail- 
road structures  on  account  of  the  canal  improvement.  Two 
similar  claims  were  received  from  the  West  Shore  Railroad  Com- 
pany with  a  total  of  $1,048,169.81.  Another  large  claim  filed 
was  that  of  the  Hydraulic  Race  Company  in  amount  $231,- 
304.66,  for  alleged  damage  to  its  water  power  rights  at  Lockport.

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In  addition  to  having  prepared  for  trial,  so  far  as  evidence  is 
concerned,  all  actions  against  the  State  on  which  ckinus  actually 
have  been  filed,  the  bureau  has  also  completed  its  work  in  the 
case  of  400  prospective  claims.  These  latter  include  instances 
which  upon  occurrence  were  immediately  investigated  by  the 
department's  agents,  it  having  felt  that  sufficient  grounds  were 
presented  for  the  basing  of  actions  against  the  State. 

A  review  of  the  four  years  last  past  is  interesting.  When  I 
took  office  in  1915,  there  were  on  file  against  the  State,  1,599 
undisposed  of  claims  which  had  arisen  from  matters  connected 
with  the  canal  system.  This  number  was  augmented  by  the  filing 
of  additional  claims  as  follows: 

In  1915,  596;  in  1916,  978;  in  1917,  303  and  in  1918,  374. 

The  importance  of  disposing  of  this  great  mass  of  business 
was  apparent  in  order  not  only  that  those  having  been  damaged 
by  the  State  should  receive  their  just  due,  but  also  that  the 
running  of  interest  charges  against  the  State  in  the  case  of  appro- 
priations should  be  stopped.  The  bureau  was  consolidated  and 
reorganized  by  the  abolition  of  the  crfSce  of  special  examiner  and 
appraiser,  and  all  matters  relating  to  the  settlement  of  damages 
for  land  appropriated  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  claims 
agent.  I  believe  the  results  have  been  satisfactory.  No  claim  was 
permitted  to  remain  on  file  unnoticed,  but  investigation  was  made 
of  the  circumstances  surrounding  it  and  steps  were  taken  to  secure 
either  a  settlement  with  the  claimant  of  the  issues  involved  or  an 
immediate  trial  before  the  court.  The  record  shows  that  with 
the  closing  of  the  year  1918,  the  undisposed  of  canal  claims 
number  1,2^26.  This  indicates  that  there  have  been  disposed  of 
during  the  last  four  years,  2,943  claims  by  trial  or  settlement 
In  all  cases,  the  recoveries  had  were  much  below  the  sums  asked, 
and  in  many  instances,  actions  were  dismissed  with  no  awards 
whatever.  The  grand  total  of  the  claims  disposed  of  since 
January  1915,  is  $92,408,026.54  and  the  total  of  the  recoveries 
actually  had  by  these  claimants,  is  only  $5,234,143.09',  or  about 
0  per  cent. 
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BUREAU  OF  NAVIGATION 

The  work  a£  tilie  inspectors  of  steam  and  motor  vessels  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Navigation  Law,  being  Chapter  42  of 
the  Laws  of  1909,  was  as  follows: 

Licenses  to  the  number  of  371  were  issued  during  the  year,  of 
which  43  were  to  masters,  there  being  4  of  the  original  issue  and 
39  renewals;  to  pilots,  56  licenses,  t5onsisting  of  20  originals 
and  36  renewals;  to  engineers,  105,  being  25  originals  aad  80 
renewals.  Of  joint  pilot  and  engineers'  licenses  167  were  issued, 
being  made  up  of  40  originals  and  127  renewals  of  former 
licenses.  The  vessels  inspected  consisted  of  54  steamer  and  167 
motor  boata 

Three  motor  boats  used  for  the  carrying  of  passengers  were 
inspected  but  certificates  were  withheld  pending  the  making  of 
required  repairs  or  the  supplying  of  equipment.  In  the  case 
of  14  boats,  necessary  repairs  were  ordered  and  the  furnishing 
of  additional  equipment  was  directed  before  the  inspectors  issued 
the  certificates  for  their  operation.  Three  of  these  failed  to 
comply  with  the  directions  given  and  they  were  withdrawn  from 
the  servica 

The  amount  collected  for  inspections  made  and  certificates 
issued  was  $2,783.50  for  the  entire  season.  In  addition  to  this, 
a  penalty  of  $50  was  imposed  on  the  owner  of  a  passenger  steamer 
who  was  found  to  have  carried  passengers  in  State  waters  without 
first  obtaining  the  certificate  required  by  law. 

During  the  year,  six  steamers  offered  themselves  for  inspection 
which  were  not  in  use  on  State  waters  in  1917.  Thirty-three 
boats  were  withdrawn.  As  to  motor  boats,  32  made  their  appear- 
ance for  the  first  time  and  63  such  craft  ceased  to  operate. 

But  one  accident  was  reported  to  the  inspectors  as  occurring  on 
any  of  the  vessels  coming  under  their  jurisdiction.  This  occurred 
on  a  packet  steamier  and  resulted  in  personal  injuries  to  the 
engineer.  No  mishap  of  any  kind,  however,  was  recorded  in  con- 
nection with  any  of  the  vessels  used  for  the  carrying  of  passeoogers 
for  hire  on  the  'State  waters  and  which  were  subject  to  the  depart- 
ment's inspection. 

A  statCTient  in  detail  showing  the  amount  and  nature  of  the 
fees  collected  will  be  found  later  in  this  report.

THE  AMOUNTS  COLLECTED 
The  total  amount  collected  by  the  department  for  the  twelve 
months  ended  December  1,  1918,  was  $43,974.49.  These  moneys 
were  received  in  consideration  of  permits  granted  for  privileges 
in  connection  with  canal  lands,  for  the  cutting  of  ice  from  canal 
waters,  the  sale  of  gravel  and  sand,  old  iron,  steel,  timber  and 
miscellaneous  materials,  as  well  as  for  penalties  imposed  for 
violations  of  canal  regulations  and  as  fees  for  inspections  and 
licenses  under  the  Navigation  Law,  and  for  the  filing  of  mort- 
gages and  liens. 

The  policy  heretofore  adopted  of  making  a  fair  and  reason- 
able charge  for  privileges  granted  has  been  continued.  While 
the  permits  issued  are  of  the  usual  revocable  form  it  has  been 
felt  that  those  deriving  financial  benefit  from  such  permits  should 
make  fair  return  to  the  State. 
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CONCLUSION 

Annexed  will  be  found  statements  showing  in  de*ail  the  expeai-- 
ditures  made  with  a  full  aoeount  of  the  bids  received  for  the 
various  contracts  advertised  and  of  the  payments  made  to  con- 
tractors and  also  reports  of  the  assistant  saperintendenta  and 
superintendents  of  repairs,  describing  in  considerable  detail  the 
repair  and  construction  work  performed  by  them.  An  account  of 
moneys  collected  by  the  department  from  all  sources  and  deposited 
in  the  State  treasury,  as  required  by  law,  also  is  submitted. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  loyal  support  given  me  in  my  official  duties  by  all 
of  the  officials  and  employes  of  this  department.  I  also  desire 
to  express  appreciation  of  the  assistance  rendered  by  the 
engineering  and  other  departments  in  work  in  which  we  all  have 
had  a  part.

This  division  comprises  that  portion  of  the  Erie  canal  extending 
from  Waterford  to  the  easterly  line  of  Oneida  county,  and  the 
entire  Champlain  canal  from  Waterford  to  Whitehall;  also  the 
unimproved  Erie  canal  from  the  southerly  end  of  the  Albany  basiu 
to  the  junction  of  the  old  Erie  and  Champlain  canals  in  Water- 
vliet  (including  the  upper  and  lower  side-cuts,  Watervliet),  and 
the  old  Champlain  canal  from  the  junction  of  the  Erie  and  Cham- 
plain canals  at  Watervliet  to  the  lift  bridge  at  Waterford,  and  the 
Glens  Falls  feeder. 

Navigation  opened  officially  on  both  the  Erie  and  Champlain 
canals  on  May  15th  and  closed  November  30th,  but  the  levels  on 
the  Erie  canal  were  maintained  for  several  days  beyond  this  date 
to  allow  the  passage  of  delayed  boats  to  tide-water,  the  last  boat 
from  the  west  reaching  Waterford  on  Thursday,  December  9th. 
The  Eastern  Division  tugs  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  boats 
caught  in  the  ice.  There  were  about  fifty  boats  which  had  to  be 
assisted  on  account  of  ice  conditions,  all  loaded  with  grain. 

At  Aqueduct  No.  2,  Rexford,  where  a  temporary  bridge  had 
>)een  constructed  for  the  accommodation  of  the  inhabitants  on 
both  sides  of  the  river,  the  bridge  was  removed  and  additional 

[142] 
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aqueduct  piers  removed  from  the  Barge  canal  channel,  making 
navigation  much  safer  at  this  point.  Approaches  on  each  side  of 
the  river  were  constructed,  and  a  ferry  boat  placed  in  operation  to 
accommodate  the  people  affected  by  this  change. 

The  Barge  canal  bridge,  known  as  "  Freeman's  bridge,"  which 
connects  Schenectady  and  the  to\vn  of  Glenville,  was  completed 
and  opened  for  traflSc  during  the  past  year. 

The  new  Barge  canal  bridge  at  Fink's  Basin,  just  east  of  the 
city  of  Little  Falls,  replacing  the  old  suspension  bridge  which 
spanned  the  canal  at  this  point,  was  completed  and  is  now  open  to 
traffic. 

A  new  concrete  storehouse  was  erected  at  Barge  Lock  Xo.  12, 
Champlain  canal,  Whitehall. 

A  nimiber  of  bridges  spanning  abandoned  portions  of  the  canal 
have  been  removed,  culverts  for  drainage  purposes  constructed, 
and  crossings  constructed  at  grade,  which  has  been  a  great  help  to 
traffic,  also  a  great  improvement  to  the  locations  affected. 

A  section  of  the  Mohawk  needle  dam,  between  Mohawk  and 
Herkimer,  was  washed  out  during  a  period  of  high  water.  Repairs 
were  made  as  promptly  as  possible,  there  being  practically  no  delay 
to  navigation.    A  new  dam  is  now  being  erected  at  this  point. 

The  different  terminals  on  this  division  have  been  greatly 
improved  with  reference  to  equipment  for  the  handling  of  mer- 
chandise, heavy  materials,  etc.  'New  paving  has  been  placed  at 
several  terminals,  railroad  tracks  extended,  and  roads  leading  to 
the  terminals  improved. 

Recommendations 

I  would  recommend  that  all  Barge  structures  on  this  division 
be  painted  during  the  season  of  1919.  Owing  to  war  conditions, 
the  scarcity  of  labor  and  high  cost  of  materials,  no  painting  of 
any  consequence  has  been  done  during  the  last  two  years. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  larger  and  more  powerful  tugboat  be 
purchased  or  constructed  for  use  on  this  division,  as  such  a  tug- 
boat is  badly  needed  many  times  during  the  season.  The  tugs 
"Amsterdam  "  and  "  Schenectady  "  have  rendered  valuable  ser- 
vice, but  they  are  now  about  twenty  years  old,  and  a  heavier  and 
much  more  powerful  tugboat  is  urgently  needed. 
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At  Schduectady  new  offices  nuist  be  pYovided  for  the  aecdoiL 
svperintendieiit  diurizig  the  eoming  Year,  which,  if  rented^  will  cost 
leas  than  $400  per  year,  with  no  accommodation  whatcrer  foi  the 
storage  of  lumber,  materials  and  bnojs,  and  which  does  not  inehide 
the  necesaarj  repair  shop  which  most  be  maintained  at  Schenec- 
tady. 

The  offices  of  the  assistant  saperintcndent  at  Schgicrtady  are 
rented  at  a  cost  of  $600  pev  year.  We  have  ostgrawn.  our  present 
qnartera.  It  is  my  earnest  recommendation  that  new  offices  be 
constructed  during  the  coming  season  on  the  Barge  eaaial  teraunal 
at  Schenectady,  facing  Washington  avenue,  the  same  to  provide 
acconunodationa  for  the  section  saperintendent,  a  garage  for  the 
storage  of  the  Eastern  Division  automobiles^  a  repair  shop^  storage 
spsMse  for  lumber^  booyis,,  etc.

KEPAIKS  AKD  IMKROVEMKSrTS 

All  buoys,  weights  and  markenB.  were  takc^  from  the  river 
through  the  ice,  from  Waterford  to  Lock  No.  4,  Stillwater;  the 
river  freezing  up  so  soon  after  close  of  navigation,  we  were  unable 
to  take  them  out  the  usual  way. 

Forty-eight  new  wooden  buoys  have  been  made  from  timber 
taken  from  bridges  of  the  abandoned  canal. 

The  bridge  across  old  canal  at  Ferry  street,  Schuylerville,  has 
been  replaced  with  a  new  heavy  wooden  one,  with  a  capacity  of 
fifteen  tons. 

The  Taintor  gates  at  Lock  No.  1  have  all  been  scraped  and 
painted  and  necessary  repairs  made;  the  buoys,  stakes  and  mark- 
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ere  with  lights  were  all  placed  in  river  at  opening  of  navigation 
and  kept  lighted  during  the  season  and  removed  again  at  close  of 
season. 

A  new  concrete  and  timber  wall  was  built  near  Schuylerville 
aqueduct  to  stop  a  possible  break  at  this  point;  all  necessary  re- 
pairs were  made  to  the  parts  of  old  canal  which  are  retained  at 
the  opening  of  navigation;  40,000  willow  sprouts  were  set  out 
along  the  banks  of  the  river;  Bridges  Xos.  6  and  7,  old  canal,  and 
Barge  canal  bridge  at  Stillwater  were  replanked  and  the  foot- 
bridge at  Kavanaugh's  knitting  mill,  Waterford,  rebuilt;  new 
board  walks  have  been  installed  on  all  lock-gates,  Barge  canal,  and 
made  wider;  also  the  railing  on  each  gate  changed  to  opposite  side. 

The  lift  bridge  at  Waterford  has  been  closed  to  canal  traffic, 
being  considered  unsafe  to  oi)erate ;  it  has  been  shored  and  propped 
up  to  make  it  safe  until  the  close  of  the  season. 

Three  hundred  feet  of  new  docking  was  installed  at  the  foot  of 
the  three  locks  at  Waterford ;  ten  bridges  have  been  removed  from 
the  abandoned  canal  and  fills  made  across  canal,  and  all  fiUfl  on 
old  canal  which  have  been  washed  out  by  rain  have  been  repaired. 

All  bridges  remaining  on  old  canal  have  been  repaired  and  all 
bridges  and  structures  on  new  canal  have  been  kept  in  repair.

During  the  spring  repairs  all  the  Glens  Falls  feeder  locks  were 
put  in  good  condition. 

The  upper  gates  of  Barge  Lock  No.  6  have  been  painted. 

Storehouses  at  Barge  Locks  Nos.  6,  7  and  8  have  been  repaired 
and  painted. 

Bridges  on  Glens  Falls  feeder,  approaches  and  guard-rails  have 
been  kept  in  good  condition. 

Iron  Bridges  Nos.  5,  8  and  11^,  Glens  Falls  feeder,  have  been 
scraped  and  painted. 

All  weeds  and  brush  on  section  have  been  cut  and  burned. 

Two  serious  leaks  were  discovered  in  the  banks  of  the  Glens 
Falls  feeder,  but  by  quick  work  the  banks  were  repaired  without 
interruption  to  navigation. 
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All  buoys  and  shore  lights  were  cleaned,  repaired  and  painted 

The  last  six  bridges,  Nos.  70,  71,  77,  78,  92  and  94,  spanning 
the  abandoned  Champlain  eanal,  were  removed  and  a  dirt  drive- 
way constructed  to  accommodate  the  traffic. 

When  the  Barge  canal  was  constructed  at  Fort  Miller  no  pro- 
vision was  made  to  take  care  of  surface  water.  Complaints  having 
been  made,  a  ditch  was  opened  along  the  west  side  of  the  canal 
running  into  the  Hudson  river,  which  has  eliminated  the  trouble. 

The  workshop  at  Fort  Edward  was  repaired  and  reshingled. 

Aqueduct  No.  4  was  replanked  and  the  wickets  replaced  and 
cased. 

New  warning  signs  were  placed  on  approaches  to  all  wooden 
bridges  on  section  —  "  Maximum  load,  two  and  one-half  tons." 

Barge  canal  bridges  have  been  replanked  where  necessary.

EEPAIKS  AXD  IMPROVEMEXTS 

Six  hundred  and  fifty  lineal  feet  of  oak  wale  pieces  have  been 
placed  on  concrete  walls  in  the  vicinity  of  Lock  Xo.  12,  White- 
hall, and  Lock  Xo.  11,  Comstock. 

Twenty  thousand  willow  cuttings  were  set  out  along  the  bank 
of  the  Barge  canal  to  prevent  slides. 

Eight  thousand  feet  of  steel  armored  cable  has  been  installed  at 
Locks  Xos.  9  and  11,  doing  away  with  submerged  cables  at  bottom 
of  locks;  also  new  light  cable  has  been  installed  at  Locks  Xos.  9, 
11  and  12. 

Culvert  and  road  crossings  on  abandoned  canal  that  were  dam- 
aged by  frost  and  floods  have  been  filled  and  repaired.

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REPAIRS  AND  IMPROViEMENTS 

The  culvert  at  Bloody  brook  was  obstructed  by  mud,  and  was 
cleaned  out. 

The  culvert  at  Canaseraga  was  badly  choked  with  gravel,  and 
was  cleaned  out  by  the  scow  crew. 

The  weeds  and  brush  have  been  cut  along  the  banks  of  the  Erie 
and  Oswego  canals  and  the  feeders. 

The  banks  of  the  Barge  canal  (Seneca  river)  between  Belgium 
and  Cold  Spring  bridge  were  repaired. 

A  leak  was  repaired  on  the  sixty-mile  level,  east  of  Syracuse. 

The  wall  on  the  berme  bank  of  the  Oswego  canal,  between  Lock 
No.  1  and  Park  street  bridge,  tumbled  in  and  was  relaid  just  pre- 
ceding the  opening  of  navigation.

On  account  of  the  increased  heavy  auto-truck  travel,  minor  re- 
pairs have  been  made  to  practically  every  bridge  on  the  section, 
and  floors  and  joists  have  been  strengthened. 

Repairs  have  been  made  to  the  overhead  foot  bridges  and  new 
sidewalks  laid  on  them  at  West  Genesee  street.  Bascule  and  West 
streets. 

A  new  sidewalk  was  laid  over  Canastota  creek  at  Canastota. 

Willows  were  cut  and  set  along  the  banks  of  the  Barge  canaL 

Navigation  on  the  section  was  uninterrupted. 

At  the  dose  of  ftavigation  Hie  b'aoks  along  the  canal  were  in 
good  condition. 

Nineteen  bodies  have  been  taken  from  the  canal  on  this  section 
during  the  season.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
PUBLIC  WORKS 

RocHESTSB,  N.  Y.,  December  31,  1918. 

Hon.  W.  W.  WoTHEBSPOON,  Superintendent  of  Public  Works, 
Albany,  N.  7.: 

Deab  Sib. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  the 
report  of  the  Western  Division,  New  York  State  canals,  for  the 
year  1918: 

Complying  with  your  instructions,  the  Western  Division  was 
open  for  navigation  from  May  15th  to  December  10th.  During 
this  period  there  were  no  delays  to  navigation. 

In  testing  out  banks  on  the  sixty-mile  level  between  Barge 
Canal  Locks  No.  33  and  34  three  weak  points  in  bank  developed  — 
one  west  of  HoUey  guard-gate  in  towing  path  bank.  At  this  point 
the  bank  showed  a  wide  crack  for  a  distance  of  seventy-five  (75) 
feet;  the  north  side  of  this  split  bank  settled  approximately  two 
feet.  Six  hundred  and  seventy  (670)  cubic  yards  of  stone  ballast 
were  placed  on  this  bank.  On  my  recent  inspection  I  found  that 
this  part  of  the  bank  is  still  settling. 

The  road  culvert  at  Knowlesville  has  been  in  a  leaky  condition 
for  some  time.  The  leakage  became  serious  during  the  month  of 
October.  Steel  sheet  piling  was  driven  in  berme  bank  east  of 
culvert,  and  two  boatloads  of  clay  were  placed  on  south  bank  in 
canal  prism.  This  cut  off  leak  temporarily.  I  am  informed  by 
the  division  engineer  that  the  canal  prism  is  to  be  lined  with  con- 
crete for  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet,  both  east 
and  west  of  center  line  of  culvert. 

The  north  bank  between  South  Greece  Bridge  No.  94  and 
CromwelFs  Bridge  No.  96  is  in  a  leaky  condition.  At  a  point 
one  thousand  (1,000)  feet  east  of  Cromwell's  bridge  the  bank 
began  to  slough  away.     Two  thousand  (2,000)  cubic  yards  of 
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stone  ballast  were  put  on  the  toe  of  this  bank.  Five  hundred 
(500)  feet  west  of  Cromwell's  bridge  the  bank  showed  settlement 
for  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet.  One  hundred 
and  seventy-six  (176)  lineal  feet  of  steel  sheet  piling  was  driven 
to  rock  at  this  point.  I  have  been  informed  by  the  division  engi- 
neer that  it  is  the  State  Engineer's  intention  to  drive  steel  sheet 
piling  in  this  bank  its  entire  length.  Several  leaks  were  found  on 
this  level  during  the  season,  which  were  promptly  plugged. 

I  strongly  recx)mmend  that  a  suitable  floating  equipment  be 
purchased  and  that  all  sjwil  banks  on  this  level  be  used  to 
strengthen  weak  banks. 

The  banks  of  Tonawanda  creek  have  slid  from  time  to  time, 
and  will  continue  to  slide  until  some  permanent  repairs  are  made. 
In  order  to  avoid  further  trouble  on  the  creek,  I  recommend  that 
a  channel  be  dug  three  feet  below  the  creek  prism,  twelve  feet 
wide  on  each  side  of  creek,  and  the  stone  at  the  Lockport  spoil 
bank  be  used ;  the  riprap  wall  to  have  a  breadth  of  at  least  twelve 
feet  in  the  creek  prism. 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  reports  of  the  superintend- 
ents of  Sections  Nos.  8,  9,  10  and  11,  Erie  canal. 

Financial  tables  constituting  a  part  of  this  reix)rt  for  the  fiscal 
year,  showing  the  expenditures  on  this  division  from  July  1,  1917, 
to  June  30,  1918,  for  ordinary  repairs  under  chapter  181,  Laws 
of  1917,  and  under  special  appropriations,  are  herewith  submitted. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  summary  of  the  repairs  made:

The  Western  Division  shop  force  was  employed  during  the  year 
making  the  necessary  repairs  to  floating  equipment,  preparing  and 
sawing  lumber  for  repairs  to  bridges,  making  and  repairing  tools, 
and  other  general  repair  work  wherever  necessary. 

Capstans  were  made  for  Barge  canal  locks. 

Repaired  and  painted  rowboats  and  built  nine  new  rowboats  for 
Barge  canal  locks.

Laid  new  floor  in  house-boat,  caulked  and  repaired  gasoline 
paint  boat,  house-}x)at  and  Scows  Nos.  1  and  2. 

Made  three  derricks  for  Barge  canal  locks. 

The  new  hull  of  steel  tug,  built  under  contract  by  B.  J.  Cowles, 
was  delivered  at  Buffalo. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  feet  of  yellow  pine  lum- 
ber stored  at  Bushnell's  Basin  flume  was  milled  into  bridge 
planking.

26,  27,  28, 
32  and  33. 

All  the  waste-weirs  on  the  Western  Division  were  overhauled 
and  put  in  working  order. 

The  machinery  on  all  lift  bridges  on  the  Western  Division  was 
overhauled  and  kept  in  commission  during  season  of  navigation 
by  bridge  repair  men. 

The  interior  of  Weighlock  building  was  painted  and  new  electric 
wiring  was  installed  in  offices  on  ground  floor.

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 
Earoe  Locks 

Top  soil  has  been  placed  on  the  grounds  and  gravel  placed  from 
the  edge  of  lock  wall  to  outer  line  of  snubbing  posts  on  Lock 
No.  30,  and  much  grading  has  been  done  on  Lock  No.  29. 

Lock-gates  have  been  painted  on  Locks  Nos.  28-B,  29  and  30. 

Reinforcing  I-beams  have  been  placed  back  of  upper  valve 
screens  at  Locks  Nos.  28-A  and  30. 

Locks  Nos.  26,  27  and  28-A  were  put  in  operation  for  the  first 
time  on  May  15th.  All  machinery  has  been  kept  in  perfect  repair 
and  no  trouble  experienced  in  the  operating  of  same  this  season. 

Common  Locks 

All  old  locks  on  Section  8  were  abandoned  at  the  close  of  navi- 
gation November  15,  1917,  when  that  part  of  the  old  canal  between 
Clyde  and  Newark  was  abandoned  by  reason  of  the  completion  of 
the  Barge  canaL 
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Bbidoes 

All  bridges  have  been  watched  closely  and  kept  in  good  repair 
and  much  attention  given  to  safeguarding  of  the  traveling  public 
by  keeping  all  guard-rails  on  dangerous  approaches  and  embank- 
ments in  excellent  repair. 

Pbtsm  of  Canal 

All  logs  and  stumps  which  were  a  menace  to  navigation  were 
removed  from  the  prism  of  the  canal  where  same  passes  through 
the  Wayneport  swamp,  before  the  opening  of  navigation. 

Xavioation 

No  interruption  to  navigation  has  occurred  on  this  section  dur- 
ing the  season. 

Wateb 

The  required  depth  of  water  has  been  maintained  during  the 
season,  with  the  exception  of  the  levels  between  Locks  Xos.  26,  27, 
28-A  and  28-B,  which  have  been  maintained  at  eleven  feet,  as 
ordered  by  the  engineering  department  to  aid  contractors  in  doing 
work  along  the  line  of  canal. 

Other  Work  of  Consequence 

The  large  culvert  running  under  the  old  canal  at  the  foot  of 
Main  street  in  the  village  of  Palmyra  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned 
of  all  driftwood  and  rubbish  and  a  substantial  oak  rack  placed  at 
the  head  of  same  to  prevent  driftwood  from  entering  the  culvert 
and  blocking  the  water,  which  causes  much  damage  to  surround- 
ing property  during  a  freshet. 

Weeds  and  Brush 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  removal  of  all  weeds 
and  brush  from  State  property  through  villages,  near  the  locks  and 
all  bridge  approaches,  also  in  complying  with  section  54  of  the 
Highway  Law  by  cutting  all  weeds  and  brush  growing  within  the 
bounds  of  the  highway  where  State  property  abuts  against  the 
same.

All  the  bridges  on  the  section  have  been  repaired  and  replanked 
where  needed.  Hudson  street  bridge  at  Buifalo  and  Delaware 
street  bridge  at  Tonawanda  had  to  be  replanked  twice.  Bush's 
bridge  at  Martinsville  and  Austin  street  bridge  at  Buffalo  were 
entirely  replanked  with  new  stringers,  also  new  sidewalk  on  Ham- 
ilton street  bridge.

Repairs  were  ordered  or  deficiencies  in  equipment  requii'^d  to 
be  supplied  on  fourteen  boats  and  certificates  of  inspection  were 
withheld  pending  compliance,  but  eventually  all  except  three  com- 
plied with  the  requirements  and  obtained  certificates. 

In  May,  the  packet  steamer  "  David  Chapman "  was  blown 
ashore  at  Fonda  and  suffered  considerable  damage  to  the  hull, 
besides  losing  the  propeller. 

In  June,  an  elbow  on  the  blow-off  pipe  of  the  boiler  of  the 
packet  steamer  "  D.  Rightmyer "  cracked,  badly  scalding  the 
engineer,  but  otherwise  -doing  little  damage. 

No  other  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year,  and  so  far 
as  we  know  there  has  been  no  loss  of  life  nor  other  personal  injury 
on  the  boats  we  inspected. 

On  August  27th  a  fine  of  $50  was  imposed  on  George  W. 
Vredenburgh,  owner  of  the  passenger  steamer  "  Duquesne,"  for 
carrying  passengers  between  Utica  and  Sylvan  Beach  without  a 
certificate  of  inspection. 

During  the  year,  six  steamers  came  in  for  inspection  that  we 
did  not  have  in  1917,  and  thirty-three  dropped  out;  the  net  loss 
being  twenty-seven  steamers  and  deficit  in  steamer  tonnage  of 
1,068  tons.  • 

Of  the  motor  boats,  sixty-three  dropped  out  and  thirty-two 
others  came  in  for  inspection,  leaving  thirty-one  less  than  last 
year  in  number  and  791  less  tonnage.
